The  North-Riding  is  bounded  on  the 
norOi  by  the  river  Tecs  j  on  the  east  by  the 
German  oeean ;  on  the  south  by  the  Ainsty 
of  York  and  the  East  and  West-Ridings; 
and  on  the  weatby  the  county  of  Westraore- 
bnA.  The  boundaries  of  the  Eas^Ridlng 
ace,  the'Derwent  to  the  north;  the  Ouae 
to  the  west;  the  Humber  to  the  south; 
ind  the  German  ocean  to  the  east. 

In  traeiog  the  Homan  roads  of  York- 
ahire,  the  oourse  of  the  great  road,  called 
Wathng  street,  running  trom  aouth  to  north, 
has  already  been  described,^  and  shown  to 
extend  from  Bawtry,  where  it   enters  the 
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county  of  York,  to  the  Tecs,  whers  It 
crosses  into  the  county  of  I>urham.-P< 
Another  military  road,  running  eaat  and 
west,  from  Manchester  to  York,  has  also  been 
described.  This  road,  proceedhig  stlU  east- 
ward, advanced  to  Malton,  where  it  wat 
divided  Into  two  branches,  the  first  called 
Wade's  causeway,  leading  to  Dunsley  Bay« 
the  Duniu  Sinus  qf  PtoUtny;  and  th« 
other  to  Scarborough  and  FUey.  Th« 
straight  course  of  a  Roman  load  may  iM 
traced  over  the  high  grounds  of  the  Wddi^ 
from  York  to  Bridlington  Bay,  the  Gatran' 
tovicorum  Stnut  Portuoiut,  or  SoMaritf 
a  branch  of  this  road  has  also  been  dit- 
covered,  tending  towards  Hunmanby.-— 
Another  line  may  also  be  followed  In  a 
direction  to  Patrlngton,  (Praetorium)  and 
the  Spum  point,  which  Appears  to  be  ^ 
Ocettum  Promoidorivm  ff  Ptotemy,  and 
where  was  onoe  the  noted  seaport  of  R»* 
venqpum,  now  engulphed  in  th^  ooean.— *- 
Prom  Lincoln  a  Roman  road  may  be  traced 
to  the  south  bank  of  the  Humber,  near 
Whitringham,  ^ere  are  stiU  seen  Tcstlges 
of  the  statimi  od  ^!«m.  On  the  nortii  bank 
Brough  indicates  the  position  d  another  an* 
dent  station,  from  widch  It  is  probable  that  a 
branch  of  road  communicated  with  York, 
From  this  sketch  it  will  appear  that  the  mili- 
tary roads  of  the  Romans  converged  in  every 
direction,  from  the  extremities  of  the  pro* 
vinoe  of  Eboraeum  to  York,  Oeir  oomroga 
centre,  which,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  sulh 
Joined  history  of  that  andent  dty,  was  so 
long  the  head  quarters  of  the  Roman  armyi. 
The  East-Riding  of  Yorkshire,  ak 
though  it  displays  a  great  variety  of  aspect. 
Is  far  less  conspicuously  marked  with  the 
bold  features  of  nature  than  the  other  partt! 
of  the  county ;  but  if  it  contains  no  scenery

reigion.  The  woMa  condat  of  an  aipemblMgg 
9f  chalky  hiUa,  wtteoding  ttaux  the  aorthem 
to  the  iouthem  extremity  of  the  Saat- 
Rldidg;  The  aoU  ia  comnMoly  a  free  and 
lotber  light  loam,  with  a  mixture  of  chalky 
graT^  inaome parti  very  ihalkmi  italiocoa- 
tuni  a  dotpcr  and  more  kindly  loam,  and  a 
light  landy  mixturab  On  the  Wolda  very 
extendve  improvenMOti  have  taken  place 
dur j|]«  the  last  flotty  yean,  and  a  diatriot, 
wliidi,  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century, 
ivas  a  complete  waste— fit  only  for  the  pro- 
duction and  support  of  rabbits,  by  the  ^- 
•ouragement  given  to  agriculture  between 
the  years  1790  and  1815*  has  been  brought 
into  a  state  of  prosperous  cultivation.  The 
eastern  division,  above  referred  to,  extends 
traoi  Filey  to  Spam  Hei|d{  in  some  parts 
of  this  extensive  tactt  particularly  be- 
tween Filey  and  Bridlingtou,ttiefueofthe 
country  is  mudi  diveraified,  and  throughout 
the  whole  district  day  and  loam  are  the 
predominant  soils.  The  iroproveaenti  in 
agricultura  have  here  also  been  very  exten- 
aive>  and  a  Judidoua  system  of  drainage  has 
ncoompUshed  wonders.  The  third  natural 
division  of  the  East-Riding  extends  ftom  the 
westemfootof  the  Wolda  to  the  boundaries 
of  the  North  and  West  Ridlngss  thte  tract 
of  land  ia  called  Levels,  and,  as  its  name 
Inqiorts,  it  is  every  where  flat  and  unpictu- 
nsque,  but  by  no  meana  uaproductive. 

In  the  North-Riding  the  fiuieof  the 
country  is  much  more  diveralfled.  Along 
the  eoM^  fiRxn  Searboroogh  to  Cleveland, 
It  IsUUy  and  bold,  the  cliff  being  generally 
from  60  to  IM  feet  high,  and  in  some 
places,  aa  at  Stoope  Brow,  seven  miles  tnm 
Whitby,  it  rises  to  the  stupendous  height 
jof  893  feet.  From  the  cliff  the  country 
rises  in  most  placea  very  rapidly,  and  a  lit- 
tle finrtherndand  successive  hills,  rising  one 
above  another,  form  the  elevated  tract  of 
the  Eastern  Moorlands.  Thecuhivated  dales 
aituatcd  amongst  these  moors  are  pretty 
extensive,  some  of  them  containing  flfom 
five  to  ten  thousand  acres,  and  Eskdale  and 
Blkdale  much  mora  The  level  lands  at 
Ihe  bottom  of  the  vallies  are  seldom  more 
than  two  or  three  hundred  yards  In  breadth, 
but  the  land  is  generally  cultivated  toacon- 
tideraUe  distance  up  the  sides  of  the  hiUs. — 
Mostoflihedale^  partake  more  orlesaofthe 
fijOffiringsoila;..-*  black  moor  earth  upon 
ttoff  •  ■A'y  •oa,  in  some  places  inter- 


mixed  with  stance  t  and  a  light  kiam  upon 
a  grit  rock.  In  some  instances,  as  hi  the 
neighbourhood  of  Hacknen,  there  la  on  the 
side  of  the  hills  a  stiff  kiam  upon  Umeatonc^ 
and  a  deep  sandy  loam  upon  Tirhinstonfff 
•ad  in  the  bottom  a  light  k>am  upon  gmsd 
or  freestone  The  interior  parts  ef  the 
Eastern  Moobi^ands  present  a  bleak  and 
dreary  a^iect,  and  little  wood  ia  to  be  laea, 
except  in  the  dales  or  on  the  decliviti«of 
someof  the  noore  fertile  of  the  hills.  Pnssii« 
intoClevetend,  the  country  is  lightly  idtfiv^ 
ed  with  hill*,  and  the  soU  U  genenOly  dayi 
in  samecaaesacUyeykMun,andtaiothana 
fine  red  aandy  soil.  The  vale  of  York,  m»c 
in  the  interior,  is  not  confined  wifiiin 
any  determinate  boundaries,  but  b  rather 
marked  out  by  the  fhce  of  the  country.— 
This  extensivo  vale  has,  A-om  the  rivw 
Tees,  a  general  8k>pe,  though  hiterruptcd 
by  some  intgukritles  of  surlhee,  and  some 
bold  swells,  as  Ikr  as  York,  whan  It  ataks 
Into  a  perfect  flat  The  northern  paitof 
this  tract  has  theSaatem  M ooiOAima  on  eee 
sido,  and  the  Western  MoonLAifne  enthe 
other.  The  son  hi  that  part  of  the  vmleitf 
York  which  Ilea  within  Sae  NorOi-RMfav  k 
described  by  Mr.  Toke^  in  his  survey,  to  be 
of  difikrent  degress  of  fintiltty,  and  tote 
verydillbrently  compoacdi  generally  H  h it 
clayey  kiam.  and  few  ports  of  theeountry

Many  of  the 
dales  whiehlnterseetthe  wcstemMooni.Aime 
ara  extremely  fertile  t  of  these,  Wenalefitele 
may  be  ranked  aa  the  first,  both  inextent 
and  fertility.  On  the  aouth  several  aaall 
dales  open  Into  thedale of  Wcnaley.  The 
soil  of  thia  master  dale,  on  the  banks  of 
the  river,  is  generally  a  rich  kMmy  gravd. 
and  on  thesidesof  the  hiUs  acbyeyloam 
upon  a  substratum  of  Hmeefeonei  Swalednle 
is  little  inferior  to  Wenaley  In  extent^ 
though  it  fells  fer  short  of  it  in  beauty,  b«t 
by  some  it  is  esteemed  more  romantie,  and 
by  all  it  must  be  admired.  In  fertility  It  la 
pretty  much  upon  a  par  with  its  neighbomr. 
The  nnaller  dales,  wMdi  ara  very  rmmerons, 
ara  in  general  similar  to  these  in  appenance 
and  production.  Even  the  mountains  beiv,

The  intennitting  fprfof 
at  tUtdgate,  Mar  Cotttngham,    deierlbed 
at  page  189  of  this  votume,  lists  upon  ttie 
gravel,  but  it  to  not  fkr  distant  from  the 
tthaUu       In  the  gnrtA  beds  on  the  chalk 
are  found  the  renaiiia  of  large  anlmato, 
somt  of  them  in  a  state  of  great  perfeetiont 
vaiebrce,  eighteen  tet  in  lengtli,  and  from 
8  to  10  indies  in  diameter,  have  twen  dng 
up  in  these  beds,  and  tcedi,  mnastirlng  9 
at  10  indies  in  drcumfersnce,  are  ftaqnently 
discovered  here.    At  Hull  the  gravd  depo>

This  was  no  doubt  the  traditional  account  in 
Um  day»  and  the  resemUanoe  whidi  York 
bean  to  the  foim  of  ancient  Rome  gives 
countenance  (0  tfie  opiiUon :.  The  plan  of 
Itdine  left  by  Pabius,  represents  it  in  the 
form  of  a  bow,  of  which  the  Tyber  was  the 
Irtrihgi  as  the  Ouse  may  be  uid  not  unaptly 
to  be  the  bow-string  of  Yorlc  Both  these 
rivers  run  directly  through  the  dtles  which 
they  water,  and  have  contributed  to  their 
indent  s(dendour  and  present  conscquenoeb 
Urake  is  of  opinion  that  York  was  flrst 
planted  and  fortified  by  Agrioola,  and  it  is 
certain  that  when  the  emperor  Adrian  oame 
into  this  iflland  in  the  year  124»  he  took  up 
his  station  at  Yorlc.  Adrian  brought  into 
Britain  to  aid  in  the  conquest  of  Caledonia, 
the  Sixth  Roman  Legion,  styled  Lcflo  Scxia 
ttctrixi  in  the  year  150  Eboracum  was  the 
most  considerable  Roman  station  1  and  Anto* 
nimis  in  his  itinerary  mentions  it  with  the 
addition  of  "  Legio  VI  Victrix.**  Marcus 
9lureliU9  Lucius,  aBritishking,  is  said  tohave 
been  the  first  crowned  head  in  the  world  that 
emlmiced  Christianity,  and  it  is  highly  pnv 
hable  Uiat  this  motiarch  was  bom  in  York 
as  it  is  recorded  of  his  fisther,  Coiliu,  that  be 
li>'ed,  died  and  was  buried  here.*  In  the 
AIgn  of  Coramodus.  tlie  Caledonians,  enoou- 
raged  by  thfe  lax  disdpline  of  the  Roman  sol- 
filers,  made  a  successful  irruption  into  Eng- 
lanfi,  and  after  cutting  in  pi^pes  the  Roman 
srmy  mvaged  the  country,  as  fkr  as  York.t 
Uarcifllos  Ulpius,  aided  by  the  Ninth  Legion 
drove  back  the  Caledonians  within  their  own 
borders,  and  thus  for  a  short  time  rescued 
the  country  fh>m  the  terrible  visitstion  of 
the  northern  invaders,  butas  the  sword  had 
fliacei  the  Romans  in  Britain,  nothing  but 
tone  oodld  sustain  them  there.

For  more  than  three  years  he  lived 
and  held  his  imperial  court  in  the  Pmiorian 
palace  of  this  dty,{  frequently  giving  Judg- 
ment in  Judicial  cases;  and  a  rescript  <tf  law 
is  still  preserved  in  the  Roman  code.  Issued 
by  the  emperor,  and  dated  fhxn  this  dty  ca 
the  3d  of  the  nones  of  May,  in  the  c(»isulate 
of  Fusdnus  and  Rufus,  corresponding  to  the 
year21I,  relating  to  the  recovery  of  the  ri^t 
of  poesesBion  of  servants,  or  rather  of  slaves. 
At  this  period  York  shone  forth  with  meri- 
dian splendour.

On  the  death  of  Scverus  hia  two  sona 
Jointly  assumed  the  imperial  purple  but  Cv 
taoaUa,  the  elder,  mutdned  his  brother  Gcta 
in  his  mothff's  anns,  and  put  to  death  at 
least  80,000  penons  of  both  sexes,  under  thr 
vague  ehaige  that  they  were  "thafkicndsof 
Geta.*  A/tor  disgradi«  Ebomcum,  with 
these  and  other  abominable  crimes,  this  mon- 
ster returned  to  Rome,  and  afterwards  re* 
paired  to  Syria*  where  he  was  assassinated  at 
theiutigatkiBofOpUinsMacrinus,  byMaa- 
tialis*  a  deqierate  soldier,  who  had  been  re- 
fused the  rank  of  centurion.  Duiiqg  thr 
century  of  repose  which  succeeded  the  de- 
parture of  Caxacallat  the  Roman  aoldlecii 
greatly  improved  the  country  by  cutting 
down  woods,  draining  marshes,  and  ftimdng 
thoae  noble  roads  and  streets  which  to  this 
day  an  called  Roman.t  It  Im  worthy  of  re- 
mark, that  Eboracum  is  the  prindpal  dty  in 
aU  their  itinera  or  routes,  and  it  U  th^  only 
point  firom  whence  antiquaries  can  wi^  cer- 
tainty fix  any  Roman  statkm  in  the  North  << 
England,  In  the  next  century  Caiausiya 
himself,  a  Briton,  buded  ia  this  h^wiantd 
procured  himself  to  be  peodaiiwed  eqapnor 
at  York.  Under  his  iifurpaliiKi  Britain, 
destined  in  a  Aiture  1^  to  oUain  the  ampiie 
of  the  sea,  afaeady  assumed  its  natusM  ai¥l 
respectable  statiott  m  a  maiitime  power.

pected flmwr,  and  aaSd  he  oouM  now  die  in 
peioe,  aa  he  eoold  leave  hia  yet  unaceom- 
pMahed  aetiooa  to  be  petfbrmed  by  him* 
Then  gently  Ijiag  dawn,  he  diapoaed  of  hia 
aflUn  to  hia  own  mind,  and  taking  leave  of 
hia  cfaadiw  oi  both  aexaa»  who,  says  Euaa- 
btua,  Bke  a  choir  atood  and  fncompasaiJ 
him,  ha  expired,  having  previously  ddi  vexed 
ever  to  the  handa  ot  hia  ddeat  son,  the  im- 
paxial  dominion* 

Immediatdy  upon  the  death  of  Con- 
atanttua,  hia  son  and  succeasor  Conatantine, 
waa  taiveatad  with  the  purple  robe  in  his  fb- 
thei^  own  plaoe.  The  inauguration  of  thia 
great  monarch,  in  the  dty  where  he  drew  hia 
first  breath,  aerves  to  ahed  an  additional 
lustre  on  Eboracum,  and'  has  proeured  for 
this  andent  dty  the  name  of  Altera  Roma. 
The  British  soldiers  fai  the  pay  of  Rome  sa- 
Inled  tbdr  iDustzious  countryman,  exnperor 
at  York,  and  prfeintfirt  him  with  a  titfa,  at 
golden  gkibe  aa  a  symbol  of  his  aovereignty 
<yvar  the  island  of  Mtatai.  This  emblem  he 
blghly  priaed,  and  upon  his  conversion  to 
ehrlsttanity,  he  placed  a  croas  upon  it  and 
had  it  carried  before  him  in  an  hia  procea- 
aions.  Staioo  the  time  of  Constantine,  the 
tnfk  has  beeome  the  usual  sign  of  majesty, 
and  io  considered  a  part  of  the  royal  regalia. 
According  to  the  Latin  authors,  Britain  re- 
mained in  peace  during  the  long  reign  of 
Conatantine,  though  the  country  was  by  no 
means  ftee  from  the  irruptions  of  the  Picts 
and  Scots.  The  emperor,  not  only  left  York 
and  Britain,  but  he  quitted  Europe  and  re- 
mofvad  tfaeaeatof  empire  from  Rome  to  By- 
cantium  or  Constantinople.  The  fldth  of 
the  emperor  had  undergone  a  change,  and  in 
the  year  312  aooording  to  EuseUus,  be  fbr- 
aook  the  dark  and  barbarous  superatitiona  of 
paganism  and  embraced  the  christian  <kith; 
on  the  same  autluMty  it  Is  recorded  that  the 
eonversion  of  Constantine,  Is  to  be  ascribed 
to  the  miraculous  sign  of  a  cross  which  waa 
displayed  hi  the  heavena,  while  he  meditated 
and  prepared  the  ItaHan  expedltioit.  Before 
this  extsaorffinary  diange  took  place  he  was 
a  worriiippar  of  the  sun,  and  his  filial  piety 
had  inetaaaadthe  council  of  Olympus,  by  the 
a  apotheosis  or  ddflcationor  his  father. 


Soon  after  the  eonqueat  of  Italy  in  9\S, 
the  empeiot  made  a  solemn  and  anfha  iilla 
dcdaiationof  his  aenthnents  by  fite  cclelja  a- 
ted  edict  of  Milan,  which  restored  peac«>  «o 
tlie  eathoHc  dmreh,  and  promnlptted  tbe 
truly  dnistian  principle  of  rdigknia  HberCy, 
leaving  every  man  to  IbHow  that  r^gioa 
which  his  own  consdenee  dictated,  and  as- 
signing for  tUs  untversal  toleration  theae  two 
weighty  reasons — first,  that  in  this  way  fbe 
peace  and  happiness  of  me  peofde  were  lioat 
consuftedt  andaeeond,  that  bysudi  a  ecm- 
duct,  the  Ddty,  whose  seat  io  heaven,  wooM 
be  beat  propitiated.  Britain  did  not  wiCncaa 
this  ebmge,  tiiongh  the  native  Imperial  po- 
tentate of  York  waa  the  greater  ador  la  tte 


From  the  depaxtnxeof  Conatantine^  tMv 
andent  reddenee  of  ^*  the  Lorda  of  the  UiHw 
vcrasT  began  to  dedine,  and  the  materiala  Ibr 
British  history,  aubaeqaent  to  that  period  as* 
aoacaaty,  that llltte more ia known thaa  th» 
naked  fact,  that  the  Romans,  after  an  oee«». 
pation  of  four  hundred  yean  quitted  ttiia 
island.  During  the  greatest  part  of  the  pe- 
riod of  occupatkm,  the  Sixth  Legiosi  of  the 
Roman  army  and  sometimes  the  Ninth,  (tlie 
latter  of  widdi  merged  into  the  former)  r»- 
sidadatYork.  This  legion  consisted  of  fktma 
six  to  seven  thousand  troops,  of  which  about 
one4anth  part  waa  hosae,  and  the  ronaindar 
foot  soldiers.  The  antiquities  taidicative  of 
the  long  residence  of  the  Romans  here,  warn 
leas  aumerooa  than  might  have  been  aop- 
poaed,  if  we  did  not  take  into  the  coBsider»- 
tion,  tiiat  file,  sword,  ignorance  and  aupcr* 
stition  have  all  contributed  their  aasfrtance  to 
the  devouring  hand  of  time,  to  erase  the  mo- 
numents  whldi  the  imperial  power  had 
served  to  erect  It  may  seem  strange,  that 
we  have  not  to  show  any  temjdes,  amphi- 
theatres or  palacea,  whoae  edifices  must  Qstee 
'  have  made  Eboracum  shfaae  with  distin- 
I  guished  hutrei  but  the  wander  wiU  eeaae 
j  when  In  the  following  pagea  of  this  Ustoaj 
I  we  trace  such  horrid  destruction  of  every 
j  thing  both  sacred  and  profonOi  To  our 
I  diristian  ancestors  we  owe  mudi  of  this  de- 
struction; ^dr  holy  aeal  rendered  tficm 
anxkMu  to  eradicate  every  vestige  of  pagan- 
ism, and  the  Roman  altars  and  votive  menu- 
ments  were  naturally  enough  consigned  to 
destruction  under  thdr  Gothic  hands.  Stm 
however,  tiiere  are  many  Roman  vemalna  to 
be  found  here,  and  great  quantitiea  of  coina, 
^tends,  fibube,  una  andiarophagi  have  bam 
dug  up  and  leeovered  through  a  period  of 
fifteen  centuries.  The  ooins  are  all  of  the 
emperors,  from  Augustus  to  Oratlan.  aid  the 
catatogue  of  them  as  wdl  as  many  other  Ro- 
man antiquitiea  found  In  this  dty.  ia  pra>

Into  whose  haadi  this  raHc  has  fdlcn  is  not 
known.  Six  yean  afterwards  two  curioas 
Roman  ams  were  dug  up  near  the  Monnt 
without  Micklegate  her,  one  of  them  of  glass 
coated  with  a  silver  coloured  tttfaetanoe  ( 
ekcirum ;  tlia  other  of  lead,  which  falUng  into 
the  liand  of  an  igncmmt  {dumber*  was  enn- 
signed  to  the  melting-pot.  A  pedestal  of 
frit  with  a  short  Roman  inscription,  was 
also  found  tha  same  year  near  Micklegate 
bar. 

A  Roman  septtldue  of  singular  form 
was  found  in  the  year  1768.  by  some  labour- 
cfs  who  ware  preparing  a  pieee  of  ground  for 
a  garden,  nev  the  city  walls  west  of  Mickle- 
gate bar,  and  is  described  with  the  elaborate 
precision  nf  an  admirer  of  ancient  Romans, 
by  Dr.  WUUam  White,  in  the  transactions  of 
tha  Antiquarian  Society.  The  sepulchre 
was  formed  of  Roman  dies,  built  upnatl>e 
form  of  a  roof  and  making  a  triangle  with 
tiio  ground  below.  On  the  top  was  a  cover 
ing  of  aemi-filrcular  tiles,  of  small  diametar, 
so  eloae  as  to  prerent  the  least  particle  of 
earth  from  falling  into  the  cavity,  and  eafdi 
end  of  the  dorroitary  was  closed  with  a  tile 
OB  which  was  inscribed  Lno.  ix.  His.  being 
dOttbtlcBs,  the  burying  place  of  a  soUier  of 
the  Lfgio  notM  HUpantea,  Two  years  af- 
terwards, pariofthefnundatkmofaiemple 
of  Roman  bridi  work  was  disooverad  two 
feet  beknr  the  surftce,  hi  Friars'  gardens 
near  Toft  green,  beneath  whidi  was  a  flat 
grit  stone  with  a  Roman  inscription,  indica- 
ting that  this  was  a  temple,  sacred  tn  the 
Egyptian  god  Scbapis,  and  was  erected  at 
the  coat  of  dandius  Heronymlanus,  lieuten- 
ant of  the  Sixth  Oouquering  Legion.  In  tha 
same  year  was  found  on  the  banks  of  tho 
Ouse,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  east  fVom  the 
city,  8  Bvmbar  of  ancient  mnains  oonsisthig 
of  piecfs  of  patartt  (goblets)  and  urns,  a  strar 
turn  of  oyster  ibeUs  with  a  number  of  bonca 
«f  cattle  strewn  in  Tarious  direetioos,  coDee- 
tively  fofouitof  Hie  opinion  that  a  Roman 
tawpit  had  atood  here,  and  that  these  were 
tiM  raudntof  idolatroas  sacrifices' offered  in 
Itoa  dBkafM  of  pagn  idolatry.    A  masaive

A  small  Roman  v«tiva  altar  of  stoaa^ 
six  iMhei  high  and  six  iadna  in  breadth  «t 
the  baae,  bearing  a  Roman  lnassiplk»  sqbb^ 
what  taDpaired  by  ttaae,  but  from  whioh  It 
appeal!  that  this  reBo  w«  dedicated  by  a 
soldier  of  the  Sixth  Lcgkm,  to  tha  mnther  of 
the  Emperor  Antanitts  Pius,  was  found  to 
Mkklsgato,  by  tha  workmen,  while  diggtaf 
a  drahi  in  tha  otiddle  of  the  street,  and  after 
remaining  for  aomayean  in  theposaasskm 
of  Mrs.  MIMred  Bonnhler,  is  now  deposltad 
in  the  Minater  Library.  Serccal  other  R»>' 
man  remains  were  found  with  this  alta^ 
about  eight  or  ten  feut  bdow  the  surften; 
and  the  workmen  met  with  two  or  ttRoeilrm 
pavements  of  pebbles  one  below  aooOier, 
beneath  which  were  several  ftagmauts  of 
beautifol  red  ^aaed  paters»  ad<»ned  with 
flgures  of  gods,  birds  and  vines,  andooeof 
them  inscribed  tout^r  there  were  also  sereral 
small  attars,  and  an  earthem  lamp  with  saosr 
Roman  coins  of  Constantine  the  GrcnL 

The  followingrenaiBS  have  been  found 
in  tlie  present  centary,  and  far  ages  yet  to 
come  the  inexhaustible  mines  of  antiquarian 
wealth,  on  which  the  dty  of  York  stands, 
wiU  doubtless,  yield  their  contributions  to 
the  caUnets  of  the  curious.  In  Jane  ISOt, 
the  workmen  while  digging  for  the  founda- 
tions of  the  New  Gaol,  near  the  site  of  tha 
OU  Baile  Hill,  found  about  one  hundred 
silver  pennies  of  William  the  Devastator  hi 
good  preservation,  though  it  is  pmbalils^ 
that  they  have  lain  in  the  groMid  nearly 
eight  centuries.  Acoocding  to  Ldand,  • 
castle  andently  stood  on  thia  sitOi  The 
most  venerable  aepuldual  renuiitiB  whicfe 
have  been  presented  to  the  antiquary  tu 
many  years,  were  discovered  in  Soptemtor 
1804,  by  the  workmen  while  digging  a  Isxge 
drain  in  the  Minster  yard,  tnm  aouth  to 
westofthecathedxaL  After  passing  throu^ 
a  stratum  of  human  booea  under  which  wars 
two  coflins,  hollowed  nut  of  the  aolid  stones 
the  workoMb  came  to  deven  or  twdve  oof- 
fins,  each  formed  of  stone  (apparently  brought 
fVom  the  quarries  of  Maltuo)  loosely  placed 
together,  without  cement  or  fastening.  Eadi 
oftticse  eoAns  was  covered  with  arough  flag 
four  inches  thick,  under  which  skaletov 
wtie  found  laid  on  the  bare  eartti,  tbeooAhis 
being  without  bottoms.  The  situattoo  befag 
wet,  some  of  the  eoflhts  contained  a  quantltf 
of  dear  water,  through  which  the  skdatato 
appeared  entire^  but  whea  the  water  wm  rs'

Nmr  the  tkuU,  which  ie  remarkably  mudl, 
■sftMmdalodkHeMtory,  m  whieh  TOieb 
Ike  aoeienta  deposited  the  teen  tiiey  shed  for 
(Mrdeparted  ftiende.  The  tworltmen  aleo 
tsmd  at  die  maae  time,  not  ftr  from  the 
vaati,  a  lacgered  coionred  urn  in  whidi  were 
lihe^  and  tlie  pertialiy  bunt  boms  of  a 
hnaanbody.  The  whole ooUeedon  is  pre> 
saved  for  the  inspection  of  tlieeuriovs,  and

of  hmnan  eristencifti     In  a  field  without 


di«  ap  hi  Mardi  1818,  each  oootsining  a 
Aeleton  entire,  with  the  teeth,  the  moot  im- 
VsrishaUepBit  of  man  when  dead,  and  the 
■est  Helrie  to  deeqr  vhcn  Uving,  entire. 
Ihew  eofllni  eve  now  deposited  ia  the  ea- 
ihetal  amongst  other  sepuldnal  antiquities, 
as  oti^ecti  of  interest  to  the  curions.  InMay 
in  the  same  year,  two  clone  coffins  seven  feet 
inlaDga,  and  three  fisH  wide,  cut  out  of  a 
wKd  blodi  of  stone  whieh  was  left  sbc  inches 
tMcic,  were  dug  up  in  a  grave)  pit  near  Pul- 
find  choreh,  in  each  of  which  was  a  human 
ritehton,  and  a  smaU  quantity  of  a  white 
sphstanee  reeembling  lime  mtorated  with 
gRase.  Them  remains  are  now  in  thepoe- 
■ssiion  of  R.  Simpson,  Esq.  of  Bootham. 
Sevnal  eoqjeetwes  have  been  formed  m  to 
the  identity  of  the  ooeupents  of  these  ma- 
sonte  encasements,  and  m  one  of  them  had 
ealdentiy  undergone  decapitatinn,  from  l!U 
■ken  hiding  been  found  on  the  l>reast,  it 
WM  ersoneoualy  imagined  that  this  was 
AichWshop  Scroops,  the  ardent  reformer  of 
the  f<ftieuth  osntnry,  who  wm  treaeheroualy 
■siasd  by  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  and 
At  Aldbrough  the 


site  of  ancient  lenrinm,  «omeraus  epeei* 
mens  of  fessrtated  paTements  hoiTt  oACn 
beenfonnd.  but  it  ww  not  tiH  the  year  1014, 
that  any  raaama  of  this  khid  wewever  dle- 
eovered  at  York,  la  the  month  of  March 
that  year,  a  beantlfta  spechnen  of  this 
Moseie  work  wm  dleeovered  adjoining  tha 
rampart  within  Mickl^iBte  bar,  wUdi  has 
been  cleared  and  endoeed,  aadleatoivwlch 
a  number  of  other  Ro 
for  the  iaspeetion  of  Hie  eurkme. 

The  decline  of  the  Roman  power,  0^ 
liged  them  to  abandon  their  dislaaC  eon- 
qnssts,  aad  hi  the  lelgn  of  TheodoehM,  tha 
yonnger,  the  empire  sunk  so  liwt,  that  Brt- 
tafai,  and  of  coune  Yetk,  the  dty  of  the 
Brigantince,  ap  itwascriled,  wmnoknger 
a  realdence  for  the  "  kirds  of  the  universe.* 
Rome  and  York  both  deeUned  together,  and 
to  them  might  be  applied  the  reflectkm  of 
the  old  poet,  on  ^  Call  of  Carthage : 

Unhappy  men !  to  monm  our  lives  ebort 

date, 
When  eitiee,  realms,  and  empires  share 

our  fate. 

During  the  period  Iwtween  the  evacu- 
ation of  Britain,  by  the  Romane,  and  the 
oonquest  of  this  island,  by  the  Normans, 
the  dty  of  York,  pertook  largely  hi  the 
▼idssltudm  to  which  the  country  was  ex- 
posed. The  Piets  and  the  Soote,  the  Saxons 
and  the  Danes,  each  in  8Uecessi<m,  erected  # 
their  standards  before  its  gates,  and  obtainai^ 
possession  of  the  city.  The  general  history 
of  Northnmbria,  during  them  early  agm, 
to  already  skefedied  in  this  work,  under 
the  head  of  YoauHma;*  and  it  wUl 
sofflee  here,  to  remark  of  this  epoch,  that  . 

York,  though  shorn  of  that  iplendonr  whidi  ' 

imperial  Rome  eonforred,  still  maintained  a 
distinguished  rank  m  a  metropolitan  dty, 
and  as  the  centre  of  commercial  attraction. 
The  oelebrated  instructor  of  Charlemagne, 
who  wrote  in  the  ninth  century,  thus  speaks 
of  York:— 
**  Qno  Tariis  populis  et  regnis  ondiqne 

lectl, 
Spe  lucri  venunt  onserentes  divite  terra, 
DiTitias,  sedem  sibimet  Incmmqoe  lar- 

emqtte." 
**  Hither  for  gnin  from  Turlous  foreign 

parts 
Come  trading  people  seeking  opulence, 
And  a  secure  abode  in  wealthy  land.'* 
At  this  period,  York  was  the  seat  not  only 
of  trade,  but  of  letters  j   she  wae  Indeed, 
the  Athens  of  that  dark  age,  and  the  Kbiary 
collected  by  ArdiMshop  E^bert>  and  i^aoed 
in  the  cathedral,  mnked  anumgst  the  first 
in  Christendom.      Aleuin,   in  one  of  his 
letters  to  his  royal  pupil,  Charlemagne,  r^

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that  Mhotan  may  be  Mot  from 
Pnnoe,  to  «opy  the  wortct  deposltBd  here, 
*'  «iat  tht  gnrdtn  of  Icttan  may  not  lie 
■hut  up  in  York;  butthatioiiiaofltiftirils 
may  be  plaeed  In  Che  paradin  of  TOttiB.*^ 
William,  of  Makaibiiry,  apeald^  of  tMi 
Bbcary,  myt,  "it lathe  nobleit lepoillory, 
and  eabinet  of  arti  and  idenoei  fai  the  whole 
irortd." 

Among  themoft  oetebrated  of  the  Bri- 
tith  monareha  beftyre  the  oooqaeir,   iiaa, 
Uing  Arthor.     Thte  monarch  expelled  the 
Saxooa  from  York,  and  atanott  from  the 
bland.  In  the  year  BtO,  by  the  aangvlnary 
batHeof  Baden  Hilb,  In  i»hleh  00,000  of 
the  enemy  were  slain.     Arthur,  after  the 
defcat  of  the  Saxone,  undertook  an  expedi- 
tion into  Scotland,  with  a  determhiation  to 
deicroy  that  ancient  seat  of  enmity  from  one 
end  to  the  other.    From  this  purpuee  he  was 
dissuaded  by  the  Bishopa.     The  Soots  had 
Juat  received  the  fospd,  and  it  was  rq»e> 
sented  to  the  King,  by  his  spiritual  guides, 
in  Oie  true  spirit  of  that  religion  which  he 
professed,  that  Christians  ought  not  to  spill 
the  bhMd  of  ChrisfiMM    a   maxim,  that 
has  unfortunately  Ibr  tiie  worid,  not  been 
■uiBclently  ineuksaled    in 
Arthur,  after  his  expedition  to  Scotland,  te. 
tonied  to    York,  where  he 
avembly  of  the  dergy  and  people,  tohaal 
thediristont,  and  to  rcgnlato  theaflUrs  of 
the  church.    At  this  time^  this  great  mo- 
narch, and  his  clergy,  with  the  nobility, 
and  the  soldiers,  kept  their  Chrisdnas,  in 
York.    This  was  the  «rst  ftstiiral  oT  the 
kind  ever  celebrated  in  Britain,  and  from 
which,  all   those  ew  since  held  havw  ta- 
ken their  model.    "Vie  latter  end  of  De^ 
cember,  says  the  historian,*!  "  was  spent 
In  mirth,  JoIUty,  drInBng,  and  the  vioas 
that  are  too  often  their  oouequcncss,  ao 
that  thf  representations  of  the  old  heathaiiish 
limsti,  dedicated  to  Saturn,  were  here  again 
revived.     Gifts  were  sent  mutually  flrom 
one  to  another,  Arequent  Invitations  passed 
between  friends,   and  domestie   offbiders 
were  not  punished.     All  this,  was  to  cele^ 
brate  the  nativity  of  Christ,  then,  as  they 
say,  bom."    Arthur,  after  all  his  glory,  had 
the  misfortune  to  be  slain  in  a  rebellion  at 
his  own  sul^ecta,  and  by  the  hands  of  his 
own  nephew.     From  his  death,  violent  dis- 
aentkms  arose  among  the  British  prinoes, 
and  the  Saxoiu  again  so  completely  pre- 
vailed, aa  to  gain  an  entire  oooquest  over

It  does  vat  baleag-to  this  work  to  tnce 
the  «r«nts  ofthe  Heptaffdv.  of  whichpefi<^ 
it  haa  been  obecrred,  with  seme  iuatioa, 
that  if  ^'  the  tdd  wivatf  talm  and  fttei^ 
draamsT  be  Wx|pungad,  thia  vofamie  of  liis. 
toiy  wm  be  tedooed  to  ^  page.  But  it  is 
propsr  to  leeord,  that  in  the  year  SO?,  the 
Danes,  who  had  long  envied  the  hagpinim 
of  their  ndghbevfs,  the  SaaoM^  in  the 
possession  of  the  grratest  and  thaweakfafaat 
island  to  Boiope,  Ailed  up  a  ndghty  fleet, 
and  entered  OieHumbcr  in  the  ^pvii^  with 
a  ationg  krradlnganny,  under  tlis  amiiinaml 
of  HtaigvjarandHribba.  Their  flmt  epasn- 
tloivimf  against  York,  wherea  saagolwary 
battle waa  fboghtte  the  midsfeof  the  dty, 
and  the  two  Saxon  Ungs,  OsbeitaDdfilla, 
beiog  slate  in  the  engj^tment,  the  eity  fcO 
Intothe  handa  of  the  Danish  invadaia.  In 
theeoofliot,  York,  was  redueed  toa  heap oC 
ruins,  by  the  cnalfed  Bartiailans,  wlio 
spared  neither  palaoe  nor  oottaget  agc^  or 


were  revisbed  at  pkasaiek  The  1 
and  wlfeeltherdead  or  dyii^  wen 
together.  The  InlSait  snatched  in 
mother^  breast  waa  eartied  to  ti 
and  there  left  butchered  at  its  parents' 4odr, 
to  make  the  general  cry  mora  hideoua."  For 
mme  ages  the  struggle  was  malataiQed  in 
Ei^land  between  the  Saxons  and  tha  DeM«, 
but  in  the  year,  1010,  thepower  oftfaelbi. 
aner  waaaxtlngnishad.  TtaaDana*,  nader 
Sweyn,  their  sovereign*  ^vaaead  IsMa 
Northumbrta,  with  a  pawerfrd  ansy,  asnl 
pitched  their  tenia  on  the  banka  of  the  OwMk 
To  this  place,  Bthelvad,  the  Ai^cto-Saaen 
rah,  with  an  aiasy  strengthened  by  a 
number  of  Soots,  manhad  to  give  them 
battles  The^ngagement,  which  took  ptea/ 
near  York,  was  bloody  and  weQ  ooolaated. 
Ethelred  Ibught  to  retain,  and  Sweyn  to  ob- 
tain a  kingdom.  Victory  at  length  deolarsd 
for  the  Danes,  and  Ethelred,  with  a  few  of 
his  Ibllowen,  sairinga  boat,  passed  over  the 
Ouse,  and  fled  into  Normandy,  leaving  hk 
crown  and  his  kingdom  to  the  oonqneror. 
The  Danish  viceroys,  orComitesNorthanh 
brisp,  took  up  their  resMenee  at  York, 
whiletheir  soverelgnanotuafipequantly  mads 
thU  dty  the  royal  residenoa.  The  daathof 
^weyn,  who  breathed  his  last  at  Gafa|»- 
borou^,  took  place  in  the  year,  1014,  and 
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of  admi»tioD  of  hia 
ffmtr  aad  gnadma,  cxdaimcd,  that  to  hha 
rmy  thiag  ^^^  poMlble.  Upun  which, 
Guate  ovderod  hit  cliaSr  to  he  plaeed  upon 
tfce  iwi  ihorg,  while  the  tide  wm  rinag;  u 
the  waten  approftched,  he  eommarfed  them 
vilh  a  'voloe  of  authority  to  rcCirr.  and  to 
dbej  the  lofd  of  the  ooea&»  For  some  time 
teftifned  to  lit  ia  expectation  of  their  mih- 
■Moo,  hat  the  eea  atlll  advaneed  towards 
liiai,  and  begaa  to  wash  liim  with  its  Ml- 
hn  I  OD  whidi  he  turned  to  his  oourtien* 
ad  said,  '*  Behold  how  feehle  and  impotent 
BmaB.  Power  resideth  in  one  Being  akme, 
is  wbOK  hands  are  the  elements  of  nature, 
aid  who  alone  can  say  to  the  ocean — Tkua 
far  ahatt  thorn  go  and  no  fttrthn,  and  who 
em  kfwl  with  his  nod  the  most  towering 
pies  of  pride  and  ambition." 

On  the  death  of  Canute,  in  10S5, 
Barotd,  his  second  son,  sumaroed  HareCoot, 
nceeeded  to  hia  British  dominionst  this 
aioBardi  was  suooeaded  by  Haxdicanute,  a 
Bontious  tyrant,  who  died  two  yean  after 
Us  aeetssion,  at  the  nupttals  of  a  Danish 
lofd.  Edward,  the  Confessor,  though  not 
the  hereditary  deecendent,  was  raised  to  the 
tfaraoe  by  the  Toice  of  the  people,  to  the 
I  of  Sweyn,  the  Danish  claimant, 
t- the  last  of  the  Saxon  line  who  ruled 
Harold,  the  son  of  Godwin, 
■iWftduJ  Edward,  but  was  opposed  by  his 
bmho  Tasti,  at  whose  Instance,  Harf^eo 
the  King  of  Norway,  undertook  the  im«. 
aioD  of  this  kingdom,  with  a  numerous  and 
will  appointed  army,  embarked  on  board  a 
kind  of  Norwegian  armada.  This  mighty 
VDMumat  entered  the  Humber,  in  the  au- 
tiam  of  1006,  and  the  ships  sailed  up  the 
(tasi^  Si  fiir  as  Riccall,  within  ten  miles  of 
York;  where  they  were  moored.  Having 
haded  their  forces,  the  inTader^  mardied  to 
Tork,  which  dty  they  took  by  storm,  after 
a  daspeiate  conflict,  fought  at  PuUbrd,  on 
tteereof  St.  Matthew,  with  Morehar,  the 
fovemor,  and  Edwhi,  Earl  of  Cliester. 
Harold  no  sooner  heard  ofthearriTal  of  the 
Norwegians,  than  he  marched  to  York,  at 
(he  head  of  a  powerftil  army.  On  his  ap- 
prasch,  the  invaders  quitted  the  dty,  and 
took  np  a  strong  position  to  the  East  of 
York,  having  the  Dcrwent  in  front,  the 
OoM  to  the  right,  'and  their  navy  on  the 
left.  Haroldf  disregarding  the  advantaga- 
CMS  position  of  the  enemy,  determined  to 
•OH  tha  wooden  bridga  which  paMcd  over 
the  river,  and  to  attack  th«m  to  their 
ticndiaa.  Hie  army  was  put  In  motloQ 
eariy  in  the  moraing«  but  an  Impediment,  as 
the  htstorians  say,  was  interpoead  by  a 
flhamploo.  In  the  "^oKwtgHan  army,  who 
flaafaig  htanadf  on  the  bridga,  kapCby  his 


own  individual  prowess  tfie  whole  Britiih 
army  at  bay  for  ttiree  hours!  This  hero 
being  at  length  slain  by  a  dart,  the  EngNih 
army  passed  the  bridge,  and  attacking  tha 
enemy  in  their  trendies,  sword  in  hand,  vie> 
tory  dedarad  on  the  side  of  Harold.  The 
King  of  Norway,  and  Tastt  were  both  slain } 
and  thdr  army,  which  tn^utuA  of  sisty 
thousand  men,  suflSsred  so  eomplaCe  m 
overthrow,  that  though  firom  Ave  to  tix  hmh 
dred  vessels  were  necessary  to  bring  them  to 
England,  twenty  vessels  were  suffldent  to 
carry  back  the  miserable  remains  that  sur- 
vived  the  shioghter.  This  battle,  which 
commenced  at  sun  rise,  and  did  not  t&noi' 
nate  till  three  o'doek  in  the  afternoon,  waa 
fought  at  Stamford  Bridge,*  on  tha  SSd  of 
September,  1066.  Tha  spoil  taken  by  tha 
victors  was  immense,  and  it  is  represented, 
that  the  gold  alone  which  the  Norweglana 
left  bdUnd  them,  was  as  modi  aa  twdvt 
men  could  carry  on  thdr  shoulderait  H»> 
ToUrt  triumph  waa  of  short  duration.  Re- 
turning tD  York,  on  the  night  of  the  battle, 
he  gave  orders  for  solemn  feasts  and  ra- 
joidngs  to  begin  the  next  day.  Scarcdy 
had  these  demonstrations  of  puUic  joy  com- 
menced, when  a  messenger  arrived  from  the 
South,  and  announced  to  Harold,  as  ho  sat 
In  state,  at  a  magnlfloent  entertainment, 
that  Duke  William  of  Normandy,  had 
landed  with  a  mighty  army,  at  Pevensey,  to 
Sussex*  The  recently  acquired  victory  of 
^arold,  thou^  great  and  honoun^, 
prorai^  the  main  prc;}udldal  to  his  in- 
terest^ and  may  be  regarded  m  the  imme- 
diate cause  of  his  ruto.  He  had  lost  many 
of  his  bravest  officers  and  soldiers  to  the 
adton ;  and  he  had  disgusted  the  survivors, 
by  reAntog  to  dl^l^bute  among  them  the 
Norwegian  spoils.  On  reodving  the  iuielU- 
gei^  of  the  arrival  ci  WilBam,  the  Rftig 
ma^had  at  the  head  of  his  army,  through 
London,  to  Sussex,  to  order  tu  expd  the 
invaders.  Here  the  sanguinary  battle  of 
Hastings  was  fought,  only  nine  days  afitt 
the  battle  of  Stamford  Bridge,  and  here 
Harold  lost  both  his  kingdom  and  his  life. 

Duriug  the  heptarchy,  York  waa  re* 
dueed  from  the  capital  of  akiagdcm),  to  the 
capital  of  an  earldom.  In  this  state  it  ra> 
mained  till  the  reign  of  Edward,  the  Con- 
fessor, to  whose  time  it  sullbrad  a  tllll 
greater  revolution  I  for  though  it  Is  thega- 
nerally  recdved  optaloo,  that  AUked  flnt 
divided  En^aad  Into  eovntlcs,  shhas,  m 
shrievealtias,  towardithe  dosaof  ttMBtodli 
eantury,  and  appoi^twl  a  ddif  oAaar  to 
govern  them,  called  a  fiMrf>r«v»  or  Sheriff, 
yet  it  does  not  appear  that  tbia  change  too^ 
«  See  (Stanford  firidite  ia  thia^Uma^ 
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place  in  Che  North,  earUtr  than  tha  middle 
ot  the  fitevwth  century,  when  the  aadcnt 
kingdom  of  NorthnmMa,  which  extended 
ftom  the  Humber  to  the  Tweed,  and  fh>m 
the  Gennan  ocean  to  the  Iridi  aea,  was 
■pUt  into  ihires  under  the  dcsignaticn  of

No  aooner  wae  William  the  Conqoerar, 
tMabUahedon  the  Kngliah  throne,  than  he 
ihowed  that  hla  poUcy  waa  to  root  oat  the 
■ndentoobUitsr,  and  to  degrade  the  native 
inhaUlanta  of  the  humUer  clvaee,  to  ttw 
iituatioB  of  miserable  aUvea.  In  the  North, 
when  the  4»irU  of  liberty  Md  independence 
haa  alwaya  bean  dieriihed,  the  tyrant  wm 
<l«cermined  to  rivet  bit  diaina.  Fm  thk 
pwpoMk  Robert,  the  Nonnan,  was  aeot 
dowmtoDurham,  withagnardof  TMnea. 
but  the  InhaUtantB  rote  upon  tfaeforemer, 
Mid  imtwmfaiated  both  him  andbiegMml. 
WlMlam,  once  move  drew  Ma  conquering 
iWsitU  which  he  was  not  soon  IncHned  to 
^beethft  He  manhed  teto  York,  at  the 
bMdof  apowerftilanny,  and  the  city  with 
in  two  castles*  wer*  speedMy  gaxrieoned 
with  Norman  sokUen.  The  Sason  noblea 
in  thia  elty  had  mniiBsted  •  dis|nsition  to 
■hake  off  the  Norman  yoke,  and  on  |he 
arrival  of  William,  they  fled  Into  Seottani, 
»y  wen  Joined  by  Malcohn,  the 
King.  The  Danes  soon  lAar 
t  in  the  conCBderney,  and  arrived  In 
tkm  Hnmber  with  a  powarfiil  army,  onder 
the  command  of  Osbem,  brother  to  the 
Daniel  Kiqg.  Tlieir  flnt  operatkm  was 
against  York,  whkfa  «My  *Aled  on  the 
19th  of  September,  1069,«woTd  In  band.  In 
themMst  of  flames,  biktodlcdby  theNor- 
mans,  to  prevent  the  anburbs  ttcm  being 
madeuaeM  to  thobeslagen.  Inthlsfii«, 
the  invaluable  library  of  the  cathedral,  wu, 
to  the  irreparable  Ii^ury  of  learning,  totally 
destroyed.  WilHam,  no  sooner  heanl  that 
theganisoBof  York  had  been  taken  by  his 
enemies,  and  (hat  three  thousand  of  his 
troops  had  been  put  to  the  sword,  than  he 
hastened,  at  the  heaiof  n  powerftil  army, 
fastotheNorthi  and  on  his  march  thither 
was  often  heard  to  fwear,  "  by  G^$  tpUn- 
*Mr/  whieh  was  Ms  fkvourito  oath,  that 
be  "wottUaotleaveaeoalof  themaUve.** 
On  Mi  anlval  in  Yoricahiro,  he  had  the 
iltiimsto  oormpt  0#em,  theDnkh  ge- 
•a>l>  and  to  Induce  flb  to  qntt  the  country 
vMiMsaimy,  leaving  Ms  allies  tothevcn- 
iwiitl  of  Hie  ruthless  tyrant,  for  six 
auMhi  lbs  arige  of  York  wm  proeeeuted 


with  all  the  means  whldi  the  Cnnquoior 
could  command.    During  this  time*  Wnl- 
theof  the  govcmor»  and  Ms  troops  displayed 
prodigies  of  valour  and  constancy;  but  at 
length  £unine  began  to  rage  in  the  dty  with 
so  much  violence,  that  the  garrison  was  ob- 
liged to  capitulates     At  flrrt  the  Cooqueror 
aflbcted  to  display  tome  dqgree  of  flsrbonr- 
ance,  but  it  waa  only  the  better  to  aecuro 
Ms  victims;  a  pretence  was  soon  found  to 
dispatch  the  gallant  Waltheof,  by  the  bmd 
uf  the  executioner ;  and  it  is  said,  that  Im 
was  the  first  nobleman  ever  bdieaded  in 
England.    Upon  the  ancient  kingdom  of 
Northumbria,  the  Norman  looked  m  th* 
nest  of  rebellion.     Under  this  impresskanp 
and  in  order  to  gratify  his  own  blood-thiraty 
oatore,  he  rased  the  city  of  York  to  the 
ground,  and  with  U  feU  aU  the  princip«l 
nobility  and  gentry  in  the  North,   and  n 
large  portion  of  the  Inhabitants.    The  gar- 
rieon,  which  consisted  of  English  and  Scotoh 
troops,  notwithstanding  the  wtkdes  of  on- 
pltulation,  aU  perished,    *'  and  this  noble 
dty"    says  William,   of  Mahnsbury,  hlsa- 
self  a  Norroan,  '*  was  wasted  by  famine, 
fire,  and  sword  to  the  very  roots."    Nor  did 
the  tyrant  stop  here :  he  laid  the  whole  eooD- 
try  waste,  Anom  the  Humber  to  tha  Tweed* 
and  rendered  it  so  eomplete  a  seaoeofdaao- 
latton,  that  for  Bine  yaars  neither  the  plou^ 
nor  the  spade  was  put  into  the  gaound  t  and 
such  was  tha  wratohed  staleof  t»einhabi 
tanH,  who  eaeaped  the  swovd,  diat   t|^ 
were  forced  to  eat  dogs  and  oata,  bMiiaii  «■< 
even  human  flceh,  to  preserve  their  mtoea- 
able  existence.    This  aeoouat  ie  eonfinaai 
by  Roger  Hoveden,  and  Simeon  of  Dnrhaai. 
«  well  ae  by  the  CDOCurrHit  teatfapc^  «f  al 
the  Mslariens  of  yiose  tlmm,  and  ftom  that 
day  to  this,  York  has  never  fcgainad  Iti 
andcnt  splendour.      Before  tha  Nornan 
conquest,  tiiedty ofLondonimainftrlorto 
Yoric*  and  the  author  of  the  Polychronleon 
writes,  that  bsAwe  H  WM  burnt  by  WilUwi, 
York  seemed  Mflilraa  iheeity  of  IUmbs^ 
and  was  Justly  enough,  by  William  Harriacn, 
stUed,  AUtn  Rohm.    Acnordlog  to  Leland, 
the  anburfaa,  at  this  time  extended  to  tte 
towns  a  mile  round  the  dty, 

Oonsdous  of  the  detestation  in  wMsh

Ttiis  tiade  oontimied  to  preratt  fbr  tone  agee ' 
afterwards,  bvt  in  the  yotf  179^  when  the 
author  of  theEboraeuBi,  publtahed  Ms  book> 
York  was  no  longer  a  imatifttftuiltig  city» 
nor  has  the  staple  trade,  whieh  hM  made  the 
West  Riding  its  prtodpal  seat,  ever  tetuiMd 
to  this  anelent  capital. 

la  the  ages  Ibllowtag  fhe  Norman  ooil< 
quest,  York  wae  often  visited  by  the  kings 
of  England.  Heflry  II.  heM  the  flmt  par* 
liaaeat  ever  mntioaed  In  history  bythat 
name  in  this  dty,  In  the  year  1160,  to  wMeh 
Maleohn,  khif  of  Seotlaad,  appeared  and 
did  homage  for  the  territortoe  whkh  be  held 
of  tile  English  crown.  Elevsn  yean  after- 
wards the  same  khig  celled  another  parlla-' 
mcnt  or  eonventlon  of  the  bishops  and  ba- 
rons at  York,  to  whieh  he  summoned  WlOlam 
thesueeeasorof  Maleobn,  todo homage  for 
the  kingdom  of  Scotland  {  on  whMi  occailosi 
the  Scotch  Ung  deposited  on  the  altar  of  St. 
Peter,  la  the  cathedral  dinrch,  his  breast 
plate,  spear  and  saddle  to  memorial  of  his 


iolatlass,  from  this  period  it  tn^aytA  for 
some  agea  the  bkssingB  of  peace,  and  again 
aise  to  wealdi  and  importance.  In  less  than 
ifty  yean  after  the  terrible  oonflagration  to 
the  reign  of  Stephen,  Henry  II.  under  pre- 
face of  talatog  money  for  the  tody  wars, 
iaapoaed  upon  Ikis  sut^eets  a  eimtitbutkm  of 
unetsuthoftheh-  rooreables,  and  demanded 
ftmn  the  dty  of  York,  onewhalf  of  thesum 
that  be  requited  ftom  London.  At  that 
period  York  was  eminent  for  trade,  and  to 
tte  «7lb  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  in.  the 
«aple  trade  vt  wool,  which  had  before  been 
at  Bn^es,  to  Flaaden,  was  txedto  this  dty. 
Miny  of  tho  merdkants  of  York  were  mem- 
ben  of  "  the  corporation  of  the  staple,** 
mtobHshed  at  Calais,  and  the  woollen  manu- 
bet^o  flourWwd  In  York  w  late  as  the 
adga  of  Henry  VIIL  In  Chat  rdgn  an  act 
waa  paseed  legaadlug  one  branch  of  the  ma- 


le,  the  preamble  of  which  sets  forth, 
*at  *' Whereas  the  cUy  of  York  betagone 
of  the  andeitteae  mid  graateddtles  withto 
(baredm  of  Eughuid,  before  this  thneliath 
■ayateyaed  and  upholden  by  dlren  and 
eundry  hasidienfti  there  used, 
pstouipalty  by  maiking  and  weaving  coverlets 
and  eaverta^i  for  bade,  ind  thereby  a  great 
Mmber  of  Oie  tohabitanta  and  people  of  the 
aakl  dty  and  stfburbs  thereof,  and  other 
flaoa  wfthin  the  county  of  York,  have  been 
daily  set  oa  work  in  sfHrniing,  dying,  card- 
ing, and  weaving  of  the  said  eovertets,**  tee.

At  the  eommfneemewt  of  the  reign  of 
RkhardL  York  became  the  scene  of  a  hor^ 
rHile  perseeution  and  massacre,  which  wiHf 
be  ever  memorable  to  the  annals  of  this  dty. 
The  pnifudioes  of  the  age  had  stlgmatiaed 
the  lendera  of  money  on  toterest  with  the 
ocHoos  name  of  amrrrf,  and  the  crusades  to 
the  holy  land  to  reseue  Jerusalem  ftum  the 
hands  of  the  Saracens,  had  enflamed  the  aaal 
of  the  nation  against  every  body  of  men  not 
bearing  the  name  of  christian.  The  Jewt 
were  a  people  llrst  introduced  toto  England, 
by  William  the  Conqueror,  and  to  York, 
where  a  number  of  them  settled  soon  after 
the  conquest,  they  might  be  viewed  with 
some  portion  of  that  horror  whidi  the  bkxxly 
of  the  tyrant  to  natarally  exdted. 
These  accumulated  causes  of  hoetillty  en- 
gendered to  the  mtods  of  the  people  an  fan- 
idaeaUe  hatred  towards  them,  and  the  daima 
whldi  they  had  upon  the  estates  ct  those  to 
whom  they  had  lent  money  aggravated  the 
public  hostility.  To  obtain  popular  flivour, 
the  king,  who  was  crowned  with  great  pomp 
at  Westminster,  strictly  ei^otoed  and  com- 
manded that  no  Jew  whatever  should  appear 
at  his  coronation.  Notwithatanding  this  or-  , 
der  two  of  the  prindpal  Jews  In  Yoik,  of 
the  namea  of  Benedict  and  Jocenus  went 
ftom  hence  to  London,  with  a  pompous 
rettoue  to  order  to  meet  thdr  1>rethren,  and 
to  present  presents  to  the  ktog,  as  a  peaee- 
otMng,  at  his  coronation.  On  the  day  of 
the  ceremonial,  many  of  the  Jews  mixed  to 
the  crowd,  and  tlie  populace,  with  a  savage 
ferodty,  commenced  a  general  massacre  upon 
them  in  London,  plundered  theit  property, 
I  burnt  down  thdr^  houses,   and   des^roye^' 
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rimTjry  of  the 


iMimben  of  thair  witm  and  ohUdrtm.  The 
kinc  iaued  forthwUh,  «  prodwnatlim  to 
Hop  tlMM  piooMdiiif»>  bttt  tiM  wampio  of 
tfie  motoopotttiprMd  lalo  ntfkMu  ptrliof 
tko  oouBlry,  and  •toailar  ■OPim,  thoufii  on  a 
HMOtec  uato,  WHO  tnoMBted  at  Norwiah, 
Lynn*  Stamford  and  York.  Banadict  and 
JoocBus  Che  York  Jam,  war*  attaakad  on 
thair  waylo  the  eoroaattun,  and  Banadlet 


dnggad  Into  a  ehureh,  vhart  ha  vat  foraad 
to  noonnoa  Judaiam,  and  to  aabnit  to  Um 
MMinooyortaaptkm.  Thia  oonvofakicu  tha 
haioioIvaaUta,  with  theaaal  of  a  DanM. 
alaadUydiBolaiinad,  and  when  brought  tha 
aaxt  day  into  tha  prcMooa  of  tha  king  and 
•ikedwhathar  he  waa  a  chriitian  or  no,  ha 
MM  ■Weill,  no  the  WM  a  Jaw,  and  ihoold  die 
la  that  fiith.  To  the  honour  of  tha  king  he 
waa  laitoted  to  hia  frianda*  but  to  the  re- 
proaehuf  his  bratal  aaailants  ha  diedihortly 
•Air  of  hia  brulaas.  Jooanua  retomed  to 
York,  where  8  aHU  mora  awfiUIkU  awaited 
hinu  Btther  by  aoddcnt  or  deaign,  the  dty 
«f  York  took  fire,  in  tha  midatof  a  botater- 
ooa  night,  and  the  flame*  apread  hi  aU  dirae- 
tloaa.  Thia  calamity  was  aeiaed  upon  to 
lanaw  the  peiaeeutiou  against  the  Jews,  and 
while  the  oitiaena  war*  engaged  in  extin- 
guiahing  the  flames,  the  house  of  Benedict 
was  violently  eotored  by  the  lawless  rabble, 
who  murdered  the  wife  and  dilklron  of  the 
deceased  Jew,  and  applied  to  their  own  uae 
all  tha  property  on  which  they  could  lay 
their  rapacious  hands.  Joccnus,  alarmed  for 
his  own  saftty,  sought  refuge  in  the  castkb 
to  which  he  removed  his  ftunily  and  elBwts, 
and  hia  example  was  followed  by  nearly  all 
tha  other  Jews  in  the  city.  The  goveraor 
of  the  castle  having  some  business  without 
its  walla,  left  it  for  a  ahort  time  in  the  hands 
of  the  Jews,  who,  under  an  apprehension 
that  he  might  have  joined  in  the  ooospiracy 
with  their  enemies,  refused  to  readmit  him 
onhisietum.  The  high  sheriff,  a  man  more 
under  the  guidance  of  his  passions  than  of  his 
Judgment,  enraged  by  thto  indignity,  issued 
his  writ  of  posse  eamUatus  to  raise  the  coun- 
try to  bealege  and  take  the  castle.  Andnow, 
saya  Hemingford,  the  canon  of  Gisburgh, 
was  shown  the  seal  of  a  christian  populaces 
An  innumerable  company  of  armed  men,  as 
well  ftom  the  city  as  from  otiier  parts  of  the 
county,  raee  simultaneously  and  begirt  the 
fbrtrcss.  The  high  shcrilT  began  to  repent 
of  his  inonnsiderate  order,  and  the  wiser  and 
better  sort  of  ihe  dtiaens  stood  aloof  from  a 
flood  that  might  soon  overwhdm  themsdvea. 
A  great  many  of  the  detgy,  however, 
joined  the  beaicgers,  and  a  eartain  fimatical 
friar,  clad  in  a  white  vestote,  was  every 
^vhare  seen  crying  out—"  The  enemies  of

announced,  for  In  hia  endatvonr  to  flx  the 
battering  engines  agahiit  tlM  waBa,  a  targe 
atooefoU  upon  hia  head,  and  dashed  o«t  Ua 
tarahw.  Driven  to  extnmltica,  tha  Joms 
held  a  council,  and  ofcsd,  aa  Hoviian 
saya,  a  nUghty  sum  of  money  to  be  allawai. 
toescape  with  their  Uvea,  but  this  oAr  was 
v^featad.  On  wfctoh.  as  M.  Parte  otaeiw«w 
a  certain  foraign  rabbin,  or  doctor  of  ibair 
law.  stood  up  amoa^  thim  and  aaid, 
"Men  of  Israel,  i  iir  rfiilni  Tin  iiniBaiiHi 
ad  that  waahoald  at  any  time  be  ready  to 
die  for  our  4aw,  whan  he  gave  us  llfo^  ha 
e^Johied  that  with  oar  own  handi,  and  of 
our  own  accord,  «•  ahould  devoatly  railBia 
it  to  him  again,  rather  than  submit  to  the 
criialty  of  our  enemies."  TUs  invitatioa  to 
imitate  the  ciample  of  the  foitowcEs  of  Jooa. 
phus,  inthaoavaof  Jotapata,  wasembraoad 
by  many  of  the  Jews,  but  ottma  choae  ra- 
ther to  try  the  vicCori'daaMney.  B^bratho 
self-devotad  victims  began  to  execute  ifaaaaiK 
tenca  upon  each  other,  they  aet  Are  to  the 
castle,  and  committed  all  their  ptopsity  to 
the  flames,  to  prevent  It  from  fo^llaglMo 
the  hands  of  their  enemies.  Tha  labMn 
than  directed  that  the  husbanda  should  out 
the  throaU  of  their  own  wives  and  children, 
and  Jocenus  began  the  executioa  first,  hy 
applying  the  knife  to  the  throala  of  / 
his  wife,  and  his  five  children  I  The  c 
pie  waa  speedily  foUowed  by  the  other  I 
of  fomilies.  and  afterwards,  as  a  mark  <»f 
peculiar  honour,  the  Rabbin  cut  Che  throat 
of  Jocenus  himself  1  Thelaatof  the  vietima. 
was  the  self-devoted  adviser  of  the  deed, 
who  probably  was  the  only  actual  suidde. 
At  dawn  tfie  next  momiiv,  the  survlvora 
announced  the  horrid  catastrophe  which  had 
befallen  their  brethren,  to  the  besicgeiB. 
casting  the  dead  bodies  of  the  vkithns  ovar 
the  wall,  to  oonvloce  them  of  the  reality  of 
theirstory.  At  the  same  time  they  aappH. 
cated  for  mercy,  with  an  mauranoe.  Chat  if 
itwaagraated  to  them,  they  would aH  taa. 
come  Christiana.  The  mereUess  Barbarlana 
pretending  to  oompassionato  their  sufllntli^m 
obtained  admlsskm  Into  the  oaaCla.  No 
sooner  was  chlscActed,  Chan  chey  flaw  vfom 
the  poor  Jews,  and  slawevery  oneof  Cham, 
though  to  the  last  they  cried  oat  forba^ 
asm.  With  thcirhandsradOiv  with  Mood, 
tite  murderers  hastened  to  tha  eathadial. 
where  the  bonds,  whkih  the  ChriatiaiM  had 
given  to  the  Jews,  (money  lenders)  wata 
depoaited.  These  documents  they  took  oat 
of  the  chests,  and  oommltied  to  the  tbmm, 
thus  frecteig  themselvas  and  others  fhaa 
their  obligations.  This  massacre  happened 
at  York,  on  the  Uth  of  March.  11«9 ;  aad

In  the  vrign  of  Ung  John,  aeonvwtiiNi 
watheld  at  York  betwtcn  the  English  and 
Seoleh  kb^  and  their  nobka,  hi  which  an 
cvlitiQg  diffcnnoe  ww  eetfled  by  an  agree- 
BCBt  that  the  two  aooe  of  the  fonner  ihould 
■arrythe  twodenghten  of  thelatter.  In 
ibe  laat  year  of  the  tiuublom  reign  of  king 
John,  the  northern  berona  fadd  tiege  to  York, 
kot  retreated  fton  before  its  wallt,  on  r^ 
wiving  one  thouaand  marks  from  its  inha- 

The  OMDnriage  of  the  daughter  of  Henry 
in.  king  of  England,  to  Alexander,  the  third 
aoB  of  die  kfaig  of  Scotland,  took  place  in 
dw  cathedral  dnirch  of  this  dty  amidst  very 
splEDdid  totivities  to  the  year  1930. 

In  139B,  anotfrar  parliament  sat  at 
York,  when  the  English  barons  attended,  and 
0M  Ua^s  eonfirmation  of  Magna  Charts, 
and  also  Charta  de  Forresta,  was  read  to 
fhesn.  During  this  reign  of  Edward  f .  the 
eourts  of  Justiee  were  removed  Arom  London 
to  York,  where  they  renwincd  fur  several 
toooths,  tin  the  king's  return  after  the  t9r 

B  battle  of  Falkirk.  York  then  ranked 
t  the  English  ports,  but  HoU  had  al- 
ready begun  to  rise  Into  flnne  as  a  maritime 
towub  and  soon  absorbed  a  large  share  of  the 
coframeroe  which  was  focmerty  conined  to 
tMadty. 

In  tills  rrign  the  flame  broke  out,  whldi 
for  nanrly  a  century  involved  England  and 
Sootland  In  that  general  conflagration,  with 
the  events  of  whidi  every  reader  of  B^lsh 
hiatory  b  Ibminar.  The  Scots  marched  Into 
England  In  great  fore;,  and  having  laid  the 
eountry  waste  to  the  gates  of  York,  retired. 
Tka  ardibishop  flrtd  with  Indignation,  lalad 


an  army  of  priests,  monks,  and  others  to  the 
amoont  of  ten  thousand  men,  with  which  he 
punned  the  spoilers  and  overtook  them  at 
Myton-upon^wale,  In  the  neighbainhood  of 
Boioughbridge,  where  he  attacked  them 
wMh  more  fury  than  skill,  and  where  he  suf- 
fored  a  signal  defeat.* 

The  reign  of  Bdwaid  III.  wUeh  sMncs 
with  so  much  lustre  in  the  amudsof  Eng- 
land, tfunsUlulas  a  splendid  period  hi  the 
MstoryofYork.  In  the  yearUty,  the  first 
year  of  his  reigns  that  awnareh  ordered  his 
whole  army  to  rendesvous  in  thb  dty,  in 
ovder  to  oppose  Robert  Bruee,  kingofScot- 
hmd,  who,  with  an  army  of  twenty  thousand 
horse  was  ravi^glng  the  northern  part  of  the 
kingdom.  While  Edward  lay  at  York  pre- 
paring for  tMs  escpedMon,  thereeametohis 
aid  John  Lord  Beaumont,  of  Halnanlt,  one 
of  the  bravest  knights  of  the  age,  accom- 
panied with  other  gallant  tadighlB  and  gentk- 
I,  who,  with  his  rcthine  composed  a  liand 
of  five  hundred,  or  according  to  Kulghtson, 
of  two  thousand  men.  Most  of  these  to- 
rsigneiB  were k>dged  hi  thesuburbst  but  to 
Lord  John  himself  the  king  assigned  the 
abbey  of  WMte  Monks  hi  the  dty.  The 
king  with  the  queen's  mother  lodged  In  the 
monastery  bekmging  to  the  Friars  Minors, 
which  must  have  been  an  extensive  and 
stately  building,  idnce  eadi  of  them  kept  a 
separate  court,  and  that  of  the  kfaig  was  very 
magttiiloent.  For  she  weeks,  Edward  had  his 
court  at  York,  with  an  army  of  shcty  thou- 
sand men,  which,  notwMistandlr^  its  num- 
bers, was  weU  suppHedwith  provisions,  of 
which  the  cHiaena  fdt  no  lack.  The  fo- 
rdgneiB  too  had  reason  to  be  ntisflcd  with 
thdr  entertainment,  but  jealousies  arose  be- 
tween them  and  the  English,  which  were  not 
terminated  without  bloodshed.  On  TMnity 
Sunday,  the  king  gave  a  magiilflocbt  enter- 
taininent  at  the  monastery.  To  his  usual 
retinue  of  five  hundred  knights,  he  added 
sixty  more;  and  the  queen  mother  had  ia 
her  suite  sixty  ladles  of  the  highest  rank  and 
greatest  beauty  in  England.  At  night  was 
given  a  splendid  ball,  but  whOe  the  courtiers 
were  In  the  midst  of  thdr  amusement  **  a 
strange  and  hideous  noise  interrupted  them 
and  abirmed  the  whole  ccurt."  A  contest 
had  ari«n  between  the  fordgn  auxiliaries 
and  a  body  of  English  archers,  who  lodgt<l 
with  them  in  the  suburbs;  and  hostilities 
bdng  otace  begun  abettors  sucocsdvdy  came 
hi  on  both  sidrs,  tin  near  three  thousand  of 
the  atchers  were  collected.  Many  ot  aw 
Hainaulters  were  slain,  and  the  rest  were 
oUlgad  to  retire  and  fbrtify  themselves  in 
thdr  quarters.  During  the  quarrel,  part  of 
the  dty  took  fire,  and  it  was  with  equal  dif-

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fieulty  that  the  Ung  wm  able  to  tubdae  the 
flamaiand  to  natnio  the  6ery  apirits  with 
which  he  had  to  contend.  The  Ibreignefa 
breathed  nothing  but  Tengeance,  and  on  the 
night  foUowing,  headed  bjr  thdr  oflloan, 
they  fUl  upon  the  Uncolnahire  and  Nofth- 
amptoQshire  ardicn,  and  slew  about  three 
hundred  of  theaa.  Thia  rath  act  induced 
about  aix  thoutand  of  the  English  tp  com- 
bine, and  to  take  the  datperale  reaolutioa  to 
saorifloe  every  aoul  of  the  Hainaulten  to  the 
roanea  of  their  countrymen  By  the  firm- 
nam  ami  wiae  praeawtiooa  of  the  kiog.  thia 
cataatrophe  wm  arsatted  and  the  tranquillity 
of  the  dty  wm  ultiaaately  mtoicd.  During 
thaae  trauaactiooa  ambanartow  arrived  in 
Yod(  fkom  Scotland  to  treat  for  peaor,  but 
after  some  weaka  the  n^goeiationa  broke  off, 
and  the  king  with  all  hie  barons  marched  at 
the  head  of  his  whole  army  against  the  Scots, 
in  all  the  martial  pomp  of  thoae  chivalrous 
Umea.  It  is  not  the  province  of  this  history 
to  follow  Edward  through  his  campaigns ; 
MdBee  it  to  say»  that  after  akcen  pursuit  the 
Sooleh  army  was  at  last  overtaken  and 
cogped  up  by  the  English  in  Stanhope  park, 
fhMB  which  they  were  sulfered  to  escape  by 
the  trearhiiry  of  Lord  Mortimer,  at  the  roo> 
roent  when  they  were  ready  to  surrender 
troia  the  eraviugi  of  famine.  Edward  cha- 
grined at  the  kMS  of  his  prey,  whea  it  seemed 
within  his  grasp,  returned  to  York  and  after- 
wards to  Loudon,  having,  previously  dia- 
miaaed  Lord  John  of  Hainault.  tothecouti- 
nent.  bounteously  rewarded  for  his  services. 
The  next  year  Lord  John,  returned  with  his 
niece  PhiUppa,  the  most  celebrated  beauty 
of , the  age,  and  with  a  great  retinue  coo> 
ducted  her  to  York,  where  the  court  then 
was,  in  order  to  her  marriage  with  the  king 
in  this  dty.  On  the  Sunday  before  the  eve 
of  St.  Paul's  conversion  in  the  year  1329. 
the  marriage  waa  publicly  solemnised  in  the 
cathedral,  by  the  ardibishop*  Upon  these 
happy  nuptials,  says  Froiasart,  the  whole 
kingdom  teemed  with  Joy,  and  the  court  at 
York  expressed  these  feelings  in  *  more  than 
ordinary  manner ;  for  three  weeks  the  feast- 
ings  were  continued  without  intermiasioo, 
there  were  nothing  but  justsand  tournaments 
in  the  day  Uroe,  and  masking*,  revels,  and 
iiiterludca  with  songs  and  dances  in  the 
night  The  Hainault  aoMiery,  actuated  by  a 
Ucentious  and  revengeful  spirit,  took  advan- 
tage of  this  carnival  to  treat  the  inhabitants 
with  outrage  and  violence,  and  to  such  an 
«>xce8s  did  they  carry  their  misconduct  that 
they  ravished  several  pf  the  wivca,  daugh- 
turs  and  maid  servants  of  the  Inhabitants, 
and  set  fire  to  the  suburbs  of  the  dty,  by 
which  a  whole  pariah  was  nearly  destroyed. 
cHisens  tcandalfaed  by  thest  prooeed- 
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was  fought  in  a  sdeet  called  WatU«f  0Bte. 
with  aoeh  diaperata  ftiry  that  flvehuwlrad 
andtwenty'eeveaofthelbKigners  ■wesJaia 
or  drowned  in  the  Onee,  and  two  tnuMlvwA 
and  forty-two  fell  of  the  English.  DariDf 
the  wan  in  France,  in  which  Edward  aad  Iria 


monoraMe  vietonea  of  Creey  and  Pokttors, 
and  rendered  captive  the  French  king,  DanrU 
Bmee,  the  eooipetUor  of  John  Baliol,  lOag 
of  Scotland,  undertook  to  Invade  England* 
which  waa  then  left  to  the  sole  government 
ofthequecn.  Bruce  penetrated  to  thagatao 
of  York,  and  burnt  pak  of  the  suburta,  Iw- 
vhig  laid  waste  the  country  throogh  whMi 
he  passed  with  fire  and  sword.  PhiUppn, 
the  queen  rogent,  then  at  York,  havltageol* 
lecteda  powerftil  army,  repulsed  the  tevn* 
ders,  and  pursued  them  to  NeviUe^eroaa* 
Ui  thecoonty  of  Durham,  where,  on  the  ITHt 
of  OefeDber,  IM7,  she  gained  a  signal  etetoty* 
having  slain  fifteen  thousand  of  the  8eotB» 
and  taken  Bmee  prisoner.  The  viefeorloua 
queen  having  rescued  her  country  ttom  tW 
handa  of  these  cruel  tevadeis  letumed  «• 
York,  and  aubaequently,  presented  kiay 
David,  to  her  h«»bend  and  aovereign. 

The  unfortunate  reign  of  Richard  II. 
was  extremely  (kvourable  to  the  dtiaeaa  of 
York.  That  monarch  visited  the  dty  seve- 
ral tiroes,  and  granted  the  dtiaena  many 
oharten,  Immtmitka,  and  privileges.  On 
his  visit  to  York,  in  the  year  1389,  to  a^fuat 
a  dispute  between  the  archbishop  and  the 
dean  and  chapter,  the  king  took  his  sword 
ftom  his  side,  and  gave  it  to  be  borne  before 
WiUiam  de  Sdby.  who  was  then  dignified 
with  the  title  of  LoHl  Mayor,  which  ia  re- 
tained  to  the  present  day  by  the  first  magia- 
trate  of  this  city.*  In  this  reign  Edmund 
•  A  mmxinmm  npnn-  the  necessaries  of 
life  waa  fixed  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 
which  continued  for  many  years  with  cer« 
tain  modifications,  and  in  the  year  Ud^, 
an  ordinance  for  the  price  of  victuals  and 
drink  was  proclaimed  in  a  full  court  at 
York,  "  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  our 
lord  the  king's  justices**  in  manner  fol- 
lowing :—  s.  d.

A  coota- 
glmH  Asteniper,  of  the  natur*  of  a  league, 
afadwitb  gre^  ▼Menoa  throughout  Eng- 
laadw  of  wUcte  malady  there  died,  in  the 
il^  c£  York  akxie,  in  the  yean  IS90  and 
ian«  twrira  thouand  soula.  In  ttie  nfne- 
tesDlkycarof  the  king's  reign  two  aherift 
woe  npiiototed  instead  of  three  bailiflk,  and 
ttscity  of  York  was  created  into  a  eonnty 
afftastf. 

The  inhabitanti  of  York  were  not  nn- 
■dndftU  of  these  bencfactioot  and  royal  con- 
siBilrwie,  and  they  took  the  first  opportunity 
•OBBBBiftst  their  gratitude  to  Richard,  even 
after  the  deposition  and  murder  in  Pontefract 
caalle.  Henry  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumber- 
had*  kaving  tost  his  bn>Cher  and  son  in  the 
kattle  of  Shrewsbury,  Richard  Scroop, 
JutUbishop  of  York,  whose  brother  the 
king  (Henry  IV.)  had  bdieaded,  and  Thomas 
Mowbray,  Earl  Marshal  of  England,  whose 
r  died  hi  eaile,  united  with  Lords  Fah 
EC,  Btfdolf,  Hastings,  and  othefi.  In  a 
f  to  depose  the  occupier  of  fUdiard^s 
The  Ar^l^shop^s  tmpatienoe  pre- 
cipitated the  disclosure  of  the  plot.  Scroop 
fkaned  several  artidea  of  Impeachment 
Hgiinsr  the  king,  which  he  caused  to  be  fixed 
opoathedoors  of  the  churches  in  his  own 
diooase,  and  sent  them  in  the  form  of  a  dr- 
cnlaritttootber  counties  in  the  kingdom,  in. 
vktaig  the  people  to  take  up  arms  to  reform 
abases.  To  strengthen  this  call  he  preached 
ascmon  to  three  congregations  asaemUiog 
for  religious  worship  in  the  cathedra],  and 
reused  80,000 men  suddenly  to  arms,  who 
Joined  his  standard  at  York,  on  which  was 
pUnted  the  five  wounds  of  our  Saviour. — 
To  subdoe  this  rebellion  Henry  sent  an  army 
of  39«000  mto  into  Yorkshire,  under  the 
oannnand  of  the  Earl  of  WestmoreUnd  and 
(Prince  John.  On  the  arrival  of  the  king's 
s  at  York,  they  found  the  Ardiblshop 
nped  out  of  the  gates  of  the  city,  on  the 
forest  of  Galtres,  so  advantageously,  that  it 
was  notjudged  advisable  to  attack  them.  The 
wUy  Earl,  affecting  to  favour  the  views  of  the 
tnsurgents,  solicited  an  interview  with  the 
Arehlushop,  who  took  with  him  Uia  Earl 
Marshal.  Having  got  them  Into  his  toils, 
and  plied  them  well  with  wine,  he  arrested 
tiwm  on  the  spot  for  high  treason,  «nd  their 
Bves  paid  the  forfeit  of  their  prec:«pitancy 
and  misplaced  ctmfldence.  In  1408  the  Earl 
of  Northumberland  again  appeared  iu  arms, 
and  was  defeated  and  slain  on  Bramham 
Moor,  by  Sir  Thomas  Rokesby,  high-sheriff 
of  Yorkshire.  Henry  soon  after  came  to 
York,  and  completed  his  revenge  by  the 
execution  of  seversl  of  tiie  Insurgent  citi- 
sens,  and  the  ooofisaatioB  of  thair  estates. 


Henry  V.,  the  baro  of  Agfnooait,  be- 
ing engaged  during  the  prindpal  part  of  his 
reign  in  his  wars  with  Franca,  madaonly 
one  visit  to  York,  when  ha  and  hb  <|oeen 
went  6>  perform  their  devotions  at  the  vene- 
rable shrine  of  St.  John  of  Beverley. 

During  the  civil  wars  between  the  livml 
houses  of  York  and  Lancaster,  thia  city  was 
the  rendeivoos  oi  armies,  and  the  thaa^ 
on  whidi  was  displayed  the  memorials  of 
royal  vengeance.  After  the  battle  of  Wake- 
field, in  which  Richard  Duka  of  York  met 
his  fate,*  the  head  of  that  nobleman  was 
placed  upon  MieUegatebar,  as  ware  also  the 
heads  of  a  number  of  hki  followers.  The 
sanguinary  battle  of  Towton-  changed  the 
fortune  of  the  two  roaes,t  and  the  victocioos 
Edward  IV.  caused  the  bead  of  his  iSstber 
and  of  hia  adherents  to  be  taken  fkmn  Mia- 
klegata  bar,  and  the  beads  of  the  lanfOirs 
rian  nobles,  Devon  and  Kime,  to  taka  tiwir 
plaoev. 

When  Bdward'departed  thto  Ufa,  his 
brother  Richard  was  at  York,  and  had  a 
fnnoal' requiem  performed  in  ttia  oaUicdral 
of  that  city,  for  the  repoae  of  hIa  soul.— • 
After  Richard  III.  had  usurped  the  sove- 
reign power,  and  had  been  crowned  In  Lon- 
don, he  came  to  York,  where  the  ceBanony 
of  his  coronation  was  performed  a  oeaond 
time,  hi  the  cathedral,  by  Archbishop  Ro- 
therhank  Tournaments,  maaqoes,  and 
other  diversions,  together  with  the  most 
knnirious  feasting,  followed  the  ooionallon. 
and  by  their  immense  costs  exhausted  the 
public  treasury.^  Richard  distinguished 
thedtyof  York  by  various  marks  of  royal 
munificence;  and  the  dtiaeoa  showed  thdr 
gratitude  by  a  steady  adherence  to  his 
interests. 

After  the  battle  of  Boaworth  Field  had 
plaoad  the  erown  on  the  head  of  Henry  VII. 
the  people  of  Yorkshire  and  Durham  reftised 
to  pay  a  land-tax  imposed  for  the  purpose  of 
deftaying  the  expenses  of  the  army.  The 
Earl  of  Northumberland  was  the  reputed 
advisei^of  this  measure,  which  rendered  him 
so  unpopular,  that  the  populace  assailed  his 
house,  and  slew  the  Earl,  with  many  of  his 
servants.  The  sword,  being  thus  drawn, 
they  threw  away  the  scAbbard,  and  chose  for 
their  leader  Sir  John  Egrenumt,  a  aaan 
greatly  disaffected  to  the  house  of  Lanoster, 
and  John  a  Chambre,  a  roan  of  bomMe  birth, 
but  pooMssed  of  a  vast  share  of  popular  in-

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Tbomat  Earl  of  Svanj  Mag  lent 
jgataMt  tlie  iDMUfoits,  h»  ddiMted  thair 
|triiid]Ml  band*  and  made  John  *  Chamtare 
with  M^eralof  hit  foUowan  priaooen.  The 
rest  of  the  maloootaots  fled  to  York,  and 
aftenranU  diaperaad*  while  Sir  John  Egn- 
mont  iMind  an  aayhim  in  Flaaden,  under 
the  pracecdon  of  Maigarat  Duehes  of  Bur- 
gundy. John  a  Chambra,  leM  foituiiate* 
was  brought  to  trial,  and  executed  at  York* 
with  great  aolemoity^  upon  a  high  gallowi* 
with  a  number  of  hia  adheraota  suipended 
around  him. 

From  this  period  the  annalaof  York 
contain  scarody  any  important  tramaetton, 
tUl  the  year  1A36,  the  S7th  of  Hairy  VIU. 
when  the  tuppra«k»  of  the  rooaaatariei  and 
Che  progreas  of  the  refijimatioo  exeitad  e 
great  atntation  in  the  northern  eountieaM^ 
The  auppraaiion  of  the  leligkMM  bousas  iu- 
fliited  a  terrible  blow  on  the  grandeur  of 
York.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  tfaia  eKy 
eontained,  beaideB  the  ealhednl*  41  parish 
churches,  17  etaapala,  16  hospitals,  and  9 
religious  houaes,  induding  the  noble  abbey 
of  St.  Mary,  without  Bootham  Bar.  No 
sooner,  says  Drake,  was  the  word  glTcn, 
than  down  fell  the  monasteries,  priories, 
chapels,  and  Ifospitals  in  this  dty,  and  with 
tbam,  for  eompany,  I  suppose,  18  parish 
chnrobas,  the  materials  and  revenues  of  all 
being  ooorerted  to  secular  uaes.  The  laaan, 
sick  and  old  people  wen  turned  out  of  Ims- 
pitals,  and  priests  and  nuns  out  of  reUglouB 
houses,  to  starve  or  beg  their  bread.  The 
naturd  consequence  of  sudi  sweeping  and 
indiscriminate  refimns  was  to  exdte  *  qilrit 
of  rebdUoo,  and  in  Yorkshire  a  formidable 
insurreetioo  was  raised  by  Robert  Aske^  a 
geutlsman  of  considerable  fortune,  who  pos- 
sessed great  influence  in  the  eountry.  The 
other  chief  persona  conoemed  were  Sir 
Robert  Constable,  Sir  John  Buhner,  Sir 
Tboroaa  Percy,  Sir  Stephen  Hamillon, 
Nicholas  Tempest,  aiid  William  Limnley, 
Esqn.  Their  enterpriae  they  called  "the 
pUgrbnage  qf  grace  '  and  they  swore  that 
they  were  moved  by  no  other  motive  than 
thdr  k>ve  to  God,  thdr  care  of  the  king's 
person  and  issue,  thdr  desire  to  purify  the 
nobility,  to  drive  baaeHiom  persons  ttoax 
about  the  king,  to  restore  the  diurdi,  and 
to  suppress  heresy.  Allured  by  these  fair 
pretenstons,  about  40,000  men,  lirom  the 
counties  of  York,  Durham,  and  Lancaster, 
flocked  to  thdr  standard,  and  thdr  seal,  no 
less  than  thdr  numbers  Inspired  the  court 
Kith  apprehensions.  When  thearmy  was  put 
in  motion,  a  number  of  prlesU  marched  at 
thdr  head,  in  the  habits  of  thdr  order,  carry- 
ing creases  in  thdr  hands ;  in  thdr  banners 
iras  woven  a  cnidflx,  with  ,the  reprcaenta* 


tionof  a  chaUee^  and  the  §n%  wounda  ai 
Christ  I*  and  they  wore  csi  tfiair  daeva  aas 
emblem  of  the  Ave  wounda  with  the  anna 
of  ^rsM  wrought  in  the  mkklle.  Thereby 
in  taking  both  HuU  and  Yock, 

Ud  siege  to  Ponlafract  Castle^  1m 
which  Oe  ArchUsbop  and  Loid  Daxey,  at 
theheadof  abodyof  theking^troopa  had 
thrown  themsdvcs.  The  easlle  speedily 
surrendered,  and  the  prelate  and  noWemaii 
joined  the  Insurrection.  The  Duke  of  Nor- 
folk, at  tlie  head  of  a  small  army  of  5000 

was  sent  against  the  rdids,  and  the 
king  issued  a  prodamation,  in  which  be  told 
them  that  they  ought  no  more  to  ptetead  to 
give  a  judgment  with  rejard  to  govenunant. 
than  a  blind  man  with  regard  to  oolouna— 
"  and  we,"  he  added,  "with  oar  whoAa 
"couadl,  think  it  Tight  strange  that  ye  who 
'*  are  but  brutes  and  inexpert  folks,  do  false 
'*  upon  you  to  appoint  us,  who  be  meat  or  not 
"  for  our  coundL"  The  Duke  of  Norfolk 
OManiped  near  Doooaster,  where  he  eatcsad 
iuto  a  negodation  with  the  rebels,  whkh 
waa  protracted  till  the  Pilgrims  of  Gcaoa, 
reduced  almost  to  a  state  of  femine,  aai 
dispirited  by  the  sudden  rising  of  the  Doo* 
at  two  difltarent  times*  when  they  meditated 
an  attadi,  began  to  disperse,  and  suffbcad 
thdr  leaders  to  be  taken  priaooen.  Some  of 
them*  with  the  abbots  of  Fonntalna,  Jcc- 
vaux,  and  Rlvalx*  were  executed  at  Tyburn. 
Sir  Robert  Constable  was  hanged  in  chataM 
over  Bevedey  gate^  at  Hull;  Ixwd  Uncg 
waa  beheaded  on  Tower  HiUt  and  Aske^  the 
leader  of  the  iiMurrection*  was  suspended 
from  a  tower,  probably  Clifibrd's  Tower*  at 
York.  In  August,  1641*  Henry  VIII.  io 
order  to  tranquitiae  the  minds  of  Ua  subiJeielBa 
made  a  tour  into  the  north :  On  hIsanrlTal 
at  Bamsdale,  in  the  West  Riding  of  thia  ' 
county,  he  was  met  by  two  hundred  gentla> 
men  in  vdvet  coats  and  suitable  aooQutr»> 
rovnth  wHh  four  thousand  tall  yeomea  and 
three  hundred  clergymen,  who,  on  their 
knees,  made  submisdon  to  his  Mi^esty,  and 
presented  him  with  Jb'600.  From  thence  the 
king  repdred  to  York,  where  he.  spent  It 
days,  and  returned  to  London  by  way  of 
Hull,  crossing  the  Humber,  Into  Lincoln- 
shire. Five  years  after  this  ^idt  Henry  died* 
leaving  behind  him  the  terrible  diaraeter 
that  throughout  his  rdgo  he  ndther  spared 
man  in  hb  anger  nw  woman  in  his  lust.— 
The  first  printing  press  was  erected  in  York 
in  his  reign  by  Hugo  Goes,  the  son  of  an  in- 
genious printer  at  Antwerp.  The  rite  of  thia 
infant  establishment  was  in  the  Minster  yard* 
near  SL  William's  college,  where  the  royal 
printing  press  was  afterwards  plaoed  io  1649* 
while  Charles  I.  was  at  York.

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A  Ibe  reign  of  Edward  VI.,  on  the  15th 
«r  April,  1551,  began  that  tenrible  dbtem- 
pcr.  Ciiled,  t/ie  Sweating'  SIctnesf.  Thb 
■■■.ML,  Which  flnt  manifested  Kielf  hi 
aodden  diinneiB,  was  succeeded  hy  a  violent 
wveat,  which  brought  on  deep,  and  termi- 
nated  te  death>  spread  throughout  the  king- 
Am,  and  produced  a  great  mortality  in 
York. 

Tofkihlie,  during  the  rdgn  of  Mary, 
'  the  bloody,  enjoyed  repose,  and 
It  does  not  appear,  that  this  ancient  city 
wMOiesceneof  any  6f  her  persecutions. 

The  long  and  splendid  reign  of  EKza- 
teCh  aflbrds  few  materials  for  the  historian 
•f  Voft.  In  her  reign,  a  rebellion  broke 
out  in  the  North,  hAded  by  Thomas  Percy, 
Earl  of  Northumbertend,  and  Charles  Ne- 
viU  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  the  object  of 
which  was  to  restore  the  Roman  Catholic 
legion.  The  failure  of  ttiis  enterprize  in- 
«olvtfd  many  of  die  conspirators  in  niin ; 
•ad  on  Good  Friday,  the  27th  of  March, 
1570,  Simon  Digby,  of  Askew,  and  John 
Folttiorpe,  of  laebbeck,  Esqrs.  with  Robert 
Peanyman,  of  Stokesley,  and  Thomas 
BWiop,  of  Pocklington,  gentlemen,  were 
drawn  from  tfie  Castle  of  Vork,  to  Knaves- 
mire,  and  there  •*  hanged,  headed,  and 
quartered."  To  strike  terror  into  the  in- 
a,  their  headis  with  four  of  their 
were  placed  on  the  four  prin- 
cipal gates  of  the  city,  and  the  other 
tptsaten  were  set  up  in  diffbrent  other  parts 
of  the  country.  The  Earl  of  Westmoreland 
found  means  to  escape  out  of  the  country, 
but  Northumberiand  wjb  taken,  and  being 
atbunted  by  Parliament,  wak  beheaded, 
August  28,  1572,  on  a  scaflbW,  erected  in 
the  Pavement,  at  York,  and  his  head  set  on 
a  high  pole  on  Micklcgate  bar.  This  was 
Ihe  last  open  attempt  made  to  restore  the 
Roman  CathoHc  Religion  in  this  kingdom. 

James  I.  visited  York,  in  the  year 
lOna,  on  his  way  from  Scotland  to  London, 
and  was  received  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  and 
titizens,  with  great  magnificence  and  splen- 
did demonstrations  ctf  loyalty.  In  the  year 
1617,  this  mo  latx*,  with  his  nobles  and 
knights,  both  English  and  Scotch,  again  pas- 
sed tfirough  York,  in  his  way  to  Scotland,  and 
mot  with  a  reception  equally  cordial.  Dur- 
hig  his  residenoe,  this  sagacious  prince,  the 
Sokmoon  of  the  North,  touched  abmit  70 

persons  afflicted    with  the  King's  E^l 

In  the  second  year  of  his  reign,  York 
was  once  more  visited  by  a  plague,  of  which 
'3-512  persons  died.  To  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  contagion,  stone  crosses  were  erected 
to  farious  parts  of  the  vicinity  of  York, 
where  theooitntry  people,  without  coming 
tato  tb*  dty,  met  thedtiaqis,  and  sold  them 


proTlsfotta.  Several  of  these  meuKnials  of 
tfie  last  plague,  whkh  ever  prevailed  here. 
Remain  to  this  day.  In  1607,  there  was  a 
ftost  of  such  severity  and  continuance,  that 
the  Onse  became  almost  a  soUd  body  of  ke, 
and  a  horse  race  was  run  on  the  river,  firom 
the  Tower,  at  the  end  of  Marygate,  under 
the  great  ardi  of  the  bridge,  to  the  crane,  at 
Skeldergate  postern.  Seven  years  after- 
wards, there  was  so  heavy  a  foil  of  snow, 
during  a  frott  of  about  seven  weeks,  that 
when  it  was  dissolved  by  a  thaw,  the  waters 
of  the  Ouse  so  much  inundated  North-street 
and  Skeldergate,  that  the  hihabitants  were 
(rtiUged  to  quit  thdr  habitations,  and  to  seek 
safety  in  more  elevated  situations. 

The  contests  between  the  prerogatives 
of  the  Crown,  and  the  privileges  of  Parlia- 
ment, in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  shook 
York  to  its  centre ;  and  it  is  a  little  remark- 
able, that  the  same  county  which  afforded 
the  scene  of  action  for  the  battle  which  de- 
cided the  fote  of  the  house  of  Lancaster,  on 
the  field  of  Towton,  should  have  witness^ 
the  overthrow  of  the  house  of  Stuart,  on 
tfie  fidd  of  Marston.  Eight  years  after 
Charles  had  mounted  the  British  thr<nie,  and 
before  evil  advisers  had  embroiled  him  with 
his  Parliaraent  and  people,  he  visited  the 
city  of  York,  on  his  way  from  Scotland  to 
London,  and  received  a  loyal  and  cordial 
welcome.  Six  years  afterwards,  on  the  30th 
of  March,  1639,  the  Scots  having  broken 
out  into  open  rebellion,  the  King  came 
down  to  Yorlt,  on  an  expedition  against  the 
insurgents.  During  the  King's  residence  in 
York,  he  kept  the  festival,  called  '*  Maun- 
day  Thursday t"*  in  the  Cathedral;  when  the 
Bishop  of  Ely  washed  the  feet  of  thirty-nino 
poor  aged  men,  in  warm  water,  and  dried 
them  with  a  linen  cloth.  Afterwards,  the 
Bishop  of  Winchester  washed  them  over 
again  in  white  wine,  and  dried,  and  kissed 
them.  This  part  of  the  ceremony  being 
over,  the  King  gave  to  each  of  them  several 
articles  of  apparel,  a  purse  of  money,  and 
a  quantity  of  wine  and  provisions.  To  add 
to  the  royal  condcscen^on,  his  Majesty  on 
the  day  following,  being  Good  Friday, 
touched  two  hundred  persons,  in  the  Min- 
ster, for  the  King's  E^il;  but  with  what 
succcK,  the  historian  very  discreetly  diocRi-s 
not  to  disclose.  Having  spent  a  month  in 
York,  his  Mt^csty  and  his  noUes,  at  the 
head  of  the  army  marched  towards  Sept- 
land.  On  his  approach  the  Scots.  ]idd  down 
their  arms,  and  swore  allegiance ;  but  the 
very  next  year,  when  the  King  had  dis- 
banded his  army,  Lesley,  Eari  of  Leven, 
and  the  Marquis  of  Montrose,  entered  Eng- 
land, at  the  head  of  a  Scotdi  army.  To 
arrctt  the  progress  of  the  Invaders,   ^' 
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King  left  Loodon,   and  cune  to  Yofk, 

where  he  convened  a  great  ocwndl  of  all 
the  Peen  of  Ei^laiid.  to  meet  and  attend 

his  Hi^Jesty  ther&  This  proceeding  na- 
turally spread  an  aUum  through  the  eountry 
that  the  king  intended  to  lay  aside  one  of  the 
three  estates  of  Parliament,  and  to  govern 
the  nation  withouta  House  of  Commons..^ 
Petitions  poured  in  upon  his  Mi^}caty,  be- 
■eeching  him  to  call  a  parliament,  and  the 
gentry  of  Yorkshire  pressed  this  measure 
upon  him  with  much  earnestness.  On  the 
24th  of  September,  1640,  the  great  assembly 
of  Peers  met  in  the  Deanery,  at  York,  the 
h£ll  oi  which  was  richly  hung  with  tapestry, 
and  the  king's  chair  of  state  was  placed  upon 
the  half  pace  of  the  stairs,  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  hall,  from  whence  his  Mi^esty  de- 
livered a  speech,  in  which  he  announced  his 
intention  to  caU  a  parliament  in  the  course 
of  the  present  year ;  his  mi^esty  asked  coun- 
cil, at  the  same  time,  of  the  Peers  in  what 
way  to  treat  a  petition  for  a  redress  of  griev. 
anc^  which  he  had  received  from  the  Scotch 
invaders,  and  how  his  army  should  be  kept 
on  foot  and  maintained  until  the  supplies 
from  Parliament  might  be  had  ft>r  that  pur- 
pose. WhUe  the  sitting  of  the  Peers  con- 
tinued, which  was  ttom  the  24th,  of  Sep- 
tember, tiU  the  iqth  of  October,  commis- 
sioners  were  employed  in  negodating  a 
peace  with  the  Scotch,  at  Ripon;  but  these 
negociatioQS  produced  merely  a  ccoation  of 
hostiUties,  till  the  meeting  of  Parliament 
The  accumulated  evils  of  thirty  years  of 
xnis-governiqent,  had  now  brought  the  king- 
dom to  the  verge  of  a  great  revolution. 
The  long  Parliament  asKmbled  on  the  8rd, 
of  November,  1040 1  and  their  two  first  acta 
were  to  vote  down  the  council  court  of 
York,  and  to  impeach  Straflbrd  and  Laud, 
the  King's  chief  advisers.  The  govern- 
ment, which  in  the  bands  of  Charles  had 
assumed  the  character  of  an  absolute  mon- 
trchy,  soon  became  democratioal,  to  a  de- 
free  Incompatible  with  the  spirit  of  the  con- 
stitution. Lieutenants,  imd  deputy  lieu- 
tenants of  counties,  who  had  exercised 
powers  for  the  national  defence,  not  author- 
iied  by  ttotute,  were  declared  de/htquaUs, 
Sherlffii,  who  bad  been  employed  to  a$$em 
fWp  money,  and  the  Jurors  and  Officers  of 
the  Customs,  who  had  been  employed  in 
levying  tonnage  and  poundage,  as  well  as 
the  holders  of  monopolies  by  patents,  were 
brought  under  the  same  vague  charge,  and 
the  latter  were  expelled  ttom  the  House  of 
Commons.  The  Judges,  who  had  given 
their  votes  against  Hampden,  in  the  trial  of 
fliip^money,  were  accused  before  the  Peers, 
and  in  a  f^  weeks,  such  a  revolution  was 

■nhiwed  in  the  ^vcrnjnent,  by  the  House 


of  Commaas,  seconded  by  the  P^enu  fhat 
the  kingly  power  which  had  been  ttato&t 
onmipotent,  was  in  danger  of  being  redueed 
to  insigniflcancft  Tbeae  measures  natmalty 
plaoed  the  Parliament  at  issue  with  tfa« 
King,  and  the  differences  between  the  ooo- 
flioting^  authorities  contiruied  to  incresse. 
during  the  years  1640  and  1641.  till  an  open 
rupture  became  unavoidable.  In  the  early 
part  of  164S,  the  King  with  hU  son  Charles* 
Prince  of  Wales,  the  Duke  of  Yorii,  and 
•everal  noUemcn  left  London;  and  on  the 
18th  of  March  arrived  at  Yoric,  whete  hn 
was  received  by  the  nobility  and  gentry  of 
the  North,  with  suitable  dcmonstratioiM  of 
loyalty.  His  MiO«atys  first  care,  on  his 
arrival  in  Yorkshire,  was  to  secure  the  vwt 
magasines  in  the  fortress  of  Hull,  consisthy 
of  all  the  arms  and  ammunition  of  tii« 
forces  levied  against  the  Scots;  with  this 
view  he  repaired  to  that  port  in  person,  and 
required  Sir  John  Hotham,  the  govenaor, 
who  had  received  his  ocmmiission  flpom  th« 
Parliament  to  deliver  up  the  possession.  Sir 
John,  perceiving  that  matters  were  drawing 
to  a  crisis,  shot  the  gates,  and  reftased  to 
admit  the  King,  though  be  requested  ksvn 
to  enter  with  twelve  persons  only.  Charies, 
bebig  thus  repulsed,  slept  that  nig^t  at 
Beverley,  and  the  next  day  returned  to 
York,  ha\'ing  previously  declared  Hotham 
a  traitor.  Civil  war  seenoed  itow  inevitable^ 
The  armies  which  had  been  rslsed  for  the 
io^ioe  of  Ireland,  were  openly  enlisted  by 
the  Parliament  for  their  own  purposes,  and 
the  command  of  them  was  given  to  the  Eari 
of  Essex.  The  Queen,  on  the  other  hand, 
departed  the  kingdom,  and  sold  the  crown 
jewels,  in  Hcdland,  to  purdiase  a  cargo  of 
arms  and  ammunition.  The  King  still  r»> 
mained  at  York,  where  he  emptoyed  him- 
self with  great  activity  hi  rousmg  his  ad* 
herents  to  arms.  His  unliappy  prediliction 
for  arbitrary  power,  had  raised  him  a  host 
of  enemies,  while  his  moral  virtues,  which 
adorned  his  station,  had  procured  him  a 
great  body  of  zealous  supporters.  Ncgoda- 
tions  still  proceeded,  and  Parliament  pre- 
sented for  his  acceptance,  nineteen  proposi- 
tions, in  which  the  privileges  of  Parliament 
so  Ua  out-weighed  the  prerogatives  of  the 
crown,  that  they  were  deemed  wholly  in* 
admissible :—"  Should  I  grant  these  de. 
mands,"  said  the  King  in  reply,  "  I  may  be 
waited  on  bare-headed;  I  may  have  my 
hand  kissed ;  the  titie  of  Mi^Jesty  may  ba 
oonthiued  to  me  t  tnAthe  King's  mtihorUy 
signified  by  both  lionset,  may  still  be  tha 
style  of  your  commands;  1  may  have 
swords  and  maces  carried  before  me;  and 
please  myself  with  the  signs  of  a  crown  and 
aweptre;  but  as  to  true  and  real  power,  I 
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dKmld  rematn  but  the  outside,  but  the  i4o- 
tmc  bat  the  aigo  of  a  King.**  Charles,  ao- 
■of^ngly  resolved  to  support  hia  authority 
If  arms.  Ilis  towns,  he  said,  were  taken 
from  faim  ;  his  ships,  bis  arms,  his  money ; 
but  thfere  still  remained  to  him  a  good 
cause,  and  the  hearts  of  his  loyal  subjects, 
whicht  with  God's  blessing,  bedoubtednot, 
would  recoTcr  all  the  rest  Having  consti- 
toted  the  Earl  of  Cumberland,  supreme 
^^^■nw^qaiH^r  of  his  forces,  and  appoiirted  Sir 
Thomas  Glemham,  govemor  of  York  j  his 
Mi^^esty,  after  a  residence  of  five  months  in 
ihia  city,  took  his  departure  for  the  South, 
and  erected  his  royal  stvadard  at  Notting- 
ham* on  the  25th  of  August 

Sir  Thomas  Faixtax,  ot  Denton,  and 
Captain  Hotfaam,  son  of  the  governor  of 
Hon,  at  the  head  of  a  body  of  forces  hi  the 
scrvloe  of  Parliament,  advanced  Acorn  the 
West,  so  £sr  towards  York,  as  to  fortify 
Tadeaater  and  Wetherby,  and  twice  repulsed 
9s  Thomas  Glcmham,  in  two  vigorous  as- 
ssolta  whidihe  made  on  their  forces,  in  the 
latter  of  these  places.  The  success  of  the 
^ff^tftt^^t^^na.  induced  the  loyal  party,  in 
Yorkshire,  to  ui&xAt  succour  from  the  Earl 
of  Newcai^  who  had  raised  a  considerable 
Ibcee  in  the  North.  The  Earl  immediately 
marched  to  their  assistance,  and  on  the  dOth 
of  November,  arrived  at  York,  with  6000 
men,  and  10  pieces  of  artillery.  The  Earl 
of  Cnmherland  then  resigned  his  commission 
Co  the  Earl  of  Newcastle,  who,  after  having 
suid  only  three  days  in  York,  to  refresh  his 
troops,  marched  out  with  4000  men,  and  7 
pieces  of  cannon,  to  attack  the  enemy  at 
Tadcaster.  At  the  same  time,  the  Eari  sent 
h»  Lientenant-general,  the  Earl  of  New- 
port, with  2000  men  to  attack  Wetherby. 
In  both  these  expeditions,  the  toyalists  were 
soeceasful,  and  ttie  King's  aflbhs  in  this 
qnarter  began  to  wear  a  more  promisingas- 
pect  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  1&13, 
Leeds,  Wakefield,  Skipton,  and  Knarestaro*, 
were  aU  in  the  hands  at  the  loyalists,  and 
Bradford,  which  had  stood  a  siege,  sur- 
rendered to  them,  after  the  battle  of  Ad- 
walton.  On  the  SSd,  of  February,  the 
Queen  bmded  at  Bridlhigton  Quay,  with  38 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  10,000  sfcind  of  small 
arms.  The  Lord-general,  as  the  Earl  of 
Newcastle  was  called,  on  receiving  intelli- 
gence of  her  arrival,  set  out  firom  York,  and 
conveyed  her  Mi^esty,  with  the  military 
stoves  to  this  city,  where  she  remained  three 
months.  For  this  service  be  was  created  a 
Marquis.  Eariy  in  tiie  following  year.  Sir 
Thomas  Fairfsx,  having  gained  aooosider- 
afale  victory  over  the  royalist  force,  near 
Selby,  was  joined  by  the  Scotch  general,  the 
Ead  of  Leven;  and  these  two  oommandexs* 


«rith  their  uaiCBd  flxois,  ccimin»nefd  the 
bkMkada  of  York,  oo  the  19th  of  ApriL 
The  parttamemary  army  not  being  suffici- 
ently numerous  to  faivest  the  city,  the 
Northern  side  remained  open;  andtheEad 
of  Newcastle  having  between  ftnir  and  flvis 
thousand  cavalry  in  die  place,  eoukt  by 
means  of  a  bridge  over  the  Ouse,  transport 
them  to  either  side  of  the  river,  and  attack 
any  oorps  that  he  might  see  divided  fkom  the 
rest  The  Eari  of  MaDehester,  however, 
soon  after  tfrivad  with  his  troops,  consisting 
of  eOOOfbot,  and  3000  horse,  provided  with 
19  fiekl  pieces,  took  a  position  near  Bootham 
bar,  towards  ChfUm,  and  thus  complete  in- 
vested the  city.  The  siege  of  York  was 
now  vigorously  prosecuted  by  the  three  par- 
liamentary generals,  FairfSuc,  Levens,  and 
Manchester,  with  an  army  of  from  twenty 
to  thirty  thousand  men;  several  batteries 
were  opened  against  the  place,  and  particu- 
larly one  on  a  hill,  near  Wahngate  bar, 
ftom  whcneo  ftmr  pieces  of  cannon  played 
incessantly  on  the  tower,  castle,  and  dty, 
while  the  garrison,  and  armed  inhabitants, 
firom  their  diflbrent  platforms,  kept  up  a 
heavy  fire  on  the  works  of  the  besiegers. 
The  siege  was  pressed  forward  with  great 
^irit,  and  with  various  succte,  till  the  sOth 
oi  Jisae,  in  the  evening  of  whidi  day,  th« 
bedegers,  to  their  surprise  and  consterna- 
tion, received  Information,  that  Prinoe  Ru- 
pert, with  an  army  of  twenty  thousand  men 
wasadvmdng  to  the  relief  of  the  dty,  and 
woukl  that  night  take  up  his  quarters  at 
KnaresbraT,  and  Boroughbridge.  Thepar* 
liamentary  General,  having  called  a  council 
of  war,  resolved  to  raise  the  siege.  Aoeord- 
ingly,  on  the  1st  of  July,  they  drew  off 
from  their  entrenchments  before  the  dty, 
and  marched  to  Heaseymoor,  Smiles  West  of 
Yoriu  His  Royal  Highness  aware  of  this 
movement,  caused  only  a  body  of  horse  to 
£soe  the  enemy,  at  Skipbridge,  and  taiter- 
posing  the  Quae  between  him  and  the  ad- 
verse army,  saMy  joined  his  forces  to  those 
of  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle^  His  arrival 
in  York  produoed  the  most  unfdgned  da- 
roonstradons  of  joy,  and  a  council  of  war 
w^  immediataty  called,  hi  whidi  the  Mar- 
quis of  Newcastle,  haviqg  received  intdU- 
genoe^  that  dtssensions  prevailed  amongst 
the  parliamentarian  generals,  who.  were 
about  to  separate,  and  expecting  at  tha 
sametime^  a  further  reinforcement  of  0000 
men,  under  Colood  Clavering,  gave  It  at 
his  dedded  opinkm,  that  it  was  nnneeessary 
and  inexpedient,  at  tha  present  monaent  to 
hasard  an.engagement  To  thfi  reasoning, 
Prince  Rupert,  whose  marshal  ardqnr  was 
not  sufficiently  tempered  with  prudence, 
insisted  upon  the  pcevriety  of  an  iimnediate 
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hh  reMou,  by 
■mitliH.  liiat  h* had  poritive  orden  ftom 
the  King  to  biiag  the  emmy  to  action. 
Fiirtiuc  «ad  the  other  Genenb  of  the 
perUamentary  army,  ware  divided  in  ttieir 
optaioiM.  '*  The  EngHah,"  lays  Fairfax,  in 
hiftUemoin,  *' were  for  fighting ;  the  Soots 
tar  ifkteating,  to  gain  as  they  alleged, 
both  time  and  place  of  more  adrantage. 
Thia  being  resolved  on,  we  marched  away 
for  Tadeaster,  whidi  made  tiie  royidists  ad- 
vaAoe  the  faaler.  Lientenant-general  Crom- 
wdl,  Lesly,  and  myself,  were  appointed  to 
tariiq^  up  the  rear.  We  sent  word  to  Ae 
Oenends,  that  it  was  neoesMury  to  malcea 
stand,  or  ^e,  the  enemy  having  this  ad- 
vanfci^,  might  pat  us  in  some  disorder;  but 
by  the  advantage  of  the  ground  we  were  on, 
we  hoped  to  make  it  good,  till  tlieycame 
back  to  us,  which  they  did.  The  |4aee  was 
llaiston  fields,*  whidi  aflowarus  gave  name 
to  this  baitle.'*  '*  Thisactkm,"  ssys  Hume, 
fought  on  the  2nd,  of  July.  1644,  "  was 
obstinately  diqiuted  between  the  most  nu- 
merous armies  that  were  ever  engaged  dur- 
ing the  course  of  these  wars;  nor  were  the 
forces  on  eadi  aide  much  diflkrent  in  num- 
ber^ Fifty  thousand  BritiBh  troops  were  led 
to  mutnal  ilaoghter  t  vad  the  victory  seemed 
long  oadecided  between  them.  Pnnoe  Ru- 
pert, who  commanded  the  right-wing  of  the 
royalisls,  was  opposed  to  (Cromwell,  who 
wiiinrted  the  choice  troops  of  theparHa- 
ment,  inured  to  danger  under  that  deter- 
mined leader,  aainnted  by  seal,  and  con- 
firmed by  the  roost  rigid  disdpUneb  After  a 
short  combat,  Uie  cavalry  of  the  royalists 
gave  way ;  and  such  of  the  iaAtntry  as  stood 
near  them  were  Ukewise  bon»  down,  and 
pat.  to  flight  Newcastle's  regiment  akme, 
rescdute  to  conquer  or  to  perish,  obMinatdy 
kept  their  ground,  and  maintained  by  fheir 
dead  bodies  the  same  order  in  which  they  Iiad 
at  fint  been  ranged.  In  the  other  wing.  Sir 
Thoraas  Fairfuc,  and  Colonel  Lambert,  with 
some  troqpa,  broke  throngh  the  royaliMs; 
and  transported  by  the  ardour  of  pursuit, 
soon  reached  their  victorious  flriends,  en- 
fsged  also  in  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  But 
after  that  tonpait  was  passed,  Lucas,  who 
commanded  the  royalists  in  this  wing,  re- 
storing order  to  his  brokoi  forces,  made  a 
fWkMis  attack  on  the  pariiamcnlary  cavalry, 
tlirew  them  ii^o  disorder,  pualied  them  upon 
their  own  infontry,  md  put  the  whole  wing 
to  route.  When  ready  to  seiae  on  their 
carrii^es  and  baggage,  he  pereeived  Crom- 
well,  who  was  new  letnmad  finoni  th^pur-

suit  of  the  other  wteg.  Both  sides  were  not 
a  little  surprised  to  perceive  that  they  must 
renew  the  combat,  for  that  victory  whidi 
each  of  them  tho«ight  they  had  already  de- 
tained. The  front  of  the  battle  was  novr 
exactiy  counter-diangcd ;  and  eadi  army 
occupied  the  ground  which  had  been  pos- 
sessed by  the  enemy  at  the  beginning  of  the 
day.  This  second  battle  was  equally  fUrious 
and  desperate  with  the  first ;  but  after  tibe 
utmost  eflbrts  of  eourage  by  both  parties, 
victory  wholly  turned  to  the  side  of  the  pmr- 
Hament  The  Prince's  train  of  artillery  vras 
taken,  and  the  whole  royalist  army  pu^ed 
off  the  field  of  batdc^  Tl)is  baUle  sealed 
the  fate  of  the  royal  cause.  The  day  after 
tite  battle,  the  brave  Marquis  of  Newcastle 
resolved  to  quit  the  kingdom;  and  Prfaicc 
Rupert  drew  his  army  from  the  city  of  York 
and  marched  into  Lancashire. 

In  this  state  of  desertion.  Sir  Thomas 
Gkmham,  the  gmcmor,  was  reduced  to  the 
painfol  necessity  of  surrendering  the  dty, 
whidi  he  did,  tfiirteen  days  after  the  battle 
of  Maiston  Moor,  on  the  most  honourabto 
terms.  The  siege  of  York  liad  continued 
nearly  thirteen  wci'ks,  during  which  time, 
the  dty  had  sustained  twenty-two  assnults, 
and  between  four  and  five  thousand  of  the 
enemy  had  perl&hed  before  its  walls.  On  its 
surrender,  the  parliamentary  generals  en- 
tered the  dty  in  solemn  proctntsion,  and 
wentdirertly  to  the  Cathedral,  where  a  p«alm 
WHS  sung,  and  the  following  day  was  ob- 
served as  a  day  of  general  thanksgiving. 
York,  being  thus  sulijected  to  the  {lartis. 
ment.  Lord  Fcrdinando  Fairfax  was  made 
its  governor;  and  he.  and  his  son,  the  Ge- 
neral, Bumamed  the  hero  of  the  oomrnon^ 
wealth,  recdved  fommisslons  to  i educe  all 
the  garrisons  in  this  county,  that  rtill  held 
out  for  the  King — a  comnii.v.ion,  which  in  s 
short  time  they  effected.  Aft*r  the  whole 
kingdom  was  brought  undtr  STibJection  to 
the  parHamcnt,  York  was  dimiantled  of  ita 
garrison,  with  the  cxcpittion  of  Cllflbrd'a 
tower,  of  which  the  Lord  Mayor  was  ap- 
pointed go%crnor,  and  continued  to  hold 
that  conunlssion  for  several  years. 

York  has  little  share  in  the  annals  <rf 
the  Protrctorate,  Cromwell  does  not  ap- 
pear to  have  been  ever  in  this  city,  exoi-pt  at 
the  time  of  its  capture  after  the  batiW  of 
Marston  Moor;  and  sii:>tTier  time  on  his  way 
into  Scotland,  when  the  royal  arms  were 
displaced  to  substitute  thtwc  of  the  existing 
g(ivemmenf ;  when  he  p.\rtock  of  tlie  Lord 
Mayor's  hospitality  at  a  public  dinner, 
and  the  day  following  ho  pursued  his  Journey 
northward.  One  of  the  auiacs  at  York  du- 
ring the  Commonwealth,  was  rendered  re- 
BBsrksblt  by  tlie  attendaaet  of  that  extrsor. 
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dteny  iwricr  of  human  longvrity,  Bewy 
JflikiM.    The  cause  was  heard  tai  the  year 
I687*  aiai  was  between  the  vicar  of  Cattar- 
kk,  and  William   and  Peter  lUwbank, 
wberein  the  witncK  depond  that  the  tltfaea 
flf  woait  lamb,  4fce>  had  been  paid  to  his 
kaowlec^  one  hundred  and  twenty  yeart  or 
■lare !    Jenkins  had  appeared  at  York  two 
years  before^  to  prove  the  existence  of  an 
sndcnt  rood  to  a  mill  for  one  hundred  and 
twenty  yean.    He  remembered  the  diss(4u- 
tkn  of  the  monasteries,  and  said  that  great 
ItiMPtation  was  made  on  that  ocoasion.    In 
early  nfe  he  was  butler  to  Lord  Cooyeis,  of 
Haraby  castle»  and  wis  often  at  Foontafai's 
Abbey,  during  the  residenoeof  the  last  abbot, 
who,  ho  said«  frequently  visited  his  lofd,  and 
dnnk  ft  hearty  glass  with  him.    Hewasbom 
at  EBexton-upon-Swale^  in  this  county,  be* 
fare  parish  rcgisten  were  In  use;  but  Bishop 
LytHetoo   communicated  to  the  Society  of 
Aatiqaarians,   on  the  11th  of  Deoa 
1796,  a  paper  copied  from  an  old  household 
book  of  Sir  Ridiard  Graham,  Bart,  of  Nor- 
ton Cooyeiv,  the  writing  of  whidi  says,  that 
npoB  his  going  to  live  at  Bolt(»,  Jenkins 
was  said  to  be  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
years  old,   that  he  had   often   examined 
hhn  in  his  sister's  kitchen,  where  he  came  to 
leg  alms,  and  found  frets  and  dironldes 
i^ree  lu  his  aooouuc.    He  was  dieo  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  or  one  hundred  and  tixty- 
three  yean  of  age  {  and  said  that  he  went  to 
Korthallerton,  with  a  horse  load  of  arrows 
fK  the  battle ufFkMlden  field,  withwhkha 
bigger  boy  went  forward  to  the  army,  under 
fhe  Eari  of  Surrey,  King  Henry  being  at 
tiial  time  at  Toumay,  and  be  believed  him- 
aelf  then  eleven  or  twdve  years  old.    This 
was  in  1513,  and  finir  or  five  people  of  the 
same  parish,  said  to  be  one  hundred  years 
old  or  near  it,  dedared  Jenkins  to  have  been 
an  old  man  ever  rince  they  knew  him.    He 
died  in  December.  1670,  at  the  place  of  his 
birtb*  aged  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  years, 
where  a  monument  is  erected  to  his  memory, 
the  epitaph  of  whidi  was  composed  by  Dr. 
Thomas  Chapman,  roaster  of  Magdalen  Col- 
lege, CarobridgCb*   Jenkins,  was  contempo- 
rary with    Thomas  Parr,   the  patriarchal 
Shropshireroan,  of  whom  it  is  rcoorded  that 
he  was  bom  ia  1483,  and  lived  in  the  reign 
of  ten  kfangs  and  queens;  that  the  general 
habits  of  his  life  were  temperate  and  fhigal, 
that  he  was  able,  even  at  the  age  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  to  do  husbandry  work ;  and 
'    that  at  the  age  of  one  hundred  and  five,  he 
did  penance  in  AMerbury  ehui^,  for  lying 
with  Katharine  Milton,  and  getting  her  with 
diUdf,  that  he  died  in  1635,  aged  one  hun-

dni  and  flflf-two yaats  and  Bteemonthst 
and  that  his  vsnakM  rest  among  the  eminent 
dead  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

The  county  of  York  was  well  dlspoaed 


Monk,  on  his  arrival  here  in  1669,  found  the 
pobUedbposltloa  so  flmmrable  to  the  royal 
eaoae,  that  he  was  for  some  thne  in  a  state  of 
suspense,  whether  he  should  not  pvodatm 
the  khig  in  this  city.  A  secret  correspon- 
dence had  for  some  time  bee  maintained 
between  the  General  and  Lord  Fairfax,  who 
had  imbibed  the  same  principles,  and  on  the 
11th  of  May,  1660,  Charles  IL  was  pio- 
elaSmed  with  great  solemnity  at  York.  On 
the  Mh  of  August,  1666,  the  Dnka  tmd 
DnchcM  of  York,  visited  this  dty,  and  wsM 
received  with  every  demonstxatlon  of  loyalty 
andaflbctkm;  but  In  the  year  1679f  when 
the  bill  of  exdoskm  was  biought  forward  In 
periiamettt,  the  Doke  in  paadng  thiough 
York  on  his  way  to  Bdlnbuigb,  wasieeeived 
here  with  BocfaleMoetdiality.  Thia  ddbct 
of  ceremony,  drew  on  the  magistratai  the 
resentment  of  the  court;  they  leeehred  a 
severe  reprimand  ttcm  the  secietary  of  state, 
and  the  city  betog  aftei  wards  considered  dl» 
alfrcted,  Ms  charter  was  in  the  year  1684, 
sinpended.  Thb  year  the  notorious  Je0krya 
attended  at  York,  as  one  of  theJudgeaoT 


On  the  death  of  Charles  n.  htsbioCher 
James,  Duke  of  York,  soceeeded  to  the 
throne;  and  on  the  petitkm  of  the  dtteens 
rcetorad  their  charter,  which  was  reeaived 
with  the  greatsst  solemnity,  and  nothtaig  wae 
omitted  to  diqday  their  joy  on  tlie  oecaston. 
The  tahabHants  of  York,  continued  to  show 
their  gratitude  and  toyelty  to  this  infatuated 
monarch,  till  the  moment  of  hU  abdication, 
after  which,  this  dty  folk>wed  the  example 
of  the  rest  oT  the  kingdom,  by  recognialag 
the  Prinee  of  Orange,  as  sovereign  of  the 
kingdom,  under  the  title  of  William  III. 

From  thb  period  to  therebeUioo,  in 
1745,  the  annals  of  Yorkare  not  marked 
by  any  extraordinary  transactions;  but  at 
that  momentous  crisis,  the  city,  as  weU  aa 
the  oounty,  gave* the  most  unequivocal 
pioofrof  its  loyalty  and^  ^attachment  to  the 
reigning  dynasty,  and  to  the  reformed  reli- 
gion. On  the  83d  of  July,  1740.  hie 
Royal  Highness,  the  Duke  of  Cumberland, 
on  his  return  to  London,  ftom  che  defmtof 
the  rebels,  at  CuUoden,  visited  York,  and 
was  reoeKed  with  the  honours  due  to  hia 
illustrious  rank,  and  eminent  services.  In 
1757f  the  new  regulations,  for  levying  the 
militia,  produced  a  spirit  of  Insubordination 
in  Yorkshire,  and  a  vast  body  of  farmers, 
teboarers,  aad^^wtinns,  tnm  upwards  of 
thirty  paridMff  aaMaUed  at  York*  andd^ 
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■uiWMd  two  hmum,  wtthovc  Uaak  Iwrt 
iBoneor  which  the  dapttty-HMlBmBli  wem 
expected  to  nwMnhle,  to  noiive  the  eon* 
•tahlei^  retwiH.  Sine*  the  nigB  of  Charie* 
L  York,  which  wis  in  fanner  ttmee  the  re- 
ndenBeofBmperonand  Ringi,  hetnotbeen 
Tutted  by  any  BngUih  aorereign  i  though  it 
has  ollen  been  honoured  with  the  prcaenoe 
of  diflbrent  branchea  of  the  royal  fiunily. 

In  our  own  times,  the  preacnt  sore- 
reign  of  these  reafans,  while  Priboe  of 
Wales,  TUted  the  dtf  of  York,  aceomiNi- 
nied  by  his  royal  brother,  who  derives  hte 
title  from  this  ancient  metropolis.  On  Mon- 
day, the  S4th  of  Augnst,  1780.  in  the 
raee  week,  their  Royal  Highnesses  arriTed 
on  the  race  ground,  in  their  carriage,  and 
alighted  at  some  distance  from  the  Grand 
Stand,  whence  they  rodeabout  on  horseback, 
to  gratiiy  public  cariosity  by  a  sight  of  their 
penone.  When  the  daiy^  sport  was  ovet, 
they  rspaired  to  the  carriage  of  Eul  Flta- 
wilKim,  whose  guests  they  were,  and  en- 
Icfed  the  dttf  amidst  ttie  oongratnlations  of 
thepopttlaoeb  Tlie  following  day,  the  cor- 
ponitieB  presetited  tiie  Heir-apparent  with 
the  fkeedom  of  the  dt>,  in  an  elegant  gold 
boxt  andonThunday, tntheraoeweek,he 
dined  at  the  Mansion-Hotue,  in  company 
with  a  Huge  assembbige  of  the  nobOity  and 
gentry  of  the  county.  On  the  foUowing 
Satmday,  the  Prinee  of  Wake,  and  the 
Duke  of  York,  ptoeeeded  to  CasUe  Ho- 
ward, having  previously  ordered  Lieutmant 
ColonsI  St  Leger,  to  pay  into  the  hands  of 
Walter  Fawkes,  Esq.  High-SheriflT  of  the 
eomty,  two,  hundred  guineas,  for  the  relief 
ef  debtors  in  the  eaatle.  In  1791,  Charles 
James  Fox  visited  York,  at  the  raecs,  a 
graod  dinner  was  given  him  and  many  noble^ 
men  and  gentlemen  at  the  Mansion  House, 
and  he  was  pvescnted  with  the  fireedom  of 
Hie  city  in  a  gold  box,  aoeompanled  by  a  copy 
of  a  rssolutloo  passed  by  the  corporation,  in 
whiA  he  was  complimented  on  "  tiie  constant 
and  beneflelal  exertions  of  his  abilities  in  sup- 
port of  the  British  Constitution,  upon  tfte  true 
principles  of  the  gfcnrioos  revolution ;  of  the 
rights  of  every  degree  of  dtiaens}  and  of 
the  peace,  liberty,  and  happiness  of  man- 
kind.'^  In  November,  17M*  Prince  William 
Frederick,  of  Gloucester,  on  his  return 
fVoro  Sovboroi^,  to  the  South,  spent  some 
time  in  York,  and  was  presented  with  the 
ft«edom  of  the  dty,  In  a  gold  box.  In  1805, 
the  Ri^t  Hon.  John  Earl  St  Vincent,  whose 
courage  and  talents  as  a  iwval  commander 
aresu  well  known,  honoured  this  city  with 
a  visit,  and  reaelved  its  flreedom,  in  a  box  of 
"  heart  of  oak.* 

On  the  flOth  of  August  hi  the  present 
V,  vhBe  his  Royal  Ivothar  mk  8e>ve. 


reign,  George  lYth  was  in  Scotland,  tifts 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  1k>- 
noured  this  city  with  a  visit,  and  partook  of 
the  hospitalities  of  the  Corporation,  at  tlie 
Mansion-house,  where  a  public  dinner  was 
given  to  hte  Royal  Highness,  on  which  oc> 
casion  the  f^-eedora  of  the  city  was  preaented 
to  him  in  a  gold  box,  accompanied  by  an  ad- 
dress expressive  of  the  adiniratioQ  of  that. 
**  splendid  career  of  useful  beneficence,  and 
spirited  patriotism  which  gave  a  brilBaat 
lustre  to  hb  exalted  birth. 

The  dty  of  York  as  it  now  standa,  la 
nearly  two  railcs  and  three  quarters  in  cir- 
cuit There  are  no  existing  records  to  sho<w 
when  ^e  walls  were  built.  They'  wcra 
no  doubt  in  existence  in  the  time  of  ttsa 
Saxons  and  Danes,  as  well  as  during  tha 
Roman  government;  and  they  were  re- 
ediiled,  If  not  actually  ^e-built  in  the  reigptt 
of  Edward  I.,  to  protect  the  dty  againat 
Scotch  invaders,  who  penetrated  to  its  gates. 
After  the  siege  of  York,  in  1644,  the  walla 
stood  in  great  need  of  repairs,  and  the  three 
following  years  were  employed  in  that  na> 
cessary  duty.  The  eorodlng  hand  of  tima 
has  ever  since  been  at  work,  and  they  art 
now  fklUng  rapidly  into  decay.  In  several 
places,  the  delightful  promenade  formed 
by  them  is  already  interrupted,  and  if  Ihm 
hand  of  reparation  docs  not  alter  for  tha 
better,  what  time  changes  for  the  worw,  H 
is  not  difflcult  to  foresee  what  will  be  the  end. 
The  entrance  into  the  dty  b  by  four 
principal  gates  or  Vaxs,  and  five  posterns,  or 
smaller  entrances ;  the  gates  are,  M icicle- 
OATE-BAR,  to  thc  South  West,  adorned  with 
lofty  turrets,  finely  embattled,  over  the  Ro- 
man arch,  already  described,  hangs  a  laiige 
shield,  bearing  the  arms  of  England  and 
France ;  and  on  each  side  one  of  less  siae, 
decorated  with  the  city  arms :  this  is  at  tba 
entrance  from  T&dcastcr.  BooruAM-aAa, 
to  the  North  West,  on  the  rood  leading  to 
Edinburgh,  is  an  andent  structure,  built 
almost  wholly  of  grit ;  but  thou^  the  nuu 
terials  are  Roman,  the  architecture  is  Go- 
thic. MoTTK-BAR,  to  the  North  East,  oa 
the  entrance  tram  Malton  and  Scarborough, 
is  a  xtatcly  gate,  bearing  the  arms  of  Franoa 
qimrtered  with  those  of  England  on  thc 
battlements.  And  Walmoate-dar,  on  the 
South  East,  leading  to  Beverky  and  Hull  t 
the  foundations  of  this  bar  arc  formed  of 
large  blocks  of  girt,  but  the  arches  are  mo- 
dem, having  undergone  a  thorough  repair, 
in  1648.  after  thc  gate  had  been  almort  da* 
molished  by  the  siege. 

The  Posterns  are,  North-street-postem, 
Skeldergate  -  postern,  Castlcgatc  -  postern, 
Fishergatc-postem,  Layerthorp-postem,  and 
liOngwalk-poatcnL     There   are    also    six

New  OnaebiU^  buUt  under 
tedtocCkm  of  Mr.  Peter  Atkimon,  wrchi- 
tHk  The  fint  11006  of  thie  bridge  me  laid 
■tth  oonddeimble  pomp,  on  the  10th,  of 
1810,  end  the  work  was  coia- 
in  March,  18S0t  the  Right  Hon. 
Geoiie  Peaoock,  filling  at  both  th«e  periods 
Oeollleeor  Lord  Mayor.  The  old  bridge, 
iter  hsving  existed  fbr  six  oenturiea,  was 
Am  removed,  and  gave  place  to  this  hand- 
Mae  modem  erection.  A  new  bridge,  over 
Ike  PosB,  leading  into  Walmgate,  ootem- 
panry  ^rith  the  new  Ouse  bridge,  and  bnilt 
kf  the  same  ardiitecC,  at  the  expense  of 
die  eorporation,  serves  to  marie  the  pabUc 
ifirit  otf"  the  present  age.  The  other  bridges, 
■kicil  are  all  over  the  Foss,  at  different 
poiBta,  daim  no  particular  observation. 

This  city  is  divided  into  four  districts, 
iriikh  take  their  names  from  the  four  gates, 
sad  ave  called,  Micklegate-ward,  Bootham- 
^od.  Monk-ward,  and  Wafangale-ward. 
JficU^ate-ward,  hi  the  South  West  part  of 
the  dty»  is  incooipas»ed  on  one  side  by  the 
ctty  walls,  and  on  tfie  other,  by  the  river 
Onse.  It  contains  six  parishes,  namely, 
ffisfaop-hill,  the  elder  and  younger;  Trinity; 
SI.  Martin's;  St  John's,  and  AH  Saints. 
Boothaaa-waitl  occupies  the  North  West 
aa^  of  the  city,  and  has  in  its  district,  tlie 
i  of  Bel&ey^;  St.  Helen's,  and  St 
Monk-ward  is  the  North  East 
part,  and  comprises.  Trinity;  St  Cuth- 
St  Saviour's;  Christ's;  and  St 
Wabngate-ward  is  CO  theNorth 
Cast,  and  contains  seven  parishes,  namely, 
SL  Margaret's;  St  Dennis;  St  Geoiige; 
Gfetnt  AB-HaUow's;  St  Mary's;  and  St 
MidMeTs.  These  fbur  divisions  compriae 
Che  whole  city,  within  the  walls,  cxcq;>t  the 
dose  ot  theCathedraL 

York,  the  ardiiepiioopal  see,  like  roost 
etiatr  ancient  cities,  is  remarkable  for  the 
flSMBher  of  its  sacred  edifices,  and  in  enu- 
merating and  dsseribing  the  dmrdies  of 
Vork,  in  which  reUgiottt  servloes  are  still 
parformed.  the  Cathboilal,  that  *' Chief 
d  houMS,  as  the  rose  of  ftowers,"  oiaims 
ftepreeedency. 

It  has  already  been  observed,*  that  on 
tte  fnCroduction  of  Christianity  bito  tlm 
kiflgdom,  about  the  year  i^,  Edwin,  Khig 
of  Northnmbria,  himself  &  convert  f^om 
elevated  Paulinus,  a  Roman 
y,  to  the  dii^iity  of  fint  archbishop 
of  York.  The  residence  of  thi^  King  was 
York,  but  at  so  tow  an  ebb  was  religion, 
that  there  was  not  found  a  temple  within  his 
metropolis  sidtable  for  the  performance  of 
A*  ceremony  of  baptism.  A  small  oratory 
«r  wvod,  WW  in  consequence  erected  for  the

oeeaikNu  on  the  aile  rf  thepiwiUtCMhe^ 
dnU,  whkhwaadedkated,  as  Isthepraesnt 
edifice,  to  St  Peter,  and  on  Easter  Day.  in 
the  year  987,  the  Ung,  with  hla  two  loos, 
Osfrid  and  Edftid,  ahmg  with  a  number  o# 
the  nobks,  were  solemnly  baptisad  in  this 
primitive  erectiok  The  eenmony  over. 
says  Bede,  the  ptebte  took  care  to  ac^mtot 
the  Ktaig,  that  stawe  he  had  beemne  a 
Christian,  he  ought  to  buikl  a  boose  of 
prayer,  more  suitable  to  the  divinity  he  now 
adored;  and  by  the  bishop's  direction,  he 
began  to  build  a  magnificent  Ikbric  of  slone. 
In  the  midst  of  which  was  tatokMed  the  oro- 
tory  ahready  ereeted.  Under  the  Influence 
of  that  seal  whidi  inapfved  the  Royal  eon- 
vert,  the  building  proceeded  with  great 
spirit;  but  scarcely  were  the  walls  ready  to 
receive  the  toott  when  the  King  was  slain  tai 
battle,  andPauiinoa  was  obliged  to  qoH  the 
country.  For  some  yaws  the  ehnrsh  lay 
neglected,  but  in63t,  Oswald,  a  suceeasor 
of  Edwin,  undertook  to  oonplete  the  boUd- 
ing,  which  he  had  no  sooner  finished,  than 
he  was  killed  by  Penda,  the  Pagan  king  of 
Merda,  and  the  newly  erected  structure  was 
almost  destioyed.  In  this  rainow  oondiOon 
it  was  found  by  archbishop  WiUMI,  the 
munificent  patron  of  Ripon,t  who,  about 
the  year,  674.  repaired  the  walls,  fixed  on 
(he  roof,  and  restored  it  to  its  former  gran- 
deur. '*  And  now,  by  the  hand  of  provl. 
dence,"  says  Drake,  *'  the  church  stood  and 
flourished  under  the  sueceastve*  benefioenoe 
of  its  spiritual  governors,  for  near  400  years, 
during  which  period  it  reoeived  (he  valuable 
donation  of  archbishop  Egbert's  library; 
upon  which  Alcuni,  the  Gamaliel  of  his  age, 
who  had  drank  fkeely  at  this  sprtay,  of 
erudition  has  bestowed  so  high  an  enlo- 
gium.t  In  the  year  1069,  as  hm  been  al- 
ready seen,  the  native  hihaUtants,  aided  by 
the  Danes,  m  their  attempt  to  throw  off  tte 
yoke  of  Uie  conqueror,  set  fire  to  the  su- 
burbs, which  spteadhig  to  the  etty,  -  eom- 
mnnieated  to  the  Cathedral,  and  faivolved 
them  all  in  one  eommon  nrin.  William^  on 
entering  the  city,  seised  upon  the  revenues 
of  thecfaurch;  but  be,  soon  after teltvalsd 
Thomas,  his  chaplain  and  treasurer,  to  the 
Archbishopric  and  by  him  the  Cathedral 
was  restored  to  its  ftmner  splendour.  In 
1136,  a  osnal  five  again  burnt  down  this 
edifice,  along  with  St  Mary's  Abbey,  and 
thirty-nine  parish  diurches.  For  four  and 
thirty  years  the  Cathedral  biy  in  ruins;  but, 
in  (he  year,  1171.  during  the  episcopacy  of 
Roger,  archbishop  of  this  province,  the 
choir  with  its  vauUs  #ere  re4>ttilt,  and  the 
SottOi  part  of  OeonMsisle  of  theehnieh, 
waa  added  bk  th*  time  of  WOer  Grey, 
4>  VoL  I.  r*  t41.         I  Tol.  IL  p. 
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RogatM  mieotmar.    In  the  enly  part  of  the 
xelfB  of  Edward  L    John  le  Romatai,  £»- 
«ber  of  the  ArchUdiDp,  bi«Hi  and  finished 
the  North  tcaoMpla,  with  a  handKNne  steeple 
kt  the  midst;  and  John,  his  son,  with  his 
own  hand,  laid  the  Ibandation  of  the  nave, 
.fkom  the  west  and  eastwaxd,  en  the  7th  of 
April,  1291,  biToking  thegnoe  of  the  Holy 
Obost.    The  matsrlab  fiv  this  part  of  the 
eathedral  were  oontiibatsd  by  Rolieit  de 
Tavaaour,  from  his  qnany  near  Tadaaster; 
and  by  Robert  de  Percy,  Lord  of  Boulton, 
from  his  woods  at  tliat  plaoab    HVilliam  de 
Melton  was  the  ncau  Ibunder,  fai  ISSO,  and 
with  the  aid  of  Indulganees  of  lelaxatlfln, 
sold  to  "  the  charitabte,"  he  finished  the 
wert  end  with  the  steepks,  as  it  remains  at  this 
day.    But  the  great  benefeetor  of  the  cathe- 
dral was  archbishop  John  Thorediy;  this 
prelate  cuocelTing  that  the  choir,  built  by 
Roger,  did  not  correspond  with  the  west  cod 
of  the  church  lately  erected,  and  that  there 
wasnoplaceintiiiscfaurefaofyork  "where 
oor  Lady's  maa,  the  ^orious  mother  of  God, 
eottid  decently  be  celebrated,*  himseir  con- 
tributed one  thousand  ei^  hundred  and  ten 
pounds,  towards  building  a  newdioir,  and 
ooosummatbg  this  fabric.    All  the  machi- 
nery for  raising  public  contributions  by  the 
diurch  was  also  put  in  motiont  indnlj^noes 
of  rdazation  were  granted  to  the  liberalt 
letters  mandatory  were   addressed  to  the 
clergy,  eiOoining  tliem,  under  pain  of  the 
greater  exoommunication,  to  suAr  tbtir 
«41ecton  to  gather  the  alms  of  the  diaritable, 
and  the  old  hall  and  chambers  of  the  ardH 
Ushop^s  manor  of  ^(itekum  were  demo- 
lished to  provide  stone  and  materials  fior  the 
creetton  of  the  new  dioiT,  tlie  fintstone  of 
which  was  laid  by  the  archbishop,  on  the  89th 
of  July,  1361.  The  wages  of  workmen  allout 
tliis  time  were  ttiree-pence  a  day  to  a  master 
mason  or  carpenter,  and  three-half-penoe  to 
their  "knaTes,"  as  their  Journeymen  were 
then  called  :•    A  pound's  worth  of  sUver  then 
was  a  pound  wd^,  which  is  equal  to  fbnr 
pounds  of  our  present  money,  an<l  one  penny 
then  would  purehaaeasmudi  com  as  twenty- 
pence  now,    bringing  the  artisan's  wages 
to  the  rate  of  2s.  Gd.  a  day,  or  15s.  a  week. 
The  oootributioik  of  the  ardilriihop  was  of 
oouxse  most  munifieeut,  and  amounted  to 
not  less  a  sum  in  our  money  than  £36,000! 
•  Fleetwood's  Chronioon  Pretiosum. 


In  addition  to  the  meani  already  mentioned 
fbr  raising  the  supplies,  a  boll  apoatoUcnl 
was  issued,  by  Pope  Urban  VI.  and  a  kind  of 
income  taxof  five  per.eent  was  impoeed,  on ' 
ecclesiastical  benefices,  fbr  three  yean,  ftar 
the  neoessary  repairs  and  r&«diflcation.  By 
dieae  means  a  vast  sum  was  odlectedi  which 
being  augmented  by  a  munificent  donation 
ftom  Archdeacon  Skirlaw,  Uie  dioir  was 
finished,  and  thestrueture  completed  by  the 
taking  down  of  the  old  lantern  steeple,  mid 
the  erection  of  a  new  one  in  its  stead,  A.  D. 
1370.  Thus  widtin  the  space  of  less  than  MO 
years,  reekoi^Bg  firom  the  period  hi  whidi 
the  south  transept  was  begun  by  Walter  de 
Grey,  die  supofo  cathedral  of  York  wae 
comi^eted  in  the  fbrms  and  dimensions  in 
which  it  appears  at  this  day,  exhibitiiv  n 
splendid  monument  of  ttie  piety  of  fbrmcr 
times,  and  an  interesting  combination  of 
Gothic  arohltecture  throu^  five  suoeesalve 
ages.  (^  all  the  difibrent  parts  of  this  mag> 
niflcent  structure  the  diapter  house  is  tfie 
only  one  of  which  ttie  date  is  totally  un- 
known. No  records,  now  extant,  give  any 
account  of  the  time  of  its  erectioDt  butf^oaa 
the  style  of  architeetuie,  Drake  conjeetoins 
that  it  is  to  be  ascribed  to  Walter  de  Grey. — 
The  pavement  of  the  cathedral  is  of  reoem 
date;  andently  it  oHisistcd  of  the  grave- 
stones of  bishops  and  other  ecclesiastics,  but 
in  the  year  1736,  the  old  pavemeut  was  re- 
moved, under  the  directian  of  the  Earl  of 
Burlington,  wlien  several  curious  rii^  of 
ruby  and  saphire,  set  in  gold,  belonging  to 
those  whose  mortal  remains  had  mixed  with 
their  parent  dust,  were  discovered,  and  aie 
now  shown  in  the  vestry.  The  stone  fbr  die 
new  pavement  was  given  by  Sir  Edward  Gaa- 
ooigne,  of  Parlingtoo,  firom  Us  quarry  at 
Huddlcstone,  and  the  marble  was  obtained 
by  sawing  the  oM  gravestones  Into  dies  suit- 
able for  the  punxMC  of  this  mosaic  woik.'-^ 
The  expenee  or  the  workmanship,  vrhich 
amounted  to  £2500,  was  deftayed  by  a  sub* 
scription  rairwl  for  the  purpose,  among  the 
nobility,  clergy,  and  gentry  of  the  city  and 
cooBftyofVoriL  TheArehbishopeofYork, 
since  the  introduotion  of  diristianity,  in  tte 
time  of  the  Heptardiy,  to  the  present  period, 
amount  to  eighty  three  in  number,  and  their 
names  in  numerical  order,  witii  tiie  dates 
when  cadtof  them  entered  upon  the  see,  is 
sul^oincd  :—

The  Archbishop  of  York  U  Primate  of 
En^aod,  and  to  him  attaches  the  honour  of 
crowning. the  Queen.  According  to  Dr. 
Heyhn,  the  archbishapric  of  York  is  the  most 
ancient  metropolitan  See  in  England,  having 
been  so  constituted  in  the  reign  of  King 
Unas,  in  the  year  18a  As  has  been  al^ 
ready  seen,  this  See  was,  on  the  conversion 
of  the  Saxon  Edwin,  elevated  to  its  former 
honour,  when  Paulinus  was  made  ardi- 
bishop,  and  then  each  metropolitan  had 
twelve  sufifragan  bishops ;  at  present  York 
only  retains  Durham,  Carlisle,  Chester,  and 
Sodor  and  Man,  though  formerly  its  arch- 
bishop was  metropolitan  of  Scotland.  Warm 
and  refieated  contentions  have  existed  for 
ecclesiastical  supremacy  between  this  See 
and  Canterbury,  which  all  terminated  in 
this,  that  the  Archbishop  of  York  stiles 
hinMelf«  "  l^rimate  of  England;"  and  He 
of  Canterbury.  *'  Primate  of  all  England;" 
and  the  former  has  still  precedency  of  all 


Dukes,  who  are  not  of  the  royal  blood,  and 
of  all  great  officers  of  state,  the  Lord  Chan- 
celloTakme  excepted.*  The  yearly  tenths 
of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  as  returned  in 
the  survey  made  by  the  eoremiasiaiien  ap- 
pointed by  the  Croyni,  In  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  on  the  eve  of  the  reformatian, 
were  valued  at  £l61,  and  the  vahie  of  the 
Uving,  as  stated  in  the  King's  books,  of  the 
same  date,  at  £1610.  In  Northumber- 
Und,  the  Archbishop  of  York  has  the  power 
of  a  Palatine.  The  Right  Reverend  Father 
in  God.  the  Hon.  .Edward  Vanables  Ver- 
non, L.L.D.  is  the  present  archbishop,  and 
was  translated  to  the  archiepisoopal  See  ftom 
the  bUhoprick  of  Carlisle,  in  1808. 

The  Cathedral  of  York  to  one  of  the 
largest  sacred  structures  hi  Biyland,  as  the 
following  comparative  table,  copied  ftom , 
Hargrove's  History  of  York,  wiU  serve  to 
demonstrate,  and  its 
ponds  with  iUjnagnitude:-^

higher,  a  circular  window  of  exquisite  ma- 
sonry and  richly  variegated  glass,  in  fanita- 
tien  of  the  Marygold  flower,  samedines 
called StCatharinefs wheel.  Thesummitto 
crowned  wttti  neat  and  degant  tnrvela.  In 
thto  transept  are  eeen  a  number  of  nszrow 
jnd  aeataly  pofaitad  arches,  with  slender 
piUan,  erawned  with  p  lata  or  slightly  oma- 
UMBled  capitals.  The  whMlows  areconpa- 
iBti«Bly  small,  and  their  oraamenis  eKhiUt 
a  mafked  dMhienm  fktwn  those  which  are 
aeeir  faiottier  parts  of  the  buUdfaig.  Between 
thto  part  and  the  western  towers  aitoe  six 
small  pnnadis,  eriglnally  Intended  for 
bottrwsss  to  the  tower  part  of  the  nave.  In 
the  nkshes  are  ancient  statues,  supposed  to 
Teprssaut  Christ,  the  four  Evai^elisto,  and 
AiehbUhop  St.  vnUlam.    The  South  side  of

strikingi  the  maisy  oohunns  flariy  deoo- 
ratad  with  a  variety  of  figurss,  and  termina- 
ting in  richly  ortasMnted  phmartes,  i 
windows  hnrge  and  displayii^  a  beantiful 
traeery,  a  small  tnmsept  of  the  tower  with 
Its  superb  light,  and  the  seresn  work  beftite 
the  thrse  futheet  wfaidows  of  the  upper  tier, 
aU  concur  to  render  thto  part  of  the  structure 
strikingly  beautifU  and  magnificent 

The  Western  or  principal  fhmt,  with 
ito  two  towen  or  steeples,  exceb  those  parts 
alrsady  described :  human  skiU  couldscareely 
have  produced  aay'tiiing  moi*  complete  in 
thto  style  of  architecture^  llito  front  has 
been  cloistered  for  statuary,  but  many  of 
the  niches  are  divested  of  the  valuable  pro- 
ducUons  with  wMdi  they  were  formerly 
atomed.  The  top  of  each  of  the  towen  to 
surmounted  with  eight  pinnacles,  and  in  the 
so«rth  tower  to  a  peal  of  ten  bells,  unequalled, 
ittosaid,  by  any  hi  thekinffdom.  Atthto 
front  there  are  three  entrances,  thecentieof 
which  to  by  ttmtf  folding  doors.  Over  the 
prindpaS  doer-way  to  the  figure  of  William 
de  Melton,  and  on  each  side  the  figUTM  of 
Vavaaouf  and  Percy,  the  beneflKstdrsof  the 
Attrii.  The  expiasionof  Adam  and  Eve 
AmK  Paradtoe  to  pourtraycd  upon  the  arch 
i«' Ana  traeery,  and  the  libeninty  andtsste 
Atchbishop,  and  the  Pean 


The  Ea$tem  at  choir  end,  began  fair 
ardhbtohop  Thorcsby,  to  more  modem  thitf 
tiiose  parts  afaeady  described,  and  displays  a 
more  fiorid  style  of  architecture,  qowneJ 
with  niches  and  airy  pinnacles.  Over  one  of 
the  finest  windows  in  the  world  to  seen  the 
statue  of  the  venerable  founder  of  the  choir, 
mitred  and  robed,*  sitting  In  hto  archiepl»- 
copal  chahr,  and  holdii^  in  hto  left  hand  m. 
representatian  of  the  church,  vrhile  his 
right  seema  to  point  at  the  window.  At  the 
bastoof  the  window  are  the  heads  of  Chitot 
and  htoapoatles,  with  that  of  a  Kfaig.  sup- 
posed to  be  Edward  IIL  In  die  niches  oT 
the  buttresses  again  appear  the  statoce  oC 
Vavasour  and  Percy.  The  great  tower,  or 
lantern  steeple,  to  supported  hithehaideby 
four  large  and  massy  eokomn^  forming  four 
ardies,  and  to  flntohed  In  a  style  very 
much  superior,  though  not  inapproprtatin  to 
that  of  the  towen  in  the  western  front. 

The  liirrihem  side  of  the  Cathednl  la 
not  less  superb  than  ito  Southern  front  The 
tnnsept  and  nave  preeent  a  speotaoie  highly 
bitereBting  to  the  eye  of  curiorfty  and  taster 
Here  also  may  be  obeerved  the  exterior  fitrav 
and  style  of  areiiitsetnre  of  the  Chapter- 
House,  of  which  the  wonderous  bnttressea 
and  othsr  decorationa  seem  to  indicate  thn 
age  of  ito  completkm  to  have  been  nearly 
the  same  as  that  of  the  buildfa«  of  the 
diobr}  such  to  their  appearance  by  day.  By 
moon-light,  the  efibet  here,  as  on  all  laifn 
masses  of  andiitectnra,  to  truly  sublime  t  a 
kind  of  optical  dehision  of  the  most  im- 
ptsarive  Und  takes  place,  and  the  towen 
and  phitlaeles  of  the  Cathedral  *' acquire  n 
degree  of  lightness  so  superior  to  that  which  ■ 
to  shown  under  the  meridian  sun,  that  they 
no  longer  appear  of  human  construction.'^ 

The  umaion  of  the  Cathedral  eor- 
rssponds  in  every  particular  with  the  magni- 
ficenoe  of  the  exterior.  The  cross  aisle 
disptoys  a  most  superb  spedmsn  of  the  style 
of  architecture  which  prevailed'  in  the  latter 
partof  the  reign  of  Henry  IIL  Thedreu- 
lar  areh,  v^hidi  at  that  time,  was  not  en- 
tbelytold  aside,  stOliqppean  hi  the  upper 
part,  inolosiqgothea  of  the  pofaited  fbmw 
The  pillan  that  support  the  torger  arches 
are  of  an  aaguha*  shape,  eneompaased  by 
slender  cohmms,  a  Bttle  detached;  and  the 
rich  leafy  capitato  of  all  the  columns  unite 
to  form  a  foliated  wreath  roond  the  head  of 
thepilhNA  The  windows  araktog,  nanow. 
end  pointed,  consisting  of  one  light,  or  di-

In  the  architecture  of  the  choir  a  vari- 
ation fnm  that  of  the  nave  to  perceptible. 
The  vooT  displays  more  tracery;  an  elegant 
kind  offBslDon  work  descends  ftom  the 
capltaboT  the  pillars  ttom  which  the  vault- 
ing fpxingst  through  every  part  to  seen  a 
great  proAnkm  ot  oraamentst  and  the 
whole  exhibits  a  near  approach  to  the 
highly  florid  style  which  prsvaOed  before 
the  end  of  the  Iftth  century.  The  ancient 
wood  work  ai  the  dioir  yet  remains.  It  to 
oarved  with  phmadas  of  dilMrent  heights, 
and  pedfstah,  whereon,  probably,  once 
were  images  of  wood  for  greater  decoration  i 
if  so,  they  have  disappeared.  Behind  these 
are  gaOeiies,  and  regular  pewst  and  under 
the  front  of  them  are  the  stalto  for  the 
eanoos  and  other  eodesiaetieal  offleers,  be- 
ginning with  the  Dean's  staB  lo  the  right, 
and  the  Preoentor't  to  the  left  The  Ca/Ar- 
OrOi  or  tlirODe  of  the  archbishop,  to  situated 
at  the  end  of  the  prebendal  stidlt,  on  the 
south  side,  and  the  pulpit  to  placed  opposite. 
On  the  left  of  thethrone  the  Lord  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  have  their  seats,  and  the 
Jadgct  of  asslas  sit  oppo^te  them,  near  the 
pul^  In  the  mkldle  of  the  area  there  to  a 
aman  pillar  of  brass,  supported  by  four 
lions,  on  the  top  of  which  to  an  eagle  of 
the  same  metal,  standing  upon  a  gk>be,  and 
which,  with  expanded  wings,  recehrea  the 
aervloe  Bible  for  the  leMoos. 

I1ie  ascent  ftom  the  nave  through  the 
ehoir  to  the  high  altar  to  by  aflight  of  fifteen 
steps.  Here  a  stone  loreen  of  excellent 
Gothic  architecture,  about  forty-nine  feet 
long  by  twenty.ei^  foet  high,  presents  ItseU: 
Thto  screen  was  formerly  obscured  by  a 
wooden  screan  and  gallery,  which  were 
swept  away  in  the  year  17M,  by  order  of 
Dean  FIndi,  by  whoao  direotian  the  screen, 
which  had  before  been  covered  with  tapestry, 
was  glaaBd  with  plate  ^ass  protected  by  cop- 
per bars.  Under  the  altar  to  a  vault,  com- 
monly called  M«  Cf^KP/,  wiUi  an  entrance  from 
the  north  and  south  aisles  by  iron  grated 
doors.  Whito  explocing  thto  ancient  subtsrra- 
neous  duntry  we  survey  part  of  the  old  min- 
ster, and  ava  <Arried  back  to  the  time  of  King 
Edwin,  the  first  royal  Northumbrian  convert 
to  Christianity.  The  windows  of  the  choir 
shed  thdr  richly  varied  light  through  the 
« numerous  figures  of  kings,  prelates  and 
aaintfc  Thoseof  the  small  traiisepu  are  re>' 
maricabla  for  their  height  and  deganoe, 
"vadriag  afanost  to  the  roof  and  divided  into 
ikiMidrid  and  eight  oompartmentf,  each 


of  which  depicts  a  portion  of  scripture  hto' 
tory.  But  the  eastern  window  to  the  master- 
pieoe,'and  perhaps  stands  unrivalled  for 
magnitude,-  beauty  and  roagniflcence.— 
Thto  window  to  nearly  the  tuU  breadth  and 
height  of  the  middle  diotr,  and  to  seventy- 
five  feet  high  and  thirty-five  wide.  The 
upper  part  exhlbitt  a  piece  of  ampte  and 
beautifol  tracery.  Below  are  one  hundred 
and  seventeen  ooropartmenti  occupied  with 
representations  of  the  Supreme  Befaig,  of 
monarchs,  priests  and  saints,  and  of  moct  of 
the  prindpal  events  in  the  scripture  records. 
The  glasing  of  thto  window  was  conunenced 
hi  the  year  140S,  at  the  cost  of  the  dean  and 
du4>ter,  by  John  Thornton,  of  Coventry, 
who.  In  consideration  of  hto  superior  ddll 
and  application,  was  to  recdve  the  we^Iy 
sum  of  four  shillings,  with  the  frirther  pay- 
ment of  one  hundred  shillings  ■  year,  for  hb 
laboor,  which  was  completed  in  less  than 
threeyeaitl  To ttie south  of  thto  magnlfi- 
cent  window  to  exhibited  in  painted  glass  the 
annunciation  I  or,  themecthigof  Marysnd 
BUmbeth,  ftom  the  design  of  Sebartian  dd 
Pionbo,  in  figures  n  large  as  lifo^  Thto 
windDw  was  ori^aaBy  bronght  ftom  the 
church  of  St.  Rouen,  in  Normandy,  and  was 
presented  to  the  deui  and  diapter  of  Voik, 
hi  the  year  1804,  by  the  Eari  «f  Carltoto, 
whoM  arms,  garter,  coronet  and  crest,  flU  up 
the  eampaitaoents,  abovn  and  bdow,  and 
perpetuate  the  remembrsnce  of  tke  noUe 
doDOf^  monlflcenceu 

The  ]neacntrellg  lens  services  pel  foimed 
In  the  Cathedral,  are  the  morning  prayers 
daily  at  seven  o^dodt,  in  the  vestry,  in  which 
the  eccledastical  courts  are  hdd.  The  ca- 
thedral service  to  perfonAed  in  thechohrat 
ten  o^dock  in  the  forsnooo,  when  an  anthem 
to  sung,  unless  there  be  a  sennon  or  litany. 
The  evening  prayers  are  pecftmned  every 
day  iu  the  week,  at  three  oPckick  in  the  after, 
noon  In  winter,  and  four  o^ckidc  In  summrt*, 
in  whidi  an  anthem  to  performed.  Ou  Sun- 
day the  service  commences  at  ten  o'dock  ki 
the  morning,  when  a  sermon  to  preached, 
and  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  when  an  an- 
them to  sung.  On  Wedneadays  and  Fridaya 
in  Advent  and  Lent,  and  during  the  whole  of 
Paasloo  week,  the  cholal  service  and  singiqg 
are  intarroitted  both  momlqg  and  evening.

On  the  diMOlution  of  the  Cotdwafawrs 
Company,  In  the  year  ISOfi,  this  wp  was 
presented  by  tha  fhrtemlty  to  Mr.  Shartff 
Hornby,  of  Yoarlt>  as  a  mark  of  their  estawB, 
and  be  soon  afterwards  generously  picesnted 
it  to  the  Cathedral  to  swell  the  number  of  (ha 
curiosities.    There  is  also  shown  here  a  staia 
canopy  of  gold  tissue,  given  by  the  city  In 
honour  of  James  I.  on  hU  first  vfalt  to  York. 
Three  sliver  dwllces  and  several  andeot 
rings  found  In  the  graves  of  the  ardiMshope 
are  exhibited;  together  with  a awKfim  head 
found  near  the  grave  of  Archbtahop  Rolhcr- 
ham.  who,  having  died  of  the  piagua,  was 
hiteRod  here  In  efflgy.    There  is  also  a  su- 
perb pastoial  staff  of  silver,  about  seven 
foetkmg,  withtheflguieof  theVbglnand 
dw  infimt  placed  nnder  the  crook.    This 
staff  was  given  by  Catharine,  of  Pmtugal, 
quean  dowager  of  England,  to  bar  oonftsaor 
when  he  was  ttomtakated  to  be  cathoDe  ardi- 
bishopof  York.  byJamesII.  tail689;  and 
It  to  said,  that  when  he  marohad  In  proees- 
sion  to  the  minstar,   the  Earl  of  Damley 
wrested  it  from  htan,  and  deposited  H  In  Om 
handsof  the  dean  or  chapter,  hi  whose  pos- 
session  It  has  aver  slnae  ramalned.      An 
antique  diair,  as  old  as  the  cathedral,  and  in 
which  several  of  thekhigs  of  England  hava 
been  crowned,  to  stUl  preserved  here,  and 
placed  within  the  altar  rails,  when  the  arch- 
btohop  oflldates,  for  hto  use.     Thcsa>wi(h 
udtae  less  important  relies,  form  the  cariosi- 
ties at  present  exhibited  bi  the  vestries. 

A4)oining  to  the\councII  xoom  to  tha 
ancient  treasury,  which,  before  the  refor- 
mation, contained  wealth  of  Incstimabla 
value.  At  that  period  an  Its  wealth  was 
seised  and  converted  toseenkv  uses.  The 
library  was  forroeriy  In  a  room  a^Jolnhig 
the  western  slifeof  the  south  trantept,  but 
it  to  now  removed  to  a  building  which  Was 
anciently  a  chapel  bekmgiog  to  thearehlepis- 
oupal  palace,  situated  at  a  sroaU  dtotanca 
from  the  nort^  west  eomer  of  the  cathedral, 
and  having  undergone  a  complete  repair, 
under  the  judicious  direction  of  the  very  re- 
verend  the  Dean,  eshlbiti  a  fine  speetanen  of 
the  early  age  of  Angk>-Nonnania  arohMeo- 
tuTcv  Tha  destruction  pfth^analant  library 
by  repealed  fires  left  tMs  aathcditi  withont  so 
important  an  appendage,  till  thaeariypart 
of  the  seveitfesnih  asntnry,  when  Mrs. 
Matthews.  leSot  of  |he  right  icavcrend  the 
ardablshop  of  that  name^  peaseated  her 
husband's  vabiable  coDeetlon  of  books,  eon- 
Alrttaw  of  upwards  of  thraatiiOusaDdvohimfis. 
ToaMBehas  rinee  been  added  a  small,  but 
fdectodUectSoo,  bequeathad  by  thawiB  of 
Mn,  Fothar^  laUat  «r  —  ——a 
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Mannaduke  Fotbergfll,  vhioh,  with  tevaral 
late  purebaMi,  gifts,  and  bequests,  form 
together  a  Taluable  library. 

The  number  of  persons  of  rank  and 
distinction,  whose  mortal  remains  are  depo- 
sited in  this  ancient  temple,  is  very  consider- 
able. The  head  oTEdwin,  the  first  christian 
king  of  Northumberland,  was  interred  in 
the  cathedral  at  York,  and  his  body  in  the 
monastery  at  Whitby.  History  also  records, 
■moogst  the  persons  hiterred  here,  the 
names  of  Eadbert  and  Eanbald,  kings  of 
Northumberland ;  Swein,  king  of  Denmark ; 
Tosti,  brother  of  king  Harold ;  William  de 
Hatfiekl,  second  son  of  E^dward  III.  Tho- 
mas  Mowbray :  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  Sir 
J.  Lamplugh,  both  beheaded  for  their  loyalty 
to  the  house  of  York ;  and  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  the  ardibishops,  who  have  pre- 
sided over  tliia  See,  from  tlie  introducti<n 
of  Christianity  into  this  province  to  the  pre- 
sent day.  Amongst  the  monuments  still  in 
existence  to  the  memory  of  illustrious  lay- 
men, is  chiefly  to  be  noticed  that  of  Charles 
Howard,  Earl  of  Carlisle,  privy  councillor 
to  Charles  II.  The  sepulcfanil  monument 
of  the  Eari  of  Staflbrd,  who  died  in  1695, 
and  that  of  the  honourable  Thomas  Watson 
Wentworth,  third  son  of  Edward  Lord 
Rockingham.  Amcmgst  those  of  modem 
days,  that  which  public  esteem  and  afl^ 
tion  have  erected  to  the  memory  of  that  dis- 
tinguished friend  of  his  country  and  of  man- 
kind. Sir  George  Saville,  claims  the  regard 
of  all  those  who  can  appreciate  extensive 
benevolence  aud  distinguidied  patriotism.

The  R^;ister  Office,  or  the  archUshop's 
Preio^tive  court,  as  it  is  sometimes  called, 
is  held  in  an  old  building  at  the  east  end  of 
the  cathedral,  in  which  the  registratkm  of 
wills  and  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  ge- 
neral diocese  of  York  take  placei  The  Deau 
and  chapter  have  also  a  distinct  office,  io 
whi<^  secular  business  is  transacted  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Liberty  of  St.  Peters 

The  Dean^y  house  of  this  cathedral  ii 
situated  in  the  Minster  yard,  and  was  ereef- 
ed  in  the  year  1090.  At  the  reformation  the 
yearly  tenths  were  valued  at  30il  I7«.  0%d.  and 
the  living,  which  is  in  the  gift  of  the  king,  at 
307A  I0«.  Ihd'  The  present  dean  is  the 
Right  Reverend  George  Markham,  D.  D. 
who  was  created  deau  in  180^  The  dean- 
ery has  the  rectories  of  Podilingtoa,  Pick- 
eringf  and  Kilham,  of  ~  which  the  dean  Ss 
patron  and  ordinary ;  he  likewise  presents  to 
Thornton,  Ebberston,  Ellerbunie,  Bamby 
Moor,  Givendale,  and  Hayton  vicarages.-^ 
He  appoints  also  the  residentiarfcs,  but  must 
choose  them  out  of  the  prebendaries,  and 
the  first  prebendary  he  sees  after  a  vacancy, 
has  a  right  to  claim  the  residentiaryship.-*- 
The  dean  and  the  fbur  resideatiarios  consti- 
tute the  chapter  (  andthevahieofaresiden- 
dentiaryship  is  estimated,  in  Bacon's  Liber 
Regis,  at  200/.  per  annum* 

There  are  yet  considerable  remains  of  an 
ancient  building  erected  here  to  the  honour  ot 
St,  WiUlam,  Archbishop  of  York,  called  **  St. 
William's  oollege,**  for  the  parsons  and  dian* 
try  priot  of  the  college  to  redda  in,  it  being 
deemed  cootrary  to  the  honour  and  deceney 
of  the  church  for  them  to  live  in  houses  of 
layinen  and  women,  as  heretofore.  Bdftvy't 
church  is  situated  in  the  Minster  yard,  but  as 
it  will  be  enumerated  amongst  the  churches 
where  service  is  still jgerfonned,  it  is  unne- 
cessary to  dwell  upMIt  here.  Besides  this 
churdi  there  were  ^nerly  two  oth^  parish 
churches  within  the  Cathedral  dose,  namely,

rock,  and  had,  at  tlie  reformation,  a  reve- 
■se  amoonting  to  £l9S.  16«.  Qd.  ARer 
the  edifice  had  ceased  to  answer  the  purpose 
od^nally  intended  part  of  it  was  converted 
alD  a  public  bouse,  and  from  an  opening  at 
the  okd  of  a  duugeon,  with  which  the 
^aiiel  vras  provided,  the  publican  named  his 
bouse  '*  The  Hole  in  the  Wall."  In  the 
ymfww  1816  the  public  house  became  ruinous, 
^td  waa  taken  down,  when,  on  removing  the 
oiAterbJs,  the  workmen  came  to  a  subterrar- 
aeooa  prison,  some  feet  below  the  surface  of 
tte  earth,  which  had  no  doubt  been  used,  m 
tfae  dark  ages  of  cruelty  and  superstition,  as 
a  dungeon,  for  the  purpose  of  immuring 
cedcaiwtica]  delinquents.  In  the  foUowing 
]per  a  rude  piece  of  Saxon  sculpture,  cut 
apoD  a  stone,  which,  it  is  conjectured, 
lonncd  the  base  of  the  arch  over  the  door- 
way lff>a^'"e  ^^  ^^  dungeon  was  found, 
wlw^  pourtrays  a  man  in  the  agonies  of 
aurroundedbydem<n>s,  who  are  tor' 
;  his  body,  and  selling  his  departing 
spirit.  This  singular  relic  is  deposited  in 
tbe  Mloater  library. 

Not  ikr  from  the  dungeon  is  the  prison 
and  the  "  HaU  of  Picas"  for  tiie  Liberty  of 
St.  Peter.     The  prison,  kept  by  Thomas 
Harrison,  is  used  for  oSenien  within  the 
Bberty,  and  there  is  a  small  court  room  in 
the  upper  story,  where  causes  in  oomnon 
Isw  arising  witiiin  this  Jurisdiction  are  tried. 
The    Liberty    of  St.    Peter   comprehends 
an  those  parts  of  the  dty  and  county  of 
York  which  belong  to  the  church  of  St,  Pe- 
ter, and  an  enumeration  of  which  will  be 
Ibnnd  in  the  population  returns  prefixed  to 
this    volume.     Henry  John  Dickens,  Esq. 
barrister  at  law,  is  the  steward,  and  Chris- 
topher Newstead,  gentieman,  of  York,  is 
the  Clerk  *of  the  Peace  and  Under  Steward 
for  this  liberty,  of  which  Mr.  John  Brook 
Ss  the  Chief  BaUiff,  and  Thomas  Harrison 
theconsuble.     The  jurisdiction  is  separate 
and  exdusive,  and  it  has  iU  own  Magistrates, 
Steward,  BailKf,  Coroners  and  ComUbles. 
Amongst  its  privileges  the  inhabitants  men, 
and  teoanuof  this  liberty  are  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  all  manner  of  tolls  tiiroughoui 
Kogland,  Ireland  and  Wale«,  on   the  pro- 
duction of  a  certificate,  which  the  under- 
■teward  is  always  ready  to  supply.     Four 
general  quarter  sessions  are  held  for  this 
liberty,  at  the  sessions  house,  in  the  Monster 
yard,  on  the  Saturday  in  each  week  ap- 
pointed by  sUtute  for  holding  the  general 
qglKter  sessions,  to  inquire  into  "  »"  «"*«- 
fm  of  rcUmics,  poisouin^i   **"' 
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«•  8t.  Msry  ad  VAtvat,"  and  «*  St.  John  6A 
Plka."  Tlie  flnt  ot  Hmm  cdlCMi  wai  le- 
noT6d  in  the  yor  1985,  and  ttto  latter  In 
IMS. 

The  Bedd«n  wai  a  eoUegeof  Tlean 
eboral,  bekmghig  to  the  cathedral;  and  the 
chonlwMflrftoKlafawd  te  lias.  Though 
•tanding  in  Goodvamgate,  and  ouMoquentiy 
not  vithtn  thaeloM  of  St.  Pctfli%  it  la  always 
dMMd  with  that  dittrlcc.  on  aeaouat  of  Its 
original  eonncxkio.  The  Tloars  chmal  were 
iormecty  af ,  agreeing  In  mimber  widi  the 
pnfMDdal  atalk  in  the  cathedral,  and  besides 
attending  to  their  duty  In  the  chohr,  one 
officiated  for  eooh  canon,  reeeiving  for  thdr 
servtess  the  annual  sum  of  forty  shillings 
onch.  The  chantries  and  obits,  ftom  whldi 
the  vtoan  choral  derlTed  thdr  chief  support, 
being  dissolTcd,  their  number  is  greatly 
diminished,  and  hi  the  vicissitude  of  human 
afsnis,  the  Beddera,  once  the  seat  of  impe* 
rial  grsndeor,  and  subsequently  of  eedesiaa- 
tleal  pride,  is  now  the  abode  of  poverty, 
and  m  sosne  of  dilapldatloo.  The  Beddera 
chapel,  which  was  founded  in  1348,  is  no 
longer  used  tsr  the  general  senrlces  of  the 
sanctuary,  butisonnAnedtothedirlstenlng 
of  chlkhcnand  the  churching  of  women. — 
These  several  appendages  formerly  surround- 
ed the  cathedral,  and  were  detached  from  the 
city  by  walls,  closed  hi  by  four  large  pair  of 
gutas,  which  were  shut  every  night  These 
gales,  of  which  there  are  stiH  some  remains, 
were  placed,  thelbst  to  open  into  Petagate, 
opposite  Little  Blahe  street!  the  second  faito 
Petergste,  opposite  Stonegatei  thetfiirdat 
the  end  of  College  street,  oppoaHe  the 
Badderat  and  the  fourth  tato  Ugglefoid. — 
The  dreomference  of  tlic  Cathedral  doee, 
with  Its  discrict,  is  neariy  three  quartets  of  a 
mile,  and  when  In  its  meridian  glory.  It 
formed  a  HtHe  eoelcslaatical  world  of  lu  own. 

In  addition  to  theCathedral,  there  are 
to  York  twenty  three  otiter  diurdics,  hi 
whMh  divhie  service  Is  statedly  performed.*

The  service  is  on  alternate  Sundays,  both 
morntag  and  afteinofai.  In  early  times  thla 
rectory  beloDgcd  to  the  priory  of  8t  Trinity, 
hi  Micklegate,  to  which  It  wai  granted  by 
the  Conqueror  and  confirmed  by  the  boll  ct 
Pope  Alexander  II.  The  prindpal  Object  in 
this  church  worthy  of  the  stranger^  attcn- 
tloo.  is  the  ancient  pahited  glaa  hi  the  wi- 
dows, and  amutilated  piece  of  Roman  mo- 
numental seolpture  in  the  south  wall.

St.  CoTRBsmT'a  dnirdtf  la  a  rectcty, 
and  stands  near  the  postrrn  at  the  end  of 
Peaseholm-greent  the  living  Is  valued  In  tha

Lfber  RegU at  9BL9s.9tl,i  the  king  is  the 
patron,  ami  the  Rev.  Tho.  Henry  Ybrk^,

St.  DK2VK18,  in  Walmgatc ;  this  church 
m  a  TCCCory,  of  whidi  ttie  Rev.  James  Ser- 
jeaDtno,  M.  A.  is  the  incumbent,  and  the 
idag  the  potxoa.  In  the  king's  books  it  is 
vained  at  4L  Os.  lOtf.  and  in  Baoon's  Liber 
Begis  at  312.  17'>  Divine  service  ii  per- 
tanaed  ooce  a  Ibrtnight,  at  half-past  two 
<feh»ck  in  ttte  afternoon.  Traditioa  repre- 
senCa  Chia  church  to  have  been  originally  a 
Jewtsh  Synagogue  or  Tabernacle,  but  the 
taditkm  teeim  to  rest  on  no  sufficient  au- 
tbontf.  In  tiw  year  1798,  in  cousequence 
cf  an  injury  suffered  by  the  foundations^  the 
vest  end  of  this  edifice  was  taken  down,  and 
the  sbie  of  the  church  thereby  considerably 
redoeed.  At  the  same  time,  the  neat  and 
lofty  spire  whidi  was  perforated  by  a  shot 
dnitaig  the  last  siege  of  York  was  taken 
Aswn,  and  a  square  tower,  not  in  good  taste, 
talntitutBd.  The  andent  pordi  was  then 
ain  removed,  but  the  carred  door-way  re- 
■uina,  and  would  grace  a  more  entire  and 
handsofne  edifice. 

8r.  MsLBH'a  Church,*  in  the  Square 
btaiing  that  name,  was  formerly  a- rectory, 
appropriated  to  the  nunnery  of  Molseby,  but 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  it  was  ordained  a 
vieacagei  the  value  of  this  living  in  the 
kiag'ii  books  i»  ^  &$.  5d. ;  in  Bacon's  Liber 
Regis,  it  Is  ▼slued  at  44/.  4f .  6(^ ;  the  Rev. 
John  Aeaster,  tierk.  Is  the  vicar.  Tradition 
«ys,  that  upon  the  site  of  this  church  there 
flkciently  stood  an  heathen  temple  dedicated 
to  Diana.  In  the  year  1743,  the  diurch 
ynd  beloogiog  to  this  ehardi  was  appropri- 
ated to  the  pubHe  use,  and  a  plot  of  hind  in 
Davygate,  appropriated  to  tfie  interment  of 
die  dead  instead  of  it  In  1770,  the  York 
Taven»>w8s  ereeted  on  part  of  this  land. 
Prior*  to  these  alterations,  the  area  bore  the 
opprobRkHis  name  of  Cttekold'a  Comer,  but 
t  tmproTement  ii  became  St.  Helen's- 
by  which  name  i%  is  now  called. 
r'Hie  sntranee  to  the  diurch  is  a  large 
~  )  in  whidi  it  is  conjeetnred  that 
o'foTBoerly  baptised  by  emersion. 
The  Church  of  9r.  John  the  Evange- 
Ust.t  near  Ousa-bridge,  appertains  to  the 
dean  and  diapcer  of  York,  and  though  men- 
tioned in  the  Litier  Regis,  has  no  value  af- 
fixed to  the  Uvhig.  The  Rev.  James  Rich- 
ardaon.  M.  A.  is  the  curate.  In  this  church 
is  hiterred  the  remains  of  Sir  Ridiard  Yorke, 
of  York,  Kni^t,  mayor  of  the  staple  at 
Calais,  and  Lord  Mayor  of  York,  hk  1469. 
md  140^    The  steeple  was  blovn  down  by 


a  high  wind  In  1551,  and  has  never  been  re- 
built. In  consequence  of  the  receiit  im- 
provements near  Ouse-bridge,  the  burying 
ground  has  been  materially  contracted,  and 
the  street  made  more  spacious  in  front  of  the 
churdu 

The  Church  of  St.  Lawrkncx,  in 
Walmgate,  was  andently  a  rectory,  but  is 
now  a  vicarage,  of  which  the  dean  and  diap- 
ter  of  York  are  the  patrons.  It  is  valued  in 
the  king's  books  at  U.  lOs.  and  in  Bacon's 
Liber  Regis  at  13£.  4«.  lOcf.  The  Rev.  Wm. 
Wright  Layng,  A.  B.  is  the  vicar,  and  divine 
service,  which  is  performed  once  a  day  on 
alternate  Sundays,  commences  at  half-past 
ten  in  the  morning.  Atthea»^;eof  York 
this  church  was  nearly  destroyed,  and  it  re- 
mained in  ruins  till  1669,  when  it  was  re- 
paired partially,  but  in  the  year  1817  it  was 
thoroughly  repaired  and  cnlarged^^ 

St.  Margaret's  Church,*  oh  the 
north  side  of  Walmgate,  is  a  rectory,  in  the 
gift  of  the  king,  valued  in  the  books  at  4/. 
9*.  9id,  and  in  Bacon's  Liber  Regis  at  27^ 
8*.  Bd,  The  living  is  enjoyed  by  the  Rev. 
John  Overton,- A.  M.  In  167S,  the  steeple 
of  this  diurch  fdl  down  and  injured  the  roof, 
which,  owing  to  the  then  poverty  of  the 
parish,  was  not  repaired  till  twelve  years  af- 
terwards. The  porch  of  St  Margaret's  ex- 
hibits an  extraordiuary  spedmen  of  Saxon 
sculpture  and  architedure,  and  is  said  to 
have  l^ccu  brought  fh>m  the  dissolved  hos- 
pital of  St  Nicholas,  without  the  neighbour- 
ing bar.  It  comprises  four  united  drcular 
arches  (ornamented  with  figures)  below  and 
within  eadi  other.  The  arches  are  supported 
by  a  light  round  column.  The  top  of  the 
porch  Is  crowned  with  a  small  stone  crudfix, 
and  the  effect  is  altogether  antique  and 
interesting. 

St.  MARTrir's  Church,*  Micklegate,  Is 
a  rectory,  vested  in  trustees,  valued  in  the 
king's  books  at  51.  I6t.  3d,  and  in  Bacon's 
Liber  Regis  at  46/.  4$.  6%d.  The  Rev.  Mon- 
tague John  Wynyard  is  the  rector.  The 
{Minted  glass  in  the  windows  of  this  church 
is  very  beautiful,  and  in  the  wall  of  the 
church  yard  there  are  several  curious  pieces 
of  defaced  Roman  sculpture. 

The  Church  of  St.  Martix,  the 
Biihop.l  in  Coney-street,  is  an  andent  edi- 
fice, noticed  in  Domesday  book.  The  living 
is  a  vicarage,  valued  in  the  king's  books  at 
4f*  and  estimated  in  Bacon's  Liber  Regis  at 
the  clear  yearly  value  of  SI/.  16«.  8d,  The 
patnms  are  the  dean  and  chapter  of  York, 
and  the  Rev.  William  Bulmer,  M.  A.  vicar, 
is  the  present  incumbent  The  appearance 
of  the  exterior  of  the  church  is  improved  by 
a  tower  steeple,  and  it  is  rendered  remark- 
aUf  by  a  ctock  which  projectsinto  the  stiec 
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upon  which  it  th*  figure  of  a  taaa  holding  a  I 
quadrant  that  always  points  to  the  sun.  I 

St.  MAav,  Blihup-hlU  the  Elder  tl  thia 
ehurch,  situated  in  Micklegate>ward,  is  a 
rectory,  of  whi^  the  dean  and  dupter  of 
York  are  the  patroosi  it  is  valued  in  the 
king's  books  at  5^  Oc.  KM.  and  in  Baooo's 
LiberRcgUat44/.  The  Her.  John  Graham 
ia  ttie  incumbent.  The  eburdi  is  small* 
but  Its  appearanoe  is  rural  and  interesting. 
The  north  duiir  was  the  pew  and  burial- 
place  of  the  Fairfia's  while  they  resided 
in  this  dty,  and  there  are  some  monumea- 
tal  remains  of  the  flunily,  aa  w^  as  of 
the  Pawson's,  with  whom  they  were  united 
in  marriage. 

St.  MAitY'a  BIshop-hiU  the  Younger, 
at  the  Junction  of  Trinity-lanc,  Bishop^iill 
and  Fetter-lane,  te  alao  a  rectory,  of  which 
the  dean  and  chapter  of  York  are  the  pa- 
trons. The  living  is  valued  in  the  kfaig*s 
books  at  6/.  On  lOd.  and  in  Bacon's  Uber 
Rcgte  at  dSL  8*.  M.  The  Rev.  Richard 
Forrest  is  the  incumbent;  divine  service 
is  performed  here  onoe  a  foitnight,  at  half- 
past  two  in  the  afteruoon.  The  villages  of 
Copmanthorpe  and  Over  Poppleton  bdong 
to  this  church  and  parish.  The  patrons 
have  the  tythe  of  com  and  hay,  and  the 
rector  the  oblation  of  his  parishionen,  mov- 
tuaries  and  penonal  tythes,  also  the  tythe  of 
orchards  and  nursery,  and  increase  of  cattle, 
sul^ect  to  a  small  ■ww^i  itlpcnd  to  the 
Armcr  of  the  chapter. 

St.  HARY'a  Church,  Castl^gate,*  is  a 
rectory,  in  the  gift  of  the  crown,  valued  in 
the  king's  books  at  2L  8«.  6kd.  and  in  Bacon's 
liber  R^  at  65L  The  Rev.  Isaac  Oraysoo, 
is  the  rector.  There  are  hcra  several  old 
monumental  inscriptions  as  remote  as  the 
14th  and  I5th  centuries. 

St.  Maubjcs,  in  Ifonkgate,  is  united 
to  the  church  of  St.  Trinity,  in  Ootbetham- 
gate,  but  divine  service  is  performed  hete 
every  alternate  Sunday,  at  half.pMt  ten  hi 
the  morning,  and  at  half-past  two  in  the  af- 
ternoon. The  Rev.  James  Dallin,  IC.  A.  is 
the  vicar.  The  structure  is  very  ancient, 
but  the  interior  has  been  lately  moderaiasd* 

St.  MicHABL-LK-BBZJrABr,t  in  the 
Minster-yard,  is  a  curacy,  ha  the  gift  of  the 
dean  and  chapter,  of  which  the  Rev.  H.  A. 
Beckwitb,  M.  A.  te  the  hieumbaat  curatSi 
In  the  king's  books  the  living  is  vahaed  at 
9L  Of.  lOd,  and  in  Bacon's  Uber  Regis  at 
1 1/.  17«.  9d,  Jn  adOitioa  to  the  Sunday  ser- 
vice, there  is  a  sermon  every  Wednesday 
evening  atseven  o'clock.  This  church,  which 
is  the  largest  and  most  elegant  saered  edifloe 
to  York,  except  the  cathedral,  wwrebuUt  in 
198L  The  altar  piece  was  ereoted  In  1714, 
r  (ha  parish.

whkfa  institution  b  designed  prindpaUy  for 
the  education  of  young  men  for  the  mi* 
nifltry,  but  lay-students  are  aifanitted  at  a 
dutfge  of  one  hundred  guiiyas  a  year.  The 
divtadty  students  have  every  expense  of 
board  and  education  defrayed  from  a  frmd 
ndsed  by  donations  and  annual  snbaerip- 
tions,  amnngrt  the  protcstant  dltsenters  of 
the  Piesbyterian  denomination. 

The  Unitarian  Baptists  are  a  smaller 
community,  who  assemble  for  wonhip  hi  a 
chapel  formerly  occupied  by  the  Indepen- 
dents, fad  High  Jubbogate.  They  have  no 
stated  mfadster,  but,  as  In  the  Sodaty  of 
Friends,  aay  of  the  ooQgrcfstkm  are  per- 
mitted to  addreis  their  brethren.  Thehoort 
of  service  on  the  Sabbath  are,  II  oTdock  hi 
the  morning,  S  tai  the  afternoon,  and  6  in 
the  evening  t  they  have  also  service  at  7 
o'dod^  on  Tuesday  evening.  In  every  week. 
In  York,  as  in  most  other  towns  and 
dties  in  England,  the  Society  of  Friends, 
commonly  oalled  Quaker^  forms  a  respect- 
able religious  eommunlty.  Their  meeting- 
house, which  is  situated  at  theentrsnee  to 
Far  Water-lane,  with  an  entrance  by  a  pat- 
sage  from  Castkgate,  consists  of  two  build- 
ing^  the  first  erected  tn  the  year  1073,  and 
the  hitter  hi  1817*  The  original  buikling  has 
been  subsequently  enlarged,  and  rendered 
capable  of  aooommodating  between  three 
and  four  hundred  people.  The  new  struc- 
ture is  a  neat  and  substantial  brick  building, 
used  prindpally  at  the  quarterly  meetings; 
itwinseatl900pei9aas,andisso  constructed 
at  to  be  both  warmed  and  vcntibted,  or 
ventibrted  only,  aooonUng  to  the  season  of 
the  year.  The  method  of  eflbeting  this 
simple  opefttion,  so  oondudve  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  a  oongregatiott,  is  explained 
in  a  small  usefol  quarto  work,  recently  pub- 
lished at  York.  The  hours  of  meeting,  on 
the  Sabbath,  are  10  cTdock  in  the  morning, 
and  6  tai  the  afternoon  In  summer,  and  10  in 
morning,  and  3  In  the  afternoon,  in  win- 
ter; there  is  also  a  week  day  meeting,  at  10 
o^dock  hi  the  mondng  every  Wednesday. 
The  Friends  have  a  small  tawkisurs,  in 
Kiik^baie^  ornamented  with  trees  of  vene- 
rable appearaaee,  forthehttennentof  thefar 


The  MethodMs  are  so  numerous  a 
Body  in  York  at  to  render  two  regular 
placet  of  worship  in  the  dty  neoeisary  for 
Chdr  accommodation.  Thdr  prindpalcha- 
pd  is  hi  Naw  street,  and  was  built  in  the 
year,  1805.  This  statdy  edifice  to  cfbiick, 
with  stone  moukUngs,  and  is  capable  of  ac- 
oonunodathig  a  congregation  of  9000  persons. 
The  servket  commence  on  Sunday  atdght 
o^ck>ck  hi  the  morning,  half  past  2  in  the 
afternoon,  and  6  in  the  evening;  there  la 
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also  a  prayer  meetiiig  at  6  o'clock  on  Sunday 
morning,  and  at  5  in  tummer«  and  6  in  win- 
ter on  the  Tuesday  and  Friday  momingt. 
The  other  chapel  it  of  still  more  recoit 
date;  it  wa*  built  in  the  year  18IG,  in  Al- 
bion-«treet,  and  is,  from  its  situation,  called 
Albion  Chapel t  and  the  senrices  are  at  half 
past  10  in  themoming,  6  in  the  evening  on 
Sundays,  at  7  o'clock  on  Thursday  evoi. 
ings.  This  building  is  about  half  the  size  of 
the  other  Methodist  chapeL  They  are  both 
soppUed  with  preadters  from  the  conference 
in  connexicHU  with  the  late  Reverend  John 
Wesley. 

The  Cahinistic  Chapel,  in  Grape-lane, 
is  now  occupied  by  the  Primitive  Methodists, 
their  Sunday  ser%ice  is  at  half  past  10  in 
the  morning ;  prayers  at  6  in  the  morning 
and  8  in  the  evening ;  Monday  and  Friday 
service  at  half  past  7  in  the  evening ;  Saturday 
evening  prayers  at  8  in  the  evening. 

The  Independents,  though  formerly 
scarcely  known  in  York,  have  of  late  be- 
come a  numerous  body,  and  will,  probably, 
imder  the  ministry  of  the  zealous  and  elo- 
quent young  preadier,  lately  called  to  pre- 
side  over  them,  still  further  increase.  Their 
chapel,  which  is  eligibly  lituated  in  Lendal, 
and  thence  called  "  Lendiil  Chapi'l,"  was 
built  in  the  year,  1814,  at  a  cost  of  3000/. 
and  will  accommodate  a  congregation  of 
1000  persons.  The  Rev.  James  Parsons  is 
the  minister;  and  the  Sabbath  services,  of 
which  there  are  three,  commence  at  half 
past  ten  in  the  morning,  half  past  two  in  the 
afternoon,  and  half  past  6  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  There  is  also  a  lecture  on  Thurs- 
day, and  a  prayer  meeting  on  Monday,  each 
of  which  service*  commences  at  7  o'clock  in 
the  evoiing. 

The  Sandemanians,  a  sect  of  soceders 
from  the  Scotch  church,  founded  by  the 
Rev.  John  Glass,  have  a  chapel  in  Grape 
lane,*  with  a  small  burial  ground  annexed. 
Owing  to  the  smallness  of  their  numbers, 
they  have  no  stated  pastor,  but  this  congre- 
gation asseraUet  for  divine  service  every 
sabbath  morning  at  half  past  10,  and  again 
in  the  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

The  religious  community,  so  long  the 
lords  of  the  ascendant,  both  in  this  elty  and 
in  this  country,  but  now  ranked  as  dissentets, 
occupy,  in  place  of  tlie  stately  Cathedral,  a 
neat  brick-built  chapel,  of  modem  erection, 
in  Little  Blake  street.  The  Rev.  Benedict 
Rayment  is  the  pastor  of  this  congregation. 
The  momin((  service  commences  in  the 
chapel  on  Sundays  and  Holidays,  at  10 
o'dock  in  the  morning,  and  the  evening  ser* 
vice  at  3  o'clock  m  the  afternoon,  except  in 
the  two  mid-winter  months  of  December 
nA  J«nu.iry,  when  the  cvoiing  service  be- 


gins an  hour  earliflr.  Every  Sunday  raom- 
ing  a  musical  high  man,  acoompttiiad  by  • 
sweet  and  fUll  toMd  ocgah,  (raaently  batli  at 
anexpemeof  500/.)  is oelebratad here;  and 
in  Lmt  and  Advent  puUie  Icetures  9Cix  given 
m  the  evening,  every  Sunday,  Tueaday,  and 
Thursday,  whidi  commence  at  7  o'clock. 

In  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  without 
Micklegata  bar,  is  a  laige  and  handsome 
brick  building,  called  *'  The  NunHerptT 
which  has  been  used  sinoe  the  year  (1666  as 
a  boarding  ishool  lur  ladies  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  persuasion.  The  aasistants  in  this 
seminary  having  quitted  the  w^ld,  and  de- 
voted themselves  entirely  to  the  instructioii 
of  youth,  are  popularly  deoumioated  nuiu  g 
each  of  them  constantly  wears  a  large  Uadc 
veil,  and  exhibit  other  tokms  of  monastie 
peculiarity.  At  present  the  establishment 
consists  of  sixty  young  ladies,  some  of  them 
sent  firom  a  considerable  distance,  for  the 
purpose  of  education,  more  than  twenty 
nuns,  and  about  twelve  lay-sisteri,  with  an 
officiating  clergyman,  the  Rev.  Jamee  Ne^rs. 
ham,  and  four  domestic  servants.  Mrs.  EUiz. 
Coyney  is  the  Rev.  Mother  Superior  of  the 
convent.  On  tlic  premises  is  a  small  neat 
chapel,  in  which  the  prayers  are  read  every 
morning  at  eight  o'clock,  and  cm  the  aab- 
bath  day  also,  at  two  o'clock  in  tlie  after- 
noon. These  services  are  open  to  the 
public.  Over  the  general  culraneo  is  a  gal- 
lery, in  which  several  of  the  nuns  take  their 
stAtiDU  to  accom^iaiiy  the  organ  during  di- 
vine service,  and  the  cfll-et  of  the  music 
may  not  be  inaptly  styled  seraphic. 

There  are  iu  York  30  diurches  and  cha- 
pels, and  ten  monasteries  and  religious  houses 
which  have  gone  to  decay.  Tliree  of  tlie 
decayed  churches  have  been  already  men- 
tioned in  the  history  of  the  cathedral  and  its 
appendages;  the  others  are  SL  Bridget  and 
St.  Nicholas,  in  Micklegate:  SU  Clement's, 
without  Skeldergate  Postern ;  St.  Gregory, 
near  Micklegate;  St.  Peter  Oic  Utile,  in 
Peter  lane;  St.  Clemen fu,  nearly  opposite 
Merchants'  Hall;  St.  George,  near  Newgate 
lane;  St.  Andrew,  in  Fisheigate;  St.  Peter 
iu  the  Willows,  at  the  upper  part  of  Long 
Close :  these  andent  edifices  were  all  in  the 
ward  of  Walmgate.  In  Monk- ward  the  de» 
cayed  churdies  are  St.  Mary's,  Layerthorpe; 
and  St.  Maurice,  Monkgato.  In  Bootham 
ward,  St.  Andrew,,  St.  Stephen,  and  St 
John  the  Baptist,  InHungate;  SL  Wilfred, 
near  Blake  street.  In  the  suburbs  there  were 
St.  George's  cliapd,  SL  George's  dose ;  St 
Helen's  and  the  church  of  All  Saints,  near 
FishcTgate  postern;  St.  Edward  and  St 
Michod,  W^atlingate;  SL  Giles,  in  Gilly- 
gate ;  and  the  chiqpel  of  St  Mary.  Magda- 
Icnc,  near  tlie  boundary  stone  of  the  dty. 
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The  nooMtartet  and  rtUgkwa  iMWies, 
e  Che  Abbey  of  St.  Mary,  litiuted  iMhiod 
Meaor-houie;  the  mo—irtwy  of  the 
Frian.  anciently  a  Roman  temple 
mend  to  the  heathen  god  Senpis,  eltuafeed 
is  Friai^flerd— ;  the  eoavent  of  blacfc  or 
iFlriao,  near MioklegBte bar;  the 
'  or  the  Friare  Minor,  on  the 
■  of  the  Ooae,  fonnerly  the  newninnal 
■■idaaeeof  tiie kings  of  England;  themo- 
■aitiiy  of  the  Fiiais  Camwlitw,  which  in 
the  days  of  itt  glory,  oecupied  a  principal 
fart  oC  the  groiuid  ftom  Whipmawhapmagate 
tothcrtrcrFoii;  and  the  monaitcTyof  the 
Oimehed  Frian,  at  the  eoraer  of  Baricer- 
bin.  in  Deggeigate-hme  stood  the  nun- 
aery  of  St.  Clement,  foonded  by  Henry  I., 
in.  114*,  for  theaunsof  the  Benedictine or- 
4ar;  ia  Stone-waU-doee,  the  priory  of  8t 
Andsnts,  ioundcd  fai  190S,  by  Hugh  Mur- 
dec.  Cor  twelTe  oanaBi  of  the  order  of  Sem- 
ai  the  priory  of  St  Nieholaa,  Wat- 
^  a  loyal  ftmnMon,  established  under 
Che  potranageof  theUngsof  Ei^laiid,  for 
A  select  munber  of  both  sexes;  and  the 
pnory  of  St.  Trinity,  hi  Trinity  gardens, 


The  greater  part  of  theae  edifloes  have 
totally  diaappaaied;  but  the  rain  of  «t. 
Marya  Abbey,  formerly  one  of  theglorles 
of  Yorii,  and  still, 

"  Great  in  ndn,  noUe  in  decay,** 
Rmasne  a  monument  of  departed  splendour. 
This  oneenoble  and  magnUkant  monastery, 
is  sHoalad  on  the  North  side  of  the  city,  and 
the  land  gently  slopes  ftom  without  Boothanr 
bartotheOuaa.  The  site  is  a  fine  spot  of 
ground,  nearly  square,  and  comprehends  a 
ciradt  of  1280  yards.  In  the  Abbey  wall 
were  two  principal  gates,  one  to  the  East, 
opening  hito  Bootham,  near  the  gate  of  the 
cky,  and  the  other  into  Marygate.  A  spad- 
OM  pleoeof  rich  ground  to  the  North  of 
this  street,  running  down  to  the  river,  was 
I  by  the  monks  for  their  tat  cattle,  and 

1  Abnry-garth.  According  to  Ingulphns, 

I  was  a  monastery  here  before  the  oon- 
in  whidi  Slward,  the  valiant  Earl  of 
Northumberland  was  interred.  And  tradi- 
tkm  has  placed  upon  this  site,  the  temple  of 
Bdlona,  fhmi  whidi  the  emperor  Severus 
leodved  the  presage  of  his  death.  The  mo- 
nastery was  then  dedicated  to  St.  Olave,  and 
its  name  was  not  changed  to  that  of  St 
Mary,  tiU  the  time  of  WUUam  Rufus,  who 
wna  one  of  iu  distinguished  patrons.  In  the 
year,  1370,  thU  Abbey  wm  totaUy  destroyed 
by  fire,  but  under  the  direction  of  Simon  de 
Warwick,  the  then  Abbot,  who  laid  the  fint 
stone  of  the  new  erection,  it  again  raised  its 
head,  and  in  two  and  twenty  years  the  iden- 
tical fabric,  of  which  we  this  day  see  the 


venerable  remahis  was  completed.  From 
this  time  the  munifleenceand  piety  of  princca 
and  nobles,  cnrichedthe  Abbey  of  St  Mary, 
the  dlisoltttion  of  the  religloua 
hi  the  reign  of  Henry  VIIL  its 
),  according  to  Speed,amouttt- 
ed  to  £9065.  Is.  Bkd-  The  privileges  of 
this  monastery  were  as  remarkable  as  its 
opuleaoei  The  abbot  had  the  honour  to  be 
mitred,  and  ei^oyed  a  seat  in  parliament, 
with  the  title  of  Lord  Abbot  Our  eighth 
Henry,  whose  cupidity  was  a  great  deal  less 
equivocal  than  hia  love  of  reformation, 
seiitd  upon  the  revenues  of  the  dismantled 
monastery,  and  ordered  a  palace  to  be  built 
out  of  its  ruins,  which  wm  caUcd  the  King's 
Manor.  This  palace,  however,  sunk  into 
decay,  and  thou^  James  I.  gave  orders  to 
have  it  repaired,  and  rendafed  fit  for  a  royal 
residency  it  has,  in  some  degree,  shared  the 
fete  of  the  Abbey,  and  the  whole  U  now  in 
the  possession  of  thm  Grantham  fomlly. 
Time  and  depredation  have  reduced  evoi  the 
walls  of  this  venerable  fU»ric  within  narrow 
Hmits;  at  present,  the  gieatest  partof  the 
indosura  is  a  pasture;  the  rest  Is  leased  for 
gardens;  and  snoh  parts  of  the  paUwe  as  are 
habitable,  are  let  in  humble  tenemenU;  at 
which,  the  mitred  kMTd  abbots,  in  thepleni. 
tude  of  dteir  power,  would  have  cast  a 
glanoe  of  diadahk  The  Manor-house  to 
occupied  as  a  boarding  sdwol  for  young 
faMUcsr.  for  which  purpose  it  to  well  adapted. 
Sufficient  yet  remahis  of  the  ruins  of  the 
Abbey,  to  carry  the  mind  back  to  other 
times,  and  to  Indieate  the  labours  and  the 
resting  place  of  Stephen  de  Whitby,  whose 
supposed  tomb-stone,  thus  inscribed,  to  seen 
in  a  small  court,  now  a  stable  yard,  at  the 
East  end  of  the  dototars:  HIC:  JACET: 
STEPANO  :  A&  B  :  ISPN.  IthuUmg 
been  a  matter  of  surprise  and  regret,  that  a 
ruin,  so  picturesque,  and  in  a  rituation  so 
inviting,  should  be  disfigured  with  the  un- 
sightly nuisances  which  incumber  thto  an- 
cient Abbey ;  and  it  to  much  to  be  wtohed, 
that  dther  tiie  noble  proprietor  of  the  ve- 
nerable domain,  or  the  coriMNation  of  York, 
with  hto  Lordship's  permission,  would  so  for 
act  the  part  of  pubhe  bencActors,  as  to 
render  thto  an  attractive  scene,  as  it  is  so 
capable  of  betaig  made,  both  to  the  inhabi- 
tants thcsnsdves,  and  to  every  roan  of  taste 
and  lover  of  antiquity  that  visits  thto  andent 
dty. 

The  Red  Tourer,  another  of  the  ancient 
buildings  of  York,  is  so  called  from  being 
built  of  Inrick ;  it  u  situated  not  fai)  trom 
Wabngate  btf,  on  the  SnuUi  bank  of  the 
Foss,  and  when  York  was  a  coimnc;'^' 
dty,  commanded  the  Fob  island.  ThT» 
andent  edifi«r,  the  antiquity  of  which  can 


so 
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not  be  predtdy  fhced,  to  MnymiMl  to  be 
nouiy  ooeval  with  the  petiod  of  the  loU 
denoe  of  the  Romam  in  tMs  eoaaftf.  The 
roenafiMiure  of  Ininulaiie  im  the  Intetkir  of 
CMS  buildhig  has  ■ggranted  the  dUupMi. 
tiom  of  tiine,  and  Me  prcuiit  mnuMWiM 
Gomroys  hot  a  very  Impcefcot  Mea  of  the 
stately  square  stnieture,  ttiroo^  the  Icwi^ 
holes  of  which  the  e^gtors  of  war  w«« 
pointed  to  proCeet  *e  wryof  thepoft  of 
Volt  ftam  hostile  tttaek. 

Behind  Trinity  GwdsBs,  in  the  Sooth 
East  corner  of  ttie^,li  an  icjcntniwind, 
the  origin  of  whidh  Is  not  kn#»B.  ksan- 
elcnt  deeds  and  hislories  itlscaMed,  MIM 
Latntm,  or  OUBtiSfte,  slgniiyiqg  nptoeof 
soourity,  and  probably  fbrtnsthe  pkUutm, 
m  Lcland  and  Camden  siqppose,  of  an  «i- 
eicni  rained  castle.  The  OMinnd  Is  ornn- 
mcwted  with  a  s»aU  pJintatJon  of  bwss,  and 
exaedy  eorresponda  with  that  on  wMdi 
Cllil)vd*s  fcmm  is  oraeted,  on  dMopposMe 
Sideof  lheriv«r.  This  potaiC  te— iiiils  a 
fine  fidw  of  York,  and  of  the  ridh  oowifry 
by  whieh  it  is  surrounded. 

Af^foteiiW  to  the  Witt  of  the  Casde 
yard,  at  the  South  WestsKtNmHy  of  CasOi- 
gate,  stands  a  foond  tower,  boBt  by  Wllllnm 
the  Conqueror,  as  a  hoip  to  IhcCsstIo,  and 
called  aifbr^*  Tbwvr»  i  MHae  derived 
fhnn  the  Lords,  who  wore  anrfenOy  its 
wardens,  and  whl<ft  tenHy  pocrtidbly  tnxn 
thatdrcamstanse,  cMMdMrl^ofearry- 
ine  the  sword  befbre  the  king  In  Voriu  In 
LeUniTi  time  It  was  **ii  lb  ndno,"  and  to 
thatstateftcontin«edtin«ieconteskbetwMn 
Charles  t.  and  hb  psarnamenC,  when  it  was 
ropalred  and  stMngthenod  wHh  ftifttnca- 
tions  and  a  dncw4iildge,  ndeep  moot  being 
supplied  f^em  thowaters  of  the  Foss.  Af- 
ter the  sorrender  of  the  eity  to  the  parih^ 
mcntary  generals,  Thonas  DkfcinMii,  the 
Lord  Mayor,  a  aealoai  supporter  of  the 
popular  cause,  was  made  governor  of  Oiis 
tower.  But  In  the  year  1663,  Sir  John 
Reresby  was  appointed  goiwrnor  by  Chnrlea 
II.,  and  in  the  following  year,  on  IheftsdvaE 
of  St  Geoi^)  about  ten  o*doek  at  night, 
the  magaaino  took  (Ik,  akWI  nduoetl  the 
tower  to  a  ruin,  in  whieh  state  it  remains  to 
thb  day.

Chat  when  any  persoi^  sow  pfggcd,  one  mm 
set  apart,  and  fed  as  fHt  as  they  could  make 
it,  to  give  to  the  brethren  of  St  Anthony, 
that  they  might  not  be  tormented  by  this 
flerydisc«se;  and  hcnec  came  the  proverb-. 
A*  fat  m  on  Anikomff  pig.  hi  1646,  the 
whdie  of  the  building  in  which  (ho  br«. 
thren  met  was  te-edificd,  and  It  is  now 
appropriated  ehiefty  fortho  use  of  the  charity 
sduxH. 

Agar'B  Hospital  is  situated  near  the 
county  honpitAl,  and  is  occupied  by  nx 
poor  aged  widows,  each  of  whom  teoeivca

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8L  LtonartT*  IloipUal  ia  an  ancient 
foundatkm.  which  exiated  befora  the  con^ 
<piait,  aad  when  in  the  meridian  of  its  uae- 
AUneaa  aupported  thirteen  brethren*  four 
aecular  pricata,  eij^  siaters,  thirty  choristers, 
two  achnrtnm«rffl»»  twenty-aix  beMlmen,  and 
six  aervilara;  but  by  the  cooaent  of  tha 
bcothaxhood,  it  waa  aurrendexad  in  the  31st 
year  of  Ueary  VIU.  and  the  revenua, 
ampuaAJB^  to  a6iC  llr.  l^d.  placed  at  tha 
di^toaal  of  the  lui«* 

Th»  SgU(U<^  8L  toy,  Uk»liaA cist, 
Cathariats  was  built  for  the  aaeommodalio^ 
of  poor  UaveUexa  and  pUgriaaa,  in  Catholic 
timea;  it  atood  on  the  Bust  aideof  Monk 
brU0e,  butnotavaatigaofitoowzenuiina. 

Jfaiaaa  Ofru  waa  founded  ia  White 
Eriai'a  haia,  Laycrthorpe,  I9  Edward  lY. 
whence  kia  natural  to  hi&r*  that  tbare  nuiat 
aadantiy  have  bean  hara  a  raonaateiy  of 
White  Friaraate,  ficna&  which  tha  name  hM 
ariaea.  Qat  oa  thia  aulqact*  we  can  only 
ooatiaeti||e4  aathareaieaaieBaainaof  dthcr 
buildii^  aad  eaaa  tha  aaaie  of  the  lanait- 
aalf  iaaow  no  longer  retained. 

Afaion'a  Uo^MtU,  m  CoUiergata^  waa 
fotuidad  tgr  a  widow  of  ttiat  name,  in  173S» 
for  tha  aaa  afaiz  poor  wadoara,  who  have  aa 
annual  iaeoiaa  fJBQia  tiie  orij^bal  baneftctrea* 
of  oaa  pound  a  japur.  and  ficom  tha  boaevor 
lent  Couatencif  Conya^ham*  of  fiXly  afail- 
liafi^  paoduoipg  to  eaoh  of  tltem  yearly, 
thaea  pouada  toi  ahiOiaga. 

Middktoaft  UotflUUp  la  Skaldeigat«k 
iaaiaoniaacntof  tha  pM^  and  benevolence 
of  Dana  Aaa  MlddleicRH  who  heatowed  by 
will  two  thouaaad  ponnda  for  ita  erection  and 
endowment  In  thia  hoapitaV  twenty  w&^ 
dowaof  poor  freemen*  ia  York*  have  dwell, 
ingiy  with  an  iiMoiae  of  five  pounda  aixteen 
ahUUnflB  a  year  each}  tnrea  pouada  aixlaeo 
shillhiga  of  which  la  derived  trom  the  funda 
of  tha  orii^aal  banefoctrcaa,  and  two  pounda 
I  awganantatioB  bequeathed  by 
Thomaa  Norfolk,,  fcaU  A  ftiU  length  efflgy 
of  0aana  Middletoa  ia  plaeed  in  a  niche, 
over  tha  ftoat  entranea,  with  an  Uacrip- 
tion»  parUy  obUtarated,  eauwffrating  her 
eharitiaa. 

A  little  beyond  Bootham  raw,  and  near- 
ly oppoaite  to  Marygate^  la  an  ahns-houae 
that  fow  Udiea  ia  the  early  part  of  life  would 
elalm^  their  inheritaaoe,  called  "  The  Okl 
Maids' Hospitak"  The  founder  of  thia  insti- 
tution waa  Mrs.  Mary  Wandesfoid«  of  the 
dty  of  York,  spinster»  who  by  will  dated  the 
4th  of  Nov.  iJK,  bequeathed  an  estate  at 
BnunpUm-upon-Swalet  near  Ridiroood,  with 
a  mortgage  of  12(Ki/.  and  1200<.  South-Sea 
stock  in  trust,  "  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
ton  poor  gentlewomen,  who  were  never  mar- 
ried," members  of  the  established  church 
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"  who  ihall  retire  tram  the  harry  and  noise 
of  the  world  into  a  house  of  prole^aat  retire- 
ment,'* with  10£i  per  annum  to  a  reader. 
Since  this  time  the  fUnds  of  the  Old  Maid^ 
Hospital,  have  been  considerably  augmented 
by  other  bequests,  and  eadi  ci  the  Inmates 
now  reoeiTes  16L  Ifg,  4d.  annually,  whidi 
Mr.  Hargrove,  fkom  whom  we  quote,  and 
who  has  displayed  a  very  laudable  nal  in  in- 
vestlgatli^  the  aflUn  of  the  charities  of 
York,  taitimatea  dKmld  be  stUl  farther  in- 
creased tnoi  th»  improred  talue  of  land 
Wittiin  a  period  of  nearly  a  hundred  years. 
The  Bfaiden  Testator,  does  not  in  her  wiU 
fix  at  what  time  of  Hft  ladles  may  become 
candidates  for  this  charity,  but  theCourtof 
Chancery,  bya  decree  of  the  date  of  1730, 
has  fixed  the  age  at  fifty  yean.  Thepresent 
steward  of  this  establishment  is  Mr.  John 
Mills,  with  a  salary  of  <V.  a  year,  and  the 
Rev.  W.  Buhner,  with  a  stipend  of  lOt  an- 
nually. Is  the  reader  or  chAplaln.  Kvery 
Wednesday  and  Friday  morning  at  eleven 
o*dock,  duty  is  performed  in  tihe  diapeL 

Without  Mtcklegate  bar,  at  the  prhi- 
dpal  entrance  to  tiie  dty  on  the  left,  is  an 
antique  stone  building,  oaDed  St  Thonus* 
Hospital,  erected  for  the  fraternity  of  0>rptu 
ChrUU,  incorporated  by  letters  patent,  the 
eth  of  November,  in  the  97th  of  Henry  VI. 
Thishoqpital  was  originally  instituted  for  a 
master  and  six  priests,  who  were  bound  to 
keep  a  solemn  prooeisian  every  year,  on  the 
Friday  after  Corpos  Christi  day,  and  the  day 
after  to  have  a  solemn  mass  or  diige,  to  pray 
for  the  prosperity  of  brothers  and  sisters 
living,  and  for  the  souls  departed;  andfttr- 
ther  to  Keep  yearly  ton  poor  folks,  having 
every  of  them  towards  their  Hviog  3^  <to.  (kl. 
a  year,  with  a  farther  provirion  that  they 
should  find  dght  beds  fbr  poor  peqirie  being 
strangers.  In  addition  to  tttis  hospitality, 
the  ftateniity  found  entertainment  of  another 
Khid  for  the  citizens,  and  once  in  every  year, 
namely,  on  the  Thursday  alter  Trinity  Sun- 
day, they  perfbrmed  the  play  of  Corpus 
Christi,  in  aid  of  which,  every  trade  in  the 
dty  was  obliged  to  f^imirii  a  pageant  At 
that  time  the  building  was  fkr  more  extensive 
than  at  present:  but  in  the  time  of  Henry 
VIII.  it  felt  the  shock  of  all  oilier  similar  in- 
stitutions, and  in  1683,  it  was  inhabited  only 
by  ten  poor  widows,  to  whom  mendicity  af- 
foided  the  means  of  subsistoooe.  In  1787. 
the  hospital  underwoit  considerable  altera- 
tions and  improvements,  and  the  number  of 
Inmates  were  increased  to  twdvew  In  the 
year  1791,  Mr.  Luntky,  a  glover,  in  Blake- 
street,  left  by  wiU  lOOOf.  to  this  institutioa, 
the  interest  of  which,  yidds  nearly  four  gui- 
neas per  annum  to  eadi  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  Lady  Ccnyngharo,  augmented  thdr  in- 


come to  upwards  of  6/^  by  leaving  S5I.  a  year 
to  be  divided  in  equal  parts  amoi^st  tlienu 

Near  MerohantiC  HaU,  in  Fcmgi^, 
stands  an  andent  Spital,  called  TrbtUy  Hog- 
piiai,  founded  in  1879,  by  John  de  Rawcllfl^ 
and  endowed  with  lands  worth  lO/l  a  year  for 
the  susfcentation  of  a  priest  or  master,  and  Ibr 
the  brethren  and  sisters  ot  the  aame.  The 
priest  was  to  pray  for  the  fimnder,  and  Dor 
the  king,  aa  well  as  for  aU  christlaa  soab» 
and  to  pay  weekly  to  thirteen  poor  folks  and 
to  two  poor  scholais  resident  in  the  hospital, 
four-pence  in  silver  each.  In  the  3rd  of 
Edward  VI.  this  hospilal  was  dSssohred,  and 
the  land  was  gtvw  to  the  king;  bot  the 
hospital  and  chapd  were  kept  standing,  and 
the  Merdumts*  Company  of  this  dty  perpe- 
tnatedtfaeduuftybyHidr  Uberality,  and  at 
present  tan  poor  persons  fiveofeth  sex« 
live  in  the  house,  and  reedve  a  stipend  of  U 
each  per  annum. 

The  HotpUa  Iqf  Sir  lUbert  Waiter » 
Knight,  twice  Lord  Mayor  of  York,  Isdtn- 
ated  In  Neutgate  lane.  ^  Robert,  by  hia 
wUl  proved  June  15, 1818,  appointed  that  a 
hospital  shouM  be  erected  out  of  hto  hoosct 
In  "  Nowt-gate,  whkh  should  b^  for  the 
perpetual  maintenance  of  ten  penons ;  bA 
consist  of  a  governor  or  reader  with  3£.  per 
annum,  and  cotaln  brothers  and  sisten,  to 
eadiof  whom,  ^  par  annum,  was  to  be  al- 
lowed out  of  the  lordshlpofCundakw  Fiosa 
some  cause  not  explained,  flile  charity  has 
been  suflbiad  to'deteriorate :  tiie  number  of 
dwellings  is  onlyseven,  and  instead  of  teiir 
there  is  only  seven  inmates;  the  reader,  pro- 
bably fhmi  the  smallness  of  the  stipend,  doea 
not  exist,  and  only  lU  Is  paid  to  the  Institu- 
tion, instead  of  twenty  guineas  anniially. 

In  St  Dennis  Church  lane,  stands  an 
alms-house,  founded,  ailstupposed,  by  the 
Company  of  Cordwainers,  and  intended  aa 
an  asylum  for  poor  aged  and  decayed  penons 
ofthatcrsft  Thb  building  had  andentiy  a 
cupola  and  bdl,  whldi  was  tolled  on  ttie 
death  of  any  of  iti  members,  and  ftom  the 
religious  services  performed  In  the  hospital* 
it  obtained  the  name  of  "Tft«  If  alMM  DUm 
— or  the  House  of  God.  The  Cordwalneis* 
Company,  after  existing  for  sevnral  centu- 
ries, certainly  not  less  than  four,  wu  dis> 
solved  in  the  year  1808,  parliament  havii^ 
in  that  year  repealed  the  act,  on  which  ttiey 
grounded  thdr  rff^t  to  regulate  Uie  marite^ 
and  thdr  trade  in  general.  On  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Conq»ny,  the  entire  patronage  of 
the  Majson  DIeu,  with  the  archives  of  the 
ftatsmity  w«e  transferred  to  Mr.  Hornby,  of 
York,  one  of  the  prindpal  members,  and  by 
the  liberality  of  that  gentleman  the  hospitalv 
which  had  sunk  into  a  state  of  dllapidationk 
was  taken  down  and  re4)uUt  at  his  own  cost 
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This  boqiital  now  cooifali  of  four  oomfiort- 
aUe4««Uutgm  ftpproprialed  to  the  use  of  as 
vaay  deoi^  shoemaker^  wtko  fay  to  their 
benefactor  anaimualaeiuiowledgineot  of  one 
poBiT.  Thia  ffltaWJahmmt  prasenl*  a  fe- 
vo«ial>le  field  for  theexcrciatof  beoevokaae, 
«wl  «<e  Ycotuie  to  leeomnepd  that  acxueeha- 
ntable  penoa  should  endow  it  with  a  small 
portaoa  of  land,  from  the  raita  whereof  the 
snoQCMive  inmates  of  the  MaMOfB  Dieu,  who 
we  now  nearly  destitute  of  inoome,  may 
tluoa^  «n  time  have  the  evenii^of  thdr 
days  brightened  hy  i^  humble  eompeteocy, 

ThfelawQf  MortmatB  hea  wii^kept 
the  endowment  of  hoa|rftals  and  ieli|;ious 
houeea  within  very  moderate  lisnitst  and  in 
WKve  nxMieni  dm^  the  ^pslaturef  h|«  inr 
ctacufied  •  security 'against  death-bed  e)iarit»> 
ble  bequests,  by  providing  that  no  lands  or 
teneuMSts  shall  be  given  for*  or  chaiged  with, 
any  cliariuble  use  whatsoctver,  unless  by 
deed  imlcated,  esoented  in  the  presence  of 
two  wHnecses  twelve  ealeMkr  meaths  before 
thedorthof  thedoaoft  and  enn^ledin  the 
Court  of  Chancery  within  iribl  moqtha  after 
in  qtwrution,  and  unle«  such  gift  be  made 
to  take  eObct  immediately,  wA  bewithout 
power  of  it*flffafipn» 

WMmkeirg  BotpiUO^  nearly  opposite 
St  llaipuetrs  Cbureh,  in  Wahngate^  was 
founded  by  Perceval  WinterAdf,  gentleman, 
enriyin  the  lasteentury,  and  Ibrmsaeeom- 
npdatian  for  six  poor  aged  penons,  who 
c^loy  a  reveittieof  f^om  ll.Ui^Lm  year. 

The  ladies  of  Vork  have  eontiibuted 
esBOstaally  to  swcU  the  number  of  the  publle 
chantietof  thiscUy,  and  ihehr  benevolence 
has  in  osveral  imtnaoes  embraoed  aaore 
than  one  imtitutkwi.  In  addition  U>  the 
Mroes  of  pious  memory  already  enumacated, 
Mia.  Wright,  J)ame  Hewky,  Mn^  Wilson, 
aad  i4uly  (Xmyngbon's^  lenain  to  bt  men- 
tieaeds— 

Mn.  Jane  Wright,  of  the  dty  of  I«on* 
don,  widow,  left  by  wlU  In  \m»  lOWK.  la  ' 
money  with  the  icsidue  of  her  property, 
amouBting  to  about  5504  mora,  to  be  devoted  I 
to  the  purpose  of  placing  out  as  apprentiees, 
ap  many  poor  boys  and  girls,  vrtko  are  natives 
and  iahabitonts  of  "  the  parish  of  Goodmn- 
gale.  near  the  Minster,  Intheeity  of  York, 
being  the  parish,  as  she  says,  in  which  I  was 
bom,*  as  the  minister,  chuiehwaidens,  and 
vestiy-men  of  the  said  paridi  may  think 
proper— the  reridue  of  the  inoome,  if  any, 
to  be  applied  to  the  xeUef  of  poor  widows 
and  housekeepers  in  the  parish,  and  to  the 
awiiitaiife  erf  the  apfoentiees  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  apprentice^ips  in  commencing 
The  trustees  very  Judiciously  ex-

pended  the  sum  which  they  lealiaad  In  the 
purduae  of  a  house  in  Goodramgale,  and 
lands  in  Rufforth  and   Water  Poppleton, 
which  now  togelher  yield  for  the  purpose  of 
the  charity  3634  a  year,  and  wtiich  sum  is  dis- 
tributed half  yearly,  according  to  the  will  of 
the  testatrix.    By  a  decision  of  the  Court  of 
Chaneery,  two-thirds  of  this  ample  income  is 
distributed  in  the  parish  of  St  Trinity,  and 
oaeHbird  hi  the  parish  of  St  J<dm  del  Fyke, 
l^ady  Hewley's  charities  comprehend 
an  hospital  and  a  liberal  annual  contribution 
towaids  "teaching  the  chUdTcn  of  the  poor 
to  read  and  writer"     The  hospital  i^  a  neat 
brick-buiidiag,  situated  in  Tanner  row,  fas 
which  ten  poor  women,  of  the  Unitarian 
pecsuQsioi^    find    a  comfortable  asylum.* 
Originally,  the  annual  stipend  was  oaly  64 
each,  but  from  the  nature  <rf  the  laoperty, 
imder  the  provident  managcmentof  the  trus- 
tees, it  is  now  swelled  to  lU.  a  year,  which 
bpaid  in  monthly  instalments,  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Wdlbeloved.     In  1708,  "  Dame 
Sarah  Hewley,"  as  she  b  styled,  paid  into 
the  Exchequer  10004  thereby  purchasing  an 
annuity  of  «94  l«a  for  ninety-nine  years,  to 
be  applied  to  th«  purpose  of  teaching  the 
chiklren  of  the  poor  to  read  and  write."    For 
thirteen  years,  namely,  between  1780  and 
1793t  the  payment  of  the  annuitifs  was  sus- 
pended for  want  of  new  trustees  to  fill  the 
places  of  those  who  were  deceasedi  but,  by 
the  seal  and  puUk  quit  of  Robert  Driffield, 
Esq.  the  payment  ef  tha  annuity  was  re- 
sumed and  ^airevrtra-Aincled,  the  eflbci 
of  which  has  been,  that  the  capital  stock  is 
swelled  to  I6i04  four  per  oeats.  and  that 
Amd  is  rsadeied  penaaaent,  which  would 
haveexpired  h|  the  year  \Wl.    The  annual 
income  ftom  this  stock  is  now  devolved,  in 
compliance  with  tha  will  of  the  testatrix,  to 
thasupport of  fh»e schools,  in  Vork  and  its 
vicinity,  at  the  discretioa  of  the  trustees, 
John  Rawden,  Esq.  the  Rev.  Charles  WcU- 
bek>ved,  and  Geoige  Pabnes,  Esq. 

Wil»9te»  HotpUai,  situated  at  Foss- 
bridge,  was  founded  in  1717>  by  Mis.  Dorothy 
Wilson,  qifauter,  for  the  reception  of  ten 
poor  women,  cadi  of  whom  has  a  rpom  to 
hexsdf,  and  for  their  mahitenance  the  donor 
left  certain  lands  at  Skipwith  and  Nun- 
Uonkton,  tnok  which  each  of  them  receives 
154  per  annum.    The  same  lands  were  also 


*  Dame  Hewley,  (whose  maiden  name 
was  Wolridge)  when  a  spinster,  wsr  a  watd 
in  chancery,  and  tradition  says,  wo  believe 
truly,  that  she  eloped  with  Mr.  afterwards 
Sir  John  Hewley,  upon  a  matrimonial  expe- 
dition, she  riding  before  and  he  bdiind.  on 
the  same  horse,  tniBkine  thereby  to  i»rotect 
her  Intended  husband  from  the  censure  of 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  by  alleging;,  that  she 
ran  away  with  him,  and  not  he  vtih  her ! 
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made  subject  to  the  fbUowing  payment* : 
Twenty  pounds  per  araium  to  a  ichoolmaster 
for  teaching  twenty  boys,  and  reading  prayers 
twice  a  day  to  them,  and  to  the  hospitalers. 
The  boys  are  also  to  be  provided  with  new 
dothee  annually,  and  6(.  a  year  appropriated 
to  placing  three  of  them  out  as  apprentioea. 
The  yeariy  sum  of  9L   each  b  applied  to 
three  blind  people;  and  the  same  sum  to  a 
sehoobnlsticas  for  teachhig  six  children  in 
the  parish  of  Dennis  to  read.    Owing  to  the 
increased  value  of  the  estate,  the  allowance 
to  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  has  advanced 
Acorn  6/.  10».  to  15L  per  annum  each :  the 
aehoolroastei's  salary  has  advanced  from  2QL 
to  30<.   and  the  sdioolmisties's  stipend  is 
doubled.    The  property  is  vested  hn  seven 
trustees,  none  of  whom,  are  to  be  aldermen 
of  the  city  1     The  hospital  has  been  twice 
takoi  down  and  re-built,  the  first  time  in 
1765,  and  the  latter  In  1818,  and  it  now  forms 
a  neat  bridc-buikiing  of  modem  appearance, 
very  convenient  to  the  inmates,  and  rather 
ornamental  than  otherwise«  to  the  part  of  the 
town  in  which  it  stands. 

Amongst  the  most  munifioeiit  of  the 
benefkctors  to  the  dty  of  York,  may  be 
placed  the  Right  Honourable  EUen  Countess 
Dowager  Conyngham,  who,  by  will  dated 
13th  of  August,  1814,  bequeathed  the  sum  of 
fUmL  in  3  per  cents,  consolidated  Bank  An- 
nuities, for  the  purpose  of  payhig  oertahi 
annuities  to  her  servants  out  of  the  dividends, 
but  as  the  said  annuitants  died,  to  be  paid  in 
annuities  of  SOL  each,  to  poor  indigent  and 
distressed  widows  of  poor  deceased  clergymen 
of,  or  who  reside  in  the  county  of  York. 
The  same  lady  bequeathed  the  sum  of  6666/L 
13s.  4if.  of  3  per  cent  reduced  Bank  AnniU- 
tics,  the  dividends  thereflram  to  Iw  distributed 
to  ten  poor  clergymen,  who  shiouM  respec- 
tively be  in  possesskm  of  only  one  living, 
under  the  yearly  value  of  100/.  which  living 
is  to  be  situated  in  the  county  of  York,  the 
archbishop,  dean  and  reooider  for  the  time 
being,  to  elect  both  to  this  and  the  foregoing 
diarity.  The  esceeutors  of  her  ladyship,  are 
also  ordered  to  transfer  9000^.  of  3  per  cent 
eoMolidated  Bank  annuities,  and  to  distribute 
the  annual  dividends  thereof  in  annuities  of 
102.  each,  to  six  poor  indigent  widows  or  un- 
married women  being  fifty  years  of  age  or 
upwards,  residing' in  York,  and  not  respec- 
tively possessed  of  50^  aycftr,  to  beelecied 
by  the  trustees.  Her  ladyship  also  left  900QL 
of  3  per  cent  Okl  South  Sea  Annuities,  to 
appropriate  the  dividendu  thus — To  St 
Thomas^  Hospital,  near  Micktcggte  bar, 
twenty-five  pounds;  to  St  CatlierinesT,  ten

And  *  sum  for  the  erection  or  endowment 
of  a  hospital,  which  amounts  to  about  1402. 
a  year,  from  which  fund  twelve  poor  dd 
men  recdve  each  W,  annually,  toward* 
thdr  support  and  house  rent 

The  hospitals  in  this  dty,  for  aMbnUng- 
medioal  aid  to  thclndigent,  are— The  County 
Hospital,  the  Dispensary,  the  Lunatki  Asy- 
lum, and  the  Retreat. 

The  CowUy  Hospital  is  situated  in 
Monkgate,  and  o-wcs  Its  origin  to  the  ben^^ 
volent  Lady  Hasthigs,  who,  in  the  year  1740» 
bequeathed  a  legacy  of  smi.  for  the  rdlef  of 
the  diseased  poor  in  the  county  of  York, 
which  ftmd  being  augmented  by  other  oom- 
tributlons,  the  present  edifice  was  soon  after 
erected.  ISvcry  person  who  is  a  benefkdor 
of  see  or  a  subscriber  of  two  guineas  wtax}^ 
ally.  Is  a  governor  of  this  institution,  and 
intitled  to  recommend  one  out  or  one  in- 
patient at  a  time;  a  subscriber  of  threw 
guineas  annually  may  recommend  one  out 
and  one  in-patient  at  a  time ;  and  an  annual 
subscription  of  a  giilnea  iutitks  the  subscriber 
to  recommend  one  out-patient,  and  no  more. 
Sinoe  the  commencement  of  this  esubttsh- 
ment,  on  the  4th  of  April,  1740,  to  May  1st, 
1898,  45,6M)  patients  have  been  admitted, 
of  whom  31,313  have  been  discharged  eurtd, 
and  9«380  rdieved.  It  is  mudi  to  be  la- 
mented, that  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  th» 
funds,  one  of  the  large  wards  of  this  excel- 
lent instiuttlon  has  beeii  Intirdy  dosed  for 
some  years,  a  drcumstanoe  the  more  to  be 
r«fretted,  since,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Hull  infirmary,  this  is  the  only  charity  of 
the  kind  for  the  North  and  East  Ridings, 
and  for  the  county  of  the  dty  of  York. — 
The  Oow-pox  inoeutatlen  is  performed  her» 
gratuitously  every  Tuesday  and  Saturday 
mornings,  fVom  ten  to  eleven  o'clock;  and 
two  fever  WArds  have  latdy  been  erected  in 
the  garden  of  the  hospital,  by  a  separate

The  Ditpensarp  b  a  small  building, 
»d  to  St.  Andrew^e,  of  the  same 
e  as  the  Ckmnty  Hospital,  though  un- 
___jcted  with  it  Ita  oliiiects  are  to  dis- 
pense gratniloosly  advice,  mcdldne,  and 
sugical  iMiitinm.  to  those  vho  are  unaUe 
to  pny  ftae  them.  This  establishment,  which 
waa  opened  on  the  28th  of  Mareh,  1788,  has 
aontirocd  to  flourish  through  a  period  of 
ftMT  and  thirty  years,  and  has,  out  of 
4t,488  patients,  effceted  curea  upon  88,851 
of  them.*  The  expense  of  this  establish- 
Bkcnt  last  year  amounted  to  433^.  and  the 
^uabar  of  patients  admitted  andramaining 
m  Che  books  was  SOM.  exchuive  of  648 
chUdicn  Inoculated  without  cost  for  the 
Cow-pox.f  The  officers  are  Dr.  Beckwith 
Dr.  Wake,  and  Dr.  GoMie,  physicians;  Mr. 
AtUnsoo,  Mr.  Drake,  and  Mr.  E.  WalUs, 
mgeOBwi  Mr.  Allen,  treasurer  i  and  Mr. 
Wilaon,  apothecary. 

ThtlMnaik  Asybm,  outof  Bootham 
Bar,  wM.built  by  geueial  subscription,  in 
1774,  ftom  a  plan  prepared  by  Mr.  Aldemun 
Carr,  and  the  building,  as  an  edifice,  Is 
worthy  of  the  architect.  The  original  ob- 
>ecC  of  this  Instittttion  was  to  provide  an 
«yhmi  for  pauper  lunatics,  or  such  as  be- 
tooged  to  indigent  Cimilies.  The  plan  sub- 
sequently underwent  a  change,  and  it  was 
then  determined  to  admit  opulent  patienU, 
upon  the  plaa  that  the  profits  (Vom  the  pay- 
BMnts  of  the  rich  would  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  poor.  This  change  led  to 
enormous  abuse,  continued  through  a  kmg 
series  of  yaan,  and  it  required  the  benevo- 
lent Intcrferenee  of  Mr.  S.  Tuke,  and  the 
faitrepid  and  persevering  scrutiny  of  Godfrey 
Higgins.  Esq.  to  clean  this  Augean  sUble, 
ssMltorcrtora  the  institutkmto  its  original 
benevolent  purpose.  These  salutary  reftwros 
were  eommenced  in  1813.  While  the  in- 
vestigations  were  proceeding,  one  wing  of  the 
asyhim  was  discovered  to  be  on  fire,  and

before  the  flames  could  be  extinguished* 
damage  was  done  to  the  building  and  pro- 
perty amounting  to  3,392/.  and  four  patienta 
perished  in  the  conflagration  I  This  disaa- 
truus  event  took  place  on  the  S8th  of  De* 
oember,  1813,  and  served  to  shut  out  ftom 
all  mortal  eyes  prooft  of  maI-administyation» 
at  which  the  imagination  shudders.  The 
investigation,  however,  contbiucd  to  be 
prosecuted,  and  it  terminated  in  the  dismis- 
sal of  all  the  servants  of  the  house,  and  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Best,  the  physician.^. 
From  this  time  the  whole  system  underwent 
a  complete  renovation;  the  treatment  of 
Idndness  succeeded  to  that  of  coercion,  and 
the  consequence  has  been,  that  the  establish- 
ment has  ever  since  been  rising  In  public 
estimation.  Considerable  additions  have 
been  since  made  to  the  buiMing,  an  exten- 
sive new  erection  for  Females  only  was 
opened  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1817.— 
The  present  officers  of  this  institution  are. 
Dr.  Wake,  physician;  Mr.  William  Allen,^ 
superintendent;  Mrs. Birkett, matron;  and 
twenty  keepers.  There  are  in  the  house  an 
average  of  about  130  lunatics,  consisting 
diieflyof  those  who  neither  receive  nor  re- 
quire any  aid  ftom  the  funds  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  buildings  and  offices  of  this 
noble  asylum  occupy  about  three  acres  of 
ground,  and  there  are  also  attached  to  it 
about  two  acres  of  garden  ground.  The 
charge  for  pauper  patients  is  8i.  per 
week,  and  the  payments  of  the  other  pa- 
tients are  partly  regulated  by  their  circum- 
stances. The  intention  of  the  founders  of 
this  asylum  was  to  « mflne  its  benefits  to  the 
county  of  York',  but  that  regulation  ii  now 
sometimes  relaxed. 

There  is,  at  the  distance  of  about  a  mile 
ftom  York,  near  the  delightful  village  of 
Heslington,  an  establishment  called  the 
"  JUtreat  for  persons  afflicted  with  dlsor* 
**  ders  of  the  mind,**  founded  in  the  year 
1796,  by  the  Society  of  Friends,  popularly 
called  Quakers.  This  establishment  owee 
its  origin  to  the  severe  treatment  and  death 
of  a  quaker  lunatic  patient  in  another  asy- 
lum, and  adds  another  to  the  multitude  of 
instances;  which  are  daily  occurring,  where 
good  arises  out  of  evIL  The  venenble 
William  Tuke  was  the  projector  of  *'  the 
Retreat,"  and  hiseflbrts  were  seconded  and 
essentially  aided  by  Mr.  Lindley  Murray,  the 
distinguished  English  Grammarian  of  the 
present  agew  The  structure  consists  of  a 
centre  and  four  wings,  to  which  was  added,

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in  the  year  I8I7,  a  n«w  building,  called 
*'  (be  Lodge,"  for  the  acoaromodatian  of 
patients  uf  the  higher  dasi  of  either  sex. — 
The  quantity  of  ground  appropriated  to  this 
institution  is  twdve  acres,  and  Ixvth  the  ex- 
terior appearance  and  the  internal  manage- 
mcst  are  such  as  to  discard  e^-ery  appearance 
of  gloom  and  melancholy.  The  concurrent 
testimony  of  all  those  who  have  Tisitod  this 
institution,  for  the  purpose  of  aoiiuainCing 
themselves  with  its  economy  and  manage- 
ment, confirm  the  uptuton.  that  it  is  one  of 
the  best  r^ulated  estahlishmentt  in  Europe, 
either  for  the  reoovery  of  the  insane,  or  fur 
thdr  comfort  where  they  are  in  an  incurable 
state.  **The  Retreat,"  including  <*  the 
Lodge,**  Is  capable  of  accommodating,  and 
generally  contains,  about  sixty  patients,  of 
whidi  about  two-fifths  are  men,  and  three- 
fifths  women.  This  institution  receives  all 
classes  of  patients,  and  the  lowest  sum  paid 
for  board,  washing,  and  medical  aaslstance, 
is  4«.  a  week}  the  next  class  pays  8«.  and  the 
gradation  is  continue^  according  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  patient,  till,  in  tome  In- 
stances, it  amounts  to  several  guineas  a  wedt. 
Great  stiets  Is  laid  hcie  upon  the  benefit  of 
the  early  removal  of  the  patienu  to  the 
asylum  after  the  first  decisive  symptoms  of 
tnsftiiity  have  appeared,  and,  as  an  induce- 
ment to  the  Mend!  of  the  palienU  to  pursue 
this  cuuTse,  an  abatement  of  4«.  a  week  is 
made  in  tl^  payment  for  the  first  year,  for 
such  patiwts  as  are  sent  within  six  months 
after  the  first  appearance  of  the  tUsordcr.— 
This  institution,  since  it«  first  establishment, 
has  been  attendoil  with  an  expense  of  1 2,0001, 
iothoreliginiis  communily  with  wlioin  it  ori- 
ginated, lot  benefiu  are  extaidcd  on  the  rc- 
«omrocndatiuo  of  "  a  quarterly  meeting,  do- 
nor, or  annuitant,"  to  Quakers,  and  to  those 
who  arc  not  strictly  members  of  tliij  society. 
Dr.  Boloombe,  a  physician  eminent  in  his 
profcsiion,  at  York,  presides  over  the  mo- 
di(»)  department,  and  Mr.  C.  Jepson  Is  the 
tuperiiitendent.  Neither  the  physician,  nor 
any  other  oQkcr  or  servant  of  tliis  institu- 
tion receives  any  fee,  but  all  have  fixed  aala- 
rics  for  their  services.  The  general  manage- 
ment is  in  a  Court  of  Directors ;  and  visitors, 
both  male  and  female,  are  appointed  to  in- 
spect the  institution.  Some  years  ago  there 
was  a  branch  of  Uils.  establishment  formed  bi 
a  buiUing  adjoinbig  WaUngate  Bar.  called 
*.*  the  Appendage,"*  in  which  there  were, 
durbig  the  last  year,  ten  patients,  seven  of 
whom  were  females.

like  the  hospitals  of  VoriL,  are  muaerous  :— 
The  Free  Grtmmar  School  within  the 
Close  of  the  Cathedral,  was  erected  by. 
Robert  Uolgate,  D.  D.  AnOtbishop  of  York, 
in  1546,  andesidowed  with  15tL  aycar  for» 
master,  to  attend  daily,  "  toreadandtaadik 
grammar,  and  other  good  authors  and  works, 
generally  to  all  sdiulvs  thither  resorting  to 
learn  the  same."  ^liis  is  a  chartered  school 
under  the  designation  of  *'  the  Free  School 
of  Robert  Holgate ;"  the  Archbishop  is  pa- 
tron, and  the  Rev.  Oeoige  GrahMn,  A.  B. 
is  the  present  maHer. 

The  free  grammar  achool  hi  that  part 
of  thecity  called  "  Le  Horse  i^^r,"  ia  th* 
remains  of  a  large  hospital,  founded  by 
Robert  d*  Pykering,  Dean  of  Ycirk,  in 
13301  On  its  uippreaMon,  the  hospital,  with 
aU  its  possassiona.  was  aimexcd  to  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  York,  who,  b>-  a  grant  from 
Philip  and  Mary,  founded  a  grammar 
school,  and  perpetually  endowed  the  mastct 
with  the  lamk:  in  additioa  to  which  Robert 
DalllsQO,  Chanter  of  the  cathedral  church 
of  Llsoohi,  granted  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  Yurk  an  annuity  of  four  pounds,  issuhig 
out  of  the  manor  of  Hartcahohn,  hi  the 
county  of  Lincohi,  which  was  appropriate^ 
to  this  schooL  The  appointment  of  the 
master  is  in  the  Dean  and  Cha|»ler  of  York, 
by  whom  the  number  of  acholais  is  regula- 
ted, and  that  nuvbor  seldafn  exeeeds  S3.—.. 
The  proacnt  master  is  the  Rev.  J.  Grayson, 
The  dilapidate<l  chttrch  of  i>t.  Andrews  haa 
undergone  strange  mutations—it  has  been 
«te«b  a  house  of  prayer,  lAraa  den  of  thieves ) 
and  at  present  part  of  it  if  used  as  a  stable,  and 
the  other  part  as  the  free  grammar  sduKiU 

Three  Free  SdKwIs  of  a  minor  des* 
cription  wii-e  erected  and  slenderly  en- 
dowed by  the  laU  Mr,  John  Dodsworth, 
an  ironmonger,  in  York,  the  first  of 
them  near  the  church  of  St.  LawrenoD,  ui 
Walmgate,  crectad  in  1798,  for  teaching 
twenty  poor  boys  to  read  and  write,  of  the 
parishes  of  St.  Lawrence  with  St.  Nicholas, 
St.  Peter-ksWillows,  St.  Margaret,  and  St, 
Dennis,  to  be  chosen  In  equal  numbers  by 
the  parishioners,  in  vestry  as&embled :  tho 
seeond  of  Mr.  Dodsworth's  sdKmla  ia  on- 
Bishophill,  for  twenty  poor  diildren,  trooK 
the  six  parishes  on  that  side  of  the  river,  in 
propoition  to  their  siae ;  this  sdiool  waa 
opened  on  the  first  of  January,  1804;  ami 
they  have  each  an  endowment  of  jClO  a 
year,  bequeathed  by  the  founder.  The 
other  school,  which  is  in  Friar  Walls,  ia 
also  for  in  children.  The  present  Masters 
of  Dodsworth's  Schools  are,  Walmgatc-bar. 
George  Brothcrton;  Friar  Walls,  James 
Smitliles ;  Bishop  Hill,  John  Forth. 
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Amongst    the  noblest  of  the   York 
diaricies  may  be  placed  the  Blue  Coat  Boyt 
and  the  Qrey  Coat  GirU  Scho«U»    On  the 
14llkor  Jane,  1705,  a  lebool  was  opened  in 
St.  Anthony's  Hall,  for  forty  boys,  to  be 
clothed,  fied,  and  taught.    The  ouMit  was 
nade  at  the  oast  of  tiie  CorponUlon,  and 
the  ftind  for  defraying  the  annual  expenses 
areaeout  of  Tohmtayy  subscriptions,  whidi 
amounted,  at  the  fint  opening  of  the  sdiool, 
to  i?190  per  annum.    That  income  has 
aioee  been  increased  in  more  than  a  ten-fold 
degree,  and  it  appears,  from  a  Joint  report 
«f  the  two  sehools,  published  in  1823,  tttat 
tba  expense  of  these  establishments,  fhnn 
Ihe  lOth  of  October,  1820,  to  the  10th  of 
ar,  18S1,  amounted  to  £2000  1&«.  9d, 
sum  was  frtmlshed  by  annual  sub- 
•cripCieas,  amounting  to  476/.;  permanent 
aaanal  receipts,  from  interest  of  mcmey  and 
rents  of  estates,  142S/.:  children's  labour, 
1481;  andanannual  collection  at  St.  Belfrey's 
cfaurdi,  71^    The  boys,  whidi  now  amount 
to  rixty  fas  number,  are  taught  to  weave  as 
wcOas  to  read,  write,  and  cast  aroounts; 
and  the  gtfls,  of  whom  there  are  forty-four, 
are  taught  to  read,  write,  cast  aoeountR, 
^ifai,  wash,  and  knit,  and  are,  under  the 
matron's  direction,  qualified  for  good  use- 
ful servants.    The  increase  in   the  num- 
ber  of  adiolars  took  place    in    18S0,   in 
eanaeqoenoe  of  a  noble  legacy  of  4000/.  be- 
^ocafhed  by  Thomas  Wilkinson,   Esq.    of 
HigMMtme,  late  an  alderman  of  the  dty. 
The  ample  funds  of  this  charity,  which, 
as  has  been  alreaity  stated,  was  designed 
originany  for  boys  only,  induced  the  be- 
BcAwtors  to  extend   the    benefit    of  the 
faistltntion  to  the  children   of  the  other 
aax,   and  Oieir  school  house  was  at  first 
In  Marygate,  till  the  year  1784,   a  build- 
ing  mm  erected  for  the  purpose,  in  Monk- 
gate,  which  is  still  occulted  in  that  way — 
Children  are  not  admitted  into  either  of 
fhqsescbDob  tin  they  have  attained  their 
ninth  3fiar,  and  when  they  are  of  a  proper 
«fe,  flie  boys  are  put  ont  apprentices  for 
teNTcn  years,  to  sea,  husbandry,  manuflio- 
tnring  trades,  or  handicraft  businesses,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  committee— 1007  boys 
have  been  bound  apprentioes  since  thees- 
ttfiDshment  of  the  duvlty.    The  girls  are 
placed  out  to  household  service,  under  the 
regulations  of  that  school,   and  311'  girls 
have  received  the  benefit  of  the  Institution 
since  its  first  establishment  in  177A.    An- 
nual subscriber!  of  10s.  and  benedRsfltors  of 
lot.  beeome  trustees.    The  gentlemen  have 
thedheetionof  the  boys,  and  the  ladies  the 
direction  of  the  giris,  and  by  each  of  them, 
to  their  respective  sdK>ob,  visitors  are  no- 
to  superintend  ttie  same.     Mr. 


Robert  Davies  b  treasurer,  steward,  and 
secretary  of  both  schools;  Mr.  Tliomas 
Crosby  and  his  wife  are  master  and  mbtresa 
of  the  boys;  Mrs.  Mifaier  is  Matron,  Mrs. 
Catharine  Q^er  sewing,  knitting,  writing, 
and  reading  mistress ;  and  Mr.  John  Peckitt 
secretary  to  the  girls  schooL 

BaugMorfg  CharUltt  aititle  the  donator 
to  »  distinguished  rank  amongst  the  bene-' 
foetors  of  this  dty.  Mr.  William  Haugh- 
fi(n,  the  founder  of  the  charity  school  whidi 
bears  his  name,  was  originally  a  dandng 
master  in  York,  but  had  removed  to  Lon- 
don, where  he  died  in  the  year  1773,  be- 
queathing 13004  for  educating  twenty  poor 
chiklren  of  the  parish  of  St.  Crux,  in  York, 
to  read  and  write  English,  with  an  addition 
of  290A,  payable  on  the  demise  of  certahi 
annuitants.  A  sdiool  house  has  been  erect- 
ed near  the  church  of  St  Crux,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Overton  is  the  present  master, 
with  a  stipend  of  200/.  derived  from  this 
institution.  Mr.  Haughton  also  left  the 
Interest  of  600/.  to  be  devoted  to  paying  the 
rents  of  poor  widows  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Crux }  and  he  bequeathed  for  forty  trades- 
men,  or  other  persons,  ten  in  each  ward,  by 
way  of  kian  without  interest,  1000&,  but 
which  sum  was  reduced  to  232/:  fis.  hi  Iiti« 
gation  to  establish  the  will  of  the  testator.  ' 
The  Spinning  Schoot  at  York  is  an 
establi<ihment  set  on  foot  by  two  excellent 
ladles — the  bite  Mrs.  Cappe  and  Mrs.  Gray, 
in  1782.  In  this  school  sixty  girls  are  in- 
structed in  reading,  knittiug,  and  sewing  | 
for  though  it  was  originally  intended  to  ttt^ 
pk>y  the  childreu  in  spinning  worsted,  that 
derign  was  abandoned  soon  after  the  night 
school  was  given  up,  and  a  day  sdK)ol  estab- 
lished in  its  place.  The  school,  which  is 
situate  in  St.  Andrewgate,  consists  of  two 
divisions— one  half  the  children  bdngtau^t 
to  read  and  knit  in  the  junior  school,  on  the 
ground  floor,  and  the  other  half  tau^t  to 
read  and  sew  on  the  second  story.  The 
children  of  this  school  are  principally  ctoth^ 
ed  at  the  cost  of  their  beneflietors,  who,  in 
addition  to  gratuitous  learning,  supply  than 
with  milk  to  breakfsst.  The  present  ml*, 
tress  of  the  sewing  school  Is  Mary  Gladdh^ 
and  of  the  knitting  sehool  Hannah  Robinson, 
Connected  with  this  establishment,  and  with 
the  G'nh  Orey  Coat  School,  there  is  a  Ffmak 
Society,  prindpaUy  consisthig  of  honorary 
and  benefitted  members,  established  in  1786» 
for  the  relief,  in  sidcness,  of  thow  who  have 
been  educated  at  these  schools.  There  is  also 
a  private  fund  formed  by  the  contributions  of

The  Yorkshire  Amateur  Concerts, 
estabtished  at  Sheflleld,  to  1808,  for  thegra-' 
tiflcation  of  a  murical  taste  and  the  promo- 
tion of  sodaltotereourseamongbt  the  lovers 
of  harmony  to  this  county,  is  held  at  York 
tziennially.  The  peilbrraanoe  which  is  an> 
noal  to  succession  at  Sheffldd,  Leetb,  and 
York,  conttoues  for  two  days,  and  aflbrds 
one  of  the  richest  mnsica]  trf  ats  that  is  to  be 
enjoyed  m  any  part  of  the  kingdom. 

Next  to  New  Market  York  Races  bear 
the  first  rank  upon  the  English  turf — and  if 
in  England,  then  in  the  wnrkL  In  Camden's 
6me  horse  racing  was  a  favourite  amiise- 
metit  in  the  surroundtog  forest  of  Galtrcs, 
and  as  a  golden  bell,  which  was  tied  on  the 
forehead  of  the  wtoning  horse,  was  the  prize, 
hence  the  phrase  arose  of  "  bearing  away 
the  beU."  In  latter  thnes  Clifton's  Ings  were 
the  scene  of  generous  strife,  but  in  tlie  year 
1709,  Knavesmire,  soeaHed  from  betog  the 
swampy  pasture  of  the  poor  householdcrH* 
cattle,  has  been  used  for  this  {airpose.*  In 
1713,  the  Kmg's  gold  cup,  for  which  one 
hundred  gutoeas  has  stoee  been  substituted. 


*  Kaaee,  the  Aiif^lo  Saxon  term  for  a  man  of  low  condition.  On  the  last 
day  of  the  Augnst  meeting,  to  1601,  a  four  mile  race  Was  run  apon  this  coursr, 
which  will  be  long  memorable  in  the  annals  of  the  tarf.  The  match  was  bftwern 
Mrs.  Thornton,  backed  by  the  Colonel,  and  Mr.  Flmt;  and  the  attractive  novelty 
of  the  5crne  was  so  great  that  flO.WJO  spectaPors  were  that  day  drawn  to  Knaves- 
snire.  In  the  early  part  of  the  contest  the  fair  jockey  rode  with  in"eat  spirit  and 
dexierUy,  but  while  running  the  third  mile  her  horse,  Vin;[^anllo,  broke  down, 
«Bd  hhv  of  course  iost  the  race.  York  has  Ion?:  been  famous  for  its  attachment  to 
racing,  both  eqnestrian«and  pedestrian.  In  the  winter  of  1773,  Powell,  the  pedc«- 
triap,  undertook  for  a  considerable  wager  to  go  from  London  to  York  and  back 
«sa?n  in  six  days.  .On  Monday,  the 29th  of  Novemblr,  he  commenced  his  task,  early 
in  the  mominii,  and  at  half  past  two  o*clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday  lie 
arrive d4n  York,  attended  by  a  vast  concourse  of  spectators.  Afler  an  hour  autf  a 
half's  repose,  he  again  resumed  his  labonr,  and  arrived  at  Hicks' Hall,  London,  ot 
half  past  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  night,  amidst  the  gratalations  of  fiOU  horsemen,  and 
an  innomerable  multitude  of  pedestrians,  who  had  gone  out  toBamet  to  meet  him. — 
Faller,  fn  his  *»  Worthies,"  mentions  an  eqaestnan  feat  of  a  Yoikshireraun,  not  Ie»s 
eMraordinary.  John  Lepton,  Esq.  of  York,  a  ^^ntleman  in  the  service  of  Jjimrs  J. 
for  a  considerable  waper,  an<iertook  to  ride,  on  horseback,  three  times  fVom  London 
4a  Yoi^,  and  three  times  from  York  to  London  in  six  days,  being  a  journey  of  upwanTs 
,  of  two  hundred  miles  each  in  six  successive  days.  On  Monday  the  20ih  of  May,  1606, 
he  commenced  his  joorney,  from  AldersRate,  and  arrived  in  York  before  it  was  dark 
atnftfht.  The  next  day  he  trnvelled  from  York  to  London;  and  this  he  did  sacces- 
•ively  every  day  in  the  week,  «*  to  the  greater  praise  of  hisstrencth  in  noting,"  sjays 
our  author,  "  ttian  to  his  discietion  in  nndertakinv:  tlie  task."  William  Nevison,  the 
notorious  highwapnan,  whom  Charles  II.  used  to  call  ftrift  NUiL.  uTter  commiting a 
robbery  near  London,  about  son  rise,  rode  his  mare  to  York  in  the  course  of  the  day, 
and  appeared  upon  the  Bowling  Green  iu  that  city,  before  sqn-set.  From  this  latter 
ciicamstancc,  when  broueht  to  trial  for  the  offence,  he  established  an  alibi,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Jary,  thoutdi  he  was  in  reality  guilty— and  thus  was  indebted  for 
Ills  life  rather  to  the  fleetneas  of  his  horse  than  to  the  tetegrity  of  his  conduct.  But 
a  career  of  flagitious  crime  lE^eneraily  terminates  in  ignomtolons  punishment :  Nevison, 
ftough  he  escaped  this  time,  was  afterwards  brought  to  trial  for  another  robbery,  of 
vhich  he  v/a»  fonnd  m^ilty,  and  executed  for  the  -^ 
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vas  procured  for  these  races,  and  has  ever 
since  been  run  for  aa  the  first  day  of  the 
August  meeting.  The  course  is  at  a  dis- 
tnuce  of  about  a  mile  fh>m  York,  to  tlie  left 
of  the  Loudon  road,  and  tlie  accommoda- 
tion both  for  the  company  and  the  raoers  is 
of  tlie  first  order.  The  meetings  are  in  May 
and  August,  in  each  sueoeasive  year.  Mr. 
Robert  Rhodes  is  the  clerk  of  the  course,  and 
Mr.  Parkinson  the  steward  ot  the  Grand 
Stand.  '*  The  StaiMT  and  the  "  Round 
House,"  were  both  built  tiy  subscription, 
and  are  opeu  to  subscribers,  and  non-subscri- 
bers are  admitted  to  than  during  each  meet- 
ing on  paying  a  guinea. 

The  salubrious  recreatioo  of  the  Both 
may  be  taken  in  York  at  any  period  of  the 
year.  Near  the  New  walk  there  is  s  very 
eli^bty  situated  cold  bath,  with  two  conve- 
nient dressing  rooms,  one  for  ladies  and  the 
other  for  gentlemen  t  and  at  Lendal  Tower, 
adjoining  to  the  water-WOTka.  then  is  a 
suite  of  iMths,  hot,  tepid,  and  eokU 

The  prisons  in  York  are  the  Castle, 
the  New  Gacrf,  the  new  House  of  Correction, 
and  St  Peiei't  piiaoo.  Tht  Cattle  is  situa- 
ted at  the  end  of  Caatlegate,  near  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Fobs  and  the  Ousew  Formerly 
the  waters  of  the  Foss  were  drawn  in  a  deep 
moat  round  the  Castle,  and  in  the  early  part 
of  the  last  century,  this  priaon  was  inaccess 
ble,  except  by  two  draw-bridges;  but  the 
moat  is  now  entirely  filled  up,  and  the  access 
is  by  folding  doom,  and  a  porter's  lodge, 
fW>m  Castlegate.  According  to  Drake,  there 
was  a  Castle  in  York  before  the  time  of 
William  I.  at  the  place  called  *'  the  Oki 
Bayle;"  but  that  fortress  has  now  dlsap- 
peuod,  and  the  present  Castle  was,  as  our 
historian  coi^Jectures,  built  on  a  Roman 
tower,  by  the  Conqueror,  and  made  of  un- 
usual strength  to  keep  the  dUaau  and  the 
Northumbrians  in  awe  of  their  tyrant.  For 
some  ages  after  the  conquest  this  was  the 
constant  residence  of  the  High  Sheriflk  of 
tfie  county  bi  succession,  as  the  Mansion- 
house  is  now  (he  residence  of  each  successive 
I^rd  Mayor;  it  was  likewise  the  storehouse 
for  the  kii^s  magajdnes,  and  tlw  treasury 
for  such  part  of  his  revenue  as  was  kept  in 
the  North.  It  was  then  a  fortress,  in  which 
however,  the  Assises  were  heldt  but  to- 
wards the  end  of  the^  seventeenth  century,  it 
was  converted  into  %•  prison,  to  whidi  pur- 
pose it  has  Iwen  e^*^  since  appropriated. 
Though  the  Assises  fbr  the  three  Ridings 
are  held  here,  the  Castle  is  not  within  any  of 
them*  nor  is  it  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
city;  it  is  extra  parochial,  though  it  is 
Assessed,  and  bears  charges  with  the  pariah 
of  St  Mary,  Castlegate.  The  extent  of  the 
'ity's  liberties  are  within  twenty-nipe  yaids 


of  the  Castle  gate,  and  the  boundary  is 
marked  by  the  dly  arms,  of  five  Uoas,  cat 
in  stcme,  and  placed  in  the  wall  oo  eadi  side 
of  the  street*  The  Castle,  with  its  appen^ 
dages,  occupies  about  four  acres  of  ground  i 
the  walls  are  1100  yards  round,  and  witUn 
thewaUs,  in  fhmt of  the  Castle,  isan  aresi, 
called  the  Castle  yard,  of  the  siae  of  about 
an  acre,  in  which  the  county  meettaigs  for 
the  election  of  knights  of  the  shire,  and 
other  public  business  axe  held. 

The  buildings,  which  form  tfarsesidca 
of  a  square,  consist  of  the  County  Gaol,  in 
front,  the  Record  Ofltoe,  te.  to  the  £aat  s 
and  the  County  H9II,  to  the  West  of  tiie 
Castle  )-ard ;  the  waU  to  the  Nortii,  wldch» 
with  the  lodge,  oomptolcs  the  square,  is 
built  at  the  foot  of  the  mound,  formed  b(y 
the  ruins  of  Cliir<OTrs  tower.  The  Cvtnity 
Gcol  occupies  the  site  on  whldi  the  towers 
of  the  Castle  anciently  stood.  These  towera 
having  sunk  into  a  ruinous  state  during  a 
lapae  of  six  cesiturics,  they  were  taken  doim 
in  the  year  17OI,  and  the  present  stnaetuva  • 
was  raised  in  their  stead.  The  funds  for 
this  puMic  work  wese  obtained  by  a  tax  of 
three-penoe  in  the  pound  on  all  lands,  Ae. 
within  the  County;  and,  at  the  time  of  tea 
erection,  was  conddered  an  edifice '*  so  noW« 
and  complete,  as  to  exceed  aU  others  of  the 
kind  in  Britain,  perhaps  in  Europe."  This 
building  consiM  of  two  wings,  divided  by 
the  felons'  court  yard.  The  li^t  wing  is  a 
prison  for  debtors,  aseended  by  a  lai^e 
double  series  of  steps,  and  contains  twenty^ 
two  rooms,  sixteen  feet  square,  and  nearly 
twelve  fieet  high,  with  apartments  tea  the 
use  of  the  governor;  whidi  office  is  at  pre- 
sent, and  has.  been  for  many  years  filled, 
mu(^  to  the  public  satlafoetion,  by  Mr.  Wm. 
Staveley.f  In  a  room  at  the  entrance  to  this 
wing,  is  a  large  closet  or  recess,  occupied  by 
the  under  gaoler,  Wilson,  in  which  the  eu* 
riosities  of  the  Castle,  quaintly  called  '*  the 
King's  plate,"  consisting  of  the  deadly  wea^ 
pons,  and  heavy  chains  of  the  mostnotorl. 
ous  oflfbnders,  are  deposited  and  exhibited. 
In  the  left  wing  of  this  buiUing  is  a  chapel, 
used  for  divine  service,    and  ascwuied  by

with  only  a  cross  gules.  The  five  Lions 
were  afterwards  added  by  William  the 
Conqueror,  in  honour  of  the  five  brave 
magistrates,  Clifibrd,  Hnongate,  Talbot, 
Lasrelles.  and Erriligton,  whoso  valiantly 
defended  the  city  against  his  arms,  in 
1070,  until  obliged  to  surrender  through 
famine.

ThU 
stnioture  oecupies  part  of  the  site  of  tha 
andent  eaatle^  called  "the  OU  Beyle,'' 
near  Middsrgato  postern.  The  ootorwaU, 
which  U  of  bfidt,  tawkMs  about  thme 
VMBter  sof  a  square  mile  in  the  centre  of 


which  stands  the  prison,  with  a  neetoourt 
yard  in  feont,  adorned  with  a  cupola  and 
vas^  whidi  are  seen  in  various  parts  of  the 
dty  and  its  nei^ibourhood.  The  building 
consists  of  three  stociee,  pert  of  which  is 
occupied  by  fekms,  and  the  second  and 
third  by  debtors.  The  oAce  of  governor 
is  filled  by  Mr.  George  Rykh,  who  Imc 
a  salary  of  ISOL  a-ycar,  exclusive  of  gaol 
feest  his  apertme^  form  aa  oatshot 
building  behind  the  ffvisoa,  in  the  attic 
story  of  which  le  a  chapel,  in  which  the 
Rev.  William  Flower,  sen.  the  Chaplain, 
prceches  a  sermon  every  alternate  Sunday, 
and  reeds  prayers  every  Thunday  evening 
to  the  priionen.  Mr.  George  cnuunpoey 
discharges  the  duties  of  surgeon  to  this 
prison.  The  executioae  here  are  happily 
very  larei  dudiv  the  last  fiftesn  years 
there  have  been  no  more  than  two^  and 
when  they  take  phuse,  a  scalfold  is  erect, 
ed  without  the  wall,aeirt  to  the  QklBayle 
hilL 

The  Gaol  for  the  hnprisonaBCBt  and 
correction  of  **  lessor  crtmlaals,''  was  form- 
erly  a  part  of  St.  Anthoay%  hall,  oa  Pcoee^ 
holinegiasB »  but  la  the  yeer  1814,  a  struc 
turenascoBopletedonToftipceen,  uadecflie 
directioBof  Mr.  Peter  Atkineon,  arohlfeet, 
and  dty  steward,  which  may  rank  amongst 
the  best  constructed  prisons  in  the  kingdom. 
The  expenee  attendant  iqioa  the  erection  of 
thispfflsoB,  like  that  for  thabttUdhig  of  the 
dty  gaol,  was  deftayed  by  a  Joint  asMssmcnt 
onthedtyandontheAlnsty,  for  the  use  of 
both  of  wMch  it  is  intended,  the  former 
contribatiiv  three^fthe,  and  the  btler  two. 
fifths.  The  goveraor  is  Mr.  John  King  i 
the  Rev.  Wok  Flower,  sc».  Is  tlia  Chaplafai, 
and  performs  service  ooee  avery  allRaato 
Saaday,  and  reads  ptaysn  every  Tuesday 
evenfaig.  This  establishment,  whiehadmito 
of  theebsiifieation  of  prisoners,  may  serva 
as  a  moddto,those  whomay  beea^igediB 
the  ereedoki  or  meaagsmeat  of  prieoaa.

The  Mayor  of  York,  by  ancient  pre- 
aeripcton,  assumes  the  title  of  Lord,  which 
peeaBar  honour,  as  we  h^ye  already  seen,  was 
conferred  on  this  Chief  Magistrate,  by  Rich- 
aid  IL  In  1389.     The  same  sovereign,  in 
1889,  preaented  Robert  Scroope,  the  then 
Lord  Mayor,  with  a  large  gilt  mace,  to  be 
borne  before  him,  and  a  cup  d  mainteuanee 
to  the  sword'bearer.    The  Lord  Mayor  is 
the  King's  Lieutenant  iu  his  absence  i   he. 
takes  tiw  diair  in  the  presence  of  the  Judge' 
of  Asaiae,  who  site  on  his  right  hand;  at  the 
finaslruis  he  la  supreme;  and  no  act  mr  law 
Jiov  AegoTcrmnait  of  the  city  can  be  valid 
without  his  presence.    This  officer  Is  annu- 
ally diosen  on  the  15th  of  January,  and  on 
the  9d  of  February,  the  Lord  May«r  dect, 
•a  he  is  called  during  the  interval,  enters 
upon  his  office.    If  the  Lord  Mayor  be  mar- 
ried, his  wife  Is  dignified  with  the  title  of 
Lady  Mayoress,  and  in  addressing  her,  the 
term  "  My  Lady,"  is  appUed.    In  Drake^s 
ttane*  though  the  husbaud  parted  with  both 
honour  and  title  at  the  time  he  was  divested 
of  offioe,  yet  by  the  courtesy  of  York,  in 
fkvour  of^the  feir  sex,  lier  ladyship  still  en- 
joyed her  title,  liy  no  other  rightperhaps,  but 
that  of  an  old  rhyming  proverb,  wliidi  says— 

**  He  Is  a  Lord  for  a  year  and  a  day, 

**  But  she  is  a  Lady  for  ever  and  for  ay/' 

This  courtesy  towards  the  Lady  Mayoress 
has,  howexer,  now  ceased,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion of  her  husband's  year  of  office,  the  term 
Mff  Lady  is  dropped,  unless  she  was  pre- 
viously entitled  to  it  by  marriage,  or  iu  her 
own  right. 

The  residence  of  the  Lord  Mayor  is  the 
Maxuion  House,  a  stately  edifice,  built  in 
the  year  1726,  and  whieh  stands  at  the  north 
end  of  Coney  Street,  near  Lendal.  and  occu- 
pies the  site  of  the  ancient  chapel  of  the  Guild 
of  St.  Christopher.  The  revenue  of  the 
Lord  Mayor  was  formerly  derived  chiefly 
from  the  toll  of  com  ooraiog  to  the  market, 
but  that  toll  in  1784,  was  Uberally  relinquish- 
ed by  the  corporadou,  and  this  mausioo  is 
.  the  scene  of  his  hospitalities.  The  state- 
room, where  the  chief  magistrata  gives  his 
entertainments,  is  49  feet  6  inches  in  length, 
and  27  feet  9  iuehes  in  breadth,  and  is  lighted 


in  (ton  t  by  a  double  tier  of  windows.  There 
are  here  eight  valuable  portraiu  in  excellent 
preservation :  of  his  present  Majesty,  present- 
ed by  him  to  the  Corporation ;  King  William 
IIL;  George  IL;  the  late  Marquis  of  Rock- 
iugharo;  Sir  John  Lister  Knye,  M.P.  and 
Lord  Mayor,  in  1737 ;  Loid  Bingley,  M.  P. 
and  Lord  Mayor  in  1757,  (when  George  Lane 
Fox,  Esq.) ;  Sir  Wm.  M.  Milner,  M.P.  and 
Lord  Mayor  in  1797  and  1798;  Lord  Uundas, 
Lord  Mayor  in  1811,  (when  the  Hon.  Law- 
rence Dundas,  M.P.)  and  in  1821,  when  Lord 
Dundas,  and  the  only  English  Peer  ever  Lord 
Mayor  of  \ork.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that 
York  had  the  honour  to  set  the  iurncration 
of  London  the  example  of  erecting  a  Man- 
sion-House  for  their  Lord  Mayor 

The  Guild  Hall  is  situated  beliind  the 
Mansion-House,  and  was  built  in  tlic  year 
M46.  In  this  fine  Gothic  Hall,  which  is 
ninety-six  feet  long,  by  forty- three  feet  wide, 
the  Assizes  for  the  city  are  held,  and  it  Is 
th«i  formed  into  two  courts,  the  Crown 
Court  at  the  end  of  the  Hall,  and  the  Nisi 
Prius  Court  near  the  entrance.  The  elco- 
tkMis  for  members  of  parliament  are  also 
held  here,  and  it  may  be  proper  In  this  place 
to  meniion,  that  the  city  of  York  is  at  pre- 
sent represented  In  parliament  by  Mamw- 
duke  Wyvilland  Robert  Chaloner,  Esqw. 
wlio,  \Xiffi  the  corporation  of  the  city  they 
represent,  arc  both  of  tlie  whig  p^rty. '  Thue 
times  a  week,  namely,  on  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  the  Lord  Mayor  and  at  least 
one  alderman  sit  at  the  Guild  Hall,  for  the 
administration  of  justice;  and  the  business  of 
the  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  city  is  also  tran- 
sacted in  this  place.  At  the  end  of  this  hall 
are  several  rooms  for  the  grand  and  petit  ju- 
ries, one  of  whieh  is  called  the  Inner  Room, 
ill  which  the  County  Court,  for  tlie  recovery 
of  debts  in  the  County,  not  exceeding  Fi\c 
Pounds,  consoUdated  with  the  Sheriffij  Turn 
Court,  and  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  is 
heki  weekly,  usually  on  the  Tuesday. 

The  Council  Chambers  is  a  building  of 
modem  erection  a^jeining  the  Guild  Hall. 
When  the  old  Council  Chambers  of  the  city 
upon  Ouse-Bridge,  were  taken  down  in  18H>, 
these  chambers  wercbuilt  adjoining  the  I nnrr 
Roont,nsidllieLouerJl(mjef  namely, thet'o 
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man  Council,  bold  their  ddiberations  In  one 
of  them,  while  the  Upper  H(mse»  consisting  of 
the  Lord  Mayor,  Recorder,  City  Council.  Al- 
dermen, Sherilft,  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Twenty-Four  a««robte,to  theUpperChamber. 

Amongst  itt  other  public  instituUoos 
York  e^)oys  the  advantage  of  an  excellent 
Subscription  Ubrary,  containing  about  ten 
thousand  volumes  In  the  various  branches  of 
faience  and  literature.  This  Institutiou 
was  commenced  in  the  year  1794,  but  it  was 
not  till  the  year  1811,  that  the  present 
Library  Room,  which  is  very  eligibly  situ- 
ated in  St  Helen's  Square,  wssbuUi.  The 
number  of  members  at  present  amounts  to 
four  hundred  and  seventy-seven;  the  mode 
of  admission  I*  by  ballot,  and  the  terms  are 
ten  guineas  entrance,  and  an  annual  sub- 
scription of  twentysix  shillings,  paid  in 
advance.  Mr.  Joseph  Shepherd  is  the  Li- 
brarian. There  are  In  York  some  other 
Libraries,  Subwriplion  and  Circulating,  the 
principal  of  which  Is,  the  Select  Subscription 
Library,  in  Lady  reckotfs  yard.  Pavement 

On  the  ground  floor,  under  the  York 
Subscription  Library,  in  St  Helen's  Square, 
there  b  a  Subscription  Nevvs  Room,  hand- 
somely fitted  up,  and  furnished  with  the 
London  and  country  newspapers.  Subscri- 
ber* are  admitted  by  ballot,  and  the  mem- 
bets  of  the  room  have  each  the  pri\  ilcge  of 
introducing  a  friend,  not  resident  in  York, 
for  one  month,  on  registering  his  name  in  a 
bonk  kept  for  thatpurpows.  The  annual  sub- 
seription  is  one  guinea,  and  the  admissiou 
fee  ten  shillings  and  sixpence.  There  are 
aso  two  other  Subscription  News  Rooms,  one 
at  the  York  Tavern,  and  the  other,  called  the 
York  Club  Room,  at  Etridge's  HoteL 

The  Cavalry  Barracks,  erected  In 
1796,  are  situated  at  a  distance  of  about  a 
mile  S.  W.  of  the  city,  on  the  Fulford 
road.  The  cost  of  these  erections,  witli  the 
twelve  acres  of  ground  appro|iriatcd  to  the 
purpose,  has  been  little  short  of  SO.OOW. 
and  the  accommodation  they  afford  is  for 
three  field  ofBcers,  five  captains,  nine  sub- 
altem»,  four  quartcr-maaters,  two  hundred 
and  forty  non-commissioned  officers  and 
lirivatcs,  and  266  horses.  The  parade  ground 
is  very  extensive,  and  in  front  of  the  range 
appropriated  to  the  officers  is  a  large  grass 
plot,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  nume- 
rous and  fashionable  company  who  fi:e- 
quently  attend  to  hear  the  fine  martial 
band  which  plays  upon  the  parade.  Mr. 
Anthony  Lcfroy  is  the  barrack  master. 

York  has  produced  several  cluiracters 
eminent  in  history,  and  a  still  larger  num- 
ber ( trinent  in  the  ages  in  which  they  lived. 
*  mongst  iltc  former  of  these  may  be  men- 
oed   CuxsTAXTiNK    TH«    CiiirAT,    tlie 


first  Christian  Kmperor;  Fjuaccv*  Alba* 
w ra,  the  pupil  of  Bede  and  the  mnitor  of 
Charlemagne;  and  WAtTUxor,  Em-I  of 
Northumberland,  and  sou  of  the  gallant 
Siward.  Amongst  the  latter  we  find  the 
naratt  of  Robkrt  Fu>wsr,  the  hermit  of 
Knaresborough,  usually  called  St  Robert* 
bom  in  1190;  John  tx  Romainb,  the 
thirty-eighth  archbishop  of  York,  and  the 
natural  s<hi  of  John  Romaine,  a  priest  and 
treasurer  of  the  cathedral  ;  John  Walddv, 
and  RoBBBT  his  brother,  two  eminent 
scholars,  who  flourished  about  the  middle  of 
the  fourteenth  ceatvry,  the  former  of  whom 
was  the  forty-seventh  archbisbop  of  this 
provinces  John  Erouom,  a  friar  Eremite  s 
and  John  Batb,  a  fHar  Carmelite;  both 
profound  expoalton  of  the  holy  scriptures, 
and  authon  of  celebrity  in  the  fifteenth  cen- 
tury; Vai.bntinb  Frsbs  and  his  wipk, 
raulcred  mwnorable  by  ha>iiig,  accordlnfr 
to  Fox,  died  Tor  religion  at  tlie  stake  in 
the  year  1631,  and  at  whom  Fuller  aay*, 
that  they  were,  aooording  to  hie  recollec- 
tion, the  only  man  and  his  wife  ever  thus 
married  together  in  martyrdom ;  Enu-ARD 
Frrks,  the  brother  of  Valentine,  bo^i  also 
at  York,  who,  for  having  ktrftieal'y  imlnt- 
ed  some  passages  of  scripture  on  the  bordera 
of  several  pieces  of  ck>th,  was  committed 
to  prison  by  John  Stoaksley,  Lord  Uisboit  of 
London,  and  there,  according  to  Fox,  was 
fed  with  manchci  made  of  sawdust,  and 
kept  in  prison  liU  the  flesh  of  his  wrista 
grew  over  his  irons,  hb  reason  having  in 
the  mean  time  so  far  forsaken  him  that 
when  brou^t  for  examination  before  his 
persecutor,  fte  said,  **  My  Lord  Is  a  good 
maal"  OBottoR  Tankebpibld,  another 
martyr,  waa  bom  in  York  t  Sir  Thomaa 
Widdrington  says  he  was  a  cook  in  London, 
and  was,    by   Bishop  Bonner*   antichrist's 

great  cook,  roasted  and  burnt  to  death 

Thomah  Morton,  tlie  son  of  a  mercer 
in  York,  bora  in  the  Pavement,  in  the 
year  1564,  roee  by  his  merit  successivrly 
to  the  bishopricka  «f  Cheater,  Lichfield, 
and  Coven^,  and  lastly  to  Durham: 
when  he  was  a  parish  priest,  and  rector  • 
of  Marston,  the  plague  raged  in  York  with 
so  much  fury  tliat  a  number  of  infected 
persons  were  sent  out  of  the  city  to  Hob- 
Moor,  where  tenia  were  erected  for  their 
accommodation,  on  which  occasion  thif 
intrepid  disciple  of  his  divine  master  vi- 
sited them  daily,  and  administered  alike 
to  their  spiritual  wants  and  to  their  tem- 
poral necessities.*  Hbnrv  Swinburnb, 
*  The  writer  of  this  prelate's  life  savs, 
that  he  was  school  fellow,  at  York,  with 
Guif  FaHx,  the  famous  punish  incendiary, 
I  who  is  said  to  have  been  bom  at  Blsbop- 
I  thorp,  and  educated  in  this  city. 
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BD  cmioeiit  tlocior  of  civil  Uw,  was  bom  at 
Yort  about  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth 
oenCury,  and  educated  at  the  Free  Grammar 
Sehool  in  this  city.  As  his  coutemporary 
and  eonntryman.  Gilpin,  was  called  the 
apostle  qf  the  north,  so  Swinburne  was 
styled  thf  northern  advocate — tlie  one  being 
Amoua  fSor  hb  learning  in  divinity,  and  the 
other  in  the  civil  law.  Sir  Thomas  IIsr- 
BBKT,  aoQ  oi  Mr.  Thomas  Herbert,  mer- 
chant and  alderman  of  York,  was  bom  tn 
this  city  in  1606,  and  educated  here  tiU  he 
*M  admitted  a  commoner  of  Jesus  Colle^ 
Oxlbrd,  in  1031.  Having  completed  hb 
itttdies,  he  travelled  for  some  years  through 
AfHca  and  A;8ia,.  under  the  pAtronage  of 
WilUam  Earl  of  Pembroke,  hb  kinsman.-- 
On  hb  return  home  he  waited  on  the  Earl, 
ttd  was  invited  to  dine  with  hfan  the  next 
day,  but  the  Earl  dying  suddenly  that  very 
night  hb  hopes  of  preferment  fhim  that 
^oater  were  blasted,  and  he  again  left 
K^^and  to  visit  various  parta  of  Europe. — 
I^pon  finishing  hb  traveb  he  settled  to  hb 
native  country,  and  in  the  time  of  the 
c^  wan  adhered  to  the  cause  of  the  Par- 
Unooit.  By  the  persuasion  of  PhiUp  Eari 
of  Pembroke,  he  became  one  of  the  com- 
mivaoners  to  treat  with  the  Khig**  officers 
for  0»e  surrender  of  Oxford  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary army.  Subsequently  he  was  put 
^nnn  the  King  as  one  of  hb  menial  servants, 
along  with  others,  in  the  place  of  several  of 
hb  own  servants}  while  In  thb  situation  he 
*>*came  a  convert  to  the  royal  cause,  and 
conthiued  with  hb  MiOesty  till  he  was 
Ixought  to  Ae  block.  Charl«  II.  imrae^ 
lately  upon  the  restoration,  rewarded  hb 
ttthful  servtoe  to  hb  fsthcr  In  the  two  last 
T^ars  of  hb  life  by  creating  him  a  baronet 
in  I66(r,  which  honour  he  et^oyed  for  up- 
wards of  twenty  years,  and  died  at  hb  house 
to  York  on  the  first  of  March,  1681. — 
CuaisTopBKB  Cartwrioht,  a  profound 
■•holar,  stUed  Fir  erudltittimw,  was  bom 
■*  Vork,  and  b  known  to  the  learned  world 
for  hb  Annotations  on  Genesb  and  Exodus- 
Joan  Earls  was  bom  at  York  in  1601. 
•nd  admitted  of  Merton  College,  Oxford,  in 
IWO.  Hb  younger  yean,  says  Antony 
^ood,  hb  biographer,  were  adorned  with 
«»tory,   poetry,   and   witty   fancies,   and 


hb  elder  wMi  quaint  preaching  and  subtle 
disputes.  He  rose  successively  from  the 
Desoiery  of  Westminster  to  the  Bbhoprick 
of  Worcester,  and  ulUmatdy  to  that  of 
London ;  and  dying  at  Oxford,  in  1665,  was 
buried  near  the  high  altar  in  Merton  CoMcgc 
Church,  in  that  dty.  Marmadukk  Fo< 
THKRoiLL,  bom  In  1662,  in  the  house 
called  Percy's  Inn,  In  the  parish  of  St. 
Dyon's,  Walrogate,  was  a  divine  of  great 
learning  and  piety,  and  in  ecclesiastical 
antiquity  stood  almost  unrivalled.  By  hb 
last  will  he  left  a  fine  coUectioo  of  books  as 
a  libnu7  to  the  parish  of  Shipwith,  of 
which  he  had  been  minister,  on  condition 
that  the  parishionen  should  build  a  proper 
room  for  them  at  their  own  cost ;  but  thb 
charge  they  parsimoniously  revised  to  incur, 
and  the  library  was,  by  his  widow,  presented 
to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York,  to  swell 
the  Minster  collection.  Fkancib  Drakk^ 
the  venerable  and  learned  historian  of  York, 
was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Prancb  Drake, 
redtNT  of  Hemsworth  and  vicar  of  Poute- 
fnct.  Though  not  boro  In  this  dty,  he 
settled  here  In  early  life,  and  practised  as  a 
surgeon  widi  considerable  rcputation.-<~ 
Having  married  Mary,  the  youngest  daugh- 
ter of  John  Woodycare,  Esq.  of  Crook-hill, 
he  devoted  himself  principally  to  his  literary 
punults,  and  in  the  year  1736  published  hb 
Elforacum,  a  work  which  will  serve  to  con- 
fer immortality  on  the  history  and  antiqui- 
ties of  that  dty,  and  which  will,  in  ib  turn, 
hand  down  hb  uaroe  to  the  btest  posterity. 

In  thb  brief  but  Csithful  hbtory  of 
andent  and  modem  Yofk,  the  ooutrast  be- 
tween the  imperial  dty — the  residence  of 
Emjieron  and  of  Kings,  and  the  decayed 
capital  of  a  northcm  county,  forces  itself 
strongly  upon  the  mind,  and  serves  to  ex- 
hibit the  vidssitudes  to  which  the  afikire  of 
places,  as  well  as  of  persons,  are  subject. — 
But  York — though  shorn  of  some  of  its 
brightest  beams — though  three  times  rased 
to  the  ground  by  invaders,*  in  remote  periods 
— and  though  deprived  of  its  commerce  by 
Hull,  and  of  its  manufactures  by  Leeds,  iu 
more  modem  times,  b  still  an  interesting 
and  vonerable  city ;  of  which  it  may  be  said, 
in  the  lines  of  Sir  Thoouu  WiUdrington  :-^

Ths  Ainsty  or  Codnt?  op  the 
Cirr  OF  Vo&K,  is  «  district  to  th»  West  at 
Vork,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  ths  Lord 
Mayor  sod  Uagistrttes  of  that  city,  to  which 
it  was  annexed  in  the  twenty-seventh  of 
Henry  VI.  Prior  to  this  time  it  was  a  wapen* 
Uke  or  hundred  of  the  West  Riding.  The 
AiHstp  at  Aneftjf  iM  supposed  by  Drake  to 
have  been  derived  fttna  the  frid  northern  word 
aneilt  signifying  a  bandred  contiguous, 
4>ppoBlte,  or  near  to  the  city.  Tlie  whole 
district  or  w^ioitake  was  anciently  a  forest, 
but  it  ints  dis-forcsted  by  the  charters  of 
Riduu:d  L  and  John.  The  circuit  of  the 
Ainsty  Is  computed  at  thlrty*two  miles,

In  Drakes  time  the  City  and  Ahiaty  of 
York  were  aecbuhtcd  equal  to  one-cfghth 
part  of  the  West  Riding,  and  dne-twentietA 
of  the  whole  coonty.  The  extraordinary 
increase  of  population  and  wealth  in  the 
West  Riding  witliin  the  last  hundred  years 
has,  howevex,  destroyed  these  proiiortintis, 
and  it  appears,  from  the  census  ot  1821, 
that  the  City  and  Ainsty  of  York  do  nut 
now,  in  point  of  pupulatiou,  escecd  oo^ 
twenty-fifth  part  of  the  West  Riding,  and 
one  thirty-fifth  part  of  the  whole  county.---* 
In  all  aseeasmcnts  by  act  of  parliament  the 
City  of  York  Is  taxed  at  three-fiftht,  and 
the  Ainsty  at  two-fifths.  Till  the  year  1735. 
a  doubt  existed  whetha  the  f^edK^ers  of 
the  Ainsty  had  a  right  of  mffkage  at  the 
election  for  members  of  porliaineni.  for  this 
county,  (on  the  ground  Uiat  it  farmed  part 
and  parcel  of  a  separate  county)  and  though 
their  votn  were  received  by  the  SherilT, 
they  were  always  taken  wHh  a  query  prefixed 
to  their  names;  but  after  the  contest  between 
Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  Bart  and  Sir  RowUnd 
Winn,  Avt.  the  mattor  was  brought  to  JsMie 
before  the  tlo«ae  of  Commens,  when  the 
House,  antherDChof  March.  1735,  decided.

Sjfningikttaile,  (extra  parochfal) 
4  miles  E.  of  Wetherty.  Formerly  there 
was  a  priory  at  this  place,  founded  by  Ber- 
tram Haget,  about  the  year  1160,  for  mros 
of  the  Cisterdan  order.  Catharine  Foster, 
the  fourteenth  and  last  prioress,  surrendered 
the  convent  in  1534,  at  which  time  the  annuel 
revenue  amounted  to  £6S.  6«.  Thesdtewas 
granted  in  the  year  1539,  to  Sir  Thos.  Tem- 
pest, Knight.  The  century  before  the  dissolu- 
tion of  (his  priory  Geotttj,  Archbishop  of 
York,  took  the  nuns  under  his  protection, 
and  denounced  s(  malediction  against  those 
who  should  dare  to  wrong  them,  and  a 
blesshig  on  their  benefactors.  ' 

Thorp  Arch  and  Bostojh,  (p.) 
3  miles  SE.  of  Wetherby.  Though  situated 
In  diffbrent  divisions  of  the  comity,  these 
two  places  are  so  closely  connected  as  to  form 
only  one  village.  The  river  Wharf  runs  with 
a  rapid  stream  through  this  delightful  place, 
and  the  cascade  seen  through  the  arches  of 
the  bridge,  with  the  diurch  and  bouses  em- 
buaomed  in  wood,  on  the  baulu  of  the  river, 
aflbfd  a  rich  and  varied  landscape  that  can 
scarcely  be  excelled.  In  the  year  1 744  John 
Shires,  an  inhabitant  of  the  village,  while 
cutting  bruriiwood  on  the  banks  of  the  river, 
accidentally  discovered  at  this  place  a  mine- 
ral spring,  which,  by  its  medicinal  qualities, 
has  tended  to  bring  Thorp.Arch  into  eon. 
siderable  repute.  Thia  water,  when  taken 
fresh  fVom  the  pump,  has  a  limpid,  spark- 
ling appearance,  saline  taste,  and  a  slight 
sulphureous  smell.  It  is  possessed  of  purga- 
tive and  diuretic  virtues,  and  contains  a 
small  quantity  of  inflammable  air,  generated 
from  iron*  The  late  Da.  WAtxsa,  of 
Leeds,  an  emhient  physician,,  from  wliom 
we  quote,  submitted  this  water  to  a  variety 
of  experiments,  in  the  year  1784,  Uie  re- 
sult of  which  show  Uiat  it  contains  inflam- 
mable air,  fixed  air,  and  muriatic  sail,  in 
the  proportion  of  one  ounce  to  a  galkm ; 
calcareous  earth  and  selenitical  earth,  sixteen 
grains  together  in  a  gallon:  and  a  small 
quantity  of  iron  suspended  by  fl^ed  air.  As

bishop of  ^oilc,  ftom  Paulfoos,  to  704,  who 
<ttdai]ied  to  the  dioir  of  the  ehuith  a  mo> 
nastery  of  Made  moolts,  in^e  nave  a  coDege 
of  seven  aeeiUar  eaaona,  with  dx  cleriu,  and 
to  the  chapel  of  St  Martin  adjoining  to  the 
churth,  a  loeiety  of  reiigfc>ui  viigini,  or 
nuns.  About  a  ocntury  and  a  half  after- 
wardathis  ttrncture  was  again  destroyed  by 
the  Danes,  who  murdered  a  numherof  the 
monks,  the  <*anons. and  the  nuns;  butAthel' 
Stan,  king  of  Enghnd,  raifled  another  church 
ton  the  larae  spot,  and  endowed  It  with  oer- 
tato  glAi  and  privileges.*  In  the  mean  time 
» town  grew  up  around  the  chiirdi,  which 
obtained  the  name  of  Beverlao,  the  place  or 
lake  of  beavers,  with  which  animals  the 
neighbouring  river  Hull  abounded^  AmoogsC 
the  immunities  was  the  privilege  of  Mnctu- 
iary,  the  limits  of  whkh  were  maiked  here, 
ak  at  H^jkm,  by  fbar  crosKs,  each  of  them 
ereoted  at  a  distance  of  a  mile  fhxn  the 
diutch.  WiUiam,  the  conqueror,  whose 
atmy^Sfliembled  ieven  miles  from  Beverley, 
from  his  veneration  for  St  John  of  Beverley, 
^e  oMers  that  none  of  his  eokliers  should 
commit  any '  siiollation  Upon  fhat  sanctuary. 
Aocotding  to  Stubbs,  the  prelate,  whoM 
name  has-  been  through  eleven  cenfuries  so 

*  Rsgist  maf.  Bereilac 
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dotety  inttnroTca  with  thebislory  of  Be- 
vcriey,  was  bom  In  that  plac*,  In  the  year 
640,  about  the  time  of  the  leooiid  Idtrodue- 
tion  of  Christianity  into  the  North  of  En^ 
land,  by  St.  Austhi  and  the  Roman  miMioo- 
•rica.  He  was  descended  of  a  good  fiunily. 
And  after  a  oouxae  ot  religious  education, 
under  St  Hilda,  the  famous  abbe«  of 
Whithjr,  and  under  Theodoce,  thefthaieh- 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  he  beoame  himself, 
intheyear687,  the  5th  archbishop  of  York, 
under  the  popular  name  of  St.  John  of 
Bereiiey.  His  Cune  for  sanctity  was  so 
great,  ttet  the  vcoeiable  Bede  declares  qf 
hU  own  knowMfe,  that  the  holy  man  p«rw 
Ibrroed  many  miracles.  At  loigth,  grown 
aged  and  iniinn,  he  resigned  his  Ushoprick 
to  Wilfrid  II.  in  718.  and  retired  to  Bererley. 
where  baring  UTcd  three  yean  in  sedusion, 
he  died  oo  the  7th  of  Mey,  7SI*  end  was 
buried  in  the  church  pordi  bdonging  to  tiiat 
college  which  he  had  AMwded. 

In  1188,  tMs  chnrch  was  ^aia  deetrayed 
by  fire,  and  upon  opening  a  grare,  on  the 
13th  September,  1664,  a  Tault  was  ftxmd, 
in  whidi  there  was  a  leaden  plate,  bearing  a 
Latin  inscriptkm,  which  may  be  thus  ren- 
dered:— 

-f*  "  In  the  year  of  the  incarnation  of  our 
Lord,  1188,  this  church  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  In  the  night  followmg  the  feast 
of  St  Matthew,  the  apostle:  fai  the 
year  1197,  on  the  6th  of  the  Ides  of 
March,  an  taMiuisitioQ  was  made  for 
the  relics  of  the  blessed  John,  and  the 
'(      ^ones  were  found  in  the  Eastera  part 
of  the  sepukhr^  and  here  reposited  t 
and  dust  mixed  with  mortar  was  in 
thesame  place  fi>und,  and  re-imened." 
Subsequently,  namely  in  the  year  1786, 
these  relics  were  again  taken  up,  and  depo- 
sited in  an  arched  vault  prepared  for  their 
reception.    The  pious  seal  whidi  shone  so 
conspicuously  in  the  18th  century,  soon  re- 
instated the  Minster  in  all  its  fSmrmer  gran- 
deur, and  archbishop  Kinsius  built  the  great 
steeple.    In  the  year  1481,  Henry  V.  after 
the  coronation  of  Catharine  of  France,  at 
WestminstSTi  made  a  pilgrimage  to  Bever- 
ley, because,  as  the  Historians  of  those 
times  say,  a  stroi^  report  prevailed,   that 
the  tomb  of  St  John  of  Beverley,   sweat 
blood  all  the  day  that  the  famous  battle  of 
Aginoourt  was  fought,  and  it  was  imputed 
tp  the  merits  of  that  saint  that  this  great 
victory  was  won. 

The  disM>lution  of  the  Collegiate  church 
of  St  John,  took  place  on  the  20th  of 
March.  1M4,  in  the 37th year  of  therein 
of  Henry  VIII.  The  silent  and  almost  im- 
perceptible diUpidations  of  time^  had  tai 
five  esntuiles  brought  the  Minster  at  Sever- ' 


ley,  into  a  stale  of  ruinoua  deoay,  and  in 
the  year  l7lO,  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
was  raised  by  a  general  brief,  and  bytaidlvl- 
dual  donatidis,  with  which  sum  it  was  fe- 
edifled  and  adorned;  tfie  choir  was  paved 
with  marble  of  various  otriours;  a  magni- 
ficent arch,  curiously  o^^ved  was  raised 
over  the  altar,  under  which  was  placed  a 
table  of  fine  white  marble ;  the  large  East 
window  was  decorated  with  rich  painted 
glass,  collected  from  the  other  windows, 
amongst  which  are  the  twelve  apostles. 
Since  that  time,  the  screen  between  the 
dioir  and  the  nave  has  been  rebuilt  of  Roadi 
abbey  stone,  curiously  carved  in  Gothic 
work;  die  floor  of  the  body  of  the  churdi  la 
paved  with  stone  fhnn  the  same  quarry,  and 
the  galleries  have  been  re-built,  and  beauti- 
fillly  finidied  after  ^  Doric  order,  rcecm- 
bling  those  of  St  Albans,  at  Rone.  From 
some  cause  not  explained,  the  North  gable 
end  of  the  Minster  had  rimmk,  and  hung 
over  the  foundation  48  inches ;  to  remedy 
this  dangerous  deformity,  Mr.  Thornton,  a 
carpenter,  of  York,  aided  by  Mr.  Rush- 
worth,  a  stone  mason,  formed  a  machine  by 
which  this  part  of  the  building,  was.  in 
17S9,  actually  screwed  up  into  its  proper 
place,  and  restored  again  to  the  perpoidictt- 
larlinel 

The  deigy  of  the  Minster  at  present 
conrist  of  a  curate,  and  two  assistants,  the 
patronage  being  in  the  Mayor,  Aldermen, 
and  caj^tal  burgesses.  The  certified  value 
of  the  living  is  stated  in  Bacon's  Uber  Re^ 
at  £31.  6s.  8d.  The  curate  is  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Coltraan,  alid  the  Rev.  James  Eyie^ 
and  the  Rev.  William  HUdyard,  are  the 
assistant  curates.  At  the  South  East  tran- 
sept stands  the  fteed-sCooI  menttoned  by 
Camden,  made  out  of  one  entire  stone,  and 
said  to  have  been  removed  from  SootJand. 
On  which  is  inscribed 

Hcee  sfde$  La^ea,  DicU*tr,  i.  e.  Pad* 
Cathedrot  ad  quam  Rm*  Fngiendo  Peruen'

In  English  thus : — **  Thu  stone  diair 
is  called  Freed  Stool,  i.  e.  TA^  Chair  ^ 
Peaer,  to  which  what  criminal  soever  flics, 
hath  full  protection.'* 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  body  of  the 
church  hangs  an  ancient  tablet  with  the  |nc- 
ture  of  St  John  and  of  King  Athelstan,  and 
between  them  this  distidi, 
**  Als  Free  make  I  The 
*'  As  hert  may  thynke  or  Egh  may  see.** 
Hence  the  burgesses  of  Beverley  generally 
pay  no  toll  or  custom  in  any  port  or  town  of 
Enghmd,  and  before  they  travel,  they  caiy 
if  they  dioose.  receive  at  the  Mayor's  office 
a  certificate,   setting  forth,   "  That  King 
Athdsttt,  of  finnaus  liunMiy.^did  grant  and 
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alio,  king  Henry  L  did  grant  and  confirm  to 
the  men  of  the  town  of  Bereriey  an  ex- 
emption from  all  manner  of  fanpoiti,  tolltj 
tallage,  stallage,  tunnage.  laitage,  paekage, 
whatlSige,  and  of  and  from  all  and  every  the 
like  exactiont,  pairmenti  and  duties,  thrmigh- 
out,  and  in  all  placet  WhatBoerer,  by  khd  or 
•en,  within  all  the  dominions  of  England 
and  Wales  t  which  said  grants  have  been 
aonflrmcd  by  all,  or  most  of  the  succeeding 
kings  and  queens  of  England.  And  these 
vn  abo  to  certify,  that  the  bearer,  (men- 
tkmlBg  his  name  and  trade)  is  a  burgeasof 
the  said  town  of  Beverley,  and  is  thereby 
diacliakged  of  and  from  all  and  every  the 
lik«  exactions,  payments,  and  duties."  Si- 
aailar  privileges  extend  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  liberty  of  St.  John  of  Beverky,  who 
say  abo,  by  appUestion  to  the  deputy  stcw- 
aid  of  the  court,  obtain  a  certificate  of  ex- 
emption. This  privilege,  though  of  ge- 
Bflial,  Is  Mt  of  univenaa  application  i  for  it 
appears*  that  in  the  year  1803,  an  act  of 
parliament  was  obtained  in  favour  of  the 
HuU  and  DriflleM  navigation,  for  making 
ansae  alteration  in  the  bridge,  called  Hull 
bridge,  by  which  act  vessels  bejonging  to 
Ilia  Mnjpesses  of  Beverley  have  shioe  been 
aa1^}eeted  to  a  toll,  or  tonnage.  This,  how. 
b  the  only  toll  which  can  be  legally 
i  from  them,  when  they  arc  supplied 
with  the  reguisite  certificate.  The  right  of 
nptkm  from  lolk  has  been  granted,  or 
by  durter  and  letters  patent  to 
file  burgesses  of  Be\'erley,  by  no  fewer  than 
tweBty«one  sovereignst  commencing  with 
king  Athektan,  m  025,  and  endiqg  with 
Jamas  II.  hi  IG88.  Another  privilege  at- 
tadiing  to  the  free  InirgcsscB  of  Beverley, 
aod  a  much  more  important  one,  is  the 
si^tof  pasturage  on  the  fcrrtjleaod  exten- 
sive commons  beknging  to  that  borough:

aear  the  pillars  of  the  little  South  aisle,  but

Ungs  per  head  b  paid  i^  cattle  pasturefl 
during  the  summer  upon  Westwood,  tep 
shiUings  and  sixpence  per  head  upon  Swine- 
moor,  nine  sliilliiigk  upon  Figham,  and  twp 
diiOings  and  sixpence  per  head  upon  Hum, 
from  MayKlay  to  the  races  In  the  bc^iimij^ 
of  June :  and  three  shillings  and  sixpence 
tiie  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  Church  of  St.  lCary>  tbou|^ 
greatly  inftrior  to  the  Minster  as  abuildiag, 
b  a  veneraUe  parish  church,  of  whidi  the 
King  b  the  patn>n>  and  the  Rev.  Robe^ 
Rlgby  the  vicar.  In  the  King's  books  th^ 
living  b  valued  at  14/.  2s,  4id.  In  thb 
diurdi  there  are  several  mouumeotp,  bqt 
the  most  remarkable  of  them  b  one  datra 
1089,  which  records  the  late  of  two  Oupjah 
doelbts,  who  are  here  Interred^  and  ffvim 
epitaph  runs  thus  ^x-

The  places  of  worship  not  within  tb« 
pale  of  the  estaMLdimait  are : — the  Inde- 
pendent Chapel,  Lalrgate,  the  Rev.  Jamca 
Mather,  minister;  the  Metho^t  Chapel, 
Walkcrgate;  the  Friends'  Mectbig-House, 
Wood  lane;  and  the  Baptist  Chapd,  Wal- 
kergate,  the  Rcvk  John  Carlton,  minister. 

The  Hospitab  at  Beverley  consist  of 
Mas.  Anns  Routu'h  Hospital,  in  Keld< 
gate,  ftjT  ancient  poor  widows,  in  which 
there  arc  thirty-two  inftiatcs,  who  are  «ch 
allowed  five  shillings  per  week,  with  a  gown 
and  a  supply  of  cuali  yearly,  aridng  fmm 
the  rents  of  estates  iu  diflcrcut  parts  of  the 
county.  Mr.  Charlks  WAnroN'e  flos- 
piTAL,  in  Minster  moorgatc,  for  poor 
widows,  of  whom  fourteen  are  accommo- 
dated, and  have  each  allowed  four  shillinp 
a  week,  with  a  gown  each,  and  coab  yearly, 
from  an  estate  called  Kiliiograves,  between 
Beverley  and  Bishop  Burton;  the  Trustees 
of  which  charity  also  apprentice  a  number 
of  boys  annually,  with  a  premium  of  four 
pounds  each.  Sia  MicnABi.  WARTox'a 
Hospital,*  in  Hinster  moorgatc,  for  six 
poor  widows,  who  are  eadi  allowed  three 
shillings  weekly,  with  a  gown  and  coab  an- 
nually. Fox's  Hospital  in  Minster  moor- 
gate,  for  four  poor  widows,  who  have  each 
four  shillings  a  week,  a  quantity  pf  ooala 
yearly,  and  a  new  gown  every  two  years, 
from  a  small  estate  aud  money  in  the  fondle 
TsBCPxliTON's  Hospital,  Walkeigatc  foe 

*  This  gentleman  contributed  darins 
kis  life  time  £500.  towards  the  repairs  of 
thC'Minster,  and  bequeathed  £4000.  as  a 
perpetual  fiBvL  to  baautiiy  and  keep  it  •- 
order. 
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six  poor  penoat,  men  and 
women  t  the  f midi  arising  from  landed  pro- 
peity.  There  are  also  twenty-two  MaUons 
de  dUu  and  four  Bead  Houses,  which  afford 
aooommodatloa  to  as  many  poor  fiunihcs, 
with  some  small  allowanoe  to  each.  Exdu- 
sive  of  these  benevokot  institutions,  there 
Me  sereral  other  charities  under  the  direo> 
tion  of  trustees,  who  make  periodical  dis- 
tributioiM  to  the  poor.  Formerly  there  were 
In  this  place  a  preeeptory  of  Knights  Hospi- 
talers of  Saint  John  of  Jerusalem,  and  hospi- 
tals  dedicated  to  St.  Nieholas^  SC.  Giles,  and 
the  Trinity ;  and  an  hospital  without  tlie 
North  Bargatc,  with  a  house  of  black  and 
•Bother  of  grey  Mars. 

The  Fiee  Schools  of  Beverky  arethe 
Grammar  School,  the  National  School,  and 
Graves's  Sehool.  The  Grammar  School, 
whldi  is  of  ancient  date,  is  probably  coeval 
with  the  Collegiate  Sodety  of  Saint  John, 
for  Itdoes  not  appear  when  or  by  whom  it 
wasfounded.  Thepatronagc  of  this  school 
is  now  in  the  corporation.  The  old  school 
of  brick  stood  in  the  Minster  yard,  on  the 
sdteof  thedoteters  and  couvoitual  build- 
ings, but  in  the  year  181G  it  was  taken 
down  to  improve  the  church,  and  by  the 
liberality  of  the  oorporaUon  a  new  school 
was  built  in  a  commodious  and  handsome 
style,  in  Keldgate,  with  a  huge  and  con- 
venient ho^iso  attached,  for  the  convenience 
of  the  master.  The  school  is  open  to  sons 
of  burgesses  indefinitely,  on  the  payment  of 
two  pounds  per  annum  for  their  instruction 
in  the  clasrios,  and  two  guineas  for  writing 
and  irithmetic.  The  sons  of  noo-ftxeraen 
and  day  scholars  pay  six  guineas  forthe 
dassics  and  three  pounds  for  writing  and 
accompts.  The  present  master  is  the  Rev, 
J.  P.  Richards,  whose  stipend  is  a  hundred 
pounds  a  year,  bdng  ten  pounds  tmrn  Dr. 
Metcaif's  endowment,  twenty  pounds  as  an 
annual  gift  from  the  members  of  the  bp- 
rough,  and  seventy  pounds  as  an  annual 
donaUon  tram  the  corporation.  There  is  no 
diurdi  preferment  attadied  to  the  grammar 
school,  but  the  parishionen  of  St.  Mary's 
aometimes  ^ve  the  lectureship  of  their 
church  to  the  master.  This  sdiool  has  two 
fellowships,  six  sdiolarships,  and  three  exhi< 
bitions  to  St  John's  College,  Cambridge^— 
Among  the  eminent  men  who  have  been 
cdumted  here  may  be  mentioned  John  Al- 
cock,  D.  D.  Bishop  of  Ely«  John  Fisher, 
D.  D,  Bishop  of  Rodicster,  John  Green, 
B.  D.  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  Robert  Ingham, 
a  wor^y  divine,  and  Henry  Revel  Reynolds, 
an  omiiumt  physician.  There  is  a  select 
library  of  classical  books  attadicd  to  the 
school,  ooatainiug  Miver«l  Aldiae  editions.— 
'^•vvcs's  Free  School  is  situated  in   the 


square  a41aeeot  to  ToUgaveL  This  eatab* 
lishmcntlsof  modem  origin,  and  owca  Ita 
iustitutkm  10  the  munifloenceof  tha  Rev* 
James  Graves,  lata  cunte  of  the  Miaater, 
who  bequeathed  *  sum  of  money  amounfe- 
ingto  about  aOOOL  In  the pubUe Amda for 
theednealkNi  of  youth  in  Beverley.  For 
about  two  yean  •  temporary  sehool  roooft 
wasusedi  but  In  1814  the  trustees  pqrehnaeii 
the  old  play  house,  and  having  divided  it  by 
a  partition,  fitted  itnp  for  seboob  for  boys 
and  girls.  Here  one  hundred  boys  from 
the  town  and  oeighbourbood  receive  gratui- 
tous instnietion,  under  the  tuition  of  Mr* 
William  Watson,  ontheLaneasterianpkms- 
and  one  htmdred  girls  on  the  plan  of  Dr. 
BcU,  and  in  the  afternoon  tbm  girls  are 
Uught  needle  work  by  Mis.  Wataoa.  At 
the  National  Sehool,  whiah  is  situate  in 
Minster  moorgate,  about  1€0  boys  u» 
taugfatby  Mr.  O.  Blyth. 

The  town  of  Bevedey  it  airy,  wall 
built,  and  extensive.  The  market  plaoe,  in 
particular,  is  very  spacious,  ooeupying  four 
acres  of  land ;  it  Is  ornamented  I7  a  erosa 
supported  by  dght  oolumns,  eaeh  condsting 
of  a  single  stone,  and  was  erected  at  the 
expense  of  one  of  the  members  of  th» 
borough.  The  market,  which  Is  held  ua 
Saturday,  is  well  supplied,  and  the  busbies^ 
done  here  in  the  earn  trade  is  very  consider- 
able. The  canal,  called  Beverley  Beck,  cut 
in  the  year  17^,  fhun  this  town  to  the  river- 
HuU,  afibrds  great  fisdUties  to  trade,  by 
opening  a  oommunleation  with  tlie  Humber, 
and  coals  are  brought  In  large  quantities  to 
the  staiths,  for  the  supply  of  the  hnerior 
part  of  the  East-Riding.  Here  is  likewise 
a  trade  in  malt  and  leather,  and  several 
of  the  poorer  class  find  employment  In  the 
extensive  nurseries  of  Messrs.  George  and 
William  TindAll,  and  the  mhit 
of  Messrs.  Walker,  Parker,  and  HalL 

The  annual  fidrs  are  lieM  on  the 
Thursday  before  old  ValentineTs  day,  on  tha 
&thofJuly,on  the  Wednesday  beftore  the  S5th 
of  September,  and  on  the  6th  of  November. 
During  the  dWl  wars  this  place  was 
alternately  the  prey  of  the  King's  troops  and 
of  the  troops  of  Parliament  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  quarrd,  when  Charles  the 
First  attempted  to  make  himself  master  of 
Hull,  and  was  refused  admission  by  Sir 
John  Hotham,  the  governor  of  that  garri- 
son, he  had  his  quarters  at  Beverley,  but  the 
place  soon  fell  into  the  handsof  the  Parlia- 
mentary forces,  and  Sir  John,  when  he  fled 
from  Hull,  on  account  of  his  treason 
against  that  cause  whidi  he  had  originally 
BO  npuch  advauiecd,  was  taken  prisoner  in 
the  streets  of  Beverley,  and  afterwards  ex- 
ecuted on  Tower  Hill. 
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The  population  of  tldt  towo  hu, 
within  the  last  ten  yean,  Incresicdnevly  10 
per  cent  OTcr  the  popolation  of  1811.  In 
the  fonner  return  the  numbers  fvcre  G035 
tbey  nowaie^-.

TlMfOYcniMntof  the  Borough  b  in 
»  Mayor,  (who  is  always  eorooer  for  the 
timebehig)  twehre  AUennen,  and  thirteen 
capital  Burgesses,  under  a  charter  granted  by 
Queen  Eliabcth,  and  renewed  by  James  IL 
iu  the  year  of  the  rcTohition.  The  mayor 
nnd  capital  buigesses  are  elected  annually, 
on  the  Monday  next  before  the  29th  of  Sep- 
tember.* By  the  charter  of  this  corporadoo 
the  mayoris  chosen  out  of  the  aldennenby 
the  flreemeSf  and  the  capital  burgesws  are 
nomtnatei  by  the  new  mayor,  and  elected 
by  acclamation  (or  «*o«tof  <«,  as  it  is  called) 
by  the  fieemen.  Immediately  after  the  elec- 
tion of  the  mayor.  7he  power  is  vested  in 
the  King  to  remore  from  their  respective 
offices  the  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen,  capi- 
tal boigencK,  and  common  derk,  or  any  of 
them;  and  in  1069  this  power  was  exercised, 
Ibr  on  the  nth  of  Juqc,  in  that  year,  an 
order  was  sent  to  Beve^Jey,  by  the  King  in 
cooncil,  for  the  lamoTal  of  the  recorder, 
four  fjdennen,  and  three  burgesseiu  So 
long  ago  as  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Beverley 
returned  two  members  to  Parliameut,  but 
after  the  death  of  that  monarch,  this 
boi^ugh  ceased  to  make  returns  till  the  £(h

TUm  manor,  does  tfieiefbr^  in 
to  the  town,  and  is  lidd  by 
On  the  second  day 
of  IWaruacy,  in  every  year,  these  feofftee 
elect  one  of  their  number  aadiief  lord  of 
the  manoi;  in  wliose  name  the  courts  are 
called,  and  thelmsfaiess  of  the  town  txans- 
adad.  The  manor  in  all  its  dumgea  waa 
charged  with  an  annaal  fiee*ft«n  rant  of 
IML  17«.  5|<L  whidi  is  stiU  paid  to  the 
iiipHasiitoUiBs  of  ttie  late.  H.  T.  Jones, 
■sq.«    The  lordship  contains  upwards  of 


danglilen  and  oo-heiresses  of  the  late  Samuel 
Buck,  Esq.  Recorder  of  Leeds,  who  in- 
herited tiw  right  of  nominatian  ftom  his 
brother,  the  Rev.  Matthew  Buck. 

The  QuakcTB,  the  Baptists,  the  Inde- 
pendents, and  the  Weslcyan  Methodists, 
have  each  tfadr  respective  places  of  rdigious 
wntUp  here;  and  the  Ranter^  or  Priml- 
tive  Methodists,  are  by  thdr  seal  and  per- 
severance  swdUog  thdr  numbers. 

The  diaritable  instttutions  here  are 
ndChor  very  numerous,  nor  important; 
tfiere  is,  however,  in  addition  to  the  Na- 
tional Sdiool,  already  mentioned,  a  Free 
Onunmar  School,  founded  by  William 
Hustler,  in  die  year  1C37,  end  endowed 
with  4CNL  wlierein  twenty  boy^  the  sons  of 
paridiinners,  reedve  gratuitous  instmctiaDt 
WUBam  Bower,  in  his  life  time,  founded  a 
school  house,  and  at  liis  death  endowed  it 
with  90L  per  annum.  In  wtddi  school  IS 
poor  dilUbeo  are  now  taught  to  read  and 
knit;  and  WfUlam  COwton,  by  will,  dated 
April  10,  1990,  bequeathed  13L  per  annum 
to  Ae  minister  of  Bridlington,  fbr  a  sermon 
to  be  preached  every  Wednesday;  6«.  M. 
weekly,  to  be  distributed  tai  brsad  to  the 
poor  paridiiooers*  and  1«.  td  the  paria}i 
derk  fiv  mftking  the  distribution,  to  be 
paid  outof  the  rental  of  certain  tends  de- 
miaed  ftjr  the  purpose,  and  the  residue 
distributed  amongst  the  poOT  of  Bridlington, 
BridBngton  Quay,  and  Hunmanby,  for  evor, 
which  tands  at  preaent  let  for  about  17(V:  per 


The  Church,  at  nther  the  Chapel, 
dedicated  to  St  Mary,  stands  at  the  Bast 
end  of  the  town;  and  the  AnhUsiiop  of 
York  is  the  patron.  This  venerable 
GoCfaio  pile  taidioates  its  origin  to  be  of 
the  fburteenth  century.  Not  more  tli 
ooe-third  of  the  buikUng  Is  fltted.up  for 
re&gkMis  worriiip,  but  that  portion  of  it 
is  faknlatad  to  aooommodate  1000  per- 
sons.  The  livli^  is  a  perpetual  curacy,  of 
which  the  Rev.  O.  Smith,  is  the  incumbent, 
by  the  nomination  of  Sir  Frands  Lindley 
Wood,  Bart,  and  his  Lady,  and  Catharine 
Esther  Buck,  slaoe  married  to  the  Rev. 
•  AJetander   Cooke;  these  ladies  were  ttie

The  history  of  Bridlington  is  not  in  any 
material  degree  mixed  up  with  the  general 
history  of  thecountry,  but  in  the  time  of 
the  dvil  wars  between  Charles  I.  and  his 
parliament,  this  town  served  as  die  point 
of  deberkatloo  for  those  arms  and  military 
stores  which  the  Queen  purchased  in  Hol« 
I,  with  the  crown  jewels.  Her  Ma- 
jesty^ debarkation  took  place  on  the  90th 
of  February,  1843,  and  early  hi  the  mom- 
hig  of  the  S4th  Admiral  Batten,  who  had 
been  dunged  with  the  duty  of  intercept- 
ing her,  commenced  a  heavy  cannonade  upon 
that  part  of  the  town  In  whidi  she  was 
known  to  have  landed  and  placed  her  am- 
munition. Aoconliog  to  a  letter  written  by 
the  Queen  herself  to  the  King,  "the  balls 
sung  merrily  over  her  head,  and  a  sergeant 
was  killed  at  a  dlstanoe  of  twenty  paces 
fhanher.'*  After  remaining  at  Bridlbigton 
nearly  a  fortnight,  her  M^ty  departed  fbr 
York,  which  dty  she  nseched  on  the  Oth 
of  March,  with  three  coaches,  an  eseortof 
dght  troops  of  horse  and  fifteen  com- 
panies of  foot,  conveying  the  ammmiition 
and  arms,  which  consisted  of  thirty  pieces 
of  brass  and  two  pieces  of  Iron  cannon,  with 
2  ^ 
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■maU  armf  for  1U»U00  men.  Amongit  the 
most  imloui  and  enterprising  of  Ciwrlcs's 
adherents  was  Ridiard  Boyle,  the  Earl  of 
Ccrii,  who,  fur  hte  courage  and  oonsUncy» 
rcceired  the  dignity  of  an  English  Earl- 
dom, under  the  title  of  Earl  of  BurUogtoo. 
Contemporary  with  the  laU  Earl  of  Bur- 
lington was  Williaro  Kent,  a  natire  of 
Bridlington,  bom  in  1683,  whose  fkmily 
name  was  Cant,  the  two  first  letters  of 
which  he  nut  very  unpardooably  changed ; 
and  of  whom  Walpole,  in  his  anecdotes  of 
painting,  say^w**  he  wia  a  painter,  an  arclii- 
teot,  and  the  father  of  modem  gardening. — 
In  the  first  character  he  was  below  medio- 
crity t  intheseonndhewastKstorer  of  the 
science  I  and  in  the  last  an  original*  and  an 
inventoc  of  the  art  that  realizes  painting 
and  hnprovcs  nature.  Mahomet  imagined 
an  Elysium^  but  Kent  created  man|.* 

Bridlington,  geoetallysopeaoeableand 
obedient  tp  the  laws,  was  roused  into  a 
sute  of  insubordination  by  the  passing  of 
the  militia  act  in  17^7 1  on  that  occukw 
a  very  alarming  riot  took  place  here,  during 
which  the  rioters  brake  open  several  grana- 
ries, and  oummitted  other  excesses.  Se- 
veral of  the  ringleaders  being  apprehended 
were  brought  to  trial  at  York,  and  Robert 
Coal,  ip  inhajttitaut  of  Bridlington,  having 
been convioted^  was  sentenced  to diefor  the 
ofltoce,  and  lyas  afterwards  executed. 

In  the  )e«r  1779«  vhcn  the  nary  of 
En^and  was  lest  triumphant  th^  during 
the  revolutionary  wars,  several  engagements 
VH>k.phi^iQthe  BritUb  iQas^  and  the  in- 
habitants  nf  the  coast  were  IVec^uently 
thrown  into  i^stiite  of  abimx  by  Pauj  Jones, 
the  intrepid  Anglo  American  Bucanier.— 
This  man  had  formerly  been  in  the  service 
of  tli«  Eari  of  Selkirk,  whence  he  was  ex- 
pellod  witit  disgrace;  anil,  having  repaired 
to  America,  he  volunteered  to  toake  a  de- 
ioeot  on  tfw  British  coast.  Being  at  first  eu- 
trasted  vltU  th^  0Dmm4u4l  of  a  privateer, 
he  landed  on  th^  cgast  of  Scotland,  and  in 
resentment  plundered  the  mansion  of  his 
old  master ;  he  also  burnt  several  vessels  at 
Whlteha^'en,  and  perfornrved  a  number  of 
other  daring  exploits.  Theso  services  in- 
tured  his  promotion,  and  procured  him  the 
command  of  a  small  sqtuulron»  consisting  of 
the  Bon  Homme  l^ichard,  and  thie  Al- 
liance, each  of  40  guns ;  this  PallA9«  of  32 
euns;  and  the  Vengeance  armed  brig.-^ 
with  this  fbroe  he  made  many  valuable 
captures,  insulted  the  coast  of  Ireland,  and 
e^eu  threatened  the  city  of  Edinburgh. — 
On  Monday  the  goth  of  September,  1779, 
an  express  arrived  at  Bridllngtoni  <Vom  the 
BallUIk  of  Scarborough,  with  intelligence 
♦het  an  enemy  was  cruising  off  the  coastr*- 


The  same  night  the  hostile  1 
descried  off  Flambonogh  Head,  and  it  waa 
soon  discovered  Aiat  Paul  ionea  waa  the  eoB- 
mandet.  In  the  night  of  Tuesday,  a  laif* 
fleet  of  British  coasting  vessels  sailed  auto 
the  bay,  and  the  harbour  beosmc  so  ca«»> 
pletdy  crowded,  that  a  great  number  eoiiM 
only  find  security  in  bang  ohainad  to 
each  other  on  the  outridaof  the  pieia*  Two 
companies  of  the  Northumberland  Biilitia* 
then  quartcved  in  the  town,  were  called  to 
arms  by  beat  of  dnun,  after  mididght^  and 
the  inhabitants,  armed  with  sudi  weapons 
as  could  be  most  readily  peocured,  proeaed- 
ed  to  muster  at  the  Quay,  while  a  number 
f^  the  more  npuleol  were  oiaklng  prepaid 
tions  Ibr  sending  their  fSunilics  into  the  ift- 
terior»  Business  was  now  oompletdy  at  a 
stand,  and  the  attention  of  aU  was  dineted 
to  the  expected  iavaskxi^  On  Thanday 
a  valuable  fleet  o£  British .mecchantmci^ 
ftom  the  Baltic,  under  the  oonvoy  of  the 
Serapis,  Captain  Pearson,,  of  fimy-lbur 
guns;  and  the  Countess  of  Scarborough, 
Captain  Piercy,  of  twenty-two  guns,  hov« 
in  sight,  and  were  chased  by  the  enemy; 
The  first  eare  of  Captain  Pearson  waa  t» 
place  hlmsdf  between  the  enemy  and 
his  convoy,  by  which  manseuvre  he  enabled 
the  whole  of  the  merdiantmen  to  esoa|i» 
in  safety  Into  the  port  of  ScarbowMigh  ■  ■ 
Night  had  now  come  on,  but  the  uKioa 
shone  with  unusual  brightness.  About  half 
past  seven  o'clock  the  thunder  of  the  c 
announced  that  ^e  engagement  had  < 
menced,^  and  the  Inbabit^n.^  of  the  < 
on  hastening  to  the  <;}iflk,  we^  presented 
with  th^  suljlime  spectaol^  of  %  n«v9l  en- 
gagement by  moonlights  The  httfie  raged 
with  unabated  fury  for  two  hour^  when  at 
length  CajiUin  Pearsqn,  who  wascngsged 
by  the  two  largest  of  the  enemy's  (rigstei^ 
was  oompdUxt  to  surreodcf .  Captain  Plcx« 
cy  made  also  a  long  and  gallant  defence 
against  a  superior  force,  but  he  was  in  tho 
end  obliged  to  strike  to  the  PxJlas.  The 
enemy  purchase^  his  victory  at  a  prodigio«v 
priqe,  not  leu  ^han  300.  men  being  k^kd 
or  wounded  in  tfie  Bon  Homme  Richard 
akwe,  which  vessel  received  so  myeh  lit- 
juxy  that  she  sunk  the  next  day,  with  many 
of  ^   wounded  on  board. 

The  port  of  Bridlington,  though  well 
situated  fur  commerce,  has  never  enjoyed 
any  very  extensive  trade.  Malt  and  ale 
were  fbrmerly  considered  its  staple  com- 
modU|je«L  and  l^rge  quantitiei^  of  eat^  w^re. 
as  we  leam  firo^  ktr.  ThompsoQli  historical 
i-Ketch  of  t^i4  phioe,  %qnually  shipped  to 
London.  About  half  a  century  ago,^  t|^ 
number  of  maltklbis  here  amounted  to  up. 
wards  of  sixty,  nearly  all  in  fbll  opeiatiaQ& 
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feat  thb  tnde  has  gnatly  dediotd^  and 
moat  of  dw  kfllis  hava  been  either  taken 
down  or  appBad  to  other  purpoaet,  not  more 
ttum  the  remaining^  and  even  thoee  only  In 
partial  employment.  The  market,  whidi 
la,  held  on  Saturday,  hai  existed  for  ap- 
wards  of  000  years,  and  it  is  ptatiftiUy 
supplied  with  all  the  nwfsamira,  and  aa 
many  of  Om  hnrarles  of  hte,  aa  the  wants 
of  the  inhabitants  requhnb  The  oom 
niarket  is  wdl  attended  both  brbuyen  and 
ndlecs,  and  thli  is  one  of  the  tew  ports 
fitnn  which  tlia  data  for  the  average  retiuaa 
of  die  kingdom  are  supplied. 

Hiere  are  here  two  banking  ooDcems ; 
Metnt,  Uardhig  and  UoUby,  who  draw  on 
Sir  J.  W.  Lubbock*  Bart*  Foster,  Clarke, 
and  Co.  London  {  and  Meurt,  Uagmti 
SMeUamd,  omI  Cob,  of  the  Noctb-Ridiaff 
Bank,  who  draw  upon  Baidagf;  Tritton, 
Beran  and  Ca  iDndoD*  Thepost-oiloe  is 
eligtUy  situated  on  the  North  ride  of  the 
High  street,  and  the  iniormatioii  oonneated 
with  this  establishment  wiU  be  found  under 
Its  proper  head*  aut||oined  to  the  dineotory 
of  thetown. 

thevidnlty  of  BridUngton  k  haalth- 
fkil  aial  agreeablew  The  valley  wUcfa  sUrta 
the  town  on  the  South  extends  many  mUaa 
to  the  West,  and  Is  adorned  by  the  seats  of 
Sir  Winiarn  Strickland,  Bart  of  Boyatont 
and  of  WilUam  Bosville,  Esq.  of  Thorpe, 
hall,  both  whicJi  mansions  are  delightfully 
sitnated  within  a  mile  of  eadi  other,  in  a 
pleasant  and  fortile  vale,  watered  by  a  nv 
mantle  rivulet,  and  sheltered  by  rising 
ground  on  the  north  and  on  Uie  south. 

BKiDiiiNOTOif  QnAT  li  Ui  the 
parish  of  Bridlington,  one  mite  to  tba  SB. -of 
that  place.  It  is  a  pleasant  and  healthful 
aea-bathbig  place,  to  whidi,  for  the  last 
seventy  years,  there  has  been  a  considerable 
resort  of  genteel  company  in  the  summer 
season.  The  Quay  constitutes  of  itself  a 
small  town,  and  has  a  iMrisk  and  handsome 
appearano&  The  bouses  are  in  general  well 
built apd modem;  ^nd  the  prindpal street,, 
which  opens  directly  to  the  harbour,  ia  re^ 
markaUy  spacious.  The  harbour  is  fonnodi 
by  two  piers  whioh  extend  a  oonsidetsble 
Way  into  the  ^ea.  the  northenunost  of 
whidi  having  a  cooyenieot  platform.  Air- 
nishes  an  agreeable  piQmeoade,oammandiqg 
a  deligbtAil  vi«w  of  the  lofty  prommitory  of 
Flamboroug^  H^ead*  and  the  number  of 
coaatiqg  vessels  which  in  tinte  of  advene 
wimi^  tesort  to  this  Bay  for  safety,  fie. 
quently  impaj(t  to  the  scene  a  peculiar  de-i 
ffteeofanimatioa.  The  port,  though  amall, 
is  clean  and  secure.  It  is  th«(Uered  09  thxae  1 
of  its  sides,  by  the  coast,  the  town,  and  the 
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pien,  but  the  aoccaa„  owtag  to  tbenanonh 
vem  of  theaitsaaaa.ia8aino«hatdiAeii||. 
The  harbour  la  defonded  i^afaMt  the  ap- 
proach of  aa  enemy  by  twobattarias»  oi^ 
on  the  North,  and  ttieotheroo  the  Soqtfi 
side  of  the  town,  whi<di  batteritt  enfilade 
the  entxanaa  of  thepor^  and  form  a  era« 
fire  at  right  angles.  The  first  meatkm  of 
this  harboux  occurs  hi  a  mandata  of  King 
Stephen,  totbeSadof  Yo*,  comraaadiii« 
him  *'topennitthe  prior  ef  Bridlfaigton  to 
have  and  to  hoU,  walk  and  in  peace,  the 
harbour  of  BiidliqBto«»  aa  WaUct  de  Oant, 
and  GUbart,  hia  dMestOf^  hold  the  sam*" 
The  plan  were  anciently  kept  in  repair  ^ 
thaowaaBB  of  the  manor,  but  in  kter  tiasea 
they  have  been  repaired,  strengthened,  «id 
evtoadad,  by  oertahi  dutlea  on  the  imports 
andcBcportaof  thepiaoe,  imposed  under  the 
authority  of  various  acta  of  parliamenL  On 
the  exphatioB  of  thehMt  act,  m  1819,  a  nasr 
aet  was  obtained,  fortker  increasing  the 
duties,  to  eoBtinue  for  twanty-ooe  yaacs^  and 


empowered  to  r»-baild  the  jiiett  with  stone. 


dstioMk  In  eoaspUanee  wiai  the  previalflfa 
of  thia  act,  the  fint  stone  of  a  new  North 
pier  was  hdd  in  the  suvnaer  ef  1818,  on  a 
plan  by  Mr.  Goodrick,  but  the  work  is  not 
yet  complrfartfc  The  harbour,  whidi  is  dry 
at  low  water,  has  a  spring  tide  flow  of  about 
dgfateen  feet  at  the  entranee,  whidi  gradu- 
ally dimiirishsa  as  it  appronohes  to  the 


The  haBboui^  pnaenls  the  strikhig  phe- 
toon  of  an  ebhiog  and  flooring  spring  of 
fine  finsh  water.  This  eoptous  fountain  waa 
discovered  in  181 1»  by  the  late  Benjamin 
Milne^  Es(|.  eoUeetor  of  the  customs  at  this 
portt  Mr.  Mihiey  whose  public  spirit  awl 
snterpriae  were  most  exemplary,  with  a  vi««r 
to  iaoprove  the  harbour,  bored  through  the 
aOuvion,  whioh  was  found  to  oouist  of  a 
bad  of  compact  day,  twenty-eight  feet  thick, 
and  abed  of  cretaceous  iinty  gravel,  fifteen 
feet  thick,  bsnealh  whidi  was  the  solid 
dudk ;  on  the  aperture  being  made^  a  fine 
ootumn  of  Crash,  water  sose  with  the  fiow  of 
the  tide,  and  athigl|  water  it  gushed  out  in 
a  copious  stream  t  as  tho  tide  receded  the 
newly  discovered  spring  gnutuaUy  feU,  and 
at  low.  water  it  disappearad.  This  discovery* 
so  imnortaat  to  the  town  and  pert  of  Brid- 
liAgton*  waamade  on  the  Athof  July,  >8il» 
and  in  ordav  to  keep  open  the  spriag,  a 
tinned  ooppes  pipe  of  thsea  iaahes  diamelar 
was  simk  tkom  the  suxfiue  to  the  spring, 
thsough  which  the  water  bcglBs  to  flow  at 
quarter  flood,  and  stopsat  three  quartcrsebb 
ti<tei  thedlichaiiBaeootiayaa0  4or&honrs 
each  Hood.     At  foil  tide  the  spring  water 
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gtandf  in  the  popaKttcuhtr  tdbe  eight  feet ! 
above  the  levd  of  the  nh  irater  tai  the 
harbour,  and  if  to  pure  and  loft,  that  It  It 
vatd  fen  the  mMng  of  the  Inest  Unen,  and 
toeopfout,that  It  would  nipply  Oie  whole  nary 
of  E^IomL  a  referroirhaa  dnoe  been  con- 
itnieted  Into  which  the  waters  of  tiile  Inter- 
esting spring  Is  coaducfted  for  the  oee  of  the 
town  and  the  shipping. 

The  DKMt  easy  end  obvious  way  of 
•eeounting  for  this  phenomenon.  It  to 
•uppoee,  that  the  spring  has  an  outlet  taitn 
theicnf  probably  beneath  low-water  mark, 
whieh  outlet  la  open  at  low-water  so  fkr 
as  to  permit  the  spring  to  empty  itself 
Into  the  sea*  but  It  obstnieted  or  choked  up 
by  the  iood  tkle«  so  that  the  Urcsh  water 
aecumuleting  hi  it»  gravelly  receptacle, 
bunt»  forth  at  the  opening  wMdi  hu  been 
made  for  Itt  and  oontinving  to  flow  IVom 
Uienee  UII  the  fining  of  the  tide  pemiti  It 
to  resume  iu  original  passage.*  This  water 
is  of  unusual  purity  t  its  spcdfle  gravity  Is 
1001.  distilled  water  being  1000.  In  the 
year  1816,  Mr.  Hume,  of  Long  Acre,  Lon- 
don, an  eminent  chomiet,  submitted  it 
to  a  series  of  eacpcriments,  and  tiie  result 
ptuvce  that  it  eontafaia  per  ^aBoo  about  17 
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cubic  indiea  of  carbonic  add  gst,  and  Ite 
following  materials,  via,— >

Mr.  Milne,  the  discoverer  of  the  aprin^ 
just  described,  is  entitled  to  rank  amongst 
the  principal  beneCKton  of  Bridlington.. — 
To  his  public  spirit  and  active  mind  the 
town  Is  indebted  for  Its  daily  post,  the 
public  bathn,  and  the  erection  of  the  Ught- 
house  at  Flamborough.  This  gentlcnum 
was  a  Vorkshireman  by  Urth,  and  was  bom 
at  BrodcweH,  In  Sowerby,  near  Hali- 
fkx,  on  the  15th  of  October,  1751 ;  in  1791 
he  was  appointed  collector  of  the  custoina 
at  this  port;  and  on  the  S2d  of  February, 
1819,  he  died,  to  the  general  regret  of  all 
who  had  witne«ed  his  career  of  active  uae- 
fulness.  Hitherto  his  aihet  have  slept  In 
the  north  aisle  of  the  diureh  without  a  mo- 
nument to  do  Justice  to  his  memory,  and- to 
excite  others  to  imitate  hb  example :  tijl 
that  imperious  duty  is  performed  by  thoee 
he  80  much  beneflted,  the  following  stanxB» 
written  by  a  gentleman  of  Bridlington,  may 
contribute  to  preKrve  the  memory  of  ao 


*' Is  MiLifs  then  forgotten?    nbwotksanswj^r.  No! 
And  thefar  voice,  Hke  ttie  voice  of  the  kmd-eounding  deep*, 
Shan  be  heard,  while  its  waters  continue  to  flow. 
And  yon  edifloe  flames  from  tfte  fiur-lighted  steep. 
Like  its  hak>,  dispread  through  the  mists  of  the  ocean,, 
His  honours,  edtpsTd  by  no  en^ous  emotion. 
Through  the  vista  of  ages  shall  challenge  devotion, 
"When  the  spot  b  unknown,  whcKebb  ashes  shall  sleep." 


In  additio*  to  the  ebbtag  and  flowing 
gpring,  there  b  also  at  Bridlingtnn  a  chaly- 
beate spring,  situated  about  half  a  mile  to 
the  NW.  of  the  Quay,  and  Issuhig  out  of  a 
pleasant  garden  near  the  subserlption-mills, 
titemedldnftl  properties  of  whidt  resemble 
the  dialybeate  springs  of  Scarborough  and 
Cheltenham,  though  the  water  seems  to  be 
less  purgative^* 

Few  places  present  a  more  bivittng 
beaeli  than  that  which  here  descends  fVom 
the  Quay  to  the  sea,  and  the  gentle  decli- 
vity of  the  surfeoe  b  peculiarly  fovourable 
to  sea-bathing.  At  low  water  the  prome- 
nade b  agreeable  and  extensWe.  and  the 
compact  tension  of  theelasrie  land  imparts 
firmness  aful  buoyancy  even  to  the  step  of 
the  valctodhiarian.  Here  many  elegant  and 
valuable  specimens  of  minerals  and  fossils 
are  found,  whieh  serve  to  give  interest  to 
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the  shop  of  the  lapidary,  and  to  swdl  th^ 
varieties  to  themusenmof  the  collector. — 
Warm  and  ookl  baths  are  provided  in 
rooms  replete  with  couveniences,  built 
beneaOv  the  terrace,  whieh  supi^  the  in« 
valid  or  the  thnid  with  the  advantage  of 
searbathin^  without  the  necessity  of  plung- 
ing into  tiie  open  sea. 

The  sources  of  amusement  here  aiw 
somewhat  drcumsolbed,  but  the  fedlitiea 
for  equatic  excurskms,  so  Invitfaigto  the 
inhabitants  of  Inland  dbtficts,  are  afforded 
hi  every  variety;  and  the  news-rpom  and 
library  are  at  hand,  to  Impart  informatkm 
and  amusement  in  the  hours  between  the 
intervak  of  relaxation  hi  the  open  air.— 
The  neighbourhood  abounds  with  walks  and 
rides,  aflbrdhig  extensive  prospects,  of 
Besfingby,  Camaby*  and  loynton  to  the 
west;  Sewerby,  Matton,  and  Flamborough 
to  the  north;  and  HiMerthorpe  and  Barms- 
ton  to  the  south,  aU  poascsi  thaix  sevcxalk 
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lis  tttoesMkMi  tbt 
ttan  of  tte  TisHcn. 

Th«  pla«»  of  paUk  iranhip  at  tiw 
Qoay  are,  a  oonniodioiis  Methodist  meet- 
ing-bouae,  and  a  nevly  l)ullt  diapd,  apfiro- 
prlatdy  called  the  Unhtt  Chapel,  which  is 
used  alternately  finr  Ae  religiotts  senrieea  of 
the  Independents  and  the  BaptistB. 

Here,  as  at  the  parent  town,  die  opera- 
tlons  of  commerce  are  very  limited.  The 
exports  oonsttt  chiefly  of  com  and  other 
agricttltural  productions  shipped  totiieport 
of  London,  and  of  horses  and  honied 
oattle  to  Germany  and  Russia.  The  imports 
are  principally  coal  from  Newcastle,  timber 
from  the  Baltic  and  America,  and  general 
mcrehandlse  from  London  and  HuU. — 
During  the  war  an  extensive  ropery  was 
established  and  flourished  at  this  port,  but 
sinoe^  peace  it  has  been  greatly  reduced, 
«nd  the  ship-yards  have  also  felt  the  dead- 
ening influence  of  the  sti^gnation  in  the 
Bhipping  interest.  In  a  port  so  situated  as 
Bridlington,  a  "  vessel  sacred  to  humani- 
ty" became  an  indispensable  requisite,  and 
In  the  year  1806,  aIife>boat  was  purvheied 
by  volantary  subseripClon  from  Mr.  Great- 
head,  at  an  expense  of  three  hundred 
pounds,  Amt  the  use  of  this  port,  the  bene- 
fldal  effccts  of  which  is  experienced  every 
season.  The  population  of  Bridlington  and 
the  Quay,  which  fai  1811  amounted  to 
3741,'  has  been  swelled  during  the  sueoeed- 
log  ten  years  to  4i7S,  as  appears  from  the 
npxnm  made  to  Parliament  up  to  the  88tti 
of  May,  18S1.  The  diTcetory  which  is  sub- 
Joined  will  point  out  the  iuna,  Jodgiog^ 
bouses,  &c,  in  this  place,  and  a0brd  a, 
tolerably  complete  list  of  the  traders  and 
other  inhabitants.

from  the  river  Humbet.  The  parish  is  vny 
extensbre,  and  comprehends  the  townshipa 
of  South  Cave,  Broomfleet,  Faxfleet,  and 
Osroandyke^  and  is  bounded  on  thesouth> 
for  a  very  considerBble  way,  by  the  Humber. 
The  diurdi  is  a  fdain  and  neat  edillee,  dedh 
oated  to  AU  Saints,  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Barnard 
vicar  and  patron,  built,  as  appears  by  an 
inscription  in  the  inside,  in  the  year  1601. 
There  is  a  National  School,  Robert  Sharps 
master.  The  market  is  hdd  every  Mon- 
day, at  vMch  a'great  quantity  of  corn  ia 
sokl,  and  sent  by  the  Humber  and  its 
branches  to  Leeds,  Wakefldd  and  tiie  other 
populous  towns  of  the  West  Riding,  in  tcs- 
sels,  which  bring  back  coab,  Qroe,  flags,  fr«« 
stone,  and  various  other  artidas.  Nearthia 
town  is  Cave  castle,  now  the  teat  and  prin- 
dpal  rcsidenoe  of  Henry  Barnard,  E^. 
The  mansion  house  is  a  hnge  and  noble 
structure,  ornamented  with  a  number  oC 
turrets,  battlements,  buttresses,  ^e.  which 
give  it  an  air  of  magnificcDce.  The  embel- 
Ushmcnts  of  the  interior  conespond  with  the 
grandeur  of  the  exterior.  It  contains  many 
spsdous  and  elegant  apartments,  with  a  very 
sdcct  and  valuable  collection  of  pictures  by 
the  best  masten:  aroung  these  ii  a  pOTtrait 
of  the  late  edataatad  General  George  Wasln 
ington,  the  founder  of  the  Amj^caa  Repoh- 
lie,  whose  ^rcat-grandfather,  John  Washb^ 
ton,  lived  here  and  pof  md  part  of  tha 
estate;  but  emigrated  fhnn  hence  to  America 
about  the  year  1657»  and  settled  at  Bridges 
Crcdc,  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  in 
Virginia,  where  the  fiunily  has  ever  tince  re- 
mahwd.    Population,  885.

CoTTixoHAM,  (p.)  in  the  wap.  of 
Itarthill ;  6  mUes  N W.  of  HulW  TMa  plaoo 
la  of  considerable  antiquity  and  ranks 
arooqpC  thtmoat  pkflMnt,  healthfal,  aad 
populous  villages  of  the  East  Riding  of 
Yorkshire.  Cottlngham  was  known  as  m 
manor  at  tlie  time  when  Domesday  book 
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VMoompikd;  and  it  b itat«d  byLdand  tn 
his  OtUecttuua,  that  WiQUm  d'EftoCerUle  or 
Stutevllle,  being  sheriff  of  Yorkihire,  enter- 
taiiMd  King  John  «t  his  house  in  this  town, 
and  in  1900,  otitained  from  that  monarch  a 
Iteeoee  tobold  amarket  and  fkhs*  here,  and 
Co  fintif  y  his  caatkw  Thii  mansion,  under 
the  dwi|nafinn  of  Baynard  Castle^  remained 
a  monument  of  finid^  magnificence  In  tlie 
sueesMhre  ponenion  ot  the  StutofviUei,  the 
Bifods  and  the  De  Walus,  until  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIIL  when  it  was  deiCroyed  by  flre,t 
bat  Om  ramparto  an  itiU  visibia,  and  the 
fbmcawithwtilch  it  was  surrounded  axa  sen 
In  the  gaidcas  which  now  occupy  the  site  of 
the  ancient  castio  and  its  pradnetk  The 
story  of  the  conflagration  of  Baynard  caade 
is  eorioas,  and  characteristic  of  the  monardi 
Jn  whose  reign  it  wasdestroyed :  Henry,  who 
was  then  at  Hull,  bearing  that  Lord  Wake 
of  Cotttagfaam,  bad  a  very  beauOAil  wife, 
sent  a  message  to  his  iordship  informing  him 
that  it  was  his  faitentiohtodiue  with  him  the 
day  fbikming.  This  intimatiou  the  noble 
-banm  received  withfeehnp  resembling  those 
by  which  the  patriareh  was  moved  when  the 
Princes  of  Egypt  oondocnutai  to  notice  him 
oo  aooouut  of  his  wife  Saral  t  to  say  that 
Lady  Wake,  was  his  sister  would  have  been 
unavailing,  her  lord  thereliotc  took  a  still 
more  eOetual  means  of  preserving  his  wlfle^B 
honour  and  Us  own  head  i  fi>r  on  the  very 
night  that  the  message  was  received  from  the 
king,  the  steward,  by  order  of  his  master,  set 
lire  to  the  castle  and  burned  it  to  the  ground: 
It  was  of  course  given  out  that  the  fire  was 
•oddental,  but  it  appears  from  certain  family 
nanufcripts^  that  it  was  a  sacrifice  made  by 
a  sutiJect,  to  avert  the  consequences  appre- 
hended Arom  the  contamhiating  presence  of 
a  licentious  prince.  Henry,  in  the  munifi- 
cence of  his  disposition,  oObred  to  present 
his  k>rdship  with  8000^  towards  the  re- 
building of  Baynard  castle,  biit  his  lordship 
was  in  no  humour  to  receive  presents  flrom  a 
perspn  whoae  fHendshlphe  so  much  dreaded, 
•ltd  this  once  fiunous  edifice  has  been  suf- 
fered to  stalk  taito  uttsr  ruin.  On  the  death 
of  Lord  Wak^  without  male  issuer  the  lord- 
ship of  Cottingfaam,  with  two  thousand  four 
hundred  and  sixty-six  acres  of  land,  came 
into  pooaasioa  of  the  Duke  ot  Richmond, 
the  Earl  of  Westmoreland  and  Lord  Fowls, 
who  had  married  his  three  daughters,  since 
whidi  time  the  estate  has  been  divided  into 
three  manors  called  Cottin^uun  Richmond,

In  the  15th  year  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  IL  Thomas  Loni  Wske  founded 
and  buiU  a  monastery  for  the  canons  of  the 
order  of  St  Austin,  or  Black  Canons  at 
Cottlnc^hami  but  flndtaig  that  a  perpetual 
tf  tie  ooold  not  be  made  to  the  site,  the 
monastery  was  removed,  in  13S4,  to  a 
neii^ibourlng  hamlet,  about  a  mile  to  the 
soutitward,  caBed  AltBpprisa,  or  Haltem- 
pikie,  hi  the  county  of  Hull,  and  dedieatsi 
to  the  nativity  of  our  blessed  Savkrar,  the 
annuneiaCkm  of  the  Yirgtai  Mary,  and  the 
exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross.  This  religi- 
ous house  oontinucd  to  iloarish  tiU  the 
dissolution,  when  tiiere  was  a  prior  and 
deven  canons,  who  were  endowed,  aceord- 
taig  to  Dugdsle,  with  lOOC  Oiv  Sitf.  and 
according  to  Speed  with  178/.  Ot.  lOitL — 
lu  tiie  39nd  year  of  Henry  VIII.  tiie  site 
was  granted  to  Thomas  Culpepper,  but  tiie 
house  sunk  into  ruin,  sad  has  now  totally 
disappeared.  Haltempriee  now  bekmgs  to 
the  ancient  femily  of  the  BUetkers,  is  extra- 
parochial,  and  pays  no  parish  ratal.  Tiie 
parish  church  of  Cottingham  is  a  large  and 
handsome  gothle  structure,  built  in  tlie  year 
1979,  and  dedleated  to  St  Mary,  ttM  virgin. 
A  stately  tower  or  steeple  arises  from  the 
centres  the  hatertor  is  commodious  and  wcB 
lighted,  and  the  waUs  are  adorned  whh 
several  degaut  monuments,  especially  tiiose 
of  the  Burtons  of  Hodwm.  In  tliediolria 
an  oU  tomb-stone  without  date*  nearly  aa 
ancient  as  ttie  church,  erected  to  tlie  memory 
of  Nicholas  deStuteville  the  ftrander.  The 
living  is  a  vicarage,  not  in  charge,  of  the 
esftffied  vidue  of  4S6  of  which  the  Her. 
James  Deans,  is  the  incumbent,  and  the 
Bishop  of  Chester,  the  patron.  There  are 
two  roeettag  houses  here;  the  Independent 
chapdy  of  which  the  Rer.  Spedding  Curwen» 
is  the  minister,  and  the  Methodist  chapel, 
supplied  with  a  change  of  mhiistCTS  fVora  the 
annual  conference.  There  is  also  an  en- 
dowed school  for  the  educatioo  of  ten  poor 
chUdrea,  the  revenue  of  which  is  40<.  per 
annum,  bequeathed  by  Msrk  Kirby,  Esq.  of 
HuU,  in  1719 1  and  a  dole  of  10^  a  year  left 
by  Robert  Mills,  of  Cottingham,  and  distri- 
buted amongst  the  poor  at  Christmas. 

There  are  numerous  springs  of  excel- 
lent water  in  and  about  the  town ;  and  in  tiio 
estate  of  Thomas  Thompson,  Esq.  adjoining 
to  the  ancient  road  called  lUMgate,  leading 
from  Cottingham  to  Eppleworth,  are  inter- 
mitting springs  reserobRllg  the  Vipsies  or 
Gipsies,  springs  on  the  wcrids.  The  openings 
of  these  springs  are  numerous  and  the  quan- 
tity of  water  issuing  from  them  if  very  great* 
They  begin  to  flow  in  tiit  spring,  and  con- 
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tUuie  for  two  or  Uvm  rooolk^  t^im  ih* 
water  totally  subsides,  and  the  ground  «a»- 
tinues  perfectly  4ry  fur  an  interval  of  two, 
ttoee  or  four  years.  With  «uch  intanah- 
aions  the  ipringa  seem  soroetimaB  akBoat  Cur- 
ffottim  imtillhere-eppeanuiee  ef  tiie  «wter

eourses  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood.

i)  the  naia  stream  in  the 
neighbourhood,  whkh  at  the  Southsn  cx< 
tremityof  thetown.to  enlai^Bd  into  a  aa- 
vigaUe  oaaal,  aad  which,  with  the  oth« 
tributary  waton,  takes  the  aame  of  the 
River  HmU,  a  tttde  bdow  Frodlngfaam 
bridge  At  Wansford,  about  dueemilSBto 
the  South  of  the  town,  there  ta  a  lai«i  carpet 


flour  mills  obtain motioo  for  thsiruacfaiiiety 
from  the neighboinii^ streams.  TheeoOia 
this  neighbourhood  yields  abundant  crops, 
and  isitt  highcultivatiani  itiscsoededby 
scarcely  any  land  hi  the  eounty.  The  f^ 
mous  short  homed  boU  PaMot,  bnd  by 
Mi;  Qwpgt  Coates,  was  fed  here;,  and  sold 
for  600  guineas  I  and  Mr.  Coates  aftetwaids 
bced  a  eow  from  the  same  stock,  for  wfaidi 
herefrised,  unwisely periiaps,  lOOOguiaeas. 
The  com  trade  at  DriflMd  has,  dorfa^  the 
last  half  oentury,  greatly  increased,  and  this 
drcumetaaoe  Is  aoeounted  for  partly  from 
the  central  sitnatkm  of  the  plaee^  aad  the 
prolific  nature  of  the  soU  t  and  laitly  from 
the  frtdlities  which  water  carriage  aflbcds  for 
its  tnmat,  both  to  the  London  market,  and 
the  markeU  of  the  populous  districts  of  the 
WestRi^Uog.  Thursday  is  the  market  day 
here,  and  ttie  business  done  in  the  article  of 
grain  is  frequently  very  considerable^  The 
parish  Church,  which  is  dedicated  to  All 
Saints,  is  a  i^etietable  pile  of  Gothioaad  of 
Saxon  architecture;  the  precentor  of  York, 
as  prebendary  of  Driflleld.  is  the  patron, 
and  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  B.  Rice,  D.D.  is  the 
present  Rector.  The  steeple  is  of  more 
modem  date  than  the  diurch;  and  tradition 
relates,  that  this  Ugfat  and  elegant  structure 
was  built  by  one  of  the  Hotham  flunUy,  to 
absolve  a  vow  made  dortay  a  daogerous 
iUness,  to  undertake  a  pil^imsge  to  the 
Holy  Land;  or,  as  another  venion  of  the 
story  has  it,  as  the  priee  of  ahsoltttkM  for 
the  sfai  of  bwontinenoew  There  are  here 
chapels  for  the  BaptistB;  the  independents, 
the  Methodists,  and  tiie  Primitive  Metho.

haa  induced  ua  to  explode,  on  the  ai^ionty 
of  die  worthy  decgyman  who  at  pceacaft 
fiUa  the  office  of  peipetoal  cuate.  In  the 
year  I8O7,  when  the  church  of  Little  Drif- 
field  waa  taken  down  and  rebuilt,  the  Rev. 
gentlemaa  to  whom  we  have  just  allnded 
made  another  aeardi.  but  in  vain,  for  the 
remaina  of  Alfted.  When  tlie  foundationa 
wwe  baiEd,  It  waa  foaaid  that  the  diurch 
and  theelMied  had  both  bean  coaiiaotodiB 
atai^  and  that  if  Alfted  had  reaUy  bean  to- 
tervBd  near  the  NordiwaB,  vpon  which  «• 
taiaeriptkn  waa fonneily  painted,  tturthiaro- 
mainamuatnowbe  in  thechorchyaid.  Of 
the  taMcription  itielf  the  origin  k  not 
known;  but  it  ia  known,  that  it  haa  bean 
twice  renewed  wiOin  the  memory  of  man* 
and  that  it  haa  undergone  various  modiftoa- 
tlona.  The  chuich  of  Uttle  Drffldd  ia  a 
discharged  vicarage,  with  Great  Driffleldv 
dedicated  to  St  Peter,  of  which  the  Rav. 
Richard  Allen  is  the  perpetual  curate.

The  most  remarkable  of  these 
cxoavatiotts,  are  the  Dove  Cote^  the  Kirk 
Hole,  and  Robin  Lyth's  Hole;  the  last  of 
which  far  surpasses  the  other  in  its  grandeur 
and  dimensions,  and  is  thus  described  by  the 
historian  of  Scarborough: — '*  It  has  two 
opodngs,  one  communicating  with  the  land, 
the  other  with  the  sea.  The  former  is  low 
and  narrow,  giving  sdcmn  admission  into 
tiie  cavern,  vrfateh  at  the  first  entrsnoe  b 
surrounded  with  a  tendvious  gloom,  but  the 
dark  near  gradually  dispersing,  the  magni- 
flcence  becomes  nnfolrt<<d,  and  exdtes  the 
admiration  of  the  exploring  stranger.  The 
floor  is  a  lolid  rock,  formed  into  broad  steps 
of  an  easy  descent,  aitd  tho  stones  at  the 
tides  are  curkMuly  variegated.    The  roof  is 
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birds  of  .various  ptamage,  Sfxceedhig  In  num- 
ber the  inhabiuuto  of  the  bugestdty,  and 
in  varied  hue  the  tints  of  the  rainbow.  At

Hung  in  air  as 
their  nests  seem  to  be,  they  are  still  not  in- 
accessible to  flie  depredations  of  man  I  boys 
are  let  down  the  rocks  by  ropes  ftutened  to 
stakes,  and  bring  away  bushob  of  eggs  for 
the  use  of  the  sugar  house  in  Hull,  without 
seeming  to  diminldi  thdr  countless  number. 
For  many  years  the  want  of  a  Light 
House  at  Flamborough  had  been  felt  by  the 
marinen  who  navigated  those  seas,  aitd  de- 
plored by  the  raerdumts  whose  property  was 
exposed  to  danger,  for  want  of  so  essential 
a  monitor.  The  active  mind,  and  the  bene- 
volent dlspodtion  of  the  late  Mr.  MUne,  the 
collector  of  tbe  customs  at  Bridlington, 
induced  him  to  propose  the  erection  of  a 
light  house  on  the  Head,  and  the  proposal 
was  cordially  recdved  by  the  incorporated 
company  of  the  Elder  Brethren,  of  the 
Trinity  House,  Deptford  Strond,  London: 
the  site  fixed  upon  was  at  the  distance  of 
nearly  a  mile  and  a  half  Eastward  of  the

site  of  this  Temple  of  mystle  rites  and  wor- 
ship is  plainly  masked  out  to  this  day,  by  an 
live  dueler  of  artUkial  hills,  now 
the  Howe  Hills.  The  vencnUe  Bede 
bi  his  EcdeaiaBtlaal  Histoiy ,  dvp.  xlU.  Wb, 
Lsays,  that  the  place  of  the  idols  was  Shown 
in  his  time.  The  rtewoHtioa  of  theaegods 
took  plaee  when  Edwin,  king  of  Dein,  waa 
oooT«tcd  toClu-istianity  jf  and  there  is  ren- 
aontosuppose,  both  Ibom  the  usual  praetioe 
of  the  first  conTerts  to  ChristiaBlty,  and 
ttota  tile  present  appaaranoe  of  some  parts 
of  the  edifice,  that  the  present  Chinch,  de- 
dioated  to  All  Saints,  was  built  tram  the 
rains  of  thai  temple^  tiK»u^  not  on  the  saaaa 
site,  as  Drake  erroneously  iaoaginesb  Dr. 
SInksiy,  te  the  Axthse,  VoL  L  44.  says, 
"  that  the  Apostle  PauBnua  boilt  the  paririi 
chureh  of  Qodmundhara,  where  is  the  oii* 
ghialft»t,  in  which  he  baptised  the  hsalheB 
high  priest  Coifi."

The  process  of  the  introdnctten  of

On  the  qaestton  bdng 
propounded  by  the  Ring,  whether  he  should 
receive  the  ne#  fklth,  and  be  bapCiaed? 
Oolfi,  the  chief  Pagan  biebop,  well  undcrv 
standing  the  bias  of  Edwin's  mind,  rose  first 
and  said,  "  The  religion  we  hare  hidwrto 
foUowed  is  nothtag  worth,**  "  fiw,**  added 
he,  addrcsstog  himself  to  the  Kia«,  **  thm

unpr^udieed  considesatlon.'*  The  eonolB- 
sion  was,  that  Christianity  should  be  em- 
braoad;  and  Cold,  with  the  aeal  of  a  eon. 
vect,  mounted  upoo  a  war  horae^  repair- 
ad  to  Godmundin  Oaham,  ttm  phwe  of  the 
klola,  and  east  Us  Javelin  at  the  prind- 
palldol^  nommaadHd  thoee  araund  Urn  to 
bum  down  tha  temple  and  tha  altaia.

This  Borough  first  sent  membns 
to  parliament  bi  the  23d  of  Edwnrd  L  alter 
which  no  returns  were  made  tiU  the  1st  of 
Edward  VL,  sloe*  whioh  tisne  the  vatoias 
have  ben  regular*  The  right  of  ulettioals 
ia  the  bnrgsises,  whose  privilege  is  gslaed 
eiUMr  by  deaeent,  or  by  sarvlag  sevea  years 
to  a  Ikeeman  resident  ia  the  Bonn^,  or  by 
an  honorary  gift  at  the  dlwvetfcm  of  the 
diief  officers  for  the  time.  The  voters 
amount  to  about  three  hundred.  Hedoa 
was  aaeleatly  a  sea  port  of  considerable  im- 
portaaee,  conneeted  with  the  river  H  umber 
by  a  aavigaUe  creek,  butthe  aoeeas  ftom  tha 
Humber  dinUnished  as  the  rarrounding 
country  became  drained  and  embanked, 
and  was  finally  choaked  up.  As  HuU  in* 
creased  Hedon  declined.  In  1774^  an  aoftoC 
parliament  was  obtained  for  reoovciiag  and 
preserving  the  haven,  and  though  the  sdieme 
Called  of  enUre  success  for  want  of  a  lode  to 
exclude  the  tides,  the  trade  has  progreMively 
increased,  and  ooosiderable  quantities  of 
grain  are  shipped  here  fior  London,  and  tha 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  for  which  coab^ 
lime,  and  general  moidMndiae  are  received 
in  return.  Camden  speaks  of  Uedon  aa 
having  been  '*  Cormerly  a  considerable  place 
by  reason  of  merohants  and  shipping  s** 
his  commentator  adds,  that  "  ttie  i 
and  marks  of  two  churches,  besides  the  ona 
they  now  have,  argues  its  former  populous- 
ncss,  and  by  consequence  a  flourishing 
trade."  This  plaoe  sulTered  a  severe  loss, 
in  the  year  IC56,  by  a  dreadfiil  ooaflagra* 
tioii,  which  burnt  down  greatt  part  of  the 
town,  and  subsequently  several  homes  in 
the  Market-place  shared  die  same  fate }  bu| 
they  are  now  rebuilt,  and  though  hMlivii* 
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duab  wwtahwwl  km,  the  appeanMO  of  the 
town  wat  eomlderahly  hnprored  by  Uie  di»> 
aatcr.     The  diurdi  of  St*   Augiudiie,  ci 
which  thearehbiihop  of  York  Is  the  patnm, 
and  the  Her.  John  BfauMH  tfieTiear,  U  the 
onlyohutehinthisplaeei  of  thetwooCfaera, 
SC  Nidiolai  and  St  Jamei,  only  the  traoea 
of  the  fouDdaaoM  remain.    Upon  part  of 
•even  acrei  of  land,  at  Newton,  near  this 
town*  giren  by  Alan,  mo  of  Oubomus,  waa 
built  in  the  rei^  of  Un^  John,  an  hoqiita], 
dedicated  to  the  holy  Sepnichie,  Ibraprlor, 
and  leven  brethren,  or  fisten  lepers,  but  it 
no  loiter  esistk    A  handiome  efaapd  tot 
Roman  Catholie  wonhip  was  built  here,  in 
1804;  and  a  Calvinlst  ohapd  wat  bulk  in 
1801  { thereUaboaMethodietehapdeneted 
in  1S18.  The  oorpoiatian  have  oeded  el^ 
hmttmt  appropriated  to  the  mainteoanoe  of 
old  boiigeaMf,  and  three  othcn  appropriated 
to  tike  widows  of  burgesses,  in  which  they 
hnve  a  small  pension,  and  an  annual  supply 
of  coak.    There  are  also  two  schools,  one 
for  boys,  and  the  other  for  girb,  the  children 
of  burgesses,   supported  by  the  Toluntary 
oositribotiODs  of  the  representatives  of  the 
borough*    The  weekly  market,   which  la 
held  ok  the  Saturday,  is  well  supplied  with 
pffo^isions  of  all  sorts.     The  annual  fairs, 
of  wUeh  there  ace  fbur,  are  held  on  the 
aeeoad  of  August,  the  twenty-eeoond   of 
September,  the  seventeenth  of  November, 
and  the  sixth  of  December}  and  fortnight 
nuBkets  for  cattle,  esUblished  in  1796,  are 
held  every  alternate  Monday  throughout  the 
year,  with  Increasing  success  {  the  munber 
of  sheep   penned  in   1821,  amounted  to 
18»7S8.     The  Holdemess  Agricultural  So- 
ciety, the  operations  of  which  have  been 
liighly  beneficial  to  this  district,  hold  their 
quarterly  meettngs  in  this  place,  and  have 
bcre  their  annual  show  of  prise  cattle.   Vhis 
oodety  is  composed  of  most  of  the  geotle- 
nen,  and  principal  fittroers,  and  breeders  of 
cattle  hi  this  fertile  and  highly  cultivated 
district,  and  possesses  a  valuable  and  select 
library  of  the  best  books  which  have  been 
vrritten   on  agricultnTe,  and  the  sciences 
#ith  which  it  isconnectcd.    There  are  also 
several   other   societies  here»  amongst  the 
prlndpal  of  which  may  be  mentioned,  the 
Friendly  Union  Benefit  Society,  with  800 
members,  and  a  fund  of  jElSOO ;  and  the 
Bible  Society,  which  is  extensively  patron- 
iaed.    There  is  a  great  deal  of  sociality  in 
this  small,  but  interesting   town,   and  the 
dancing,  and  card  assemblies  In  the  winter, 
to  which  all  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the 
town  and  neighbourhood  resort,  impart  to 
tho  pbKse  a  considerable  share  of  gaiety  and 
leflocment

BaatrlngCoo.  Aemingbrough,  Barihy  Chapel, 
HoltbTi  Branlk«ham,  SUpwith,    SUeker

ton.    Theoollcjglatecliuxcliof  Hoivdeuwai 
dianlved  in  Che  fint  year  of  Edward  VI.  and 
the  tenporalitlei  thereby  became  Tested  fai 
the  crown.    The  revenues  for  supporting  the 
fiArie  being  dispowd  ot  into  private  hands, 
the  eboix  Cell  gradually  into  decay,  and  at 
length  beooming  totally  unsafe,  the,parish- 
kMMTs,  in  the  years  1634,  and  1836,  fitted 
up  die  nave  for  the  ceMntion  of  diviae 
woohip.    In  tihe  year  1696,  the  groined  roof 
of  die  ohanod  MX  in,  and  tniax  thft  time 
the  EiM  end  of  the  diurch  has  exhibited  the 
appearsnoe  of  a  magiiifloent  and  venenble 
niin.    Tlie  church  is  built  in  the  form  of  a 
cross,  with  an  etegant  square  towa  of  forty- 
fire  yards' in  lidght,  risLig  from'  the  centre 
upon  pointed  ardies,  supported  lyy  clustered 
piU«rs.     Over  the  communion  table  is  a 
pataiting  of  the  LonTs  supper,  by  Mr.  Bell, 
of  Selby,  which  filbthe  bows  of  the  ckMed 
central  ardi  between  the  lUkve  and  the  choir.  I 
The  most  cariotts,  and  once  the  most  ele. 
gant  part  of  this  sacred  edifice^  is  the  Chap. 
te^Kouse,  built  about  the  middle  of  the  four- 
teeiA  century.    Its  form  is  octagonal^  re* 
iemMlng  the  chapter-house  at' York ;  but  Its 
dimeuslou  aie  greedy  inferior,  Itf  width 
being  only  fA^gbt  paces.    The!  style  of  arohi- 
teeture^   however,  ia  superb;  U  coataina 
thirty  canopied  seats,  separated  by  clustered 
pUaaters  of  various  members, .  very  small, 
and  extremely  delicate,  having  foliated  oapi* 
tals  of  pierced  work,  firom  which  r^  rich 
tabernacle  work,  ornamenting  Gothic  grches. 
The  whole  )s  eoostructpd  of  a'  line  durable 
IVee  stone,  and  had  a  bioautifui  oetag<MMl 
stone  spire,  which  fell  in  on  St  Stephen's 
day,  17i50i    The  tower  of  the  church  to  a 
pirin  ijttt  wdl  propordonedand  stately  struct 
ture,  boiltof  a  durable  MM  ef  rtnAe.    Its 
ereedon  heshy  aD  wiltett  been  ascribed  to 
Walter  Skirlaw,  Usbep  df  Durham;   but 
BMMt  pnrtnhly  it  was  onlyhe^teBediqf  diat 
prelate,  $m  die  Mknrhig  homely  oonplet

into  ftshkA,  when  tke  prebends  were  endow, 
ed  in  1967«  Ihpeharoh  was  flnidicd  about  that 
period,  exespttng  the  steeple  and  chapter* 
booses  wtdcfa  were  buiR  by  Walter  SkirUw,  in 
dieiRDurteenth  century.  This  prelate  died  at 
Howden,  and  bis  boweto  were  buried  in  die 
diurdi.  The  living  of  Uowden  is  a  vicar* 
age,  not  in  charge,  of  which  the  kiagistbe 
patron,  and  die  Rev.  Ralph  Spoflbtth,  M.A. 
the  ineumbent.  The  chureh  is  dedicated  to 
St  Peter.  There  ia  an  ancient  palace  here, 
which  the  bishops  of  Durham  lionnerly 
made  their  summer  residence;  the  palace  to 
supposed  to  have  been  erected  by  Walter 
Skirlaw,  whose  arms  are  yet  seen  in  some 
parts  of  the  nibis.  Hu  successor,  bishop 
Langley,  also  made  several  additiona  to  the 
edifice;  the  briak  arch,  through  which  lies  a 
passage  to  the  orduuds,  ponds,  &e«  xppmn 
to  have  been  of  hto  ereedon,  as  hto  arms  yet 
rem^  on  a  stoue  plaoed  in  the  comer  of 
thearch.  The  venetabfe  mine  of  thto  an- 
cient palace,  being  patched  up  with  moderD 
building,  are  now  converted  hito  a  tum. 
house. .  It  is  situated  almost  dose  to  the 
church  yard,,  and  nearly  opposite  to  t|ie 
South  dde  ofthc  dxok>.  whidi  presents  to 
the  eye  a  nuOestic  ruin.  On  the  South  ride 
of  the  palace  was  a  park  extending  to  t|io 
banks  ot  the  Oute.  Howden  U  rituated 
I  abouta mileftcom  the  Ouse,  where  it  haa  a 
small  harbour  for  boats,  and  a  ferry  over 
the  river.  .  In  the  Market  place  there  to  a 
toige  building,  calted  die  MootJwU,  hi 
which  the  eourts  for  the  Jurisdiction  are 
hdd.  There  are  hcte  two  meeting  houasi^ 
one  for  the  MeduxUpts,  and  anodier  for  the 
-Independents  1  andaFreeSdKX)!,  of  whicb 
the  Revt  Thomas  Grey  to  the  master— 
The  population  amounts  to  8060.

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HISTORY  OF 

KINGSTON-UPON-HULL.

HULL,  one  of  Uw  principal  n*- 1 
IkPftB  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
B^tain*  8d  miles  from  York  and  I70  ftom 
London*  in  ft3de|;.  46  min.  N.  latitude,  and 
O'deg.  16nuB.  W.  longitude,  is  situated  at 
the  point  where  the  river  Hull  discharges  its 
waters  into  the  estuary  of  the  Humber— 
the  eommon  receptacle  of  all  the  eastern 
rims  of  England,  tnmi  the  Swale  to  the 
'tient  Hull,  like  the  rival  port  on  the  op- 
ftosite  side  of  the  island,  has  no  claim  to 
tug^  antiquity,  but  its  rise  is  of  a  date  at 
e  centuries  before  that  of  Li  verpool : 
of ,t]^  she^erds  and  oow- 
^}dL  hajiiig  given  place  to  the 
^Iwarehouscs  of  the  merchant  in 
.  of  Edward  L  while  the  tcnU  of 
1  of  Liverpool  retained  their  stft- 
1  the  time  of  James  h  When  the 
Domesday  wrvey  was  taken,  Hyton  appears 
to  have  been  the  principal  place  in  thb 
neighbourhood,  but  so  diminutive  were  its 
boildhigg.  that  it  would  sparcely  at  this  day 
have  ranked  .amongst  our  villages.  In  the 
refgn  of  Steplien,  William  le  Gros,  Earl  of 
Albemarle*  and  Lord  of  Holdemiessa  to  com- 
mute a  vow  he  had  made  to  visit  Jerusalem, 
fbttnded  a*  iQOoastery  at  Meaux,  seven  miles 
noflh  of  HuD,  and  endowed  it  with  posscs- 
^sufBdently  ample  to  maintain  the 
Some  ages  after,  the  Lords 
tainted  a  mansion  at  Cotting- 
^Baynard  Castle,  and  Edward  L 
from  the  battle  of  Dunbar, 
_^  >ttish  King,  John  BaUoI,  lost 

his  m>wn  to  the  conqueror,  honoured  this 
lordship  with  a  royal  visit.    During  his  stay 
at  this  place,  while  he  was  engaged  in  the 
pleasures  of  the  chase,  he  cafne  to  the  ham- 
lets of  Myton  and  Wyke,  where  Hull  now 
stands,  and  was  so  much  impressed  with  the 
.  advantages  of  the  situation  for  a  fortified 
town  and  commercial  port,  that  he  sent  for 
.the  Abbot  of  Meaux,  who  was  lord  of  the 
■  soil,  and  negodated  with  him  an  exchange 
for  other  lands  of  a  much  higher  nominal 
value.    -edwanTs  next  care  was  to  issue  a 
'prodaination,  offering  privileges  and  immui 
nities  to  all  those  who  should  fix  their  babi- 
.'Jhlioat  in  ibH  place;  at  the  same  time  be 


bunt  a  manor  house,  which  he  considefed  aa 
a  royal  residence,  rad  bonouied  the  town, 
which  aoon  sprang  up  around  him,  with  tbm 
appellation  of  Kingston,  or  King*t  town, 
adding  the  terms  upon-HvH  U>  distinguish  it 
from  Kingirton-upon-Thames.  In  the  27th 
year  of  his  reign  the  hartioor  was  finished, 
and  the  town,  by  a  royal  duvter,  dated  in 
1299,  was  constituted  a  free  borough.  The 
advantages  eB|)oyed  by  Hull  gave  it  a  decided 
preponderance  over  all  the  ports  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  Ravenspum,  Hedoo, 
and  Grimsby,  were  drained  by  degrees  of 
the  greatest  part  of  their  trade  and  com- 
merce. Since  that  time  Ravenspum  has 
been  washed  away  by  the  Incursions  of  the 
sea,  and  not  a  vestige  of  the  town  or  its 
suburbs  remains  to  indicate  their  existence^ 
\>r  to  fix  the  date  of  their  overthrow.  It 
appears  that  in  tlie  time  of  Edward  1.  Raven- 
spum sent  members  to  Parliament,  though 
it  is  probable  that  within  a  century  from  that 
dme  the  Borough  ceased  to  exist.  In  the 
year  1350,  the  bones  of  the  dead  were  re- 
moved from  the  chapel  of  Ravenspum  to  the 
church-yard  of  Easington ;  but  so  tenacious 
were  some  of  the  edifices  of  their  station  that, 
not  more  tlian  fifty  years  ago,  the  remains  of 
the  cngulphcd  wall  were  visible  to  the  fisher> 
man  at  low  water.*  The  stately  structure  cf 
the  Holy  Trinity  was  begun  about  the  cloae 
of  the  13th  century,  and  Edward  II.  contri- 
buted liberally  towards  its  erection.  The 
necessary  consequence  of  the  prosperity  of 
Hull  was,  the  establishment  of  a  ferry  acrocs 
the  Humber,  and  in  the  year  1316  vesAeis 
were  established  between  Barton  and  Hull, 
for  the  cOTveyance  of  paswmgcrs  and  cattle, 
which  have  been  continued  through  succr^- 
sive  ages  to  the  present  day.  Ten  yesrs 
afterwards^  the  town  was  fortified  with  a 
ditch  and  vail,  and  to  rapid  wm  its  progrcttt 
tha^  in  about  sixty  years  from  its  founda- 
tion, Hull  was  called  upon  to  fumiiih 
Edward  IIL  with  16  ships  and  466  men,

for  bladi  monka,  in  the  atnet  ever  aiDM 
called  Blackftiaisate.  Of  this  reUgkiua  houae 
a  square  tower,  and  a  pile  of  buUdingi  iMod 
at  an  inn,  remained,  when  TkkeD  wrote, 
behind  the  old  Guild-haU  at  the  top  of  the 
Market  place.  Thcte  were  lanuved  when 
the  Houaeof  Conactian  waahuilt;  and  when, 
subwquently,  thehaU  itidf  was  pulled  down, 
and  the  present  range  of  buUdingi  erected 
for  shambles  in  18O0»  tome  groined  arches 
of  brick  were  diacorered  under  the  hall,  with 
which  perished  the  last  remains  of  this  an- 
cient structure.  It  was  built  chiefly  of  brick, 
BB  was  the  Cast  end  of  Trinity  churdi  pre- 
viously.— and  there  ran  be  no  doubt  tiuU  the 
art  of  brick  making,  disused  from  the  time 
of  the  Romans,  was  then  revived  here, 
though  Bishop  Littleton,  who  visited  Hull, 
deceived  by  the  covering  of  plaster  on  the 
church,  fixes  the  date  of  the  revival  to  the 
ni^n  of  Richard  IL 

Edward  IIL  on  attaining  his  UMOority, 
visited  Hull,  on  his  way  to  fight  the  Scots, 
atod  was  enterlafaied  by  WiDlam  de  la  Pole, 
a  wealthy  roerdumt,  bom  at  Ravcnspum, 
a&d  then  the  mayor  of  this  borough.— 
Edward,  after  four  campaigns  against  the 
Scotch,  resolved  to  attack  France,  with  the 
intention  of  wresting  the  crown  ttom  Philip 
de  Valdts,  which  Edward  claimed  in  right  of 
his  moth«r.  With  this  view,  he  sailed  to 
Antwerp,  where  he  was  obliged  to  remain 
inactive,  from  the  want  of  *'  the  sinews  of 
war."  Sir  WtHiam  de  la  Pole,  who  was  then 
at  Antwerp,  pursuing  his  mercantile  adven- 
tures, lent  Edward  a  large  sum  of  money, 
and  mortgaged  his  ample  estates  for  the  use 
of  his  Sovereign.  This  act  of  loyal  devo- 
tion the  fCIng  rewarded,  by  cctofefting  upon 
him  the  honour  of  Knight-Banneret,  li) 
the  field,  on  the  return  of  Edward  from 
the  bontest,  ha  made  Sir  Williim  de  la  Pole 
'gentleman  of  his  bed-chamber,  and  Lord  of 
the  Seigniory  of  Holdemcss;  advancing  him 
Twm  time  to  time  to  pUtcei  of  profit  and 
liust,  and  at  lengQi  made  him  banm  of  the 
exchequer.  In  every  stage  of  hi*  progress 
Sir  William  remained  the  oonstoiit  benefactor 
of  Kingston-upon-HulI,  and  the  De  la  P<^es 
hccame  to  tliis  place  what  the  Clifibrd*  were 
to  Skipton.  and  the  Talbot*  to  Sheffi^M. — 
before  his  death,  which  happened  in  13fi6, 
hv  founded  a  monaatery  and  hospital  here, 
to  the  glory  of  God  and  die  benefit  of  the 
•  poor :  but  ho  was  summoned  from  this 
"Hid  before  the  house  was  complete,  and 
>*-        ^.  Sir  Mk-hacl  dc  la  Pole,  hU  nic- 

£*>•         nItWd  the  woiU,  and  endowed  it 
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for  thirteen  poor  men  and 
women.  Sir  Mkfaad  was  no  leas  the  &- 
vodriteof  Richard  IL  than  his  fotherhnd 
been  of  Edward  IIL  and  in  the  ninth  year 
oi  this  Sovereign's  reign,  ha  was  made  Lord 
Chancellor,  and  afterwards  created  Earl  of 
SuflbUu  The  Earl  began  to  ereel  that 
stately  and  soperb  palace,  called  Suflblk'a 
palace,  which  stood  opposite  to  the  west-end 
of  St.  Mary's  cfaurefa.  ii  a  place  at  thb  time 
called  Market  gate.  Before  the  great  hall 
window  was  a  drtightfal  and  spacious  flow 
garden,  and  other  grounds,  on  which  are 
now  erected  warehouses,  shcxls,  &&  and  the 
otfier  parts  are  oeeupied  as  yards  for  diflteent 
artificers.  The  Eari,  like  aaost  otiber  court 
favourites,  became  olinoxioas  to  the  people* 
by  wh<m>  he  was  stigmatiaed  as  a  flagrant 
public  peculator,  and  he  was  nltiroately  re- 
moved from  his  ofilce,  and  died  in  viriuntary 
exile  in  1388.  The  history  of  the  0e  la 
Poles  is  intimately  connected  with  that  of 
Hulk  Few  towns  can  boaat  of  having  glveo 
riae  to  so  celebrated  a  family,  thus  advaae- 
ing  tnm  Obscurity  to  eminence,  floorishing 
in  such  splendour,  and  experiencing  sudt 
vicissitudes  of  fortunew  BUchaeL  the  se- 
cond Earl  of  Suffolk,  accompanied  Henry 

V.  on  his  expedition  into  Prance,  and  after 
dbplaying  tigoal  prooft  of  courage  and  ca- 
pacity, fell  a  victim  to  the  malignant  di». 
temper  which  then  ravaged  the  English 
army.  Michael,  the  third  Earl,  was  also  a 
soklier,  and  was  slain  at  the  memorable 
battle  of  Aginoourt,  fighting  by  the  side  of 
his  Sovereign.  WiUiam  de  la  Pole,  the 
fourth  Earl,  was  distinguished  alike  to  the 
ficki  and  la  the  cablncL  This  Earl  made 
twenty  four  campaign*  in  France,  and  served 
seventeen  years  on  the  Continent  without 
ever  returnhig  to  his  native  country.  On 
the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Salisbury,  who  fell 
at  the  aeige  of  Orleans,  in  U8»,  the  chief 
command  of  the  besieging  army  devolved 
upon  the  Earl  of  Suffolk,  but  the  laur^ 
whldi  the  army  had  gi^ered  began  to 
wither  In  his  keeping;  the  heroic  deeds  of 
that  military  and  political  prodigy,  the  MakI 
of  Oileaaa,  turned  the  fortune  of  the  war, 
and  ultimately  expelled  the  invaders  fhxn 
ttie  French  territory.  On  the  return  of  the 
Earl  of  Suffolk  to  England,  the  duty  of  ne- 
gotiating a  peace  with  France  was  confided 
to  his  hands,  and  this  aflkir  being  settled,  he 
proposed  the  marriage  of  the  King,  Henry 

VI.  with  Margaret  of  AiUo^,  daughter  of 
Reni^,  King  of  Sidly,  and  niece  of  Mary  of 
Anjou,  the  Queen  of  France.  The  nego- 
tiation of  this  marriage  was  also  confided  to 
the  Earl,  on  which  he  was  advanced  a  step 
in. the  pecracc,  and  ai  pointed  by  the  King, 
when    the   prcLmiuarfcB   wcic  settled,    to 
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This  eipounl  wm  ondnoof,  and  if  Um 
ecMirt  nmioun  of  thoie  dayi  were  to  be 
relied  upon,  MugBrt^  to  tat  forgot  hmt  max- 
riage  rows  as  sometimes  to  oonftmad  the 
proxy  with  the  prindpoL  The  Queen  soon 
pcnceived  the  weakness  of  her  oooaort,  and 
Tilted  hfan  with  absolute  sway.  By  tMs 
-means  the  Marquis  of  Sum)lk,Ae  Canllaal 
of  Winchester,  and  the  Arehbbfaop  of  York, 
saw  their  power  more  flrmly  established. — 
A  strict  union  was  fidrmed  between  them 
snd  the  Queent  and  the  Duke  of  Gkwces- 
ter,  who  had  opposed  the  King's  marriage, 
amd  whom  they  rtgarded  as  the  common 
enemy,  was  thrown  into  prison,  and  found 
dead  in  his  bed  before  the  time  for  his  trial 
nrrired.  The  people  considered  Suflblk  as 
the  principal  author  of  Glouceitef's  delUh ; 
toutinprqiiortionashesnnk  in  pnbUc  esti- 
mation he  rose  in  Ustous  at  court,  and  on 
tbe  second  of  June,  1448,  he  was,  through 
the  influence  of  his  royal  mistress,  creaAed 
Duke  of  SuflbDc.  The  km  of  Normandy, 
which  foOowed,  was  attribotedto  SnflMk, 
who  waa  pubHdy  accused  with  having  de- 
Bveied  Ifaiae^  the  key  of  that  province,  to 
Ike  French;  it  was  Amber  eharged  vpon 
him  that  he  had  unudered  the  Duke  of 
Gloucester,  and  that  he  had  removed  ftom 
the  King's  presence  all  virtuous  eounseUeis, 
and  filled  their  ptece  with  his  own  creatuiea. 
The  Duke,  when  these  diarges 
brought  befcn  Parliament,  gave  tiiem  a 
«aC  denial ;  b«t  the  eourt.  alarmed  at  his 
«ltnation,  and  desirous  to  withdraw  him  from 
«be  impendfaig  storm,  undertook,  without 
•walthig  the  stow  formality  of  a  trial, 
tnnish  him  for  five  years.  The  Duke  en- 
tei;rd«pon  his  exile  without  reluctanee,  but 
while  he  was  on  his  passage  to  Pranee  he 
was  met  by  an  English  vessel,  eaUed  the 
Nicholas,  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Exeter, 
'  eonstable  of  the  tower,  the  Captain  of 
which  seised  the  Duke,  and  struck  olf  his 
head.  Thtts  foU  WlffiamdelaPole,  Dnke 
of  SufMk,  who,  during  the  space  of  four 
«nd  twenty  yean,  had  disthiguished  himself 
M  the  head  of  the  Bnglidi  armies  in  Prance, 
who  had  ruled  the  cabinet  of  London,  and 
had  been  the  most  powerAil  man  in  the 
fciogdom.  The  rauttkted  body  of  the  Duke 
was  Mt  upon  the  sands  at  Dover,  and, 
SMconUng  to  Stow,  it  was  brought  to 
Hun,  and  taMerred  In  the  Charter  house 
«her«.  Prom  this  nobleman  wasdeseended 
John  de  la  Pole,  Duke  of  Snflblk,  who 
married  CUsabeth  Plantagenet,  sister  of 
Edward  IV.  and  by  her  had  LmieJohndela 
Pole.  Bart  of  Ltaoobi.  This  Bart  aspired 
to  the  throne;  and  Richacti  111.  after  the 
4mh  of  hia  oidysoa,  dedaxed  the  Svl  of 


Lincoln  prtsnmpttve  heir  to  the  Crown. — 
The  batHe  of  Boewovth  Field  destroyed 
these  aspiring  hopes,  by  devatingtbe  Earl 
of  Rldni^md  to  the  throne./  Lincoln  sub- 
mitted to  his  disappointment  with  an  Ul 
grace,  and  having  joined  in  the  rebelUoo  of 
Lambert  Siknmcl,  a  bakei's  son,  who  per- 
sonated the  lato  Duke  of  Ckrenoe,  he  land- 
ed near  Lancaster,  with  an  army  consisting 
of  8000  Irish  and  German  troops,  whence 
he  marched,  to  encounter  the  Kii^g,  through 
Yorkshire,  to  the  village  of  Stoke,  InNot- 
tlnghamshire.  Here  an  obstinate  battle  was 
fought  on  the  6th  of  June,  1487,  in  which 
the  rebels  were  routed,  and  the  Earl  of  Lhi- 
eotat  with  the  greatest  part  of  his  army, 
was  left  dead  upon  the  field.  The  brother 
of  this  brave  but  unfortunate  nobleman  was 
Edmund  de  la  Pole,  Eari  of  Suffolk,  the 
last  of  that  fomUy  who  bore  this  title.— 
The  Jcaknis  temper  of  Henry  VIL  led  him 
to  cast  Bdwnmd  into  prison,  on  a  charge 
of  cons|4rii^  against  the  stato^  and,  after 
languishing  for  seven  years  in  oonfioament, 
he  was  pat  to  death  by  Henry  VIIL  with- 
out the  formality  of  a  triaL  By  the  at- 
tainder  of  the  last  Eail  of  Suflblk,  all  the 
rovemues  and  manors  of  that  nobleman  weae 
confiaantod  tothe  King^  use,  amongst  which 
was  the  Manor  HaU,  with  the  buUdLogs  and 
gaidana  a^Jolningf  ssid  the  liunlly  became 
exthiet  in  the  male  line  by  the  death  of  the 
younger  brother,  William,  who  fled  to  Italy, 
and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Pavia  in  1525. 
It  has  been  seen,  that  at  the  time  when 
William  de  la  Pole  resided  here  as  a  mer- 
chant, HuU  had  attained  aeonsiderable  rank 
in  the  list  of  maritime  towns,  and  in  the 
year- 4368  the  fraternity,  called  the  Guild 
of  the  Holy  Trinity*  was  founded  at  this 
place,  for  the  relief  of  distreMcd  seamen 


The  bibabitants  of  Hull  had,  ever 
since  the  foundation  of  the  towa,  laboured 
under  great  inconvenience  for  want  of  f  resit 
water,  and  the  neighbouring  villages  of 
Hcasle,  Aalaby,  Coitingham^  and  others, 
unmoved  by  their  distress,  combined  toge- 
ther, so  eariy  aa  the  year  1376,  to  withhold 
fxom  tiiem  a  supply  of  this  necessary  of 
lifo.  Long*  and,  in  some  instances,  fatal 
contests,  cxiseBd  between  the  town  and  the 
villages  upon  this  subject  for  some  ye;rs, 
tiU  at  length  the  Sover^gn  PonUff^of  Rome 
found  it  necessary  to  interpose  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Vaticaa,  and  to  issue  an  extraor- 
dinary writing,  dated  at  Rome  the  soth  of 
July,  1413,  reminding  those,  **  who,  at 
the  instigation  of  Satan,  had  endeavoured 
to  ruin  the  inhabitants  of  a  large  and 
flourishing  toiro,  by  depriving  them  of 
water,   that  they  must  give  au  account  uf 
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flteir  deeds  at  the  day  of  judgment  t  and 
by  exhorting   and   pnying   every  one  oC 
tliem,  hy  the  boweli  of  diarity»  to  contri- 
bute fVeely  to  the  maintenance  of  tba  vater 
oouneSf   by  whidi  meana  ttiey  womM*  in 
aome  roeasurff  atone  for  their  paatoAn- 
ces :"  and  all  «^m>  riiouM  be  tnttnimental  bi 
promoting  this  publie  work.  Ivy  eontribat- 
]ng  thereto,  were  promised  '*  the  release  of 
one  hundred  days  in  any  penanoa  that  was 
already    or  might  hereafter   be  enjoined 
them.*    The  good  eflbctt  of  this  instra- 
ment  were astODishingi  all attcnpta  to  oor- 
nipt  or  poison  the  water,  or  to  fln  up  the 
canab,  ceased,  and  th«  town,   from  that 
time,  has  been  plentlftilly  supplied  with  die 
pure  beverage  of  nature.    During  the  reign 
of  Richard  IL  when  the  Seols  watt  making 
their  inroads  Into  England,  and  menacing 
the  country  from  the  Tweed  to  the  Hum- 
ber,  the  fortiflcatkms  of  Hull  weta  repair- 
ed,   the  ditches  deanacd,    and   a  a^tmg 
castle  was  built  at  the  cast  side  of  the  river 
Hull,  for  the  better  defence  of  the  town  and 
haven.     The  original  diartw,  granted  by 
Edward  I.   was  renewed  and  enlarged   by 
subsequent  charter*,  granted  by  Ridwrd  IL 
Henry  IV.    and  Henry  V.    bat  it  was  not 
till  the  18th  year  of  Henry  VI.  that  the  cor- 
poration of  Hull  received  that  fbrm  wWdi 
It  ttin  pTcaervea.    IIm  municipal  gofvem- 
ment  was  then  placed  in  the  handa  of  a 
mayor,  recorder,  shcrilT,  and  twelve  alder- 
men, who  were  to  be  Justices  of  the  peace, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  King  constitnted 
the  town,  with  its  predncta,  a  county  of 
itsdf^  comprising  the  towns  and  parishes  of 
Hesslc,    North  Ferriby,   Swanland,   West- 
Ella,  Kirk  Ella,  Tranby,  WiUerby,  Woolftsr- 
ton,  Aniaby,  and  tXl  the  site  of  the  priory  of 
Haltemprise.    That  monardi  also,  by  ano- 
ther charter,  bearing  date  tfieseoond  of  July, 
in  the  same  year,  granted,  that  the  Mayors 
of  Hull  should,   for  the  ftitare,   have  the 
sword  carried  erect  before  them,  and  that 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  shouU  have  a  cap 
of  maintenance.     In  the    year   1443,  the 
town  was  divided  into  six  wards,  each  of 
them  governed  by  two  aldermen,  and  the 
mayor  presiding  as  head  of  the  whole — 
In  the  month  of  September,  1448,  Henry 
VI.  on  his  return  to  London,  from  the  north, 
visited  Hull,  and  was  recrived  with  every 
demonstration  of    loyal  aflbction    by  all 
elassea  of  the  people.    At  this  period  the 
ftimous  William  de  la  Pole,    fourth  Earl 
of  Suffolk,  had  the  chief  share  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  government  of  the  coun^ 
try,  and  whatever  might  be  his  errors  as  a 
minister  of  state,  be  was  to  Hull  a  distin- 
guished benelkctor,  and  this  town  received, 
^-ough  his  influence,  numerous  marks  of 


royal  Ikvuor.    The  li 

nindftil  af  the  obHgattoiia  they  owed  to  thdr 
Sovcralgnt  and  whan  thoaa  imaaciaa  «ab> 
tests,  betvacn  the  houaea  of  York  and  JLaa- 
castar,  which  shook  the  country  to  Ita  can- 
tre^  raged  ao  flitally,  tbia  town  eontimied  to 
the  last  Arm  and  nnahakan  in  its  fidelity  to 
Henry.    In  the  battle  of  Wakcfleld,*  fooglit 
on  the  24th  of  December,  1460,  Richaxd 
Hanaon,  Eaq.  the  brave  mayor  of  Hull, 
having  greaUydistingttiahed  himacif  byhfe 
vakwr  and  intrepidity,  lUl  eoveicd  with 
wonnda.  In  the  mcanant  of  viotory,  in  tlw 
presence  of  his  Queen.    At  Towtonf  too. 
the  blood  of  the  peopleaf  Hull,  who  had 
voiuntaered  in  Hen^s  aatase,  flowed  fre^  s 
and  the  pnblio  eoOhrs  of  tlie  boroo^  wer» 
ao  much  drained  by  the  cTpemea  of  the 
war,  that  the  eorpocatioai  wcm  obUgcd  to 
take  down  »  stately  markK  croas,  which 
had  been  erededabcmt  thkty  |ears  before, 
in  order  to  niae  money  from  the  sale  of 
the  matarials  of  which  it  was  constructed.— 
On  the  elevatioo   of  Edward  IV.  to  the 
throne,   the  town  of  HuU   reluctantly  •«> 
knowledged   him  as  thdr  sovereign ;   but 
no  sooner  had  Henry  VI.  again  resumed 
hia  royal  aeat,  by  theaupportof  Warwick, 
the  king-maker,  than  ^hey  agatak  proftasng 
their   cordial  allegianee    to   the  restored 
monaicht  and  when  Edward  IV.  landed  at 
tUveaapaxn,     in    HoMamess,   with  SOOQ 
man,  on   the    14th  of  March,    1471.   be 
marched  by  the  way  of  Beverley  to  York, 
without  venturing   to  attack  Hull.     TIm 
aeqnd  is  known  to  every  reader  of  EngUah 
history— Warwtdc  was  slain  in  the  deeiaiTe 
battle  of  Baroct.    Prince  Edward,  the  sosi 
of  Henry,  was  murdered  in  cold  blood  by 
the  Dukea  of  Clarence  and  Gkmceater,  aided 
by  Lord  Hastings  and  Sir  Thos.  Gray  I  Henry 
and  his  Queen  were  thrown  into  the  tower, 
where  the  ftnrmer  expired  in  a  few  days,  for 
"  short  is  the  distance  between  the  priMaa  and 
the  grave  of  princes:"  and  Margaret  wan 
sufibred  afterwards  to  retire  to  Ai^on,  whern 
she  dosed  her  cventiM  life  in  the  year  1488. 
In  1472  HuU  was  visited  by  tfaeplag««b 
whidi  swept  off  a  great  number  of  the  in- 
habitants, and  anoong  tiie  rest  John  Whit- 
Esq.  its  chief  magistrate.    For  four 
years  the  disorder  sfwmfiii  to  have  ceaaed, 
but  in  1476  it  broke  out  again  with  tawreaaed 
Airy,  and  John  Richards,  Esq.  the  Mayor, 
waaof  the  number  of  its  viotkna.  Two  years 
afterwards  it  raged  ao  violently  that  158# 
persona  died  in  a  short  time,  and  Thoaoaa 
Aloock,  Esq.  the  mayor,  hia  wif^,  and  nil  hia 
chiklran,  died  of  the  fatal  distemper.    The 
sweating  skkness,  that  sli^nlar  and  fiitai 
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which  MMMd  to  be  peculkrly 
Bagliih.  and  which,  if  hikoriam  may  Ife 
cradltod.  foUoved  the  people  of  thia  nation 
into  tbnigtt  eoontriesk  mafcinf  them  its 
peculiar  victims,  brolce  out  in  HuU  in  tiie 
year  IMl,  and  eommittod  dreadAil  ravages. 
In  ISfje  the  pi^^ne  was  again  bniQght  into 
thia  town  by  some  seamoi,  ftom  n^leeC  of 
qoanotina  This  Ihtal  diaorder  was,  how- 
ever, oonflned  to  Blackftiargate,  which 
wasso  deeply  taifeeCed  that  it  was  Judged 
necessary  to  waH  up  all  the  avemica  leading 
to  that  street,  leaving  open  only  two  doors, 
where  watdunen  were  ptoeed  to  take  in  pro- 
visioos  and  medieiBe,  and  to  see  tliat  none 
of  the  infisoted  made  their  eaoape^  These 
wise,  thoi^h  rigorous  pcccanttona,  had  the 
desired  eAeetr  the  epidemic  soon  subsided, 
and  not  more  than  one  hundred  of  the  in- 
habitants became  Its^rietima 

The  affiOrs  of  HuU  glided  amoothly 
on  amidst  a  sococssftil  and  continually  ex- 
tendhig  ooramerae,  till  the  supprsssion  of 
the  ndigious  houses  in  tha  reign  of  Henry 
VIII.  excited  a  genenl  spirit  of  discontent 
here  and  elseeitere.    The  lesser  monasteries, 
those  with  a  revenue  under  900/.  a  year 
being  so  denominated,  were  first  suppremed, 
and  all  thoee  of  HuU  feU  under  thatdes 
eription.    These  were  the  White  Friary,  in 
WMteMargate;  St.  Austin's  Friary,   com- 
monly eaUed  the  Black  Friars;  and  the  Car- 
thusian Monastery,  founded  by  Michael  de 
hi  PDle,and  dedicated  to  St.  Michael.  At  the 
time  of  the  tatsurreodon,  eaUed  the  Pilgrim- 
age of  Grace,  in  1587>  while  one  division 
took  Pootefraet,  and  another  entered  York, 
a  third,   conducted    by  a  pcxsoo  named 
HaUam.   took  HuU  by  surprise,  and   re- 
poeseewd  the  ejected  Monks  and  Friars  of 
their  houses.    The  triumph  of  the  insur- 
gents   was,    however,  of  short  duration; 
their  main  l>ody,  under  Aske,  who  had  ad- 
iranoed  into  tiie  neighbourhood  of  Doaeas- 
ter,   being  dispeised,  the  magistrates  and 
other    bihabitanu  of  HuU  eelBed  Hallam, 
and  the  other  ringleaders,  who  were  soon 
after  tried,  by  a  special  commission,  at  thia 
pfawa,   and  the  charge  of  rebeUioo  bebig 
dearly  established  against  them,  they  were 
convicted  and   executed.     The   meaauxes 
taken  by  Henry  to  reform  the  estabUahed 
religion,  aceompaaied  aa  they  were  by  the 
diaaohition  of    the    monasteries  and  the 
eeiaore  o^  their  property,   were  extremely 
vspopnlar  fai  Yorkshire,  and  this  year  ano- 
ther Ineunectloo  broke  out  in  the  aeigb- 
teurhoodof  Scarborough  and  Malton,  ttotn 
^^iMoeetfaeinsurgials  made  ahmty  march 
towards  HuU,  with  the  hitentkmof  taking 
the  town  by  surprise ;  being  dissppointad  in 


but  finding  thcmsalves  unable  Co  cany  Che 
town  by  force.  Sir  Robert  Comtafale,  and 
some  othcm  of  the  kwicn,  prqfecCed  the 
stratagem  of  hUroduciag  thcmaelvea  into 
the  fortress  disguised  as  market  people,  in 
which  way  they  made  tliemselves  masters  of 
the  plaoe.  Sir  Robert  then  isnimiid  the 
title  of  governor,  but  having  received  in< 
teUigcQce  that  hispartisaas  in  the  country 
were  aU  either  killed  or  taken  prisonns,  he 
feU  into  a  state  of  despondeney,  and  alter 
keeping  pocsessioo  of  the  garrisan  for  about 
thirty  days,  surrendered  it  into  the  hands  of 
tlM  mayor,  with  only  a  faint  resistance.^ 
These  dduded  people  being  afterwards  tried 
and  eoBvieted  of  high  treason,  under  a 
oommisskio,  sitting  here,  of  which  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk  was  the  head,  numbers  of 
them  were  hanged  and  quartered,  and  Sir 
Robert  Constable,  their  leader,  was  hanged 
in  dudns  over  Beverley  gate. 

These  rebdUoos  having  subdded,  Henry 
made  a  visit  into  the  north,  in  the  year 
iHl,  and  fai  the  moi^of  August  arrived 
hi  Hull,  accompanied  by  his  Queen,  Catha- 
rine Howard,  and  attended  by  a  train  of 
courtiers.  After  partaking  of  the  bospita- 
Utias  of  the  Corpotmtion,  aad  ooodesocDding 
to  receive  at  thdr  hands  a  present  of  one 
hundred  pounds,  the  royal  personages  pro, 
oeeded  to  York{  fmn  thence  his  Mj|)«ety 
returned  to  HuU  on  the  30th  of  September, 
and  after  taking  aa  accurate  view  of  the 
town,  gaveorders  for  ereoting  acastleand 
ewo  strong  bk)ck  housea,  with  additional 
fortifications,  to  environ  the  town.  He 
also  ordered  that  a  new  ditch  should  be  cut 
Arom  Newland  to  HuO,  and  that  the  stately 
manor  house,  formerly  called  Safiblk's  pa- 
lace,  should  undergo  a  thoroi^  repair.— 
The  King,  after  remaining  five  days  in 
HuU,  crossed  the  Humber,  and  returned  ii 
London  through  Lincolmhlre.  IntheMth 
year  of  this  King^  reign,  an  act  pasaed  for 
the  appointment  of  twenty-«bc  SuflVagan 
Bishops  whose  duty  it  was.  In  the  absence 
of  the  Mshops,  to  supply  thdr  place  in  all 
matters  of  order,  though  not  of  Jurisdic- 
tion, orthe  twenty -«ix  towns  appointed  for 
SuflVagan  Sees,  HuHwasone,  and  the  pro- 
late had  a  magnificent  palace,  ia  High  afreet, 
prtndpally  built  of  Areestoae,  adorned  with 
painted  Windows,  like  those  of  churches, 
and  with  spadous  gatemtys  and  lofty  tow- 
Thdr  office  was  neariy  the  same  with 
the  Chorqrisct^,  or  bishops  of  tlie  coun- 
try, in  the  primitive  churdi ;  but  this  oAce 
had  been  disoontlnued  for  nine  centuries, 
tiU  it  was  now  again  revived  in  Engtend.>— 
The  institution  was,  however,  of  short  du« 
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•ad  RolMiC  PuTMflove,  ioiwwiurt  Sufk»- 
"fuior  HuU«lntti«ywrlAM,  tMrnstDhaTe 
tocB  tiM  iMt  of  thttt  order  in  thk  plM0b 

Edwwd  VL  on  mtmM^  tfaethraoe, 
cndMTOurtd  to  allay  tho  popokr  dlnoatant 
oenaitontd  bjr  Um  hwHacriroimig  mppnmkm 
ct  charitabte  taiilitttttocM,  which  bad  mark- 
•d  the  conduct  ot  hit  Iklhcr,  and  among  Ihe 
llntaoU  ct  hitrtitBbe  ra-ftmnad  the  Hot> 
pitalof  the  Charter  Hoiae  and  the  Trinity 
Houae  in  this  tonra.  In  the  nune  nign, 
John  Haxriion,  E8i|.  an  alderman  of  HnU» 
built  and  endowed  e  hoapital  in  Chapel 
lane,  nearthe  church  of  St  Mary*!,  which 
■tiU  bean  the  name  of  this  learned  magia- 
trata  uuA  Tahtable  dHacn.  The  letftnmed 
retigion  was  now  makii^  eomklciabla  ad- 
Tanoes:  by  aroyalordinanee,  it  waa  dtieded 
that  all  images  and  ptctnm  should  be  le- 
mored  out  of  the  diutdics  of  thto  kingdom, 
and  thoae  which  had  hitherto  been  display- 
ei  in  the  chweh  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at 
Hull  were  committed  pubttdy  to  the  flames. 
Inthesame  nignthe  Kii«  granted  to  the 
burgseiss  of  Hull  the  entire  manor  of  the 
town*  asd  centered  upon  them  the  cnetody 
of  the  castle  and  block-houaes,  erected  in 
the  fimner  reign  at  an  expense  of  t3,7AftiL 

The  gkKxny  reign  of  Philip  and  Mary 
passed  over  without  making  any  important 
additlona  to  the  records  of  this  place,  and 
the  rapid  and  repeated  changes  in  rcUgion 
under  Edward,  Mary,  and  Elisabeth,  eeem 
to  have  elicited  here  notary  material  sa 


their  own  eoaat.  Thaaa  ships  bsiiE«  ««li 
equipped  and  inaiMail,  sailed  in  cpieetaf  tltn 
maritime  robbers,  end  they  had  soon  tkn 
good  fortune  to  eapture  several  of  thssn* 
and  to  brii^  them  taMo  HvlL  A  apeeinl 
oonwkiarion.  at  which  the  Earl  of  Huating' 
don  preMed,  attended  by  the  mayor  and 


Thongh  great  pafaM  had  be 
about  the  middle  of  the  liourteentfa  century, 
by  eleisllng  the  roads  end  repairing  the 
benks,  to  guard  against  the  unusual  tweU  of 
the  tides,  whidi  prevailed  for  some  yean  in 
the  Humber,  yet  in  the  year  L587  the  tide 
rose  to  such  a  height  as  to  overthrow  the 
banks,  and  to  do  incredible  damage  both  to 
the  town  end  the  adJeeent  country.  All  the 
low  lands,  for  many  miles  round,  were  laid 
under  water;  the  teroers,  deprived  of  their 
crops,  were  reduced  to  indigettoe  and  want; 
and  the  merrhandlae,  fUmiture,  and  oCier 
efibcta  in  the  town,  that  were  lodged  hi  low 
rooow,  were  either  destroyed  or  graatly  da- 
maged. In  1640  e  similar  visitation  beM 
thisfiaeet  the  waters  rose  higher  than  the 
highest  point  to  whidi  they  had  ever  before 
attained,  and  the  injury  sustained,  both  in 
tlic  town  and  in  the  country,  was  immense. 
The  tradeof  Hull  still  oontlnued  to  increese, 
and  the  wealth  of  her  ihips  tempted  the 
cupidity  of  the  pirates  by  which  the  seas 
were  then  inHesied ;  till  at  length  the  Lord 
High  Admiral  of  England  required  the 
towntofltup  twosbipa  of  war,  to  protect 


here,  when  six  of  the  phrates  wcee  found 
guilty,  and,  in  virtue  of  their  sentence, 
ware  executed  and  hnqg  in  diains  on  the  nd- 
jaoent  coasts.  As  late  as  the  year  IMS,  n 
eomt  of  JaU  delivery  was  heU  het%  at  whidr 
tluee  persons  were  convicted  of  iUony,  end 
suflbred  the  |wia*shinsnr  of  dealhi  and  a 
poor  oM  woman,  being  tried  and  convicted 
of  witehcraft,  wm  sentenced  to  slssid  in  tiw 
pUhtry  on  four  seperate  market  days,  and 
to  sufhr  a  yeai^  liuiNiaanmenti  Nor  did 
the  playerB  experience  mnch  mon  lenient 
treatment  than  the  witches:  the  theatrical 
oorps  resorting  to  titis  town  wercinapeo- 
clamatlnn  issued  by  the  mayor,  in  15&B, 
stiled  "idle,  lewd  persons.**  **players  or 
setters  out  of  plays,"  and  sesfaig  that  these 
ps  lions,  ftom  their  vagabond  hahite,  could 
not  be  conveniently  restrained,  it  waa  order- 
ed and  agreed  that  every  inhabMant,  manor 
woman,  resortta^  to  thdir  llwatre,  should 
forfeit  and  pay  8s.  6d.  to  the  mayor  and 
burgesses.  TMs  very  extraordinary  attadt 
upon  the  theatre,  and  upon  the  entertain- 
rocnts  of  the  taihabitenta,  did  not,  Hsikooki 
appear,  arise  tnm  any  humble  or  puritani- 
cal dispositkm,  which  at  that  time  posetwsit 
the  leedii«  hdiaUtante  of  the  placab  perti. 
cularly  the  fair  sex;  fiar,  hi  ttie  same  year, 
it  was  found  nwesury,  in  order  to  allay  the 
heate  and   anfanoslties  which  had  arisen 


preeedency  at  church,  to  institntean  aode* 
siestical  commission  fcv  regulating  these  im- 
portent  aflUra.  in  which  it  waa  direetwl  by 
the  Archbishop  <*  that  tiie  eonwnierionem 
should  place  rrery  of  the  said  genHewoman 
in  their  places  aooordfaig  to  their  respeotiva 
ealiii^  or  digiritlea.'*  Themen,  it  is  said, 
were  eesily  governed,  and  content  to  sit  and 
plaee  themselves  where  they  were  ordered^ 
according  to  the  netw  errangcment  of  the 
pews  tai  the  church,  which  had  reesntly 
taken  plaeei  but  tite  women,  like  the 
Pharisees  of  oM,  sought  the  uppcrmoit 
placea  in  the  synagogue,  and,  whatever 
might  be  the  fbrvour  they  displayed  in  se< 
curii^  (br  th^nsdvas  good  phMcein  heavea. 
they  wem  not  tate  aottdtoua  about  thorn  they 
occupied  on  earth.  The  fsais  of  thecsn* 
sures  of  the  diurdi  were  swffieifyitly  power* 
All  to  allay  the  hlgh-Uooded  fends  oT  these 
aspiring  dames,  and  when  the  magistntte 
mcnttooed  in  tbt  cooiDlsdMilMdiBVMM 
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time  ditchnged  the  dutici  of  nMiten  of  the 
ttCSWDoniet  tai  the  MDctuary*  the  religkntt 
aervicet  weie  allowed  to  proceed  witboot 
further  interrupdoik 

The  reign  of  James  L  is  almost  a  blank 
iAthebistory  of  HulL  It  is  only  mentioned 
that  this  Ifonarch  granted,  or  rather  sold, 
tbe  oorporation  adtarter  to  choose  an  assis- 
tant pread&er  in  the  diurdi  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  which  eharter  cost  them  600L  and 
whidi  was  the  precise  sum  that  the  town  had 
lent  to  Queen  Elisabeth,  to  repel  the  mena' 
csed  attack  of  the  Spanish  Armada.  In  this 
reign  the  merdiants  erected  an  exchange  in 
the  High  street,  at  an  expense  of  50(M:  whieh 
is  now  disused,  and  those  works  weteoom- 
mcnoed  and  completed  1^  whidi  tbe  town 
baa  ever  since  been  abundantly  supfdied 
with  pure  and  wholesome  water. 

The  disastrous  reign  of  Charles  I. 
will,  through  all  time,  occupy  a  dlstii^uish- 
•d  plaoe  in  the  annals  of  England.  Every 
part  of  the  kingdom  was  agitated  by  that 
mighty  ooUisioa  which  arose  between  the 
monarchical  and  the  democratioal  brandies 
of  the  legiilature,  but  in  the  county  of 
Yorit,  and  in  the  town  of  Kingston-upon- 
HuU,  the  shoek  was  idt  with  greater  vio- 
lenoethan  in  any  other  county  or  town  in 
Great  Brttain.  It  is  not  within  the  province 
of  this  history  to  investigate  the  causes  of 
the  tmhappy  differences  whidi  arose  be- 
tween the  King  and  the  popular  branch  of 
the  legislature,  nor  to  decide  whether  privi- 
lege or  prerogative  was  in  the  wrong,  such 
inquiries  and  decisions  appertain  rather  to 
general  history  than  to  topography,  and  our 
prcaent  duty  will  be  disdiarged  by  a  Daith- 
toi,  though  brief  relation,  of  those  local  oo- 
eurrenees  and  military  operations  which 
arose  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of 
HulL  When  Charles  ascended  the  throne  in 
1025,  gngiana  was  menaced  by  a  war  with 
France,  and  the  throe  ships  required  of  Hull, 
as  the  contribution  of  this  pdt  fbr  the  pro- 
ie<n>tioa  of  the  contest,  were  very  dieerfully 
granted,  and  well  manned  and  victualled. — 
This  spirit  of  loyal  acquiescence  was  the 
next  year  carried  still  further,  fbr  while  the 
xoetxopdtiih  and  other  places,  resisted  the 
tax  OB  all  ships  and  goods,  called  ionnoffe 
andpounda^,  because  it  was  levied  by  the 
King  without  the  consent  of  Parliament, 
the  merchants  of  Hull  paid  the  impost  with- 
out murmur  or  complaint. 

While  the  storm  was  gathering  by  which 
the  whole  kingdom  was  so  speedily  to  be 
convulsed,  the  plague,  which,  tot  some  time 
past,  had  raged  in  some  of  the  p^ts  of  the 
eontinent,  made  its  appearanoa  in  this  town, 
«nd  such  was  the  terror  it  created,  that 
aqoibeii  of  the  inbaUUutti  te(t  thdr  bouN^ 


and  fled  into  the  oountryt  Che  gates  were 
kep^  eontinnaDy  shut,  exoept  when  provi- 
sions  were  brou^t  in;  all  assemblies  or 
meetings,  aa  well  fbr  reUgious  as  for  secular 
purposes,  were  fiorbidden;  and  the  whole 
town  exhibited  a  scene  of  honor,  silence, 
and  despair.  As  Lent  approaehed,  the  Mayor 
and  AMermen  thought  it  necessary  to  pe- 
tition  the  protestant  Archbishop  of  York,  to 
givo  lioence  and  toleiation  to  the  convates- 
cento  to  dress  and  f»t  flesh  the  ensuing  Lent, 
for  their  nourishment  and  more  speedy  re- 
covery! To  which  his  Grace  repUed, 
"  thKt  tbe  ministeca,  upon  oartifioate  from 
the  physidaos,  might  give  psrmisdon  to 
particular  persons  to  eat  flesh  during  that 
holy  season  r*.  This  indulgence,  great  as 
it  was,  did  notstam  the overwhebnii^ tor- 
rent of  disease,  the  pestilence  continued  to 
cage  fbr  three  years,  and  2730  peraow  fen 
victims  to  it  Ui  tbe  town,  exduslve  of  those 
who  fled  into  the  country,  and  died  there, 
which,  according  to  one  authority,  almost 
doubled  the  number,  making  a  sum  total 
probably  equal  to  one  half  the  popuktion  of 
Hull  at  that  period.  As  this  dreadful  eon- 
tagion  disappeared*  commerce  began  tore- 
Vive,  and  the  town,  though  so  recently 
threatened  with  ruin,  attained  in  a  Asw  years 
its  former  prosperity. 

In  the  year  1639,  the  King  levied  aD 
army,  to  impose  upon  the  Scotch  the  epis. 
copal  form  of  church  government,  to  which 
they  h»d  invincible  obt)ectioni,  and  to  resist 
which  they  entered  into  their  celebrated 
League  and  Covenant.  The  war  which  esw 
sued,  led  to  the  accumulation  of  vast  quan- 
titles  of  arms  and  military  stores  in  tho 
port  of  Hull :  and  in  the  same  year  the 
King,  in  his  psogress  towards  Scotland,  poii 
a  viat  to  HuU,  where  he  was  received  with 
great  pomp  and  ceremony,  and  assured  by 
Mr.  Recorder  Thorpe,  aa  the  oigan  of  the 
corporation,  in  one  of  those  hyperbolical 
and  adulatory  addreaMS  which  bodies  cor. 
porate  are  so  prone  to  address  to  m^esty, 
that  it  was  more  difficult  to  address  htan* 
than  to  address  the  King  of  Kings,  and  that 
they  would  *'  adhere  to  him  against  all  hie 
enemies  with  the  utmost  of  their  lives  and 
fortunes.**  How  this  unmeaning  pledge  wae 
rsdeemed  the  sequel  will  show.  The  next 
moniing.  being  the  89th  of  March,  hia 
Mi^escy  viewed  the  town,  and  careAUly

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istpeeted  the  fortifloakioiM,  after  which  he 
proeeeded  to  Bereriey,  and  the  day  follow- 
lag  arrired  in  York,  A  treaty  was  tooo 
after  concluded  between  Charles  and  the 
Scots,  and  the  kingdom  was  flattered  with 
Illusive  imwpeets  of  peace;  but  die  Scots 
stitt  kept  up  their  army;  and  the  dissatisfse- 
tlon  feK  by  the  people  of  England  at  the 
proceedings  of  the  King  and  his  ministers, 
threatened  an  immediate  explosioD.  At  this 
Juncture,  Charles  finding  all  his  supplies 
dried  up,  was  obliged  to  assemble  that  me- 
morable parliament*  which  was  speedily  to 
contend  with  him  for  the  soTcreign  authority. 
After  kmg  and  fhiitkss  altercations  both 
perties  prepared  to  decide  tiie  contest  by 
arms.  In  this  situadon  of  aflUrs  tiie  pos- 
session of  Hull,  a  place  rendered  strong 
both  by  nature  and  art,  becamean  ol)}ect  of 
the  first  importance,  and  the  immense  ma- 
ganne  of  arras  and  ammunlUon  ccdlected  in 
the  garrison  serre  I  greatly  to  enhance  its 
value.  The  King,  in  order  to  secure  the 
town,  sent  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  here, 
to  take  possession  in  his  M^esty*s  name, 
but  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses, 
unmindful  of  their  recent  dedaration,  *'  that 
they  would  adhere  to  his  M^esty  against  all 
his  enemies  with  the  utnuMt  of  their  lives 
and  fortunes,"  declined  to  recdve  the  king's 
general,  and  after  some  hesitation  and  delay 
admitted  Sir  John  Hotharo,  as  governor,  by 
order  of  parliament.  The  king  had  now 
fixed  his  residence  at  York,  and  it  was  not 
dilBcult  to  foresee,  that  he  would  endeavour 
to  obtain  possession  of  the  vast  magashies  at 
Hull,  which  at  that  time  fkr  exceeded  the 
collection  of  warlike  stores  in  the  tower  of 
London.  The  policy  of  the  parliament  was 
to  have  these  stores  removed  to  London,  and 
the  two  Tumses  sent  petitions  to  the  king  for 
.  that  purpose,  but  his  mi^csty  refosed  his 
consent,  and  the  stores  remained  at  Hull 
undisturbed. 

On  the  83d  of  April,  164>,  a  memor- 
able period  in  the  hi^ory  of  Hull,  and  in 
the  history  of  the  kingdom,  his  majesty, 
attended  by  his  son,  afterwards  Charles  If. 
and  by  a  train  of  firom  two  to  three  hundred 
of  his  servants,  with  many  gentlemen  of 
the  county,  set  out  early  in  the  morning 
•  fhrni  York  fbr  Hull,  and  when  he  was  within 
about  four  miles  of  this  place,  he  sent  for- 
ward an  oflScer  to  infonn  the  governor,  that 
he  intended  that  day  to  dine  with  him.t

t  It  is  remarkable  that  the  Duke  of 
York,  (afterwards  James  II.)  was  in  Hull  at 
this  time,  and  actually  dining  at  the  Trinity 
Nonas,  when  Sir  John  Hotham,  mBftkiifiy- 
'ng  with  hit  fothec  at  the  gate. 


This  tmexpected  honour  $lr  John  HoClian 
was  not  disposed  to  aeoept,  and  he  dlapatdMd 
a  message  to  the  king  humbly  besoei^u^ 
him  '*  to  decline  his  intended  visit,  secu^ 
that  the  governor  could  not,  without  beimy- 
ing  the  trust  committed  to  him,  open  the 
gates  to  so  great  a  train  aa  his  m^festy  was 
attended  with."    The  king,  however,  con- 
tinued to  advance,  and  Sir  John  ordered 
the  bridges  to  be  drawn  up,  the  gates  to  be 
shut,  and  the  soldiers  to  stand  to  their  arms 
round  the  walls.    The  king  havii^  arrived 
at  Beverley-gate  demanded  enlnnoe,  at  Icstrt 
fbr  himsdf,  and  twenty  of  his  attendants, 
but  the  governor  continued  to  plead    the 
trust  reposed  in   hhn  by  parliament,    pro- 
testing,  at  the  same  time,  upon  his  knees, 
that  he  wished  **  God  might  bring  confu- 
sion upon  hhn  and  his,   if  he  was  not  a 
faithf^  and  loyal  subject  to  his  M^lcsty." 
The  threats  and  the  entreaties  of  the  King 
were,  however,  alike  unavailing,  and  in  the 
evenfaig  he  retired  to  Beverley,  where  he 
kMlged  that  night    The  next  momii^  he 
sent  a  herald  to  Sir  John,  summoning  him 
once  more   to  open  the  gates  «n  pain  of 
being  prodairaed  a  traitor,  in  case  of  refu- 
sal, and  with  a  promise  of  forgiveness  for 
the  past  if  he  consented.    The  hcraM.  like 
his  royal  master,  proved  unaucccssful,  and 
the  king,  grievously  disappointed,  returned 
to  York. 

This  was  the  first  act  of  hostility  be- 
tween the  king  and  the  parliamentarian 
party,  and  proved  the  commencement  <tf  that 
civil  war,  which,  for  the  space  of  fbitr 
years,  desolated  Engfamd,  and  brought  ber 
monarch  to  the  block.  On  his  arrival  in 
York,  the  king  sent  a  message  to  the  two 
houses  of  pariiaroent,  demanding  Justice 
against  the  governor  of  Hull,  for  hia  trea- 
sonable reftjsal  to  obey  the  royal  commaiuls ; 
but.  Instead  of  punishing  Sir  John  Hotham, 
pariiament  bestowed  upon  hhn  and  his  sup. 
porters  a  vote  of  thanks.  The  kli^  having 
mustered  about  d8(M)  troops,  of  which  3000 
were  fjoot,  and  800  horse,  and  procured  a 
supply  of  arms  firom  Holland,  by  the  sale  of 
the  crown  Jewels,  and  by  the  seal  of  hia 
royal  consort,  resolved  to  commenoe  tho 
war  by  an  attack  upon  Hull,  the  fortress  of 
which  he  hoped  to  carry,  rather  by  thedefbc^ 
tion  of  the  governor,  than  by  the  force  of  • 
his  own  arms.  On  his  arrival  at  Beverley, 
Sir  John  Hotham  called  a  council  of  war, 
by  which  it  was  determined,  that  the  sur- 
rounding country  should  be  laid  under 
water.  In  order  to  render  all  access  to  the 
town  impracticaMe  to  the  king's  army.  This 
resolution  was  immediately  carried  into 
effect;  the  sluices  were  pulled  up,  and  the 
btnki  both  of  the  Humbv  aad  Hw  Hutt

werecut,  lothat  the  next  mondBg,  by  dial 
aid  of  th«  spring  tides,  the  meadows  and 
paatures,  to  the  extent  <rf  two  miles  on  every 
side  of  HulK  were  inundated  with  water. 
The  next  care  of  the  governor  was  to  put 
the  town  in  the  best  poasihle  stateof  de- 
fence}  Ibr  this  purpose,  the  Charter-house* 
Hospital,  and  several  houses  in  Myton-Iane, 
-were  demollBhed{  the  walls  andthefort  at 
the  South-end  were  fortiaed  with  cannon ; 
batteries  were  erected  at  the  Myton,  Bever- 
ley, and  die  North  gates;  draw  bridges  were 
thrown  over  the  town  ditch,  which  was  there 
both  broad  and  deep;  and  the  country 
being  under  water,  the  royalists  onuld  make 
no  near  approaches,  either  to  plant  their 
batteries,  or  to  practise  any  other  species  of 
amioyattce.  While  the  garrison  of  Hull  was 
thus  making  every  preparatiim  for  defenoe, 
the  king  was  not  inactive  at  Beverley:  Two 
hundred  men  were  employed  in  cutting 
trenches,  to  divert  the  current  of  fresh 
water  whidi  supplied  the  town  of  Hull; 
posts  were  plaeed  at  the  Humber  side.  In 
Linarinshire,  to  prevent  suooours  being 
introduced  from  that  quarter,  and  two  forts 
were  erected,  oae  at  Paul,  five  miles  below 
HuU,  and  the  other  at  Hessle  Ctiif.  about 
the  same  distance  above  it,  to  prevent  sup- 
plies ttom  being  conveyed  by  die  river. 
The  siege  of  HuU  having  now  commenced. 
Sir  John  Mddrum,  a  Scotch  officer,  was 
aent  down  by  parliament  to  assist  the  gover- 
nor, and  gready  distinguished  himself  in 
the  defence  of  tlie  town.  Notwithstanding 
the  inundation,  the  king  had  brought  his 
cannon  to  play  on  the  town  with  some 
etBbeU  and  he  was  answered  with  equal  spi- 
rit by  guns  planted  on  the  waUs,  though  no 
material  slaughter  was  made  on  either  side. 
Reports  were  raised  In  the  town,  that  the 
kinig  contemplated  measures  of  the  greatest 
cruelty  agi^nst  the  inhabitants,  and  that 
should  ha  succeed  in  carrying  the  place  as 
be  intended  by  storm,  every  perscm,  without 
respect  to  age,  sex,  or  condition,  was  to  be 
put  indiscriminately  to  the  sword.  By  these 
arts  the  troops  in  the  garrison  were  violently 
Inflamed  a^inst  the  royal  oaua^  and  about 
the  end  of  July,  MO  of  them,  under  the 
command  of  Sir  John  Meldrum,  made  a 
desperate  sally  IVom  that  fortress,  and  at- 
tacked the  king's  forces  with  so  much  spirit, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  retire  to  Beverley 
widt  oonatderaUe  loss.  After  repeated  si- 
milar repulses,  the  Ung  called  a  council  of 
war,  and  by  their  advice  he  resolved  to 
raise  the  siege,  and  draw  off  his  forces. 
This  attempt  on  Hull  having  thus  entirely 
failed,  the  king's  army  retired  to  Beverley, 
where  the  train-bands,  a  species  of  militia, 
wcfe  dhmlmdj  and  bit  majesty,  with  his 


court,  and  theitat  of  bis  army,  returned  to 
Yorki 

It  was  matter  of  great  surprise  to  all 
who  were  not  in  the  secret,'  that  the  king, 
with  tudi  inadequate  means,  should  have  at- 
tempted the  dege  of  Hull,  whidi  was  one  of 
the  strongest  fbrtresses  in  the  whole  king- 
dom} but  his  mi^wty's  reason  for  under- 
taking this  enterprise  was  founded  on  other 
and  surer  grounds  than  the  precarious  suc- 
cess of  arms.  Thte  attack  was  in  pursuance 
of  a  plan  formed  between  Sir  John  Hotham, 
the  governor  and  Lord  Digby,  the  son  of 
die  Earl  of  Bristol.  This  young  noUeman, 
hi  whom  the  khig  placed  unbounded  confi- 
dence, had,  it  appears,  been  taken  prisoner 
by  one  of  the  parliaments  ships,  and  carried 
into  HulL  Under  the  disguise  of  a  French- 
man he  remained  for  some  time  unknown, 
but  at  length  he  introduced  himaelf  to  the 
governor,  and  had  the  mmantie  hardihood 
to  propose  to  him  the  surrender  of  the  town 
to  the  king.  The  manner  in  which  Sir  John 
recdved  the  overture,  encouraged  him  to 
press  tho  negotiation }  and.  It  was  at  length 
agreed  between  them,  that  the  king  should 
advance  £rom  York,  at  the  head  of  Ms 
small  army,  and  that  Sir  John  should  de* 
liver  up  the  place  at  the  firing  of  the  first 
shot.  This  was  the  true  cause  which  pre. 
vailed  with  his  majesty  to  besiege  that  town ; 
but  either  through  the  pusilbmlroity,  the 
inconstancy,  or  tiie  inability  of  the  gover- 
nor, the  whole  project  proved  abortive,  and 
its  fidluie  served  only  to  damp  the  spiriu  of 
the  adherents  of  this  iU-advised  and  iU-llited 
monarch.  The  town  of.  Hull  and  the  adja- 
cent country,  notwithstanding  the  snceeaa 
of  the  garrison,  men  in  a  deplorable  condi- 
tion. In  the  town  the  spirit  of  i>arty  ran 
high,  and  those  who  were  suspe<^  of  fift- 
vouring  the  royal  cause  were  imprisoned, 
and  thdr  property  confiscated.  In  the  vil- 
lages the  inhabitants  had  sustained  great  lose 
by  the  inundation  of  their  land}  and  the 
detachments  sent  out  of  the  garrison  almost 
daily,  to  distress  tltc  royalists,  committed 
terrible  devastations,  both  in  Yorkshire  ard 
Lhicohishire,  so  that  a  vast  many  families 
were  plunged  into  utter  ruin.  The  treach- 
ery of  Sir  John  Hotham,  which  already  be- 
gan to  be  suspected  by  parliament,  induced 
them  to  watch  his  movements  and  the  ap^ 
pcrfntment  of  Lord  Fahrfix  to  the  office 
of  general  of  the  army  of  the  North, 
gave  deadly  umbrage  to  the  baronet,  who 
aspired  tothathmour,  and  Induced  him  to 
seek  opportunities  to  deliver  up  Hull  to  the 
royalists.  Into  this  conspiracy,  his  son. 
Captain  Hotham,  very  readily  entered,  and 
became  the  medium  of  negottetinn  Ibr  the 
aeoompUshment  of  this  treadteraaa  put- 
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pan.  Tb«  mftyor  of  HuO, 
Eiq.  hariDfloanit«tlwt  the  plot  for  deUTer- 
taff  up  the  town  was  now  ripe  for  exeeution, 
held  a  consultatkm  with  ttm  clikft  of  the 
parHemantary  party,  and  it  waa  ranlved  to 
dawat  the  pcojject  by  iclilm  the  governor 
and  hit  ton.  On  the  S9th  of  June,  1643, 
Cnptain  Mayer,  who  rommandfd  the  ihip 
<ationad  by  parttaoaent  in  the 
aded  a  hundrad  men  from  Ms 
,  a*dieiaedtheCartleaiMlbk»ekhoMeB 
t  without  Twiatanc^  About  the  nme 
time,  IfiM  of  the  aoldien  and  taAabitauti, 
who  had  ben  watting  in  the  town  for  the 
word  of  eommand  from  the  mayor,  adaed 
the  maia-guaid,  near  the  magaahie,  and 
next  took  poamrion  of  aU  the  artillery  on 
the  walla.  Theaa  meaaures  having  ao  Air 
ftucoaeded.  Captain  Hotham  waa  then  ae- 
cnred>  and  n  guard  wai  plaoed  at  the  door 
of  thegovcmoff'alMMiaa;  all  this  wMeflkoted 
intheapMeof  abotttan  hour,  and  without 
theihaddlngof  adrapof  blood.  Sir  John 
Hotham  havh^r  hi  the  moan  time  obtained 
information  of  what  waa  traoneting,  found 
naanafeocaaape,  but  being  aeeuzed  by  Cap- 
itis Boyaton«  io  Bevaiky.  the  governor 
waa  oonvayed  under  a  atrong  guard  to  Hull, 
wiMre  be  waa  put  on  board  the  Uereulet, 
tdfethar  with  Ua  aon.  Captain  Hotham,  and 
eoBTeywi  to  Looden.  The  catiatroiihe  ia 
unlvenally  known:  after  n  long  and  itriet 
•onilnonent.  Sir  John  Hotluun  was  brought 
before  a  court-martial,  at  Guiklhall,  tai  Lon- 
don, on  the  30th  of  November,  ehatged 
with  "  tEBitDCoualy  betraying  the  trust  le- 
posed  in  him  by  pariiaroant,"  whieh  eharge 
being eleariy  subatantiated,  the  oourt,  on  the 
7th  of  Deaembcr,  pronounoadsantenoe,  that 
he  should  suObr  death,  by  having  his  head 
aeveted  from  his  body.  Two  daysafter  the 
aouvietioo  of  bis  father,  Captam  Hotham 
was  arraigned  befoie  the  oourt  martial, 
aharged  with  *'  having  betrayed  the  trust 
lepoaed  In  him  by  the  parliament,  and  with 
perfidiously  adlierii«  to  the  enemy."  This 
•harge  waa  supported  by  s«tisflwtory  evi- 
dcnoe,  and  the  son  was  eondemoed  to  die  in 
the  same  way  as  hit  father.  Onthe  first  of 
January,  Captain  Hotham  was  brought  to  tlie 
aoaflbld«  on  Tower-hill,  and  underwent  the 
aentenoe  of  the  law  t  and  on  the  day  follow- 
ing, Sir  John  suHhrod  deoaplution,  upon 
the  scaffold  at  the  same  plaeel..4he  yiotim  of 
his  own  Inconataoey  and  want  of  roaohition. 
The  fote  of  Sir  John  Hotham  and  of  his 
son,  eallad  to  the  mind  of  the  king,  the 
impreoaUoo  of— ••  May  God  bring  confu- 
sion oo  me  and  mine,  if  I  be  not  a  fUthfuI 
•nU  loyal  subjoot  to  your  miOesty !"  Thb  pro- 
fane denunciation.  It  wiU  be  remembered, 
^  imwcd  at  the  time  when  Sirjohnn- 


ftiaed  to  admit  the  king  hito  Hull.  a*d 
Charles  eonsideRMl  the  execution  of  the  go- 
vernor as  a  vi^ation  of  Providenee  for  his 
diatoyalty,  for  which  hia  subaeqoent  repen- 
tance was  not  sufficient  4oafeonet  but  this 
case,  eonsideicd  in  connexion  with  Charles'is 
own  fote,  may  aerve  to  show  the  danger  of 
writing  the  Judgments  of  heaven  opoa  the 
suflfcrings  of  our  adversaries,  for  the  q[uaa- 
tkm  naturally  arlsea,  if  the  exeentioo  of  Sir 
John  Hotham,  by  parfiamant,  in  1644,  waa 
a  judgment  of  heaven,  what  name  moat  bo 
givenlotheexeeutionof  thekteg,  ia  1648, 
under  the  sanetioo  of  the  sanae  anthoricy  » 

After  the  seisuie  of  the  governor,  aa 
already  related,  Oie  custody  of  the  town 
wasentruated  to  the  care  of  a  committee  of 
eleven,  approved  by  the  parliament,  and  at 
the  hsad  of  which  was  the  mayor.  Soon 
alterwarda  Lord  Faiifsx  arrived  in  HuU, 
and  on  the  Md  of  July.  1643.  was  constitiit. 
ed  the  governor  of  this  plaoew  TheMarqiiis 
of  Newcastle,  the  commaadrr  of  thekhig's 
forces,  having  made  himself  master  of 
Gainsborough  and  Uneoln,  and  driven  Sir 
ThomaaFahibxoot of  Beverley  withgraat 
slaughter,  appeared  wUh  his 
before  Hull,  on  the  Sd  of  1 
immediately  began  his  opcratkma  agaftnst  tbe 
town,  from  which  he  cut  off  Ms  supphea  of 
freshwater,  and  of  provisions  as  for  aad*> 
pended  on  the  a4)oiniug  parts  of  YorksMia. 
The  siege  and  dafenoe  were  eonducted  with 
aU  the  roUitary  skiU  of  that  i«e^  and  with 
aU  the  determination  of  deep-rooted  hoetS- 
lUy,  which  generally  diadngnlshas  Intestine 
wafs.  The  baaicgevs  areobed  aevenl  bat- 
teries which  opened  on  the  town,  and  wen 
anawered  by  an  incessant  fire  from  the  walls. 
After  eaticme  labour,  and  at  theexpenaeof 
many  Uvea,  the  royaUsts,  though  exposed  to 
heavy  and  comtant  fire  from  the  walla,  at 
length  succeeded  in  erecting  a  fort  about 
half  a  milefirom  the  town,  which  waa  called 
theking'sfort.  On  thii  was  plaoed  several 
pieoea  of  heavy  ordnance,  voA  a  f^niaoe 
was  constructed  for  heating  balla.  Theflriiv 
of  red  hot  balb  hato  the  town  threw  the 
inhabitanu  into  great  consternation,  but  the 
prudent  precautions  oi  the  govanor  pre- 
vented them  from  doing  any  material  in- 
jury, and  by  adding  two  targe  eulverins  to 
the  Chartetwhouse  battery,  and  the  erection 
of  anotber  fort,  which  flanked  the  royalists, 
he  demolished  the  king's  fort,  and  deprived 
the  Marquis  of  Newoaatle  of  the  means  of 
firing  hot  balls  teito  the  town.  On  the  14th 
of  September,  Lord  Fairfax  ordered  the 
banks  of  the  Humber  and  the  Hull  to  be 
cut,  and  the  country  being  thua  once  more 
laid  under  water,  the  royalbts  were  obliged 
to  abondpu  i|U  their  works,  txoept  thoat 
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«rwtc4  oo  ttM  btttlu  of  tlw  rlTtr.  Oa  the 
SOth  UMioyaliats  iiMd«  their  spproMiiM  to 
the  tows  on  the  Wect,  and  eneted  batlerks, 
€»  whkh  they  plaeed  haevy  MtiUery  t  and 
en  the  97th,  they  repaired  the  fort  at  Paul, 
and  erected  another  at  Whitgift.  nearthe 
confluence  of  the  Ouie  and  the  Trent,  in 
Older  to  prerent  Hull  firom  reoeiying  np- 
pHea  of  water.  But  the  ships  of  war  whidi 
the  parHameat  had  itatioftcd  in  the  Humber 
aoon  deinoUshed  these  forti,  and  kept  open 
p»e  way  for  ample  supplies  to  the  town  and 
tothegarrisaa.  The  «l«ge  still  continued  to 
be  prosecuted  with  the  greatest  rigour*  and 
ahnost  erery  day  was  marked  by  some  active 
operation.  On  the  9th  of  October,  a  com- 
bined attack  was  made  by  a  stmng  party  of 
royalists  under  Captain  Strickland,  on  the 
fort  at  the  foot  of  the  West  Jetty,  while 
another  body  of  forces  attacked  the  Charter 
house  battwy  00  the  other  side  of  the  town ; 
but  both  these  enterpriaes  Ailed,  and  the 
aassiianti  were  nearly  annthilated.  The  last 
operation  of  Importanee  whldi  took  |daoe 
during  this  slcge^  was  a  grand  sortie  made 
ftom  the  town,  on  the  11th  of  October. 
At  sercn  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  whole 
garrison  was  under  arms  1  and  at  0  o^elod^ 
ISW  men,  consisting  of  inhaMtants,  acrf- 
diars*  and  seamen,  with  four  troops  of 
borsok  sallied  out  of  the  West  side  of  the 
town,  with  tiie  determinatinn  to  compel  the 
royaUsts  to  raise  the  siege.  This  attack  was 
Boade  with  so  much  vigour,  that  the  be- 
siegers, after  an  obstinate  contest,  were 
driven  Arom  their  works.  The  timely  aiw 
rival  of  a  strong  reinforGement  enabled  them 
to  reeov»  their  cannon,  which  had  fallen 
Intn  the  hands  of  flie  asaailants.  who  were 
obUged  to  retreat  under  the  cover  of  their 
batteries.  Here  Lord  Fairfiut  and  Sir  John 
Mekinim  used  every  endeavour  to  inspire 
their  men  with  ftesh  courage,  and  the  at" 
tack  was  renewed  with  sueh  desperate  Im- 
IMtuoslty,  that  the  Marqula  of  Newcastle 
was  at  length  obliged  to  abandon  both  his 
forte  and  batteries,  after  esperieneing  a 
dreadful  loss  from  bis  own  oannon  whidi 
were  turned  against  htm.  The  siege,  which 
bad  continued  nearly  six  weeks,  was  now 
drawing  to  a  ckwe,  and  the  Blarquis  of 
Newcastle  perceiving  that  all  his  eflbrtsto 
carry  the  town  must  be  unavailing,  called  a 
oouncil  of  war,  on  theUthof  October  t  the 
deliberations  of  which  resulted  in  a  de- 
termination immediately  to  raise  the  siege. 
This  resolution  was  carried  into  el^  the 
same  night,  and  the  Marquis,  who  retreated 
with  the  greater  part  of  his  army  to  York, 
In  order  to  prevent  a  pursuit,  cut  open  the 
eanalx,  destroyed  the  bridges,  and  broke  up 
the  roads  hi  the  line  of  his  retreat.    Ou  the 


foUowlag  mnming,  when  it  was  pctecived 
that  the  enemy  was  gone,.  Lord  Falrfiuc 
commanded  that  the  day  shouM  be  vb* 
served  as  a  day  of  pubttethankiglvlng,  and 
the  annhrersary  was  rrWbrated  here  in  the 
same  manner  tiU  the  restoration. 

The  foUowing  year,  1644,  almost  every 
part  of  Yorkshire  became.  In  Ite  tarn,  a 
theatre  of  hostUltice,  and  tiie  batUe  of 
Marston  Moor,  fought  on  the  second  cf 
July,  in  that  year,  decided  the  fkte  of  tho 
war.  But  arnktet  all  the  miaeries  with 
whkh  H  was  surrounded,  this  town  le- 
mafaied  tranquil.  Next  year,  the  Utiugy  of 
the  Church  of  Engtead  betog  abolished, 
the  soUien  quartered  in  Hull  entered  the 
diurdies,  took  out  the  common  prayer 
books,  and  irtth  drums  beating  and  trum* 
pets  sounding»  carried  them  to  the  Market 
place,  where  they  eonrigned  themtoaaia 
already  provided  for  the  purpose,  amklet 
theaodamatiansof  theopectaton.  InUttla 
more  than  three  years  a/lerwards  Charles  L 
termkiated  his  Ufe  on  the  scaflbkl.  The 
Protector  of  theComroonwealth  was  aooapted 
with  the  usual  demoaetrationB  of  aflbo- 
tiooate  regard  towards  the  head  of  the  go. 
vetnmeat,  and  the  coip<»ation,  in  their  ad- 
dress to  Cromwell,  *' humbly  acknowledged 
their  thankAUnass  to  God,  in  whose  guld- 
ings  are  the  hearte  of  princes,  that  he  had 
made  him  the  ruler  over  ua."  On  thedeath 
of  Crqmweil,  his  son,  Richard,  was  pro* 
cteimed  the  **rlghtfUl  Protector  of  the 
Commonwealth,**  and  adulatory  addresses 
were  presented  to  him  than  this  and  tho 
geneiality  of  the  borough*  of  Eagtamd.*-^ 
In  this  protectorate^  Andrew  Marvel,  the 
hMorrupiaenator,  of  whom  more  hereafter* 
was  flnt  elected  member  for  this  borough* 
Hull  followed  the  eurrant  of  the  rest  of  the 
kingdom,  aad  united  in  the  expresakm  of 
leral  Joy  00  the  restoration  of  Charles  II. 
to  the  throne  of  his  aneeators. 

In  the  year  IMl.  Trinity  Church,  la 
Hull,  which  had  hitherto  been  only  a  eha- 
pd,  dependent  on  Heasle,  was  eonetitated  a 
paiidi  diurohi  and  In  the  same  year  the 
King  not  only  conferred  upon  the  town  ite 
former  duurter,  but  added  several  other 
privileges  to  those  it  focmeriy  eqjoyed.— 
In  leoo  a  new  citadel  of  great  strength  waa 
added  to  the  garrison,  at  an  expense  of  00a 
hundred  thousand  pounds  **  About  this 
time."  saysTiokeU  ta  his  history  of  HuU, 


and  the  town  of  Leeds,  which  is  in  Oie  hon- 
our of  pontefkact  and  the  Ondiy  of  Lancas- 
ter. The  cause  of  this  suit  was  on  account 
of  tome  goods  belonging  to  Leeds,  which 
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roTHuniMd 
port  feea.  To  otablish  their  CKroption 
tram  thJ*  claim  tc  was  urged  by  Leedi 
that  the  Dudiy  of  Lanoiiter  waa  tarerted 
with  krge  priTilcgea,  that  ttie  hihaMtanta 
thereof  were  free  of  all  pannage,  paiiage, 
laatage,  ataUage,  toOage,  carriage,  Ate 
throagh  all  England,  and  that  an  thcae 
prlTikgea  were  cooflrmed  by  act  of  parlla- 
mont  until  Henry  1Vth*a  dayi,  and  were  al* 
ways  ei^oyed  by  tlie  tenants  of  Leeds,  both 
la  Hull  and  tn  an  othor  towns  In  En^and." 
'<  Theieaaltof  the  cootest,'  adds  Tkkell, 
"  was,  that  the  oorporatlon  of  HuH,  finding 
their  eanse  vntcnable,  diought  proper  to 
make  some  compromise  for  the  goods  dls- 
trained  by  the  water  bamfr,**  and  the  ex- 
emption of  Leeds  ttom  these  imposts  was 
of  oomve  established.  Towards  the  dose  of 
this  reign,  die  Kif«  hitimldated  the  diflb. 
rmt  oocporations  of  ttie  reahn  into  a  sur- 
render of  their  charters,  partly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtidning  money  for  their  renewaL 
HmU,  which  had  paldtoimage  and  poundage, 
«nd  ship>money.  In  the  reign  of  Chartos  I. 
without  rductance,  was  one  of  the  flm  coo- 
■Wciabie  corporations  that  made  the  sur- 
render of  Hs  charter  loCHwrles  If.  and  the 
Ring,  on  ttie  payment  of  the  required  oon- 
aldenitloa,  lencwcd  the  diarter  to  the  entire 
aatisfiwtiQii  of  the  Inirgesses.  The  aibltrary 
eowhiet  of  the  Seeood  Charles  excHed  ge^ 
mmI  diseontent  In  the  country  towardis  tfie 
latter  part  of  his  reign,  and  the  nation  was 
■gain  thieataied  with  a  repetition  of  those 
horrors  from  which  ft  had  so  recently  es- 
caped, when  a  stroke  of  apoplexy  sent  the 
Mcoaich  to  his  last  audit,  and  saved  his 
country  from  the  degradation  of  being  sold 
lo  Wnneci  to  ad  minuter  to  the  profligacy 
end  proAiskm  of  aroyal  vohiptuary.  James, 
1>uke  of  Yoifc,  for  whose  exclusion  so 
many  eMrts  had  beoi  made,  on  account  of 
his  known  attachment  to  the  CathoHc  fidth, 

asceadadthe  throne  without  opposition. 

Jamas  soon  diseoTered  his  intention  to  com- 
plete the  flteic  of  despotism  begun  by  his 
predecessor,  and  the  aatioo,  at  length  taking 
tiie  akim,  called  In  the  Prince  of  Orange. — 
As  soon  as  it  was  known  ttiat  the  fleet  equip- 
ping In  H<rfland  was  Intended  for  Rngland, 
James  fbrmed  the  design  of  securing  the  im- 
portant fortress  of  HuU,  and  Lord  Langdale 
was  sent  down  in  haste  for  that  purpose. — 
The  Prince  of  Orange  sailed  on  the  first  of 
November,  16811,  and  Uienew  goromor  frdly 
•Kpcoting  that  he  would  enter  the  Number, 
caused  great  quantities  of  warHke  stores  and 


prorlikNMlo  be  brought  Into  Hull,  fbr  th« 
purpose  of  sustahdng  a  slegew    TheinhaU- 
taata,  in  the  meantime,  haTtng  in  the  last 
age  axperienoed  the  homes  of  war  within 
their  own  boeders,  were  thrown  into  die  ot- 
mosteoeistefttrtion;  but  on  reeeivtqg  Intel- 
Ugenee  that  Winicm  had  bualed  in  TcmImif 
on  the  4th  of  November,  their  appfHieo* 
sions  were  removed.

Under  this  impression  Fort  Mi^or  Barrat 
and  Captain  Copley,  being  themselves  pro- 
fcestants,  sent  for  aU  ttie  officers  of  that  per* 
snasioa,  and  consulted  with  the  ma^stimtes 
what  was  to  be  done  In  this  emergency.— 
At  that  meethig  It  was  resolved  to  caU  pri- 
vately to  arms  sudi  of  the  soldiers  as  wer» 
attached  to  the  Protestant  cause,  and  to  se- 
cure the  Governor,  and  the  principal  persons 
of  his  party.    These  measures  woe  ooDoett- 
ed  wiUi  so  mudi  prudence  and  secrecy* 
that  tile  Governor,  Lord  Langdale^   knew 
nothfaig  of  Che  business  untO  he  was  seivd 
in  his  quaiterk    Nearly  at  the  seme  mo- 
ment Loed   Montgomery  was  secured  by 
Captafai  Pttdierbert,  and  Mi^  M ahony  by 
the  Port  Mi^.

The  Church  qf  St.  Mary,  was  built 
before  the  year  1333,  a  licence  to  peiftMrm 
divine  offices,  6cc.  therein  being  then  grant- 
ed, by  Ardibishop  Melton,  to  the  prior  and^ 
brethren  of  Ferriby,  for  the  convenience  of 
that  part  of  tbe  town  of  Hull  which  was  fai 
their  pariib.

eastern  bank  of  the  river  HulL  la  tiib 
state  of  comparative  ruin  the  church  re-

of  thacbancel,  by  the parishionen,  butfor 
more  than  a  century  it  stood  >vithout  a 
steeple ;  in  1696  the  present  steeple  was  be« 
gun,  and  in  tbe  fbllowing  year  it  was  c(Ma« 
picted.  St  Mary's  was  to  Ferriby,  what  tli» 
Holy  Trinity  was  to  Hessle,  but  U  b  now  n 
parochial  ch^idry,  of  whidi  Samuel  Thoni- 
ton,  Esq.  b  tbe  patron;  the  Iter.  John 
Scott,  M.  A.  tbe  incumbent;  and  tbe  Rct« 
William  Wilson,  the  eoiat&  Divine  ser- 
vioe commences,  both  in  sununer  and  winter, 
at  the  same  hour  as  at  Trinity  Churdi ;  there 
b  alsoserviee  in  the  evening,  which  oosn- 
mences  at  half-past  six  o'clock. 

St,  Johfe*  Church,  m  Trinity  pariah, 
b  amodem  erectkm,  built  in  the  year  l79i, 
andopeoedfor  divine  sarviee  on  tbe  13th  of 
May,  179S-  It  b  a  briek  buiUmg,  neat  and 
simple  without,  and  elegant  andcommodi^ 
ous  within.  A  tower  has  been  added  to  the 
original  structure,  and  the  organ  has  been 
inteoduced  shiee  the  church  waa  built.

Sunday  at  half  past  ten,  andaftemooa  aer- 
vloe  i«  three;  tberebaho  an  eventeg  lectore 
on  Tuesday  at  7  o'clock^

At  the  Pottery  Ueensed  Chapel,  wUch

The  Trinity  Hottae,i 
of  theoorporatian  totraneactod,  wMorighially 
founded  In  1467,  end  waa  re-built  in  1753. 
The  building  oonaiato  of  four  aldea  lunound- 
ing  a  apacious  area  or  oourt;  The  north, 
the  aoutb,  and  the  eeet  eUto  eonalat  of  tfnglo 
apartroenta  for  thirty-four  p^rifltiwt,  The 
front  to  a  bandaoroe  brick  atmctnie.  In  tho 
Tuacan  order  of  architectuxe^  with  n  pedl- 
mentof  fi-ee  atone,  ornamented  by  the  Kh^ 
Arms,  with  the  figure  of  Neptune  on  eno 
ride,  and  Britamito  on  the  other,  rvepedafaly 
executed  by  the  tote  Mr.  Jeremiah  Ha^Mvw 
ofthtoptooe.  On  the  ride  towarda  the  weat 
are  the  haU  and  hnmakeepenr  roome,  wHh 
kitebcna  and  other  ofllcea.  Over  theae  oOeen 
are  two  etogant  oouncH  diamben  for  tiana- 
acting  the  buaineea  of  the  houae.  The  va. 
xioua  epstmento  of  thto  bnflding  eontifai 
aereral  eurioeltica  brought  from  foral^ 
oountrtoi,  and  aie  omamanfeed  with  a  noao.

monthly  by  the  Rer.  Geoifa  Johh  Darlee. 
ILA.  the  preaeat  chaplafai.  In  the  same 
year  that  the  chapel  waa  bidlt.  a  Marino 
Schocd  was  founded  by  the  Trinity  Hom* 
hi  whtdi  Inetltution  thirty-aix  boya  raorito 
the  advantage  of  *  nautical  education,  each 
member  of  thto  eerpqiation  appohitiDg  two, 
The  children  reotoin  In  thto  aeminary  fhtee 
years,  during  whioh  period  they  are  anaually 
provided  with  a  neat  uniform  and  every 
other  artide  of  diass. 

The  other  ahna  houses  belongiiv  to  the 
Trinity  House,  are  Robineon'a  HoepfbO. 
given  to  this  corporation  hi  the  year  1689. 
by  WilUam  Robtaaan,  |Eai|,  then  sheriff  of 
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UuU)  aMliiil760,  r«>balk  and  criaifed  for 
th«  reception  of  dtwfed  fouager  btelhrea 
and  their  wives;  wat  roooM  in  the  hogpKai. 
for  the  notfUioo  of  m  maay  widows  of  sett- 
men,  erected  by  Dr.  Thomas  WatMO,  Bishop 
pf  St.  David's,  aboiit  the  year  1687 :  the 
Merohaot  Seamen's  Hospital,  in  Whitefriar> 
fate,  built  by  this  corporation  in  I  TBI.  fbr 
the  reception  of  poor  wonvout  seamen  and 
their  vndows:  and  a  Hoqiital  for  decayed 
aeameo  and  their  wives  ad^oin^  the  Trinity 
House  Chapel,  established  in  1787*  In  ad- 
dition to  ttiese  eharitaUe  fouodatioBs,  the 
corporation  of  the  Trinity  House  have  just 
emnpleted  on  part  of  thdr  property,  situated 
Qear  tlie  site  of  the  town's  walls,  another  laiige 
and  handsome  pile  called  Ferns's  Hospital,  in 
tnemory  of  Aldemuui  Ferris,  their 
tor,  which  willalford  aocommodatiooto  fhm 
twenty  to  thirty  inmates.  Extensive  beneAli 
vloof  course  roult  to  thejeamen  of  the  port 
«f  HuU  from  this  munificent  foundation,  the 
jnevenues  of  which,  appropriated  to  charitable 
pur^uces  alone  amount  to  five 
pounds  «  year. 

The  Charter  House,  another  of  the 
Mide«t  Hospitals  of  Hull,  was  founded  in 
the  year  1384,  by  Michael  de  hi  Pole,  the 
first  Earl  of  Suffolk,  of  that  name*  adjoinfaig 
to  his  otho:  foundation  of  die  nxmasteiy  of 
St.  MichaeL    In  the  rage  for  sweeping  away 
retigioiu  and  charitAble  foundations,   this 
establishmeot  was  seised  by  Henry  VllL  bat 
^^fterwards  re-founded,  as  has  been  already 
seen,  1^  his  son  and  successor  Edward  VI. 
In  the  year  1649*  when  Hull  was  besieged  by 
Charles  I.  the  governor.  Sir  John  Hotham, 
totally  demolished   the   buildings  of   the 
Charter  House*  to  prevent  the  royalists  iVom 
obtaining  a  lodgement  here.    At  the  end  of 
the  civU  wars,  this  hospital  was  re-built,  and 
the  sum  of  S78i^  181.3d.  was  paid  out  of  the 
public  purse,  by  the  then  governor.  Lord 
FairCsx,  towards  the  expenses  of  the  new 
erection.    This  building  stood  till  the  year 
1780,  when  It  was  taken  down,  nad  the 
present  spaeious  and  handsome  structure 
erected  in  Us  stead.    The  building  forming 
the  Charter  House  as  it  at  present  stands, 
h^  two  prqiecting  wings,  and  is  in  a  style  of 
architecture  suited  to  the  humble  purpose  to 
which  it  is  applied.      On  the  top  of  the 
port^  before  the  front  door,  rjpporied  by 
«lx  handsome  stone  pillars,  are  the  following 
inscriptions  i-^D<o  tt  pauperibuM  Michael  dt 
la  Pol*  hat  (Edt$  jMguU,  A.  A  1384.    Reiuh 
vaitu  tUnutt  auetituqpuinstauratasfiafui^ 
datoris  pitmoria,  D,  D,  Johannes  BtfunUt 
re^or,  A.D.  17B0,    In  the  principal  body  of 
the  bnilding  is  a  handsome  chapel,  which

There  are  hi  Hull  several  other  hospi- 
tals: these  are  Lister's  Hospital*  finindedhf 
Sir  John  Lister,  alderman  and  UMBibar  of 
parliament  for  HuU,  m  1641.  for  the  leacp- 
tiun  of  twelve  poor  persons,  who  eaeh  leoeive 
two  shillings  and  sixpcnee  per  week,  thaMli 
also  aUowed  tl,  per  annum,  and  fuiCafale 
apartments  for  a  lectnvcr  t  Gregg's  Hospital, 
of  the  date  ot  1416,  for  twelve  poor  old 
women,  who  receive  one  shilling  &  afacpenoe 
per  week:  Crowle's  Hospital,  eieeted  and 
endowed  by  George  Crowle,  aldnnian  and 
merfhant,in  1661,  where  twelve  poor  wonw^ 
the  youi^est  of  the  age  of  flflyyeara,  reedva 
an  allowanee  of  fourteen  panoe  per  weak^ 
eightpenoe  of  that  sum  being  derived  ftani 
funds  left  by  the  founder,  and  sixpcneei^ 
oeived  firam  the  perish:  Watson's  Hoqdtil^ 
founded  in  the  year  1687*  by  Dr.  Tfaomai 
Watson,  Bishop  of  St  David's,  whan  torn- 
teen  poor  persons  receive  a  stipandof  cna 
shilling  and  sfaqpenoe  per  week,  <exehMlf«  of 
the  six  pensioners  bdongiag  to  tha  Trinity 
House:)  Gee's  Hospital,  bidlt  idwut  the  yav 
1000,  aflbrdsan  asylum  to  tan  poor  i^ad 
women,  and  one  shiUiag  atid  twopenee  par 
week  towards  their  support:  Harriaofi's  Hoa- 
pital,  buiU  in  1548,  yieMs  one  shiUh^  nod 
twopeikee  per  week  to  ten  poor  irofnen:  and 
a  foundation  of  this  nature  situated  in  DHitr 
lane,  bequeathed  by  a  person  of  die  name  of 
RatdiiT,  a  weaver,  endowed  by  Mr.  Buttciy. 
and  augmented  by  t}ie  eorporatton.  yieldi 
one shilUng  and  sixpence  a  week  tosix  poor 
men  and  women,  with  an  annual  supply  of 
fuel  whiidi  is  oommon  to  all  these  minor 
hospitals. 

The  Lvhtf4m  OuuUp,  ettabUahcd  in 
the  year  1809*  extends  its  benefits  to  betweni 
three  and  four  hundred  poor  married  woma^ 
annually,  and  from  the  time  of  its  institutioii 
tothebegfamlngof  the  year  1899,  sh^thon* 
sand  four  hundred  and  twenty-two  petteptt 
have  been  admitted,  and  ^ven  bbth  to  aii( 
thousand  four  hundred  and  forty'Ont  chil- 
dren. Mrs.  Forbes,  of  RoUnson  row,  ietbt 
matron  of  this  excellent  institution^  nd  It 
her  reeommendatiopa  axr  vMi

Andivw  Marvel,  M.A.  fiither  of  therenowned 
patriot  of  that  namei  John  Catlyn,  origin- 
ally a  brieklayer,  but  who,  by  the  force  of 
hisgenhisand  application,  became  a  great 
profldent  hi  the  learned  languages}  Rev. 
John  Clarke,M.A.  the  translator  of  Suetonius 
and  iSalhisI,  and  the  Rev.  Joeeph  MihMr, 
H.  A.  author  of  the  History  of  the  Chuvdi. 
Amongst  the  eminent  men  educated  lun, 
may  be  mentioned  Andrew  Marvd,  M.  P. 
for  Hun ;  Thomaa  Watson,  D.  D.  Bishop  of 
St  David's}  tiie  Rev.  William  Mason,  M.  A.

The  Vkttr't  8ch«ot»  situated  In  Vlcair 
Lane,  wat  founded  by  the  Rev.  WHllaBi 
Maton,  fhther  of  the  poet,  hi  die  year  1737* 
On  commemoration  of  ttie  Metiingt  of  tha 
revolution)  and  it  aflbrdt  education  to  54 
boyt,  appotated  by  the  vicar  of  Trinity 
Churdi  for  the  tfaae  being;  btt«  the  present 
vfear,  with  hit  aaoal  HberalRy,  nardy  ad- 
nMiaoy,  txoepttttdi  m  tm  lacomincnied 
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by  vBspcccable  inbaUtaDts  of  the  town, 
and  ichose  parents  are  needy  and  indhM- 
trioot;  in  which  way  the  school  beoomcs. 
In  reality,  nraie  the  propcfty  of  the  public, 
than  it  woitkl  have  been  had  the  right  of 
nomination  been  vested  in  a  committee.  In 
addition  to  gratuitoia  instniction  in  read- 
ing, writing,  and  arithmetic,  the  scholan 
axe  provided  with  books,  pens,  and  paper  t 
and  annual  rewards  are  given  to-the meri- 
torious, Mr.  Stephen  Gacdham  b  the  pre- 
sent master.  The  ftmds  for  the  support  of 
the  school  are  supplied,  partly  by  a  coUeo- 
tion  made  after  a  scnnon  preached  at  the 
parish  churdi,  on  the  firrt  Subday  in  De- 
cember, and  partly  by  the  Corporation,  who 
make  up  the  defidency. 

The  Marhu  Scfkwl,  in  the  Trinity 
bmiie,  instituted  in  the  year  1786,  where 
J6  htfy  are  taught  writing,  arithmetic,  and 
navigatkm,  and  are  oompletdy  clothed  every 
year,  has  ahready  boen  mentioned.  Of  this 
sdiool  Mr.  Midiael  Fuiham  is  the  present 
master. 

CogaiCs  Charity  School,  ^uated  on 
the  south  side  of  Salthouse  lane,  was  found- 
ed by  Willtaun  Cogan,  Esq.  alderman,  on 
the  Snd  of  July,  1753,  for  dothing  and  In- 
structing 20  poor  girls,  who  are  allowed  to 
remain  in  the  school  three  yean  cadi.  This 
school  ts  placed  under  the  direction  of  three 
trustees,  being  aldennen,  who  have  the 
power  to  increase  the  number  of  scholars 
according  to  the  increase  in  the  ftinds,  and 
so  weU  have  the  aflkiis  of  this  institution 
been  administered,  that  en  Whit-Mooday,  in 
the  year  1829,  the  number  of  sdiolarB  was 
augmented  tnm  twenty  to  forty.  The  trus- 
tees at  present  are  Joseph  Egginton,  Nicho- 
las Sykes,  and  Christopher  Bolton,  Esqrs. — 
Mrs.  Chapman  is  the  schoolmistress. 

Mr.  Alderman  Cogan  bequeathed  also 
a  sum  of  money  in  the  public  funds,  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  out  poor  In^  as  ap- 
prentices to  mariners,  handicraits-men,  and 
artisans,  preference  to  be  given  to  the  sons 
of  the  freemen  of  Hull.  The  management 
of  this  excellent  institution  is  in  twelve 
trustees,  who,  in  addition  to  the  expenses  of 
binding  each  apprentice,  pay  to  his  master 
20«.  a  year  for  clothing,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  present  the  master  with 
two  pounds,  and  the  apprentice  with  four 
pounds  towards  his  outfit  in  life.  The  trea- 
surers are  Messrs.  Smiths  and  Thompson, 
and  the  Secretary  Mr.  Marmaduke  Thomas 
Prieket.  ThU  charity  was  founded  in  the 
year  1737.

The  Smmday  Seh^oU  of  Hull  are  npoA 
a  large  and  liberal  scale,  and  fonn  them- 
selves into  two  grand  <UvisioBs,  under  the 
designation  of  '*  The  Church  ^  K»giam4 
Sunday  School  Auockitionr  and  '*  TAc 
Sunday  School  Union,*'  both  formed  ia 
18ia  In  the  fonner  of  these  it  appeaia. 
from  the  report  published  in  June,  IBSSw 
that  9d7  hoys,  and  991  giris,  forming  a  total 
of  1978  scholars,  receive  instnictian  fton 
242  teachen;  and  in  the  union,  which ooi»- 
sists  at  the  Sunday  soho<d  seholars  in  four- 
teen Methodist  and  Dissenting  oangregatSanaw 
430  teachers  give  instrtMition  to  1375  boy*. 
and  1212  girls;  the  Union  has  also  asso- 
ciated with  it  35  Sunday  schools  in  the  dr. 
cunOaoent  towns  and  viQagca,  which  swell 
their  whole  number  of  sdiolars  to  5596,  and 
the  teachers  to  1142.  There  are,  besidca, 
in  Hull,  several  other  Sunday  schools  whicb 
are  not  in  the  Union.

The  Auriliary  BibU  Sockty  of  HuU, 
was  esUblished  in  the  year  1809.  on  the  S5tk 
of  October,  the  day  on  which  his  late  Ma. 
jesty  George  III.  entered  tiie  50th  year  oT 
his  reign.  The  president  of  this  institutioss 
is  Earl  FitxwiUiam,  and  the  treasurer  Avison 
Terry,  Esq.  The  sum  raised  by  the  society 
and  its  associates  is  from  9001.  to  a  10002.  a 
year.  Since  the  oommeocement  of  the 
Society,  the  sum  of  0226/.  has  been  ranOtf 
ted  tothe  parent  institution,  and  the  remain- 
der of  the  naoaey  oolleeted  appUed  in  the 
dissemination  of  the  h(^  scriptures  within 
thedrdeof  the  society^  own  opeiatiosM.

Allied  to  thecc  institutions,  is  the  HuU 
BvangeHeal  SceMy,  tor  promoting  the  gotptA 
in  Holdemess,  and  hi  other  neighbouring 
phKss.  Of  this  institution  BIr.  A.  R.  Rup 
therford  ii  the  treasurer;  and  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Gilbert,  Mr.  William  Briggs,  and 
Mr.  W.  F.  Towers,  the  secretaries. 

Another  class  of  charitable  institutioos, 
•eekhighumUerotf^eetB.  but  well  deserving 
ot  public  support,  is  formed  by  the  Educa- 
tional Clothing  Society,  the  PoorA  Strangers' 
Friend  Society,  and  the  Huatuuie  Society. 

The  Kduoatkmat  ClotM>t£  Society,  m- 
tabMshed  in  1890,  1^  the  teachersand  mana- 
gers of  the  Sabbath  School,  eonnected  with 
Fish  street  cluqiel,  has  for  its  object  to  fUr- 
nbh  the  children  of  extremely  poor  parents 
with  decent  clothing,  to  enable  them  to  at- 
tend Sunday  schools;  and  we  learn,  from 
the  report,  that  the  lodety,  though  on  a 
very  limited  scale,  has  already  produced 
many  benefldal  etfbcts. 

The  Poor  and  Slran^er^  Friend  So- 
eiety,  estabUsIied  in  the  year  1795,  seeks  out 
tmd  relieves  those  who  have  no  other  earthly 
helper.     With  the  moderate  fbndsof  220U 


per  annum,  six  bmidred  poc^r  ftmilkf,  in 
the  very  extronity  of  their  iliiftesi,  IbqaA 
relief;  and  as  none  are  relieved  till  their  si- 
tuation is  aoeuzately  ascertained,  itbscsroe- 
ly  posrible  to  imagine  how  tto  — «^f  lum  of 
money  could  be  ^»pUed  in  eUbcting  a  la^er 
sum  of  good.  The  treaauren  to  this  Insti* 
tutioo,  which  knowsBodistinetlanof  natfteo, 
sect,  or  party,  are  Massn.  Smitha  wd 
Thompson;  the  stewards  are  Mr.  Henry 
Green  and  Mr.  James  Henwood;  andth* 
secretary  Mr.  Robert  Beilby. 

The  Humane  Society  of  HuU  was 
established  in  the  year  1800,  and  has  forits 
president  Oie  Right  Wonhipfnl  the  Mayor, 
and  fbr  its  patrons  the  priiidp»l  anthoritiea 
of  the  town;  B.  Crosley,  M.  B.  is  the  phy- 
sician; Mr.  John  Young  the  secretary  and 
i^strar.  Mr.  Young  also  fills  the  office  of 
surgeon  to  the  institution,  whidi  rcceivea 
the  gratuitous  assistance  of  all  the  other 
surgeons  in  the  town,  when  it  Is  required.— i. 
Various  sets  of  instruments,  provided  by 
the  society,  are  placed  in  diflTerent  situationa 
in  the  town,  the  most  contiguous  to  places 
where  accidents  are  likely  to  occur.  Re- 
wards are  ^ven  by  the  society  to  persona 
who  ooutribute  to  restore  animation,  and 
no  fewer  than  334  cases  claiming  rewards* 
have  already  arisen,  out  of  whkh  one  in 
six,  or  nearly  in  that  proportion,  has  been 
unsuocessfuL  The  directicms  given  by  the 
Royal  HumaAe  Sodety  for  restoring  the 
apparently  dead  will  be  found  In  the  56th 
page  of  this  volume. 

Akin  to  the  Hunume  Society,  is  the 
estabUshment  formed  at  Spurn,  by  the 
Trinity  House  of  HuU,  for  the  acoomroo- 
dati<m  of  the  crow  of  a  Ute  boat,  with  whidi 
buoyant  vehicle  diey  are  furnished,  and  the 
duty  of  the  crew  is  to  afford  every  assistance 
in  their  power  to  those  sliips  and  vessels  in 
distress  which  may  stand  in  need  of  their 
aid.  Mr.  Robert  Richards<m,  the  present 
master  of  the  life-boat,  is  invested  with  the 
full  command  of  the  boats'  crew,  whidi  con- 
sists of  deven  men,  exclusive  of  the  captain, 
and  who  all  participate  hi  the  benefits,  re- 
wards, and  emoluments,  arising  from  the 
services  of  the  boat. 

The  AnnMitant  Sodr/j/  of  Hull,  for  the 
benefit  of  widows,  orphans  and  aged  mem- 
bers, though  not  a  charitaUe  instituticm,  is 
one  of  tliose  provident  assodations,  which, 
like  benefit  societies,  of  which  there  are  here 
a  considerable  number,  daiin  the  publlo 
countenance.  This  society  was  first  esUb- 
lished  by  the  Methodists  of  the  New  Con- 
nexion, for  the  members  of  their  body,  on 
the  1st  of  April,  1888*  but  it  now  admits  per« 
tons  of  ail  n^ligious  denominations,  under 
the  restrictions  and  limitations  prcaeribed  by 
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*t  rateg.  BIr.  TfaooMt  CaMom.  Is  the  pre- 
Mvtt  Ur,  B&njnain  CUrkMm,  the  tnmn 
i«rt  and  Mr.  S.  TnimMe,  the  steward.

The  patron  of  this  institution  is  Thomas 
Thompson,  Esq.  the  mayor  is  the  president; 
and  Joseph  RoWummi  Pease,  George  LiddeU, 
James  Kiero  Wation,  and  Thomas  Raikcs, 
Esqrt.  are  the  trustees :  the  secretary  is  Mr.

The  eommerce  of  Hull,  that  ridi  mine 
of  wealth  from  which  all  her  public  inatltu- 
tious  draw  their  main  support,  comes  next 
under  con^eration.  So  early  as  the  time 
of  Camden,  we  are  told  that  Hull  was  famous 
Ibr  Its  trad^  and  shipping,  and  it  still  holds 
the  rank  of  one  of  the  first  commercial  towns 
in  the  kingdom.  The  commerce  of  this  port 
divides  itsdf  into  three  leading  branches : 
The  coasting  trade,  of  which,  it  ei\)oys  a 
greater  share  than  any  other  port  in  England, 
London  alooe  excrpted ; — the  Baltic  and 
Eastland  trade,  for  which  Hull  Is  peculiarly 
well  situated :  and  the  Greenland  fishery, 
which  owes  its  revival  half  a  century  ago, 
and  its  subsequent,  and  ik)w  somewhat  dimi- 
nished, consequence  to  the  mercantile  cnter- 
prlae  of  Hull.  Owing  to  the'faciUty  ot  com- 
munication with  the  great  manufacturing 
districts  of  Yorkshire,  Lancashire  and  Not- 
tinghamshire, by  means  of  the  Aire  and  the 
Calder,  the  Ousejind  the  Trent,  and  by  the 
canals  communicating  with  them,  the  quan- 
tity of  goods  poured  into  this  port  from  the 
interior  is  immense,  and  it  is  admitted  that 
from  the  West  Riding  alone  the  manufae- 
tured  goods,  ooal,  stone,  Stc.  yearly  intro- 
duced into  Hull,  amount  in  value  to  at  least 
five  millions  of  pounds  stcriin^  The  Baltic 
trade  received  a  shock  during  the  revolu- 
tionary wars  from  the  anti-commerdal  de- 
crees, and  the  hostile  occupation  of  the  ports 
of  that  sea  which  it  has  never  ccunpletely  re- 
covered, but  it  is  still  very  considerable,  and 
^^1  it  Is  hoped,  in  time,  recover  its  former 
bnportanoe.

more  than  aO  Gttat  Biitafai  heiideaL  Tlie 
merchantsof  Hall  were,  orlgiaally  in  ISgg, 
the  first  hi  Bi^land  who  fitted  out  AffBfbi 
the  whale  fishery,  but  that  trade  had  declined 
until  the  yen  1765,  when  it  was  atano* 
wholly  monopoHaed  by  the  Dutch,  and  ww 
at  that  peziod  laduoed  to  such  a  laaguid  eoo- 
ditlon  that  not  mote  than  twenty  Mpa  ware 
empkyyed  in  it  ftom  aH  b^land,  of  whWA 
ten  were  sent  fhan  London.  In  the  fbOow. 
ing  year  the  active  and  enterpriamg  spirit  of 
Mr.  Standidg^ametehantofHuU,  induot^ 
hhn  to  equip  and  send  out  to  the  Greenland 
teas  a  ship  on  his  own  aeoount—«n  adven- 
ture which  was  thougfatextremdy  haardoua, 
and  of  which  ittdivldaal  specoktkm  did  not 
at  that  time  aflbrd  an  example  In  all  Europe. 
This  diip  returned  with  one  whale  and  four 
hundred  seals.  Prior  to  this  time  the  skina 
of  seals  were  generaOy  thrown  overboard, 
not  being  amsidered  of  tiie  intrinsic  value  of 
more  than  threepence  each ;  but  Mr.  Stand  > 
idge  had  them  tanned  into  leather,  and  In 
this  way  advanced  their  price  to  five  shilUngt 
persUn.  Stimulated  by  his  success  he  twice 
after  visited  Greenland  himself,  and  praee- 
cuted  his  commercial  conceius  with  distin- 
guished  spirit  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
The  notion  of  exploring  the  regions  of  tfat 
North  Pole  was  then,  as  now,  very  prevalent 
and  Mr.  Standidge  equipped  a  ship,  and 
meant  himself  to  embark  in  It  upon  that  ex> 
peditkMi,  when  he  found  that  a  legal  hnpedl- 
ment.  arisii^  out  of  his  filling  the  oAce  of 
sheriflTof  Hull,  disabled  him  flrom  leaving  the 
countr>'.  This  disappointment,  however, 
did  nut  check  the  ardour  of  his  commercial 
enterprise ;  he  subsequently  fitted  out  three 
ships  for  the  Grecnhmd  sea,  and  bis  example 
difl\ised  a  spirit  of  emulation  thiougfaout  the 
trading  part  of  the  community,  to  that  ve*. 
wis  began  to  be  fitted  out  yeariy,  not  only 
from  Hull,  but  also  fhnn  Whitby,  Newcaa- 
tle.  Liverpool  and  London,  as  wdl  as  from 
the  principal  porta  of  Scotland.

Owing  to  the  l.ir^  quantity  of  fish  oil  pm- 
doced,  and  the  introduction  of  coal  gas  lights, 
oil  of  this  description  has,  within  the  last 
few  years,  fallen  firom  40/.  to  19^  per  ton,  a 
price  far  from  remunerating  the  expenses. —

the  Greenland  Fishery  has  been  greatly  over- 
done, and  has  been  productive  of  injury  to 
the  general  trade  of  this  port,  by  absorbing 
an  undue  proportion  of  capital  from  other 
branches  of  commerce.  The  Mediterranean 
and  L^hom  trade,  from  the  want  uf  due 
cultivation,  has  here  dwindled  away  into  in- 
aignificance,  and  the  American  trade,  that 
rfdi  source  of  wealth  to  Liverpool,  is  in  lIuU 
of  very  limited  extent.  The  Wcat  India 
trade  has  bem  attempted  several  times,  but 
never  ettablished ;  and  two  or  three  vessels 
have  sailed  hence  to  the  Rast  Indies,  without 
as  yet  producing  any  profitable  returm.

The  Custom  House  is  a  Tory  laige  and 
handsome  edifice^  in  WhiteftiaiiMe,  and 
nearly  in  the  oentre  of  the  town.  It  was 
originally  built  by  the  Corpocatioa  ot  the 
Trinity  House,  for  an  irai,  with  a  room  liar 
public  entertainments,  52  feet  long  by  94 
feet  wide,  and  22  feet  high.  This  is  now 
the  long  room  for  the  tnmsaction  of  the  ge- 
neral official  business  of  the  eustom  house. 
The  building  alsoafibrds  spaeiooa  and  appro- 
priate ofiSots  in  erery  de|iartinent.  with  en- 
tensive  KiQg's  warehouses.  The  CoUactor 
for  the  port  is  Charkt  Lutwidge.  Esq.  and 
the  established  clcrlta  in  his  office  amount  to 
eight.

The  PUot  Office,  which  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  oommissiooers.  appointed  by,  and 
acting  under,  the  Humber  Pitot  act.  is  wdl 
conduf^ed.  and  the  principal  membcn  oC 
the  corporatkn,  a  selection  tnm  the  war- 
dens of  the  Trinity  house,  and  a  respectable 
body  of  merehanu.  form  the  list  of  oom- 
missioners.  The  {dlota  attend  the  observa- 
tory by  turns*  ttctn  six  in  the  morning  to 
nine  in  the  evening,  firom  the  vernal  to  the 
autumnal  equinoxes,  and  the  ramainderoC 
the  year  from  nine  in  the  morning  to  six  in 
the  evening.  Mr.  Francis  CUflbrd  is  com- 
modore of  the  pikits,  and  Mr.  G.  D.  Thomp- 
son his  clerk.  The  office  oonslsti  of  a  mo- 
dem lofty  brick  buikUng.  opposite  the  Ferry 
boat  dock. 

Nothing  has  more  essentially  contri- 
buted to  theextenskm  of  commerce  in  Hull 
than  the  handsome  and  capaeious  docks 
with  which  this  port  is  pro\ided.

The  dodu  fbr  shipping  havhig  thus 
tended  lo  largriy  to  the  adtantage  of  the 
port,  constitute  a  prominent  and  interesting 
fntnie  in  die  history  of  HuIL  In  theycar 
1774,  a  sobseription  was  entered  into  at 
this  place  for  maidng  the  wet  dock  on  the 
north  side  of  the  tcywn,  now  called  ttie  old 
docli,  «id  an  act  of  parliament  was  applied 
for  and  obtamcd  for  canying  the  work  into 
execution,  by  which  act  the  ihare-hoMers 
were  inoorporated  under  the  name  of  "  The 
Dock  Company  of  Khigstoo-upan-Hull  {" 
by  this  act  the  military  works  surrounding 
the  town  were  appropriated  to  the  purpose 
of  the  taiMnded  doi-k,  and  a  further  aid  of 
1A,OOOI.  was  voted  by  parliament  towards 
its  coropletkNi.

The  partiamentary  history  of  the  bo- 
rough of  Hull  is  singular  and  intereatingt— 
formerly  the  burgesses  chose  their  represen- 
tatlres  out  of  their  own  order,  and  aUowed 
them,  while  engaged  in  the  perfbrmanee  of 
th^  public  duties,  a  sum  which  was  at  that 
^tme  thought  mffident  to  support  the  state 
of  a  gentleman.  Matters  however  in  the 
Japse  of  a  few  ages,  greatly  altered,  for  in- 
jtead  of  reeetvhit  three  or  fonr  shillings  a 
-^y*  ^Y  **7  of  support,  from  their  eonati-

By  an  Improred 
mode  of  flitratinii  the  water  is  raised  without

There  are  also  ▼apoiir  and  shower  baths. 

Mendicity  has  been  coosidembly  chedc- 
cd  hi  almost  all  the  great  towns  hi  the  Ung- 
ilora.  and  Imposition  and  crime  diminished, 
tyy  the  institution  of  Vagrant  OfHees.  The 
Vagrant  Office  of  Hull  was  established  by 
•  meetbig  of  the  inhabitants,  heM  at  the 
GuUtBiall,  on  the  1st  of  February,  1819,  this 
oflloe  is  rituated  at  Na  9,  Quay  street,  and 
Mr.  Andrew  Daniel  is  the  oAoer  under 
whose  superintendancc  it  Is  placed. 

Havhig  thnrsfcetohdd  with  a  rapid,  bat 
ft  is  hoped,  with  a  fluthful  hand,  the  History 
iit  Hull  tfom  Its  earHest  foundation  to  the 
present  timet  having  enumerated  and  de- 
aeribed  its  pubHe  odifiees  and  multltudioous 
institntious;  having  dwelt  without  pioliaity, 
but  ant  without  precision,  upon  its  trade,  its 
commerce,  and  te  manufiutures,  we  oome 
In  eonchision  to  describe  the  town  as  it  was 
in  times  patt,  and  as  it  exisU  at  the  preeent 
day.  The  vicisaitudes  to  whi<i  this  town 
and  port  have  been  sut»)ccted  have  been  al- 
ready pretty  fUlly  detailed.  For  many  ages. 
Indeed  for  several  centuries,  the  town  of  Hull 
was  oonflned  between  the  Humber  to  the 
•OQth,  the  Hun  to  the  east,  and  the  tows's 
wall  to  the  north  and  west  Beyond  these 
Hroita  all  Is  new;  and  so  late  at  the  year 
|04O,  the  mamber  of  streets  in  this  piaee 
amounted  oqly  to  from  thirty  to  forty.

fkom  theUstnibJoiaad  to  tUa  history,  wMah 
by  way  oT  contrast  la  tattroduaed  by  aa  enn- 
meratkm  oT  those  which  ntsled  at  the  period 
Just  referred  ta  In  tiae  aaalcDt  bnildings  in 
the  tawn  Mttle  regaid  appears  lo  hare  been 
paid  to  deganea  or  regulscity  t  eonvenience 
alone  was  the  objeet  of  the  proprietor,  and 
to  that  point  prfndpally  the  skill  of  the  ar- 
diiteet  was  directed.  A  ioorishhig  and  ex- 
tended comroeroe,  with  gradually  inereastaig 
wealth,  at  length  taitrodueed  a  taste,  if  not 
for  magniflecnoe,  at  least  for  eleganee  and 
publie  aceommodntioo.  The  town  aa  it  now 
stands  is  wcQ  buik,  principally  of  bdck, 
most  of  the  streets  aie  well  paved,  and  in 
the  new  parts,  tothenorthand  to  the  west, 
theyarc  spacious  and  commodious.  From 
the  year  lSf9,  whea  it  was  flnt  currounded 
with  fortiflca^iaos,  the  town  of  Kingston- 
upon-Hull,  was  Amn  its  strragth  and  situa- 
tion considered  as  an  impregnable  fortress; 
and  the  wide  ditches  with  the  fVowning  waUs 
and  embattled  towers  overiooking  the  ad)a- 
oent  country  (vesented  a  formidable  aspect, 
exHtbig  ideas  of  hottUttyMd  danger.  These 
symbols  of  war  have  happily  disappeand 
within  the  Isst  forty  years.  Towards  the 
dose  of  die  last  century  the  ditdies  wese 
filled  up;  and  the  ramparts  and  walls  which 
had  long  bern  useless  and  niinous,  were 
finally  levelled  to  promote  the  convenience 
of  the  Inhabitants.  Hull  therefore  is  now  sq 
open  town,  and  instead  of  those  formidable 
bulwarks  whidi  displayed  the  menacing 
apparatus  of  war,  it  presents,  on  every  tide, 
docks  filled  with  merchant  ships,  the  vehlrin 
of  eommeree  and  the  emUems  of  peace. 
From  an  aocurate  admeasurement  token  be- 
fore the  military  worka  were  demolished,  it 
appears  that  the  wallt  of  Hull  were  two  thou- 
tand  six  hundred  and  ten  ysnh  in  chnrft, 
bdng  thirty  yards  Ic«  than  a  mile  and  a  luOf. 
or  the  whole  of  these  works  of  defence  two 
of  the  three  fortresses  built  by  Henry  VIII. 
alone  reifiain.  They  are  guarded  by  severrl 
batteries  and  modern  erections,  on  the  east 
benk  of  the  river.  Intended  for  the  defence 
of  the  town  and  harbour,  and  form  ma^. 
aines  capable  of  containing  twenly  thousaud 
^tand  oi  arms,  and  ordnanoe  stores  for  twelve 
or  fifteen  sail  of  tlic  line,  deCuKled  by  a  re- 
gular gartison.  The  post  of  govenior  of  thi  s 
town  is  generally  bestoired  on  sume  officer  of 
high  rank*  and  Lord  Hillf  the  present  gove^. 
nor,  tueeeeded  the  Puke  of  Richroood. 

The  intervention  of  the  docks  which 
oaaupy  the  greater  part  of  the  space  where 
the  walls  formerly  stood,  separates  Hull  into 
three  priadpal  divisioas,  and  nearly  iQ*u> 
lata*  the  old  town,  which  forms  the  fir^t 
division.

Lord  Danby  begged  to  assure 
ICr.  lifarrel  that  the  King  had  ordered 
bim  a  thounnd  gutaieas,  wMdi  he  bopwl 
be  wetdd  be  pleased  to  raoehre,  tiU  he 
could  taring  hb  mind  to  aeeepC  somettiing 
better  and  more  durable.

The  general  tendency  of  his  wodu  was 
against  popery  and  arbttiary  power,  which 
vrere  then  too  closely  allied;  and  Ids  x 
morablo  laiiiilisw,  which  the  leeordB  of 
history  have  sinoe  abundantly  ertaMlsbed, 
that  the  Dmtdi  war,  entered  teto  fay  Charles 
IL  was  owtug  to  the  corruption  of  the 
court,  and  that  the  French  werethe  leaders 
of  our  coonelk,  establish  his  claim  to  poli- 
tieal  sagacity*  as  wril  as  to  uadaanted  ttrm- 
ness.  The  death  of  this  distinguished  pa-

study,  and  travel,  so  consummate  by  ex- 
perfcnce^  that  joining  the  most  peea^iar 
grace  of  wit  and  leamiiig.  with  asingufav 
penx^tntlon  and  strength  of  Judgment,  and 
exerdsiag  all  these  with  analterable  steadi- 
ness in  the  ways  of  virtue,  hebeeame  the 

ornament  and  the  example  of  his  agei 

beIo>-ed  by  good  men,  Aared  by  bad,  and 
admired  by  all  t  though  imitated,  aks !  by 
few,  and  searoriy  parallded  by  any.** 

Thomas  Wation,  D.  D.  the  unfortu- 
nate Bishop  of  St.David's,  was  bom  at  North 
Ferriby,  near  Hull,  in  the  year  1637.  Ha 
founded  the  hospital  at  HoB,  which  is  still 
called  by  his  name,  and  entettahied  Hie  iateo« 
tioo  of  liberally  endowing  it,  but  his  misforv 
tunes  overtook  him  before  that  Intentioo 
could  be  folfiUed,  and  he  Ml,  partly  the  vie 
timof  his  own  violence,  and  parOy  of  tba 
violence  of  the  times  hi  which  he  lived. 

Hull  has  also  given  Mrth  to  several 
other  pemns  of  distinction,  amongst  these 
may  be  mentioned  Dr.  Thomas  Johnson, 
the  physician,  dtct  the  Rev.  Wm.  Mason. 
the  poet,  precenter  of  York,  wlio  was  bam 
at  the  vicaragei  WUUam  Wllbcfforce,  Esq.

In  the  wap.  of  Dickering,  8  miles  ttom 
Bridlington,  39  troia  York,  and  207  firoro 
Loudon,  about  midway  between  Scarbro' 
and  Bridlington,  is  well  built,  and  pleasantly 
sitnated,  being  sunounded  by  6,000  aom 
of  fertile  laud,  and  adorned  by  a  consider- 
able  quantity  of  ornamental  wood,  chiefly 
growing  on  an  eleratad  site,  called  the  Cas- 
tle Hill,  where  an  still  to  be  traced  the 
foundatiotts  of  an  ancient  fbtrtress.  Hun- 
manby  had  formerly  a  market,  whidi  was 
hdd  on  Tuesday,  but  it  has  long  been  dis- 
oontinued*  Theraanorill  rights,  anciently 
tripartite,  under  the  names  of  Rosa,  Lennox, 
and  Roasmore,  are  now  united  together, 
with  the  property  of  more  than  two  thirds 
of  the  township,  in  the  hands  of  Humphrey 
OsfaakLeston,  Esq.  The  maasionrhouse  Is 
an  aaeient  structure,  adorned  with  modem 
embellishments ;  the  gardens  are  spacious, 
and  the  plantations  flourishing.  A  sumptu- 
ous monument,  on  the  North  side  of  the 
diancd  in  the  parish  church,  commemorates 
those  of  the  (Hbaldeston  family  who  died 
within  the  last  century,  from  William  Os- 
baldeston.  Esq.  (who  lUed  A.  D.  1707,  and 
whose  name  was  hiserted  in  the  list  of  the 
intended  Knights  of  the  Royal  Oak,)  down  to 
Fountayne  Wentworth  Osbaldeston,  Esq.

The  patronage 
of  the  ehureh  is  in  the  Prebend  of  Weigh- 
ton.— This  andent  edifice  had  fbrmerly  a 
woodeu  spire,  which  has  been  taken  down, 
and  a  more  permanent  one  tutoUtuted  for 
it}  and  the  church,  which  has  been  beauti- 
fied within,  is  now  famished  with  an  addi- 
tional gallery,  and  a  number  of  eommodi- 
ous  pews.  There  are  here  alio  chapels  fbr 
the  Methodists,  the  Independents,  and  the 
Primitive  Methodistk  There  U  here  a  pUee 
called  Arras,  and  a  tradition  prevails,

In  1814,  an 
act  of  parliament  was  passed  fbr  making  b 
mvlgabie  canal  ftom  East  Cotttngwith  to 
Street  Bridge,  (about  a  mile  ftom  PockHng* 
ton)  which  has  been  completed  and  consideiw 
able  bushtess  b  now  carried  on  in  bringing 
to  the  place  coal,  lime,  manure,  and  mer« 
chandiie,  and  taking  away  com,  flour,  ttm* 
ber,  and  other  articles.  The  market  day  is 
on  Saturday,  and  the  races  on  the  second  of 
May  in  every  year.  In  a  gmvd  pit  in 
Bamsley  field,  near  this  town,  were  (hig  up 
in  1763,  fbur  human  skeletons  t  three  were 
without  coffins,  the  fourth  was  cnckxed  in  a 
coflSn  with  an  urn  at  the  head,  on  the  out- 
side of  which  were  engraved  several  ancient 
cbaracten.    Population,  1968*

In  its  fall  which  was  wit- 
nessed by  two  persons,  it  excavated  a  place 
to  the  depth  of  IS  inches  in  tlie  earth  and  7 
inches  into  the  cludk  rock,  making  in  all  a 
depth  of  10  inches  from  the  surface.  This 
stcuie  was  subsequently  deposited  inthemu-

ipherited,  in  right  of  his  mother,  the  estatea 
of  WiBiam  Lord  Vcsd,  who  died  without 
issue.

Emanuel  Lord  Scroops  Earl  of  Sunderland^ 
who  died  without  male  issue,  in  the  leign  of 
CharlesL  was  the  last  of  thabancient  family 
that  inhabited  this  oastte.  ^m  neglect, 
and  ttie  damage  it  received  during  the  liege, 
the  tower  on  the  north-east  angle  became  so 
much  izilnred,  that  on  the  19th  of  November, 
1761,  it  fcU  to  the  ground.  Butthougfathe 
east  and  north  sides  are  mostly  in  ruins,  the 
wiest  front  is  in  good  repair.

The  chief  of  that 
Ikraily  preaeuti  an  old  sword  to  the  prdate, 
pronmincing  the  MIowing  words:—*'  My 
lord,  this  is  the  flOdikm  ^t  slew  the  Worm 


Dragon,  which  spared  neither  man,  woman, 
child,"  the  bishop  takes  the  sword  and 
returns  it  immediately.  This  is  one  of  those 
singular  tenures,  the  origin  of  whidi  cannot 
now  be  accounted  for.  Here  Is  a  very  ancient 
mill,  which  was  granted  to  one  of  the  Ckur- 
vaux  Ihmily  at  that  place,  by  Allan  Earl  of 
Richmond,  in  the  time  of  WilHam  the  Con- 
queror. This  place  is  much  noted  for  its 
sulphiireous  spa  waters,  wUdi  resemble  both 
in  smeO  and  medicinal  properties  the  Harro- 
gate sulphur  apa»  It  is  used  both  fbr  drinlt- 
ing  and  bathing.  About  seven  years  ago  a 
suite  of  baths  with  dressing  rooms  and  a  bath 
keepers  house  were  erected  here,  and  fitted 
up  In  a  commodious  and  complete  manner^ 
by  WilUam  Chayter,  Esq.

SoBBC  idea  may  be  focmed  of  the 
extent  of  this  ertsblishmcnt,  when  the  priory 
was  in  the  plenitude  of  its  prosperity,  ftom  a 
manuscript  In  the  Cottonian  Library,  in 
whidi  itis  said.-"  That  the  prior  kept  a 
most  pompous  house,  insonmeh  that  the 
towne,  cuusysUnge  of  500  householders,  had 
no  land*,  but  lived  aD  in  the  abbey.*^  At 
the  disaolutkn  the  annnal  revenue  was  to 
the  amount  of  6S8<.  Ss.  4d.  and  the  si{e  was 
granted  to  Frands  Chakmer,  Esq.  to  1560. 
Camden  says  of  this  plao^  that  it  is  really 
beautiful,  and  adds,  that  it  resembles  Pnb 
coli,  in  Italy,  but  exceeds  it  hi  bealtfaineas.* 
Guisborough  is  pleasantly  situated  in  a  nar- 
row but  fertile  vale,  and  consists  chiefly  of 
one  main  street,  running  nearly  East  and 
West  The  street  is  very  broad,  and  many 
of  the  houses  being  buflt  in  amodem  styl^ 
the  town  has  a  neat  and  pleasant  appearance. 
A  handsome  town-hall,  of  free^stane,  was 
buUt  ia  the  year  1881,  upon  tiie  site  of  tha 
ancient  toll-booth,  in  the  Mariiet  place, 
erected  upon  prctJecting  pillan  and  arches, 
with  four  cast  iron  piUars  in  the  centre,  the 
k>wer  part  or  area  serves  as  a  shambles,  Ac 
for  the  market  peotOe,  and  the  MagiatZBtes 
hold  their  meetir^  on  altainate  Tuesdays,  in 
the  upper  story.  The  markets  axe  weU  at- 
tended, and  are  hdd  on  Tuesday.  Early  in 
the  month  of  May,  1899,  a  miners]  spring 
was  discovered,  at  about  a  mile  SE.  of 
Guisborough,  to  which  a  great  nunabcr  of 
people  daily  resrat,  and  who  generallv  obtaii\ 
relief  in  rtummatic,  scorbutic  and  Irilious 
complaints;  this  water,  which  is  a  good  diu- 
reUc,  has  been  analysed  by   Mr.  WUUam 
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Farady,  of  Loiidon>  and  tfie  reniH  shows 
th^  the  spedlle  gravity  is  1000,7*~^A  pint 
contahu  three  gndm,  neariy.  of  dry  salts, 
the  salts  are  Muriate  of  Soda,  Csrtxmate  of 
Soda,  Carbonate  of  Llma^  Carbonate  of 
Magnesia,  Carbonic  Acid;  Sulphats  the 
smallest  quantity.  An  hotel  is  lOxnit  to  be 
erected  for  the  aooommodatkHi  of  visitors 
whomayeometo  Guisborough  for  the  beneflt 
of  the  waters,  by  Robert  Chalooer,  Esq. 
M.  P.  the  lord  of  the  manor,  at  a  oonveoient 
distance  from  the  spring.  The  chardi  of 
Oulsboroagh  is  a  neat'structure,  partly  re- 
buiU  in  the  year  1791,  dedicated  to  St  Ni- 
cholas; thelivli^  is  a  perpetual  curacy,  in 
the  patronage  of  the  Archbishop  of  York, 
and  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Williamson,  A.  M.  is  the 
incumbent  There  are  here  also  three  cha- 
pels or  mecCing-housea,  one  for  the  Metho- 
dists, a  second  for  the  Independents,  and 
the  other  for  the  Quakers.

In  the  denent  from  this  hill  to 
the  vale  of  HicKnaw,  the  road  Has  along  the 
precipitous  edge  of  a  glen,  of  which  the  ddes 
are  adorned  with  lofty  ticea.  TWa  deep  and 
pictureiqtte  ravine,  which  ttes  to  the  left  of 
the  road,  meeting  at  length  with  anoOMT 
from  the  right,  which  it  equally  romantSe. 
their  Junction  (brmt  the  coiiimenctiwent  of 
the  valley  of  Hadineas.  In  proceeding  a 
little  way  fhrther  are  two  other  gleiM,  of 
which  the  declivities  to  the  bottom  an 
covered  with  a?  praft«km  of  wooiL  At 
the  western  extremity,  the  valey  divides 
itself  into  two  hranchea;  one  of  Aese,  fa 
which  the  present  village  of  Haekaam  is 
seated,  rum  into  tt^  moon:  through  the 
other  the  Derwcnt  pursues  its  couim  to- 
wards the  village  of  Ayton.  The  bins  which 
surround  the  vale  of  Hsekncat,  am  firom  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  yarda  hi 
perpendicular  height,  and  their  steep  dkdlvt. 
ties  are  piOAitely  adorned  with  lofty  trees  of 
the  richest  foUage^  The  hand  of  nature^ 
indeed,  has  here  been  lavish  of  her  embellisb- 
menti,  and  has  moulded  these  sylvan  scenes 
into  such  diflhrent  forms  and  pr^ectioos,  as 
render  them  at  once  sublime  and  beautifbl. 
Springs  of  water  bursting  from  the  sides  of 
the  hills  in  natural  cascades,  or  fsOhig  with 
gentle  murmun,  contribute  to  enliven  the 
scenery;  and  the  Dcrwent,  which  has  its 
source  in  the  mountainous  ooontry  to  the 
north,  gUdct  with  a  gentle  itnam  past  the

ttnage,  to  thewtttwtrdof  which  the  Uok 
and  tanxcn  nMxns  fonn  «  stiiUng  oontnut  to 
the  luxuriant  Menet  of  Haduwai.  There  is 
a  imall  inn  here  called  the  Johnstone  Anm, 
kept  by  Ita.  Hannah  Waitea.  The  diuich 
dedicated  to  St  Mary,  ia  a  very  ancient  itnio- 
ture;  the  Mvlng  b  a  perpetual  curacy.  In  the 
patronage  of  the  Marquis  of  Annandale,  and 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Irvin  is  the  incumbent.

At  the  northern  extremity  is  a  cascade  which 
pours  forth  in  one  perpendicular  fall  a  vast 
quantity  of  water  into  a  deep  bason  below. 
In  the  year  1740,  when  fairs  were  held  on 
the  Thames,  this  cascade  was  fhwen  and 
constituted  a  prodigious  icicle  of  a  conic 
form,  thirty-two  yards  and  three  qiuu^ters 
high,  and  the  same  dimensions  in  drcum- 
ferenoe.

HBLMSLBT  UPON  THE  BLACK 
MOOR,  (P.) 

In  the-wap.  of  Rydale,  0  miles  ftoo  Rirltbf' 
Moor-Slde.  16  firom  Malton,  and  S3  fton 
York;  formerly  a  place  noted  fer  stateii 
Elms,  in  the  midst  of  which  the  Dntidi  oa  die 
hOI,  stin  bearing'their  name,  pffforawd  their 
mystic  rites.  The  town  is  situated  on  the 
declivity  of  a  smalt  eminence,  gently  dopfay 
towards  the  banks  of  the  Rye,  from  vlMBSi 
the  wapentake  derives  its  name.  Thehogns 
are  mostly  btiiU  of  atone,  and  the  iiihidiir 
tanta,  aocording  to  tfie  population  retani  of 
18S],  amount  to  ISM,  The  maiket  day  ii 
on  Saturday.  The  parish  of  Hdrosley  msy 
rank  amongst  the  moat  extensive  paridM  is 
thektaigdom.  It  is  more  than  IfimilM  fins 
N.  to  S.  and  comprises  6  distinct  villages,  vitk 
the  valley  of  Bilsdale,  which  strdcfaes  out 
to  the  hUls  in  Cleveland.  The  adjtcat 
country  is  exceedingly  fertile,  and  it  islR- 
speised  with  extentive  woods  and  ricfa  vslto. 
A  rivulet  running  through  the  town  of 
Hehnsley,  still  retains  the  old  Saxon  nsBtf 
of  Bon^  Beck,  and  Camden  xexnarks  of  it. 
that  ia  his  time  the  water  dtsappeiml^  st 
about  a  mile  fttm  the  town,  and  roseagsia 
at  Harum,  a  few  atllift  below,  which  phoo- 
menon  still  takes  place.  Formerly  th*  ms-  • 
nufocture  of  lineu  from  yam,  spun  oa  lbs 
hand  wheel  fVom  the  distaff,  was  canied  oo 
here  to  a  eoosiderable  extent,  but  the  intro- 
ductioa  oTmaehinery  has  destroyed  Wi 
domcefie  system,  and  Introduced  fai  its  stead 
a  ptooeas  of  maoulkctuTCS  more  oondudve  to 
national  wealth,  but  less  oondusive  to  public 
monds.  This  change  has  deprived  Hein*- 
ley  of  its  manufiu^ure,  and  rendered  the 
inludritsnts  ahnott  exdusivoly  dependent 
upon  agriculture.  There  is  here  a  court  to 
the  recovery  cf  debts  under  40r.  and  a  ehi- 
rity  school  on  the  national  plan,  supported 
by  C.  Duncombe,  Esq.  of  DwncombePsA 
where  80  ehUdren  receive  gratuitous  instniC' 
tlon.  The  parish  church  is  an  antique  edi- 
noe,  dedicatedtoAU  Saints;  andthcUviog 
is  a  vicarage,  of  which  C.  Duncombe,  Etf* 
is  the  p^itron,  and  the  Rev.  G.  Dixon  the  in* 
cumbent.  The  other  places  of  worship  sK» 
-a  Friends*  Meeting-house,  and  a  Methodic 
ChapeL  Hehnsley  was  the  fSsvourite  scene 
of  the  sports  and  revdriesrf  George  Villiet»t 
Duke  of  Ouekingfaamt  after  he  bsd  rdin' 
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from  Um  oouit  and  odrtnet  of  Charles  II.  and 
4h«  neighbouring  town  of  Klrkby-Moor^kle 
waa  the  toene  of  hit  hinniliatiOD,  after  pro- 
fligacy had  ivaated  Ms  flKtune,  and  disripa- 
tioD  naoad  Ms  health.  Here,  la  Ihe  worst 
ten's  worst  room,  he  breathed  his  last.

In  what  part  of  the  burial  ground  this  fkllen 
companion  vt  princes  was  Intened  is  not 
known,  but  in  thepariih  register  of  Kirkby 
tt  Is  reconSed,  that  on  the  17th  of  April,  1687, 
"  George  VUlaos  loid  dooke  of  bookingham," 
was  buried  here.  Helmsley  Castle,  buUt  by  the 
poble  flunily  of  Ross,  la  near  to  the  towui 
and  to  distinguished  for  having  been  the  an- 
cient baronial  lasldeuee  of  its  lords,  and  for 
having  stood  a  siege  in  1644,  in  fsvour  of  the 
King  agdast  the  Parliamentary  fiirotis,  un- 
der Lord  FaHrttoit  and  smrcndeied  on  tte 
SOtti  of  November.  Soon  after.  In  oomnoo 
with  the  other  castles  of  Vorkshire,  thto  cas- 
tle was  dismantled  by  order  of  Parliament. 
On  the  western  ^de  the  remains  of  a  range 
of  apartments,  ooostituU^  the  mansion- 
liouse  and  offices  stUl  exist*  and  sufficient  of 
the  ruins  of  the  Keep  remain  to  Indicate 
tts  fbrmar  strength.  The  suifounding  sce- 
nery to  beautiful  and  picturesque  hi  the  exo 
treme,  and  the  scattered  roaisisof  buiIdiQg» 
•een  through  the  rich  foliage  of  the  stately 
trees,  and  the  still  more  sUtcly  double  gnte- 
way,  hire  long  formed  a  fovourite  sut^feet 
fiorthe  painter's  peadl. 

DuDcorobe  Park,  the  seat  of  Charles  Dun- 
combe,  Esq.  ia  situated  in  this  parish 
and  within  one  mile  of  the  town.  The 
mansion  house  which  Was  designed  by  Van 
^  bmgh,  but  executed  by  Wakefield,  and  com- 
pleted fai  17I8,  to  in  the  dadc  order  of 
•rdiiteeture,  and  the  front  in  particular  is 
esteemed  a  happy  specimen  of  architeetural 
dtiU  and  combination.  The  haU  to  a  mag- 
nificent room  sixty  feet  long  and  forty  wide, 
flnmnipded  by  fourtQcn  lofty  Corinthian 
pillars  and  ornamented  with  a  number  of 
busts  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  poets,  with 
Urge  medallions  of  the  twelve  Csesark  The 
aaloon  to  elghty-dght  feet  by  twenty-four, 
and  to  formed  into  three  divisions  by  Ionic 
piUan,  and  elegantly  adorned  with  antique 
atatues  and  family  pictures.  Communi- 
eating  wiUi  tiie  soiooo  to  the  north  to  a 
handsome  dining  room,  and  to  the  south  an 
elsgant  suite  of  apartments  all  appropriately 
furnished;  but  the  most  interesting  part  of 
the  ftimituTe  to  derived  from  the  penciU  of 
eminent  pAJnters.  and  consist  in  the  valuable 
pletnree  which  ornament  the  Interior  of  thto 
auperb  dMdlhig.  The  gnwnds  are  Uid  out 
«6th  an  «tog«iee  If  taatc  equal  le  that  irtUch 


haa  bean  dtoptayed  in  the  selection  of  the 
The  garden  a^Johiing  to  thb 
house  haa  a  tnrraae  whieh  allbnla  many 
deUghtf^  prospects.  From  hence  to  seen 
an  Ionic  Temple,  whldi  itself  commands  a 
variety  of  landscapes}  a  beautiftil  vaDcy 
winds  at  the  base  of  a  noble  amphitheatre  of 
hanging  wood,  and  the  opposite  ptontatioB*, 
whidi  spread  over  a  fine  Atent  of  hill,  fringe 
the  shore  of  the  By^  which  runs  through 
the  valley  and  forma  almost  in  its  centre  a 
charming  cascade.  Nothing  can  be  mot* 
truly  beautiful  than  the  assemblage  of  ol^ects 
seen  fai  a  bird's  eye  view  tiom  thto  a|x% 
Thto  view,  to  beheld  with  delightful  variatitfi 
in  walking  along  the  terrace  to  the  Tuscan 
Temple,  as  flresh  scenery  breaks  upon  the 
eye  almost  at  every  step.  The  temple  situ- 
ated at  the  point  of  a  bold  promontory  orna- 
mented with  stately  plantations  and  pro- 
jected into  a  winding  valley,  curomands  the 
most  sublime  and  beautiAU  scenes.  Thi 
vaUcy,  the  river  and  the  cascade,  are  seen 
beneatht  and  in  the  tmat  the  prospect  tx,' 
tends  and  becomes  beautifully  variegated. 
The  castle,  Helmaley  church,  and  the  towifr 
appear  in  the  midst}  and  the  valley  Hlere . 
forming  into  a  rich  sequestered  lawn  is  we)l 
oontiaaled  with  the  rougher  vissge  of  tha 
hilly  moors  whidi  are  seen  In  the  distance. 
Such  Is  the  pictoiesque  description  whidi 
Young  and  HinderweQ  give  of  the  paradi- 
saical scenes  of  Duncombe  park.  Tha 
beautiful  monastic  ruin  of  Rivalx  Abbey^ 
only  two  miles  distant,  adds  to  the  interest  of 
the  vicinity ;  and  four  miles  to  the  SW.at  the 
entrance  lo  the  vale  of  York,  stands  thft. 
companion  ruin  of  Byland  Abbey.

To  de- 
scribe aU  tbe  dUkreot  xooom  in  this  prioeety 
msMJoo,  tofetber  with  the  snpert)  paintiry, 
{tatucs,  ^e.  which  it  eootains,  wovld  -fill  a 
vuhnne.  The  musenm,  24  feet  square,  and 
the  antique  gaUsry,  lOD  feet  by  SO,eootain  a 
vast  aassmbla^  of  curiosities.  In  the  sooth- 
west  comer  of  the  museum  is  a  cylindrical 
altar,  ah^utfour  leet  and  a  half  hS^  which 
anciently  stood  in  the  temple  of  Delphi, 
Im^ifbt  (torn  Italy,  and  was  presented  to  the 
Lord  of  Castle  Howard  by  the  immortal 
Nelson.  The  taste  displayed  in  the  pleasure 
grounds  eonespoads  with  the  magnifleence 
of  the  house.  The  park.  Is  beautiful  and  ex- 
tensive; and  the  pseeent  Eari  of  Cartisle  has 
greaUy  imptoved  the  scenery  by  the  addition 
of  a  fiive  sheet  of  water,  at  an  apprcftrtale 
distance  tnm  the  south  ftont.  A  besutlfiil 
tntermixtuie  of  wood  and  town  deHghls  the 
eye;  and  the  prospects  are  every  wheretieh 
and  fUU  of  pleasing  variety.  Theonmcntal 
buildings  in  the  park  are  in  astyleof  gmn^ 
deur.  AttheentMneeeik  the  south,  is  an 
elegant  inu,  for  the  aceommodatkm  of  stran^ 
gen.  In  the  centre  of  hsautlful  avenues, 
bordered  on  each  side  with  Inity  trees,  and 
crossed  at  right  angles,  stands  a  statdy 
quadrangular  obelisk.  100  feet  in  height, 
erected  in  the  year  1714,  to  commemorate 
the  victories  of  John  Duke  of  Marlborough, 
aftd  to  fix  thedata  of  the  erection  of  Castle 
Howard.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  obelisk, 
&c!ng  the  western  avenue  is  hiscribed  t^ 
If  to  perfection  these  nlantoiions  rise. 
If  they  agreeably  my  heirs  surprise, 
ThU  fsi^ful  pillar  will  their  age  declare. 
As  long  as  time  these  characters  shall  spare. 

Nearly  apposite  to  the  grand  entrance,  in 
tlae  north  front  of  the  bouse,  an  elegant  mo- 
tumiant  oommemoraUs  the  victories  of 
Lord  Nelson.  Those  glorious  names, 
Aboukfar,  Oopsnhagen,  and  Trafalgar,  in- 
scribed on  three  of  its  sides^  in  laige  gold 
chaeacters,  call  to  remembrance  the  achieve- 
mcniaor  the  naval  hero,  and  testify  thepa- 
Motiain  of  the  noble  proprietor  of  this  man- 
■ion.  Abo^t  l^ar  a  mile  to  the  eastward  of 
*  house  is  an  Ionic  temple,  with  Ibur  por-  i 


ticos  andabeatttifUl  teterior.  Ttie  ecisA- 
oes  of  the  door-cas«i  are  suppocted  tiy  leak 
cohnnns  of  black  and  yellow  marble ;  and

and  several  tombs  were  dlseorered.  Further 
searoh  exhibited  the  chapter  house,40ftflt 
in  length  by  S5  in  width,  with  themavUe 
pillars  which  formerly  supported  the  looC. 
TheiMeorthe  Abbotrs  house  and  gndsn^ 
with  the  kitehen  and  the  leftetory.  the 
doisten  and  the  dormitory,  also  becamo 
visible^  The  tssselsted  pavement  oT  the 
great  aisles  in  geometrical  igures,  was  found 
in  a  perftot  states  but  though  the  covering 
which  had  shut  it  out  Ihmi  the  light  of  the 
sun  had  prevented  its  actual  decompoeition* 
the  hand  or  time,  though  unseen,  had  been 
at  work*  and  rendered  the  beautiful  mosaic 
sofhOl,  that  the  actkmortheair,  and  the 
rude  blasts  or  whiter,  soon  reduced  It  to 
dust.  In  the  aisle  were  found  several  stone 
coffins, bearing hiscriptkins,  hi  astatesufB- 
denUy  perfect  to  be  disdphered.

U  a  draught  exhibithig  tbe  time  of  tbe  day* 
while  the  sun  Is  passing  too  snd  from  the 
winter  solstice.  Hawarth  me  made,  and 
Brand  the  jwiest"  Thto  Inscriptiosi  fixes 
the  antiquity  of  the  church.  Tosti  or  TS»- 
tl,  Ae  fourth  son  of  Godwin  Eari  of  KeM, 
and  brother  of  King  Harold,  waa  created 
Earl  of  Northumberland  by  Edward  tiha 
Confessor,  In  tbe  yearlOSC,  and  fcU  atlbe 
baule of  Stamford  Bridge,  hi  10^*»otbit 
the  erection  of  this  churdi  was  anteeetort  to 
the  Norman  Conquest,  a  thing  so  rare,  that 
there  are  not  above  three  or  four  churches 
of  so  ancient  a  date  in  the  kingdom.  TheWv- 
ing  of  Kirkdale,  after  passing  through  a  va- 
riety of  patrons,  came  into  poasenioa  of 
Henry  Danvers,  Esq.  Eari  of  Danby,  who 
gave  it  to  the  Univmlty  of  Oxford,  about 
the  year  1032,  when  he  fomuted  the  Phyiis

The  Cave  qf  KirkdaU. — ^The  fofltU  re- 
owiiMof  the  hy«ttia  and  other  eahnals  have 
been  found  in  e  eeve  or  fissure  at  this  plaoe ; 
in  the  year  1820,  Professor  Bucklaad  ex- 
amined this  interesting  spot  with  great  care, 
and  oommunicatad  the  result  of  his  inquiries 
to  the  Royal  Society  of  London.  The  Pro- 
fessor reporu  that  the  cave  extends  300  (bet 
InloasoUd  white  coelc,  and  varies  firom  % 
feet  to  A  feet  in  height  and  breadth.  Its 
-bottom  is covvred  with  a  layer,  abeut »  foot 
thick,  of  mud,  whtehis  paetiaUy  enerusted 
with  cakiinter.  It  is  in  this  anid  that  Che 
fowil  animal  remains  are  tound  imbedded. 
The  bones  are  in  a  nearly  fireah  state,  stiU 
tttatnlnir  their  animal  gelatin.  They  are 
nosUy  broken  and  gnawed  in  pieces,  and  are 
intermixai  with  teeth.  The  foasil  semains 
Ibund  by  Professor  Bucklaud  were  of  the 
following  animals,  vis.  hyena,  elephant, 
rhinoceros,  hippopotamos,  deer,  ox,  and 
water  rat  {  the  four  first  belong  to  species 
sow  extinct,  but  of  the  others  nothing  is 
aaid.  It  is.«Tident  that  anitnals  having  the 
nagnitode  of  the  elephant  er  rhinoceros 
eould  not  enter  a  flKure  s6  low  and  narrow  as 
that  at  this  place;  and  it  appears  probable 
that  these  bones  eould  not  have  been  floated 
into  the  fissure  by  means  of  water,  otherwise 
they  would  not  (ndy  have  sul&red  by  attri- 
tkm,  but  would  be  intermixed  with  sand  er 
gravel ;  Tbey  must  therefore  have  been 
transported  thither  bi  some  other  way,  and  the 
Professor  oonieetures  that  they  were  carried 
In  for  food  by  the  hyaenas,  whoappearto 
bave  been  ttie  sole  inhabitants  of  the  den.

In  a  large  and  eommodioMS  room* 
witbhi  the  hospital,  is  the  Ubraiy,  which  Is 
Anniriied  with  many  valnable  books,  aod 
several  natural  and  aitlflcial  eurfositiab  in 
ahandsome  case,  IsastitkfaiglikanEmofSIr 
WiUiam  Turner,  in  wax,  with  the  identical 
wig  and  band  which  he  used  to  wear.  At  a 
abort  distanoe  ftom  the  hoapMal  Is  the  pdrish 
chuidi,  dedicated  to  St.  Cuthbert,  a  Bgbt 
and  elegant  building  of  strme,  the  toof  of 
whidi  is  supported  by  six  columns  of  tbo 
Tuscan  order.  In  the  chancd  is  the  roonu- 
meut  of  Sir  William  Turner,  near  which 
he  was  buried,  by  his  own  desire,  among 
the  poor  of  hiii  hospital;  tbe  witnesses  of  hia 
piety,  liberality,  and  humanity.  The  living 
is  a  vicarage,  in  the  patronage  of  Lady 
Turner.  Adjoining  to  the  east  end  of  the 
diurdi  la  a  superb  mausoleum  d  a  circular 
form,  covered  wiOi  a  dome,  bollt  by 
Choln^  Turner,  Esq.  in  1740^  under  which 
b  Che  ftunily  vaub.  Among  other  woamu 
mental  statues  are  those  of  that  geattoman  - 
and  William  Tanker,  fisq.  execatf<Hl  by  tbe 
(kmous  Sehenacher.  The  improvemenia 
made  at  Klr^leatham  in  agrleultme  and 
planting,  by  the  late  Sir  Charles  *  Tumer» 
rank  this  place  amongst  one  of  the  moat 
floniidiingestatmtnYoEkahh-e.  InadditlaB 
to  the  boapital  dir  Wro.  Turner  bequeathed 
SOOOC  for  fouiuling  a  Free  Grammar  School 
here,  which  was  erected  In  1700,  by  Cholaaley 
Turner,  Bsq.  his  nephew,  and  is  a  laige  and 
handsome  quadrangular  building,  near  the 
hoapitaL  Of  tbe  present  state  of  this  instil 
tutioo  Mr.  Carlisle,  in  his  "  description  of 
the  endowed  schools  of  England  and  Wales," 
published  in  1818,  gives  the  following  slnguv 
lar  account  >—"  The  master's  salary  is  100/. 
and  that  of  tbe  usher  AO/f  but  both  these 
'offlecs  are  now  *tnecure$,  the  school  having 
been  entirely  **  dUconthwoT  about  thirty 
yean  since,  by  the  late  Sir  Charles  Turner.

The 
soil  is  generally  very  fertile,  being  chiefly  mea- 
dow and  grasing  land,  and  the  mineral  pro- 
ductions are  lead,  coal  and  lime.  The  town  is 
pleasantly  situated,  and  the  ueighbourhood 
presents  a  variety  of  beautifully  picturesque 
scenery.  The  remarkable  walk  called  Ley< 
bum  Shawl,  whidi  passes  along  the  edge  of 
one  oontinued  ridge  of  rodu  to  the  viDage  of 
Preston,  is  indtspntebly  one  of  Oie  finest  na- 
tural terraces  in  Great  Britain,  and  there  are 
many  views  here  of  singular  beauty. — The 
neighbourhood  abounds  with  objects  of  in- 
terest, amongst  which  may  be  enumerated 
the  ruined  castles  of  Bolt<m  and  MlddMumi, 
the  remains  of  Jervaux  and  Coverham  ab- 
beys, the  cdebratcd  waterfall  and  cataracts 
of  Ays^^arth,  and  the  noble  mansion  and 
pleasure  grounds  of  Bolton  Hall,  most  of 
which  may  be  visited  hi  the  course  of  a  day.

The  Camnlodunum 
of  the  Roman  Britons  became  a  royal  vHla  to 
king  Edwin  in  the  Saxon  era,  and  hero  the 
lifo  of  that  monarch  was  preserved  fhim  the 
•i«wia,  by  Us  fisithftil  LiUa.  The  great 
Earl  Siward,  who  defeated  Macbeth,  was 
one  of  the  kmis  of  Ifahoot  and  after  the 
Norman  ecnquest,  the  baronial  fimdly  of 
▼oiey,  buiU  here  aoastle  and  a  priory  for 
Oilbortinecaaoos,  of  both  which  there  toe 
remains  at  this  day.  The  Castle  was  one  of 
those  short  Ured  structures  which  Henry  II. 
4eaM)lisfaedt  but  during  Ita  existence,  the 
town  was  tmmtdown,  by  Abp.  Thurstan, 
whep  he  laid  siege  to  it  to  dislodge  the 
Scotch,  and  the  name  of  New  Maltou  cora- 
«eiioedoathfM4mUdingof  thctown.    On 


the  site  of  the  castle,  Ralph,  Lord  Eurc, 
built  a  noble  castellated  mansion,  which  he 
finished  at  the  conclusion  of  the  I6th  cen- 
tury i  and  it  is  remarkable,  that  its  duration 
was  as  short  as  that  of  the  castle,  for  hia 
lordship's  two  grand  daughters  not  agredng 
respecting  the  property  here,  the  muudon 
was  pulled  down,  and  the  materials  divided 
between  them,  by  Henry  Marwood,  Eaq. 
the  High  Shertf  of  the  County  of  York,  la 
1074 1  thelodge  and  gate-way,  however,  were 
left  u  a  monument  of  the  folly  and  vindio- 
tivemas  of  fkmily  fouds,  or  to  show  what 
the  manrion  had  been.  Hary.  the  youngcstof 
theee  danghters,  was  married  to  Wilham 
Palmer,  Esq.  of  Lhiley,  in  this  county,  who 
in  right  of  hb  wlfo,  possessed  the  manor  of 
<M  and  New  Malton,  which  he,  with  others 
conveyed  to  Sir  Thomas  Wentworth.  Oa 
the  90th  of  May,  lyss,  the  Hon.  Thomaa 
Wentworth,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  obtained 
the  title  of  Lord  Mallea,  and  six  years  after- 
wards was  created  Marquk  of  Ro<^faigham. 
Hb  kirdsMp  dying  on  the  14th  of  December, 
1760,  was  soooeeded  In  hb  Utle  and  estatea 
by  hb  only  son,  Charies  Watson  Wentwoith, 
Maniubof  Rockingham,  whodyiagon  the 
Ist  of  July,  1782,  hb  nephew.  Earl  FitB- 
wilUam,  snooeoded  to  the  msaor  of  Maltoo. 
and  hb  other  principal  estates.  Malton 
was  a  corporate  borough,  aad  goveraod 
by  two  bailiflk,  until  the  reign  of  ChMlea 
IL  when  a  writ  of  quo  tMtmmh,  to 
which  the  inhabitants  pleaded  pmer^Mom 
deprived  &e  buigesses  of  Us  privibges,  fur 
judgment  was  given  in  favour  Of  the  Crown. 
«nd  anew  charter  has  never  been  applied 
for ;  sfaice  that  time,  the  Court  Leet,  and 
Court  Boon  of  New  Malton  appobt  a  ao. 
minal  borough  BaUlff,  and  tyo  ^r^nhln, 
and  exercbe  the  usual  jntisdictioB  of  those 
courts.  Malton  sent  members  to  parliament 
so  early  as  the  reign  of  Edward  I. ;  and  at 
that  period  the  Prior  of  Malton  was  elected 
a  representative,  who,  on  hb  return  ftum 
PMliament,  was  arrested  for  debt,  but» 
pleading  a  privilege  of  exemption  in  goin^ 
and  returning  from  parliamentary  duty,  he 
was  liberated  {  thb  Is  perhaps  the  terBest 
claim  of  the  privilege  by  a  member  of  par- 
liamcnL  Thb  Borough  now  sends  two 
members  to  parliament,  elected  by  the  house- 
holders,  paying  scot  and  ktt ;  thenumberof 
voters  being  about  500.  The  present  repre^ 
soimlves  are.  Lord  Duaeaaoo,  of  Margaret 
street,  Cavendish-aquars^  Loodoa,  and  of 
Roehampton  Surry;  and  Joba  Charles 
Ramsdeo,  Esq.  of  Ncwby  park,  neiir  Bo- 
roughbridge^  There  are  two  parochial  cha- 
peb  here  to  OM  Malton,  one  of  them  dedi-> 
eated  to  St.  Leonard,  aad  the  other  to  St* 
Michael;  the  fonner  of  which  has  a  t«^

The  other 
plaoea  of  wonhip  are,  for  Um  Sooietf  of 
Frieiide,  the  Prubyteriaim  the  Independents 
aiKi  the  Methodists.  ThercisalaoftTheetnw 
erected  in  1814 1  bnides  a  handKime  auite 
of  public  rooms,  in  Yockengatab  to  whieh 
are  attached  a  Subscription  Libcary  wA 
News-Room.  About  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to 
the  SW.  of  New  Blalton,  is  a  mineral  spring, 
similar  in  its  propertks  to  tiiose  of  ScarbraT, 
and  is  said  to  be  a  very  efficacious  chalybeate. 
Malton  is  a  brisk  market  town.  The  town 
stands  on  aa  emiucnoe,  overlook ing  the  river 
which  runs  through  a  btautiftil  vale  to  the 
SouthEasL  Ahandaotne  stonebrldfecoo- 
ryctK  this  place  with  Norton,  the  river  form- 
Ing  the  boundary  between  the  East  an4 
North  Ridings.  In  the  reign  of  Queoi  Aime 
an  act  was  possed,  under  the  authocity  of 
which  the  Derwent  was  made  navi^ble

MASHAM,  (P.) 

In  thewapk  of  Hang  Eaat,  and  Mbertiea  of. 
St.  Peter's  and  Richmoodshire;  6  miles  horn 
Bedale,  and  10  tram  Ripon.  The  town  ia 
most  ddightAaUy  situated  on  the  western 
bank  of  the  river  Ure^  and  the  adUaosnt 
emuatTf,  paitieularly  to  the  east,  is  abun- 
dantly fertile^  The  market  ia  on  Wednes- 
day; but  not  much  bnaineas  Is  transacted. 
In  addition  to  the  agricultin«l  pursuits  of 
the  place,  a  number  of  labowing  men  are 
employed  hi  the  oomUng  of  wool,  and  some 
of  the  females  In  manuflwturing  a  kind  of 
coarse  straw  platt  Ibr  hata  At  adistance  of 
about  half  a  BiUe  ftom  tbe  lown,  en  the 


opposite  bank  of  the  river,  there  is  a  flax 
mill,  occupied  by  Mr.  Prest,  wfaidi  affbrds 
employment  to  a  number  of  men,  women 
and  children,  in  the  spinning  of  flax.  The 
church  is  a  small  stone  edifice,  commanding 
a  delightful  prospect,  and  is  extremely  neat 
and  interesting  within.  Several  of  tho 
tablets  are  very  handsome,  and  the  monu- 
ment of  Sir  Blannaduke  Wyvil,  is  deservedly 
admired  for  its  beauty  and  splendour.  The 
living  is  a  vicarage  with  the  vicarage  of 
Kirkljy-Malseard,  in  the  patronage  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridige,  of  which  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Lawson,  ILA.  is  vicar.  The  Methodists 
and  Anabaptists .  have  each  a  small  chapd 
here:  and  there  is  a  Free  School  for  the 
education  of  thirty  poor  boys  bekn^ag  to 
the  parish.  There  is  also  a  charity  school 
for  the  education  of  twelve  poor  girls,  begun 
by  the  late,  and  continued  by  the  present 
Mrs.  Danby,  of  Swinton  Park.  Madiam 
Prebend,  which  existed  till  the  year  1549, 
was  then  dissolved  and  made  a  Lay  Fee,  by 
Archbishop  Holgatc;  it  consisted  of  the 
manor  and  rectory  of  Masham-CMN-Kirkby 
Malseard,  in  the  deanery  of  Calterick,  and 
was  the  ridiest  prebend  iu  the  church  of 
York.*  The  Lords  Scroop,  of  Masham  and 
UpsaU,  formerly  remded  here;  and  Hairy 
Lord  le  Scroop,  lord  treasurer  beheaded  for 
high  treason  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  and 
Archbishop  Sonoop,  who  sufftred  the  same 
fate  in  the  same  reign,  and  for  a  similar 
oAbnce,  were  of  that  ancient  flumily.f  In  the 
early  part  of  the  16th  century,  the  Scroops 
failiqg  in  the  male  line,  the  Burton  estate 
came  by  marriage  Into  possesion  of  the 
Wyvins.  and  the  Masham  estate  into  posacs- 
sk»  of  Sir  Christopher  Danby,  Knt.  and  it  Is 
now  ei\)oyed  by  WnuDanby,  Esq.  of  Swinton 
Park,  whose  superb  mansion  is  within  half 
a  mile  of  the  town,  and  whose  highly  pio> 
turesque  grounds  extend  fWxn  the  vicinity 
of  MMham,  to  the  margin  of  the  moon* 
large  tracts,  which  his  seal  for  improve* 
ments  has  ssrved  to  reclaim.  The  popuUi* 
tion  of  Masham  amounts  to  1171.

MiDDLBHAM,  (p.)  In  tla  wap.  of 
Hang  West,  sod  liberty  of  Richmondshira  t 
9  mite* from  Leyburn,  8  f^om  Mssham,  and 
9  from  Bedale.  This  Is  a  nnall  market 
town,  containing  a  popataitian  of  880  aoula. 
Tbemarkat  day  la  on  Mooday,  but  owing 
to  its  vidbiity  to  the  more  flouiithing  town 
of  Loybttm*  the  attendanee  hat  become 
very  slender.  As  a  pUceof  tOMle  Middle, 
ham  probably  nerer  had  any  high  interart, 
but  its  oastle,  even  in  ruins,  will  for  ages  to 
come  attiact  attention : — This  castle  was 
built  about  A.  D.  1 190,  by  Robert*  sumamed 
Flu  Ramulph,  grandson  of  RibaU.  younger 
brother  of  Allan,  Earl  of  Brittany,  to  whom 
all  Wensleydale  was  given  by  Conaa, 
Earl  of  Brittany  and  Richmond.  Itafterw 
wards  came  into  the  posseMion  of  Lord 
Robert  de  Nevil,  who.  being  detected  in  a 
criminal  ooorcnation  with  a  lady  hi  Crareti, 
was  by  the  enraged  husband  emasculated,  of 
which  he  died  soon  after.  In  the  reign  of 
Henry  VI.  It  belonged  to  the  Earl  of  Salis- 
bury, and  tram  hence,  in  the  thirty  •seventh 
year  of  that  king'4  reign,  he  marked  with 
4000  men  for  txnidon,  to  demand  the  ns 
dress  of  his  son'tf  grievance*.     Here,  actord- 


ii^  to  Stowc,  the  baslard  Falcoabeidgc  mm 
behcttdedfai  1471,  aRcr  having  icoeivcd  a 
royal  pardoik  In  this  castie  Edward  IV. 
was  cooflned,  after  haTlng  been  surpnsed 
and  taken  prtonocr  in  bk  esmp  at  WolYey, 
by  RIehavd  'Nevll,  Earl  of  Warwick,  auc- 
naBsad  the  king  maker,  bat  he  escaped, 
while  taking  the  divenioi  of  limiting  in  tha 
extensive  park  by  which  it  waa  dicB  sur- 
rounded, and  afteiaaids  vanquishea  and 
slew  Warwick  at  Bamet.  The  estates  being 
forfeitad,  Edward  settled  Middlebam  castle 
upcn  his  laotber  of  Gloncsrter,  afterwards 
Richard  III.  who  took  so  great  a 
likhig  to  it  that  he  raiaed  the  reelory  to  a 
y,  and  Intended  to  build  a  coOece 
here.  In  the  Add  called  Frodlqgham  ficUd, 
but  his  design  was  fhistrated  by  his  death. 
Edward,  theonly  sonof  Richard,  was  ban 
bore ;  but  from  thai  time  to  the  present  tlus 
castle  Is  scsrcely  mentioned  In  history.  Al 
that  Is  further  known  of  it  Is,  that  hi  1809 
It  was  hihsbited  by  Sir  Henry  Unley, 
ICnight,  whose  eflbets  were  scdd  at  his  death, 
and  the  hiventory  is  still  extaoL  When  tt 
ceased  to  be  inhabited  te  not  aseertyned.— 
There  Is  a  traditioii  that  U  was  reduced  to 
ruins  by  Oliver  Cronwdl,  but  it  isunrap- 
ported  by  history.  The  castle  stands  ncsr 
thetown;  It  is  a  very  extenaive and  iuts- 
estlng  ruin,  and  tbe  best  view  is  that  l^aa 
the  south  west  Asoeodiag  fhom  tiie  esstle 
towsTds  tbe  south,  there  stands,  at  the  dis- 
tance  of  MOyanb,  twoemfaMDces.  eridcotly 
raised  fbr  military  purposes  t  and  at  a  sta* 
tioB  about  aa  equal  diatanes  Ikom  the 
castle Mkdthcae  emtaiencss,  thewaOsaflM 
SB  echo,  *'  the  most  distinct  sod  kwd,"  ssys 
Orosse,  flrom  whom  we  quota,  "I  ever  re- 
member to  have  heard."  The  esstle  was 
formerly  moated  round  by  tha  help  of 
springs,  snd  some  traces  of  the  moat  are 
yet  visible.  The  perish  church  of  Middle- 
ham  is  dedicated  to  St  Mary  and  SL  AlkeU, 
and  the  living  b  a  deanery,  in  the  gift  of 
the  Kfaig,  of  which  the  Rev.  Peter  Scrim- 
shire  Wood,  L.  L.D.  is  the  Incumbent,  sad 
tbe  Rev.  J.  Cockcroft  the  resident  curate.— 
There  are  two  dissentiag  chapels,  one  te 
the  Methodists  snd  the  other  fortbePrinii^ 
Uve  Methodists.  The  town  Is  weU  boiltt 
It  Is  said  to  have  derived  its  name  f rust 
having  at  one  time  fonned  theoentreor 
middle  of  a  number  of  hamletb  About 
half  a  mile  to  the  SW.  of  the  tofwa  IS 
Middlebam  Moor,  the  fiamous  school  of  the

The  scduded  situation  and  romantic 
gloomof  this  monastery  seem  to  have  been 
particularly  adapted  to  the  austerities  of  the 
rigid  order  of  the  Carthusians  placed  here, 
«nd  of  whldi  there  were  only  nine  ho««es  in 
England.  A  Gothic  ardiway  fSorros  the  en- 
trancelntothei|uadrangle,  the  outer  walls 
•fwhieh  inclose  about  three  acres  of  ground, 
and  are  still  standing,  fimtastically  covered 
with  ivy  i  the  inner  court  is  surrounded  by 
double  walls,  and  contained  the  cells  of  Uiose 
solitary  monks,  the  doon  of  which,  though 
now  walled  up,  may  be  distinctly  traced,  and 
ftre  fourteen  in  number.  A  part  of  the  Imild- 
Ing  has  been  converted  into  a  farm  house,  of 
a  castellated  form,  with  spacious  apartments. 
The  church,  which  is  now  in  ruins,  was  in 
tbe  form  of  a  cross ;  the  tower,  whidr  Is  yet 
pedect,  rising  ftora  the  centre,  supported 
by  four  Gothic  ardies.  On  the  summit  of 
the  bin  that  shelters  the  priory  on  the  east, 
are  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  building,  called 

the  Lady*9  chapel,  to  which  the  ascent  is

This  if  a  briik  market 
town,  pleaMntly  lituatsd  oo  tha  side  of  a 
rising  groand,  gently  doping  towaids  tbe 
cast  The  market  plaoe  is  fpaeioai,  and 
mmtmnded  with  very  good  hooMi:  the  town 
i«,  in  geneiaU  weH  built  of  brkdc.  Tbe 
market  is  held  on  Wednesday,  and  there  axe 
four  Iklrs.*  Here  stood  a  oastle,  one  of  the 
strongest  fortresees  in  the  North  of  England, 
which  was  repaired  and  enlarged  Irj  Hugh 
Pttdsey,  Bishop  of  Durham,  but  a  quarrel 
arising  betwixt  that  prelate  and  Henry  IL 
the  King  ordered  this  castle  to  be  lased  to 
the  foundations.  While  the  dril  war  be- 
tiveen  King  Stephen  and  the  lEmpress  Maud 
or  Matilda,  raged  with  dcstructlTe  fbry, 
Pavid  King  of  Scotland,  entering  the  Eng- 
lish territory,  ravaged  Northumberland, 
Durham,  and  the  northern  parts  of  Vork- 
shire,  in  a  merciless  manner,  and  advancing 
to  the  very  gates  of  York,  encamped  before

that  city.  In  this  ^oergeney,  Thurstan, . 
Arohbbhnp  of  York,  who  was  Lieutenant  Go- 
vernor of  the  northern  parts  ufthe  kingdom, 
iiummoned  the  warlike  nobles  to  the  defence 
of  their  country.  The  baion«  having  assem* 
bled  their  followers,  ranged  themaelves  un- 
der the  command  of  Ralph,  Bishop  of  tha 
Orkoey  Islands,  Thurstan's  Lieutenant,  and 
Walter  L'Bspec.  and  WUHam  de  Albemarle. 
Ou  hearing  of  thto  armament,  tbe  Scottidk 
Ung  retired  tunti  before  York,  while  the 
baroos  advaaoed  to  Northallertoo.  On 
Cuton  Moor  in  this  pariah  they  erected 
their  standard,  which  wasataU  mast,  fixed 
in  a  huge  chariot,  upon  wheels,  having  at 
thetopapir,  with  acooseerated  host,  and  a 
cross,  fhnn  which  were  susp«ided  the  ban- 
ners of  St.  Peter.  St  John  of  Beverley,  and 
St  WilAred.  The  Bishop  made  an  oratktt 
to  the  army,  and  at  the  conclusion  pro* 
nounoed  absolution  of  their  sUm  to  all  that 
should  fsll  in  the  war.  The  English,  thus 
encouraged,  waited  the  approach  of  the 
enemy.  The  Scots,  telying  on  their  supe- 
riority of  numbers,  rushed  on  to  the  attack; 
but  although  the  King  of  Scotland  and  hia 
son,  Henry,  gave,  on  this  occasion,  the 
most  astonishing  prooft  of  valour  and  intre- 
pidity, thdr  army  wa^  totally  routed,  with 
the  loss  of  10,000  meq,  and  they  were  glad 
to  retire  to  tiisir  own  country  with  the  shat- 
.tered  remains  of  their  forces.  The  baUle 
was  fought  on  the  SSd  of  August,  lldg, 
and  from  the  excitatlan  produced  by  the 
efaariot-mountad  banneis,  obtained  thedcsig. 
nation  of  The  BatUt  qf  the  Stamdard.  In 
tbe  S6th  of  Edward  I.  this  borough  sent  two 
UMHibers to parUament,  batfbrnearly  four 
hottdsed  years  the  privilege  was  intermitted, 
and  it  was  not  tin  the  year  1640  that  it  was 
again  resumed,  by  order  of  the  House  of 
Gooraaons.  Twenty  years  afterwards  Fran- 
oisLssealles,  Eac}.  a  member  of  this  bomragh. 
was  dlsdiarged  from  being  a  member  of  par- 
liament, beoauM  he  had  sat  as  one  of  the 
Judgesonthetrlalof  Charles  I.  The  right 
of  volhig  here  Is  in  tfie  burgage>holden» 
whidi  amount  to  about  two  hundied  in 
number}  thebailHTof  the  Bishop  of  Dur- 
ham  is  the  returning  oflloer,  and  the  patron- 
age.of  the  borough  Is  in  the  Earl  of  Hare- 
wood  and  Henry  Pterse,  Esq.  The  present 
members  are  dte  Hon.  Sebright  L&toelles, 
and  Henry  FIctbc,  Esq.  The  municf  pal  go- 
vernment of  the  town  is  vetted  in  a  banilTt 
deputed  and  authorised  by  tbe  Bishop  of 
Durham,  who  is  lord  of  the  manor.  The 
church  is  dedicated  to  ^  Saintst  and  the 
living  is  a  vicarsge^  in  the  patronage  of  th« 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham.  The  aacieDt 
Institutions  of  this  place  were,  a  Iwwpltal,  de« 
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diotfed  to  St.  James,  founded  by  Hvtf^  Pud- 
wey,  BWk^  of  Durhftm,  for  a  mM(er»  three 
chapUOiM,  four  brethren,  two  tlfftcn.  and 
nine  poor  peraons ;  Richard  d^  Moore,  draper, 
of  NorthaUcTtoB.  alao  founded  a  hosptul 
here,  hi  1476,  for  thirteen  poor  men  and 
women,  but  tome  of  its  poawwloni  hare 
been  alienated.  Here  waa  alM  a  Houae  of 
Carmeliie  White  Friary  dedicated  to  St 
Mary  I  and  William  de  Alverton  gave  the 
Austin  Friars  eight  acres  of  ground  in  the 
town  to  build  them  a  church  and  habitatlOB 
thereon,  in  the  14tfa  of  Edward  III. 

The  manufactures  of  this  town  at  pre- 
sent are  linen  doth  and  leather  (  and  the  law 
prooaedings  of  the  North  Riding  are  a  good 
deal  concentrated  in  tiiis  places  The  Court 
House  Is  situated  at  the  east  side  of  the  town, 
where  the  <^uarter  Sessicms  for  the  North 
Riding  are  held,  and  in  which  the  Bishop 
of  Durham,  the  Chief  Bailiff  for  the  Liberty 


of  Allertonshlre.  holds  his  Manor  and  Hal- 
mote  Courts,  and  where  the  nu^stiatea,  aet- 
ing  fnr  the  diriskm  of  Ailcrtonstaire,  aasembto 
on  the  Wednesday  weekly*  t*  dtspfiiae  Jua- 
tieew  TheRegiafesr-oAceoftheNovth-ridiii^ 
bhere.  The  House  of  CorreoOon.  wMdtla 
the  gaol  of  tlie  North  Riding,  standi  adjoin-  • 
ingtheeourt  house,  in  whidi  are  conflned 
fh)m  time  to  time  fhxn  50  to  100  praoDera. 
About  two  years  ago  a  com  mill  caUed  n 
stepping  mill,  was  erected  for  the  employ* 
ment  o£  the  male  and  fomale  prisooenw  eoo- 
sisting  of  three  pairs  of  stones,  a  dreasing 
mill  and  rollers  for  grinding  malt  which  haa 
been  found  to  answer  the  purpose  intended  by 
this  Icind  of  labour.  Mr.  Thomas  Shep. 
herd  (the  father  of  the  Keepers  of  the  West 
and  East  Riding  Houses  of  Correction)  b  the 
Gorenior,  and  this  priscm  has  the  reputation 
of  being  well  conducted.  The  population  oi 
the  place  amounts  to  2C26.

There  b  a  tren  school  in  this  village 
founded  by  Ranold  Graham,  Esq.  in  1678, 
and  endow&l  by  him  with  OL  per  annum  for 
six  scholars,  with  41.  per  annum  by  David 
Bedford,  of  Nunnington,  for  four  leliolars ; 
and  twenty  others  are  annually  put  to  school 
by  the  voluntary  bounty  of  Sir  Bellingham 
Graham,  besides  two  others  educated  at  the 
expenoe  of  Mr.  PeaoodL,  of  Lcmdon,  making 
a  total  of  thirty-two  schohns.  Mr<  George 
Marshall,  is  the  present  master.  This  duuity 
is  at  present  under  the  consideration  of  the 
onnmissioners  of  diarities,  as  it  is  supposed 
that  the  original  endowment,  was  not  a 
money  payment  but  rental  of  land.  Ranold 
Graham,  Esq.  also  fbunded  and  endowed  an 
hospital  here  in  1678,  Ibr  three  poor  widows 
and  three  poor  widowers,  with  18^  per 
annum,  and  8^  Ibr  the  repair  of  the  buildiag. 
The  inmates  of  the  hospital  receive  an  ad- 
ditional sum  of  twelve  shillings  per  annum 
together  with  a  new  eoat,  stuff  gown,  ^uu 
every  two  years>  but  the  source  firom  which 
these  increased  allowances  arise  is  unknown.

The  brow  of  the  hill  < 
delightftil  view  over  the  vale  of  Pickering 
celebrated  for  Its  fertility.  In  the  rdgnof 
King  Henry  III.  Wiliiam.  k>rd  Dacre^  wis 
owner  of  this  eastleand  kwdshipi  it  after- 
wards became  the  piopwty  of  Edroond  Plan- 
tagcnet,  second  soni>f  King  Henry  III.  who 
was  succeeded  by  htosoo,  Thoa.  Plantagcsict. 
Earl  of  Lancaster  in  the  tyrannic  reign  of 
Edward  II.  he  was  beheaded  at  Pontefraet. 
In  the  year  13n.  This  manor  and  castle. 
with  all  its  appendages,  were  aftarwsrds 
giren  to  the  lady  Blanch,  then  the  wife  of 
John  of  Gaunt,  Dukp  of  Lancaster.  Ridiard 
II.  was  for  some  time  impriaoned  in  the 
castle  here,  before  his  remo\aI  to  Pont^ 
ftact ;  as  appears  by  the  following  Unes,  fron 
Hardyng*s  Chronide:

This  castle  was  of  an  inrgukir  llguie;  in 
the  lint  oourt  were  4  ^wers,  oneof  whioh 
was  called  Rosamond's  tower;  in  tbe  inner 
court  were  three  towen,  beaidca  thekespk 
which  stood  ona  circular  mount,  sunounded 
by  a  deep  ditefa.  The  whole  of  this  eaet 
stupendous  castle  to  now  a  mass  of  luias. 
Picfcering  Forest  was  an  appurtsiMneelDthe 
castle,  and  was  very  eatenslve.  Then 
to  here  s  SubeoriptioB  Library,  aad  saca.

Id  the  parish  of  Marske,  wap.  and  liberty  of 
Langbargh ;  7  miles  N.  of  Guisbrt^.  For- 
merly  this  was  only  a  small  fishing  village, 
composed  principally  of  huts,  but  latterly  it 
has  risen  into  oon^derable  eminence  as  a 
sea-bathing  place,  and  iU  fishing  concens 
have  increased  as  the  demand  fhnn  the  ia. 
terior  of  the  country  has  extended.  There 
are  here  scTcral  good  Inns,  and  a  number  of 
commodious  kxlging-honses,  with  macfahMS 
snd  the  other  requisites  for  the  aeoonmoda- 
tion  ot  visitors}  but  in  all  parts  of  the  year 
the  town,  near  the  beach,  presents  a  some- 
what dreary  appearance,  finom  the  vast 
masses  of  sand  whiefa  the  winds  of  whUcr 
drift  into  the  streets,  and  which  are  never 
whoUy  dissipated.

The  coast  of  Redcar  is  very  rocky,  and  the 
navigation  dangerous,  but  an  excellent  nau- 
tical diart,  by  Thompson,  has  lately  been 
publislied.  which  has  greatly  diminished  the 
number  of  cUpwrMk*,  and  the  Lifb-boat> 
established  here  hi  1802,  which  is  very  spa- 
cious and  complete,  renders  these  casualties 
less  fatal  when  they  do  occur.  It  is  stated  on 
authority,  that  from  1800  to  1816,  the  num- 
ber of  vessels  driven  on  shore,  or  lost  off 
this  coast,  wasj  on  an  average,  five  an- 
nually, but  that,  ftom  1816  to  1881,  the 
yearly  average  has  been  reduced  to  one  and 
a  half.

tam.  Aduigg.  Reeth  is  situated  about  half 
a  mile  above  the  conflux  of  the  riren  Aikle 
and  Swale,  upon  an  eminmce  hiHinIng  to 
the  south,  and  many  of  the  Yiewt  f^om  tlie 
town  and  neighbourhood  are  extremely  baKH 
tiful  and  highly  picturesqiue.  Tbeieisamar- 
ket  on  Friday,  held  by  charter*  granted  to 
PhiUp  Lord  Wharton,  In  the  6lh  of  wmiaa 
and  Mary,  and  a  number  of  fairs,  fbrwhkh 
see  list  of  fkirs.  The  town  is  irregularly 
buih,  but  its  form  approaches  to  a  square 
The  places  of  worship  arc  a  chapel  for  the 
Independents,  erected  in  1783,  and  another 
\ox  the  Methodisu  in  1796.  These  is  atea 
school  erected  in  1779^  in  sight  of  Maniek 
Abbey,  and  endowed  with  80L  a  year  by 
Messrs.  Lookiard  and  George  Raw,  ot  the 
Society  of  Prlcjds,  the  ashool  room  of  which 
is  used  ori  first  day  by  that  coaununity  aa  a 
place  of  religious  worship.  The  staple  ma* 
uuCscture  of  the  place  Is  knitted  ftoddng^ 
of  which  artide  thve  is  produced  in  the  daks 
of  Swale  and  Wensley,  an  amount  of  at  least 
4U,U0(M;  a  year,  which  is  bought  up  prinei. 
pally  by  the  neighbouring  horiets  for  expocv 
ation.  The  lead  mines  of  Swaledak,  Arken* 
garthdale  and  Red  Hurst,  serve  to  enrich 
this  neighbourhood,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
chdr  annual  produce  amounts  to  6000  tons. 
The  township  of  Reeth  consists  of  Reeth, 
Fremington,  and  Heakuigh.  To  the  west  of 
Healaugh,  in  a  field  called  IlaUgarth,  axe 
still  to  be  seen  the  remains  of  a  house  said  to 
have  bekmged  to  John  of  Gftuut  Duke  at 
Laucaster,  who  was  tord  of  the  nwnnr. 
Opposite  Healaugh,  is  a  hill  called  Haiker, 
where  are  the  remains  of  an  entrencfamMit 
called  Maiden's  castle,  about  one  hundred 
yards  square.  Along  the  east  of  the  hiB 
there  b  another  entrenchment,  much  laxger 
than  the  fbrmer.  There  is  also  another  co* 
trenehmeiit  which  runs  in  a  direct  llne«cKiii' 
the  dale  and  passes  through  FremiogtoD, 
where  some  pieces  of  armour  have  beea 
found,  from  which  it  is  inferred  that  these 
works  were  of  Roman  origin.    Pop.  14G0.

RICHMOND,  (p.) 

Is  situated  hi  the  wap.  of  GiUIng  Wot,  and 
liberty  of  Ridiinaodshire;  8  miles  fhxa  Ley- 
burn  ;  10  from  Reeth ;  and  16  firom  North- 
aUertOQ.  The  town  stands  on  an  eminence, 
boldly  risii^  ftom  the  Swale»  which  whids  in  a 
semi-dreular  form  at  the  fbot  of  the  cattle. 
In  the  time  of  Leland,  this  was  a  walled 
town,  and  in  the  wall  there  had  been  three 
gates— French  gate,  to  the  north:  Finkle 
gate,  to  the  west ;  and  Barr  gate,  leading  to 
the  Bridge  over  the  Swale  i  but  even  then 
the  gates  were  down,  and  their  sites  were 
marked  only  by  vestiges.  Alan  Ru/iu,  one 
of  the  adventurers  who  accompanied 
William  the  Conqueror,  in  his  descent  on 
England,  and  who  eomroanded  the  rear 
guard  of  his  army  in  the  battle  of  Hastings, 
was  the  founder  of  this  town  and  Castl^ 
whldi,  though  seated  oa  a  rodt,  and  on 
the  verge  of  the  moors,  received  the  name 
of  "  RMi-mount,"  on  account  of  the  par- 
tiality of  its  lords.  Alan,  who  was  the 
nephew  of  the  Conqueror,  and  afterwanls' 
became  Earl  of  Bretagne,  received  £roro  his 
uncle  the  title  of  the  Earl  of  Riehmcmd.— 
The  Charter  for  disponesmng  Eari  Edwyn, 
the^xon  lord,  of  his  Yorkshire  estates,  and 
conferring  them  upon  Alan,  was  granted  at 
the  seige  of  York,  in  the  year  1069,  and  is 
couched  In  these  brief  but  oumprdieMive 
terms  :^ 

I,  William,  sumamed  the  Bas- 
tard, do  g^ve  and  grant  to  thee  Alao, 
my  nephew.  Earl  of  Bretagne,  and  to 
thy  heirs  for  ever,  all  the  tovms  and 
lands  which  Intelv  belonged  to  Earl 
Edwyn,  in  Yorkshire,  with  the 
Knight's  fees,  churches,  and  other  pri- 
vileges and  customs,  in  as  free  and 
honournhle  a  manner  as  the  said  Ed- 
wyn  held  them.

It  appears  ttcm  Madox's  history  of  the 
Exchequer,  that  this  grant  oonvtyed  140 
Knighf s  fees,  each  fee  oootahiing  IS  pknr- 
lands,  or 640 acres;  and RlchoMndshire,  the 
seat  of  these  ample  poaweainin, 
104  parishes.

•tkn  of  nature  and  art  {  and  on  the  north, 
which  was  (he  weakest  side,  Connn 
iMrth  Rial  of  Richmond,  bnilt  thegreat 
■qwre  tower,  or  keep,  in  1146,  (he  walk 
of  wMdi,  with  their  pinnacled  waldi  towers, 
flruui  their  e Jitfaca  dinai  y  fticknass,  have 
braved  (he  dilapidatinff  hand  of  time,  and

■nd  stabiUty.  From  this  tower,  which  Is 
Mfeet  high,  with  walls  11  fteCthkk,  the

At  the  bade  of  Prracli  gnte,  a  BQla 
without  the  walls,  stood  the  monastery  «f 
the  Grey  Friars,  founded  in  12S8,  by  Ralpli 
Fits-Randal,  Lord  of  Middkham,  and,  aftsr 
flourishing  nearly  three  centuries,  wassof- 
rendered  in  1538,  by  Rohert  Sandcnon.  (hi 
last  warden,  and  fourteen  brethmv  Sev^ 
nd  of  ttie  funnies  of  Scroop,  Pkascy,  and 
Frank,  were  buried  herew  lu  the  time  of 
Leland,  (he  house,  gardoi,  orchard,  aifl 
meadow,  were  walled  hi,  and  the  edifice  e*. 
Istcd  unimpaired  {  but  there  now  remaias 
only  a  solitary  steeple,  mi^catic  and  beauti- 
ful in  ruins,  to  mark  the  residence  and  the 
sanctuary  of  thpt  order  of  mendicantt, 
called  after  thair  founder,  the  Pvandsoaai 
The  ruins  of  this  little  monastery,  and 
the  premises,  with  the  walls,  are  now 
the  imjpfrty  of  John  Robinson,  Esq. 
through  whoec  public  spirit  the  grooiMti 
have  been  fVeed  ftom  many  imstghuy 
incurobrancet,  and  planted  with  shrubs  and 
omaraental  trees.  To  the  west  of  the 
Friny  was  a  Nunnery,  but  it  has  cHsajipcsr* 
ed,  and  even  its  history  is  iraknown.

FroM  the  time  of  & 
thioui^  several  sueeesslve  reigns,  lUchmand 
was  a  tking  town,  and  possaaeed  ahnoat  the 
ezduaive  trade  of  the  shire,  to  which  it 
gIvM  its  name.  It  had  then  many  wealthy 
merchants,  artiAcers,  and  other  aubstantkl 
taihafaitantB,  but  in  the  eariy  part  of  the  U- 
taenth  century  tt  had  fallen  teto  decay,  and 
an  iwiuieitlon  wasgraitfed  in  die  18th  year  of 
tiie  reign  of  Henry  TL  to  inquire  teto  Oie 
causm  of  thk  reverw  of  fortune.  Fiumthe 
report  of  the  inquisitors.  It  sfipears  that  ihcM 
causes  were  sevwal-— First,  Richmond  used  to 
be  the  great  mart  and  centre  of  tmde,  but  sinee 
the  time  of  Earl  Alan,  royal  diarters  had 
been  granted  for  holdiQg  markets  at  Mashsm, 
atBedale,  and  at  Middlehami  saeood  ttie 
adjoining  countiM  of  Lancaster  and  Cum- 
berland, which  were  formeriy  suppUedwtth 
a  ooneidcnbto  share  of  their  grain  from 
hence,  had  brought  large  tracts  of  their  owa 
moors  and  wastM  into  cultivation,  and  had, 
in  cooaequenee,  withdrawn  themsdres  from 
thk  market}  thinl,  tiie  pasture  of  White- 
elilft  had  becoou  overgrown,  and  no  ki^er 
produced  Its  aocustomed  profit  td  the  inhabi- 
tants by  the  agistment  of  their  cattk;  and 
fourth,  many  burgesses,  artifloecs,  vietnal- 
lers,  andother  Inhabitants  of  tiik  boroogb 
had  been  swept  away  by  the  plague,  sod 
other  epidemical  diaeasa,  and  oCheo  had 
been  oUiged,  in  consequence  of  the  fcice 
used  to  collect  the  fee-faim  renU,  to  ahandoa 
their  houses  to  desolation,  and  were  wanda- 
ing  M  mendicants  about  tiie  country,  with 
their  wives  and  diildrm.  The  depopukting

oeBturiet  aga  Among  the  modom  hnproro- 
nuntB  in  Riohmond  nay  ba  mentioned  the 
short  rectilinear  and  level  approadi  which 
has  been  made  into  the  town,  by  wbidi  the 
precipitous  desoent  fifom  the  north  and  the 
steepascent  into  the  market  are  avoided ; 
and  coeval  with  this  great  public  accommo- 
dation is  the  erection  of  a  handsome  bridge 
of  three  arches,  over  the  Swale,  in  1789,  at 
the  Joint  expense  of  the  Corporation  and  the 
North  Ridii«. 

There  is  here  a  good  weekly  market 
held  on  the  Saturday,  at  which  a  great  deal 
of  com  is  sold  to  the  com  factors  and  millers 
firom  Swakdale  and  Wensleydale,  where 
grazing  is  the  chief  pursuit  of  the  fiumer. 
The  want  of  a  oonwnnniraHon  for  the  transit 
of  merchandise  by  water,  has  operated  moeh 
to  the  diaadvanti^e  of  this  ptece,  and  the 
mcky  nature  of  the  bed  of  the  Swale»  with 
the  sudden  swells  to  which  that  river  is 
UaUe  precludes  the  idea  of  navigation. 
The  annual  tain  here  are  two,  one  of  them 
on  the  Saturday  before  Pafan  Sunday,  and 
the  other  on  the  feast  of  the  Holy  Cross,  th^ 
14th  of  September.  According  to  andent 
eustom  the  men  and  tenants  of  the  town  of 
Richmond  were  tne  firom  payment  of  tolls, 
pontage,  stallage,  &c.  these  privileges  were 
confirmed  by  a  charter  granted  in  the  80th  of 
Charles  IL  and  a  copy  of  that  grant  signed 
by  the^  mayor  and  bearing  the  seal  of  the 
o6rpovatioD,  exonerated  a  freeman  of  Rich- 
mond ftom  tolls  in  every  part  of  the  king- 
dom. This  ri^t  we  brieve  still  exists,  but 
it  has  ceased  to  be  exeroised,  and  like  many 
other  Ihidal  privileges  is  in  the  present  state 
of  society  a  name  without  a  substance^  The 
banking  concerns  here  are  the  Old  Bank  of 
MeaBrs.SUpletan  and  Co.  in  the  Market  place, 
who  draw  upon  Barclay  and' Ca  London;  and 
the  New  Bankof  Messrk  Huttoo,  Other,  and 
Simpioo,  also  in  the  Market  place,  who  draw 
upon  Pole  and  Co.  London.  At  the  King's 
Head  Ion,  ha  the  Market  place,  there  is  a 
Subscription  Cofibe-room,  at  which  the  Lon- 
don and  eoontry  newspapers  are  received* 

The  town  Is  abundantly  suppUed  with 
water  ftom  Aislabeck  Spring,  which  is  con- 
veyed into  reservoirs  prepared  for  the  pur 
pose  by  the  corporation,  and  thence  by  pipes 
to  the  different  parts  of  the  town.  There  is 
in  this  spirited  little  town  a  Gas  Light 
Company,  founded  hi  1821,  the  dispersion 
of  whose  brilliant  fluid  serves  to  enliven 
the  streets  and  adds  to  the  security  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  country  round  Richmond  is  ex- 
tremely beautiful;  the  valley  of  the  Swale 
seen  ftom  the  terrace  of  the  castle  appears  to 
great  advantage:    This  place  is  admired  by 


toarists  for  ito  romandi:  beanties,  and  by 
many  is  thought  preforable  to  tiiat  **  Rich 
Mount,**  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  to 
which  it  imparted  its  denomination  four 
hundred  years  after  the  Earls  of  Ricbmond 
had  built  this  castle  on  the  Swateb 

Within  the  last  ten  years  the  popula> 
tion  of  Richmond  has  inereased  lA  per  cent, 
though  for  ages  before  it  had  been  stationary* 
and  the  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  and  the  borough,  which  are  co-exten» 
sive,  now  amount  to  3,M6,  tliough  according 
to  the  parliamentary  returns  of  181 1,  there 
were  then  only  3,056.

The  other 
fUmem  of  wonUp  hei«^  are  the  Indepen- 
doBtt,  in  St  Sepukhre  street;  the  Bap- 
tist^ in  Weatgate ;  the  Methodists,  in  Church 
etreett  the  Roman  CathoUcs,  In  Auborough 
street  t  and  the  Quakers,  in  St  Sepukhre 
straeti  on  the  last  of  whom  it  may  be  re- 
marked, that  the  founder  of  their  eommu- 
nlty,  George  Fox,  was  imprisoned  in  the 
CBJ^  here,  twelve  months,  in  the  time  of 
Charles  II.  and  the  room  in  which  he  was 
lodged  part  of  the  time,  "  lying,**  as  he 
aays,  "  much  open,  the  wind  drove  in  the

The  anckttt  and  stupendous  eastle, 
ODce  the  glory,  and  stiU  the  ornament  of 
Scarburougii,  was  built  in  the  reign  of  King 
Stephen,  by  William  le  Gros,  Earl  of  Al- 
bemarle and  Holdeness.  Here  Piers  de 
OftTeston,  the  £svourite  of  Edward  II. 
«Might  reAigi  against  the  exasperated  barous. 
but  a^  a  short  alcge,  he  was  obliged  to 
surrender  for  want  of  supplies,  and  lost  his 
head«  as  already  related,  in  the  eastle  of 
Oediugton.*  Robert  Aske,  the  leader  of  the 
Pilgrims  of  Grace,  made  an  unsucoessfUl 
attempt  upon  Scarborough  Castle,  in  1536. 
In  the  time  of  Wyaf  s  rebellion,  in  1553,  U 
was  surprised  and  taken  by  the  stratagem  o( 
introducing  a  number  of  soldien,  disguised 
as  peasants.  This  atehievement  was  per- 
formed by  Thomas,  second  son  of  Lord 
Staflbrdf  but  his  success  was  of  short  dura- 
tion* three  days  afterwards  the  place  was  re- 
taken by  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  and 
Staflbrd}  and  three  other  of.the  leaders  were 
ooDveyed  to  Londuo,  and  executed  fbr  high 
treason.  During  the  civil  wars,  io  the  ca- 
lamitous reign  of  Charles  L  this  castle  was 
twiee  besieged,  and  taken  by  the  parliamen- 
tary army.  The  first  siege  lasted  for  twelve 
monthly  and  Sir  John  Meldrum,  by  whom 
the  forces  of  parliament  were  commanded, 
fell  before  the  works.  '  The  command  of  the 
besieging  army  then  devolved  upon  Sir 
Matthew  Boynton,  to  whom  9hr  Hugh 
Chobniey,  the  governor,  was  oMged  to  sur- 
render on  the  2Sd  of  July,  1643.  Colonel 
Boynton,  the  successor  of  the  Baronet,  having 
declared  for  the  King,  the  castle  once  more 
came  into  the  hands  of  the  royalisU,  but  the 
garrison  growing  mutinous,  the  Cokmel 
was  obliged  to  capitulate,  and  on  the  lOth

of  December,  1648,  the  fortress  was  again 
surrendered  to  parliament,  and  taken  pos- 
session of,  in  their  name,  by  CoL  BetfaeL 
This  castle,  sharing  the  fkte  of  its  fdkms, 
was  dismantled  by  order  of  parliament  But 
on  the  breaking  out  of  the  nb^Oaa,  in 
1745,  it  underwent  a  temporary  repair,  and 
when  the  danger  was  over,  the  present  1mu> 
racks,  containing  twelve  apartment^  were 
erected,  and  will  accommodate  120  soUiaif. 
Since  that  time,  three  batteries  have  been 
erected  for  the  protection  of  the  town,  and 
harbour,  two  of  them  at  the  Sputh,  and  one 
at  the  North  side  of  the  castle  yard. 

The  rums  of  the  castle  are  situated  at 
the  Eastern  extremity  of  the  town,  on  a 
lofty  promontory,  elevated  mme  than  900 
feet  on  the  southern,  andSaOfoeC  on  the 
northern  side,  above  the  level  of  the  sea, 
and  presenting  to  the  north,  Oie  east,  and 
the  south,  a  vast  range  of  perpendicular 
rocks,  completely  inaccessible.  Its  western 
aspect  is  also  bold  and  majestic,  being  a  high, 
steep,  rocky,  stope,  commandh^  0ie  town 
and  the  bay.  The  whole  area,  at  the  top  of 
the  hill.  Is  upwards  of  nineteen  acres  of 
excellent  soil,  gently  sk>ping  near  20  fset 
ftom  the  north  to  the  south  lines.  Under 
an  arched  vault,  towards  the  East  dde  of  the 
ca&tle  yard,  near  Uie  site  of  the  ancient  cha* 
pel,  is  a  reservoirc^  water,  which  will  con- 
tain 40  tons,  called  the  '<  Lady's  WeU," 
supposed  to  be  supplied  by  the  rain  water 
which  faAs  upon  the  <»stle  hill,  through 
subterraneous  drains.  The  approach  to  die 
castle  is  by  a  gate-way,  on  the  summit  (^  a 
narrow  isUimus,  on  the  western  tide  above 
the  town.  Without  the  ditch  Is  an  out- 
work, which  was  the  ancient  Barbican.  The 
walls  of  Ae  tower  are  12  feet  thick,  cased 
with  square  stone,  and  themoftar  te  so  hard 
that  it  is  actually  crystallaed  Into  spar.  In 
this,  as  in  shnihtr  structures  the  dlflbrent 
strales  have  been  vaulted,  and  divided  by 
strong  arches.  The  area  of  the  BaUlnm,  in 
which  the  tower  te  sitoated,  contains  half  an 
acre  of  ground;  and  thesommitaf  the  hilt 
was  defended  on  the  western  side  by  em- 
battled walls,  flanked  with  semi-drcnlar 
towers,  fVom  whidi  arrows  were  dladiaiged» 
but  these  are  now  felling  rapidly  Into  deoay. 
It  is  also  said,  that  large  and  ponderous 
pleeea  of  timber  were  so  placed,  as  to  be  In 
oonstantreadineaa  to  be  rolled  down  upon  an 
enemy  attempting  to  approaA  the  walls. 
From  a  view  of  these  ruins.  It  appears,  that 
before  the  invention  of  artillery,  tMs  ancient 
and  femous  castle  was  abscrfutely  Impreg- 
nable.

The  Amicable  Society,  for  doChii^  and 
educating  thechtklren  of  the  poor,  estabHsb- 
ed  17S9,  which  has  under  Its  care  fifty  boya 
and  twenty  glrii^  suppoited  by  votantary 
snbscdpdons,  and  by  eoOeelloos  after  mr- 
mona  pteached  for  Its  support  at  Che  chwdi: 
A  spinning  school:  a  Lancaaterian  school: 
a  School  of  Industry :  and  a  Bumbcr  of 
Sunday  scfaook. 

Thera  is  also  a  Savtogs  Baift  ta^^iear- 
borough,  for  receiving  the  savings  «f  tl^ 
humbler  rlsesw  of  society,  and  augmcntii^ 
them'  by  an  annual  interest  of  4peroeat» 
paid  upon  all  sums  invested. 

The  population  of  this  town  b  ad- 
vandng  gnidualty ;  in  1811  it  amounted  to 
7430;  Inl821,to8188;  Which,  mMidering 
the  acknowledged  salubrity  of  the  air,  and 
the  consequent  longevity  of  the  lidiabttaali^ 
is  not  a  very  material  increase. 

The  country  adjacent  to  Scarbocm^ 
is  finely  diversified  With  hiOs  and  dales,  and 
exhibits  a  variety  of  nanantic  aoeMvy..— 
We^xmncsB,  or  tMvef$  Motmt,  (so  csOed 
team  fbe  improbable  tradltioin  thata  battery 
directed  against  the  castle  was  placed  here, 
when  on  ver  Cromwell  commanded  the  pariia* 
mentary  armies)  is  Utde  more  than  a  mile 
from  the  town;  itb  approached  by  an  easy 
ascent,  and  presents  one  of  the  moat  dcVglrtftil 
natural  Hiarine  toraoes  in  England.  From 
this  eminence  wbidi  Is  000  foetabove  the 
level  of  the  sea,  there  is  a  magnlfirieot  view 
of  the  eoatt,  the  Castle  hiU,  and  its  venera- 
ble ruin;  the  town,  the  harixMir,  and  the 
piers,  with  the  mighty  expanse  of  Che  Ocesa, 
bounded  only  by  the  horiaoo.  Of  the  JUdet 
about  Scarborough,  as  they  are  locally  eslled, 
itisunneceeiary  tospeakhere;  theplaceslo 
whioh  they  extend  beii^  all  described  In  this 
wodc  under  their  proper  heads,  and  it  is  only 
necessary  to  enumerate  and  reforto  Hack- 
ness,  Filey,  Flamborough  Head,  BurUngtaa, 
and  Robin  Hood's  Bay.

Mao— tors.    This  market  continued  to  be  thus 
.-fccldtiUtlie  13th  of  Edward  II.  when  John 
LiOrd  Fauoonbei^  obtained  a  tteenoe  from  the 
King  for  changing  it  ftom  Sunday  to  Satur- 
4dLaj,  and  aleo  for  an  annual  fUr  at  Whitsun< 
^ide ;  but  tx>th  the  market  and  fidr  hare  been 
long  diecontinued.     From  the  Brucet  this  ' 
csBtle  passed  through  the  fomilies  of  Faucon- 
l>erf ,  NeriUe*  Conyers,  and  Trotter,  to  that 
of  th«  Whartons.    In  the  mansion,  which 
^mtorwent   a  complete  modem  renovation 
in  fho  year  179i,  we  find  few  traces  of  the 
andent  castle,  except   in  the  back  part, 
now    converted   into    kitdicn   oCRccs.     It 
presents  an  elegant  extended    front,  situ- 
ated on  the  brink  of  a  rivulet,  which,  by 
being  collected  into  a  reservoir  with  sloping 
baAks,  adds  greatly  to  the  natural  beauties 
of  theplacci    In  the  middle  of  the  last  cen- 
tury, when  this  celebrated  seat  was  in  the 
possession  of  John  Hall  Stephenson,  Esq. 
Che  author  of  Crasy  Tales,  it  was  the  retort 
of  the  aieraU  of  the  North,  and  Sterne, 
the  early  and  intimate  friend  of  the  proprie- 
tor, drew  his  EugeniuM  from  his  character. 
A  lady  of  consideralde  worth  of  character, 
but  withal  of  great  eccentricity,  was  closely 
anted  to  this  fionily— we  allude  to  the  late 
Mrs.  Maigaret  Wharton.    This  lady,  whose 
habits  were  of  the  most  saving  kind  as  flw  as 
her  own  perscmal  expenses  were  concerned, 
possessed  a  fortune  of  800,00(M.  and  amongst 
the  rest  of  her  oddities  she  chose  to  become 
her  own  executrix,  and  actually  made  a  pre- 
sent, during  her  life  time,  of  100,000{.  to  her 
ncf^w,  the  present  worthy  possessor  of 
Skelton  castle.*    The  church  of  Skelton  U 
a  neat  modem  edifice,   dedicated  to  AQ 
Sahits;  and  the  living  which  is  a  perpetual 
curacy,  is  in  the  patronage  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Yorit.    Population,  791.

to  white  unifonos;  one  of  these  dividons 
ft>rmedaUne  that  appeared  near  a  mUeia 
extent,  in  the  midst  of  whieh  appeared  a 
number  of  fir  trees,  which  teemed  to  move 
•leog  with  the  line.  These  serial  troops 
moved  in  diftrent  directions,  andsometiroes 
with  anuHing  rapidity. — (See  a  shnilar  ac- 
fiount  in  Claik's  Survey  of  the  Lakes,  page 
M.)  A  meteorous  phenomenon,  of  the 
aaae  kind,  was  seen  in  Heywra  Park, 
near  Harrogate,  on  Sunday,  June  88th, 
181>,  between  seven  and  eight  o*ck)ck  in 
the  evening,  by  Anthony  Jackson,  aged  45 
years,  and  Martin  Turner,  a  young  man, 
(he  son  of  a  farmer  in  the  neighbourhood ; 
both  looking  after  their  cattle,  were  suddenly 
■urprised  to  see,  at  some  disUnoe,  what  ap- 
peered  to  tlicm  a  large  body  of  armed  men, 
in  white  military  uniforms  {  in  the  centre 
of  which  was  a  person  of  a  commanding 
aspect,  drnced  in  scarlet  After  performing 
various  evolutions,  the  whole  body  began  to 
move  forward,  in  perfect  order,  towards  the 
summit  of  a  hill,  passing  the  spectators  at 
the  distance  of  about  100  yards.  No  sooner 
had  this  first  body,  which  extended  four 
deep,  over  an  enclosure  of  30  acres,  attained 
the  hill,  than  a  second  body,  Ikr  more  nu- 
merous than  the  former,  dressed  In  a  dark 
coloured  uniform,  appeared,  and  marched 
after  the  first,  to  the  top  of  the  hlU.  where 
they  both  joined,  and  passing  down  the  op- 
podte  Me  of  the  hlU,  disappeared ;  when  a 
^lumn  of  thick  smoke  spread  over  the 
plain.  The  time,  firom  the  fint  appcnance 
of  this  strange  phenomenon  to  the  clearing 
up  of  the  smoke,  the  speetaton  suppose  wtt 
tttOe  more  than  five  minutes.

The  Swale  was  in  high  estimation 
among  our  Saxon  ancestors,  by  whom  it  was 
styled  the  Jordan  of  England,  owing  to 
PauHttus,  the  Roman  miiisianary  and  tho 
first  Archbbhop  of  York,  having  soon  after 
the  introductiou  of  Christianity,  bafitised  in 
iu  ftrauns  in  one  day,  tan  thousand  men 
exclusive  of  women  and  chUdren.

John,  Lord  Marmion,  ob- 
tained a  licence  to  make  a  castle  of  his  house, 
called  the  Hermitage,  situated  hi  Tanfleld 
wood,  about  the  year  1300.  In  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  the  casUe  and  manor  passed  by 
marriage  into  the  family  of  the  Maniuis  of 
Northampton,  but  by  the  attainder  of  Wil- 
liam Parr,  the  Marquis,  they  escheated  to  the 
crown,  and  wert  conferred  by  James  I.  with 
other  estates  on  Edmund  Lord  Bruce,  of 
Kinross,  in  right  of  descent  from  whom  they 
are  now  ei\joyed  by  Charles  Bruce  Brudenell, 
Marquis  of  Aileabury,  wlio  had  a  mansion  in 
the  parish  called  Tanfield  Hall,  but  which, 
having  fallen  into  decay,  was  pulled  down  in 
the  year  1816.  On  the  banks  of  the  Ure, 
whidi  at  Tanfield  bridge  is  a  fine  broad  ex- 
panse of  water,  stand  the  remains  of  Tanfield 
castle,  but  it  is  without  history ;  its  origin, 
and  the  time  and  cause  of  its  demoli  Ucm 
being  alike  unknown.  According  to  Grose, 
which  information  be  draws  from  tradition, 


neighbouring  gentry,  and  the  Earl  or  e»te% 
house  at  Snape,  and  the  seat  of  WnndlBfte*' 
at  Kirklington,  w«re  baUt  with  them.

andtSflpom  York.  This  town  is  frfeaaantly 
situated  in  the  vale  of  Ilowbray}  and  IS 
conjectured  to  dortve  its  name  ft-om  the  aa« 
dent  Britlih  words,  Trc — a  town,  and  /«lv— ^ 
a  river,  or  brook.  The  market,  wldcb  b  oa' 
Monday,  Is  well  supplied  with  the  necessa- 
rlet  of  life,  and  Ash  la  lirought  here  fVom  tha 
coast  in  great  perfection.  A  great  quantity 
cX  poultry,  butter,  and  eggs,  are  bought  up 
here  by  dealers,  and  conveyed  Into  the  po- 
pulous towns  of  the  West-Riding,  where  they 
are  re^ild.  The  fkirs,  which  are  numerous, 
will  be  found  stated  in  the  Ust  of  Yorkshire 
Faira,  appendant  to  the  1st  vol.  of  Uiis  work 
and  they  teud  considerably  to  enrich  the  town 
6t  Its  Immediate  vicinity.  Of  manufactures 
there  are  none,  except  a  few  coane  linens, 
owing  probably  to  that  important  requisite  in 
manuftieturing  establistiments — ^fuej,  bdngf 
scarce  and  dear.  There  is  here  no  estaUished 
banking  concern  \  but  business  is  transactfll 
for  Messrs.  Backhouse  &  Ca  Darlington,  by 
Mr.  Story,  in  the  Marketplace;  for  Messrs. 
Britain  ar  Co.  of  Ripon,  by  Mr.  MaMcIl,  hi 
MU^atet  and  for  Messrs.  Raper.  Swann« 
and  Co.  York,  by  Mr.  Amltt,  in  the  Market 
place.  This  town  had  formerly  a  stronir 
Caatle,  which  stood  at  the  aouth  wcatern  ex- 
tremity  of  the  town^    Thiok  saitle  daina  a 
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high  snciqaity :  itisakltolunrt  taentailt 
b  K9*  by  the  fiunily  to  whoie  lardihip  the 
■dghbourhood  wm  andeotfy  lul^eet.  The 
flnt  BMBtioa  oTthkBune  ia  hinory,  it, 
bowvTOT,  altar  tiM  eonquMt,  whta  we  Ind 
Robect  de  Mowbray,  a  povrarftil  Nonnan 
BiroQ,  craaCed  Bad  of  NorthumberiaBd,  in 
1060.  Thecaettelmlf  ma  anoblepllaor 
boOASag,  onitiac  the  magnfflwwce  of  a 
royal  palace,  with  the  itrength  and  leearity 
of  a  taaranial  fartroi.  It  was  heee,  that 
Roger  de  Mowbray  ooMpbed  with  the  SoMah 
King,  and  began  hli  rebeUion  agaiaet  Henry 
IL  TheiewokwashoweTertpeadUyRippccn- 
•d«  and  on  the  Uth  of  March,  In  the  year 
117A.  theeaetlewatavaUedbyLoid  deTa- 
lence,  in  the  name  of  the  King,  and  sinr> 
rendered,  not  without  the  ihow.  but  without 
the  reality  of  retlstanoe.  Henry,  who  was 
ttiea  at  Northampton,  ordered  all  the  caatlca 
that  •UU  remained  in  priTate  handi  to  be 
destroyed,  and  this  teat  of  feudal  magnl> 
tiMBi shared  the conunon  kit  Socon^plele 
was  the  denxOition  here.

Both  the  ex- 
terior appearance,  and  the  interior  arrange- 
ment of  this  structure  are  deservedly 
admired.  From  the  steps  leading  up  to 
the  altar,  Ae  view  Is  peculiarly  grand, 
presenting  to  the  eye  a  lofty  aad  extended 
visto  of  Gothic  arches,  terminated  by  the 
organ,  whidi  ourreq»onds  in  its  deooratioDs 
with  that  m^lestic  order  of  arehitectiue.— . 
The  internal  length  is  IGOfeeC,  and  the  length 
of  the  cross  aisle  60  feet.*  This  church  is 
dedicated  to  St  Mary  Magdalen ;  the  living 
U  a  perpetual  curacy,  tte  Aivhbishqp  of 
'Yoit  is  the  patron,  and  Matthew  Butter- 
trick,  Esq.  is  the  lay  rector.  In  addition  to 
the  church,  the  Quakers  have  a  meeting 
bouse,  and  burial  ground,  in  Kirkgate 
the  Independents,  a  diapel.  near  Sowerby 
Flats,  built  In  1803:  and  the  MothodisU.  a 
handsome  new  chapd,  in  St  JameiTs  Oxeea, 
buUt  in  1816,  on  the  site  of  their  oki  place 
of  worship. 

Thirsk  is  a  parliamentary,  but  not  a 
corporate  Borough.  Old  Thirik.  as  it  is 
called,  possessei  the  right  of  sending  two 
members  to  parliament,  by  60  burgage

neially  eon^ered  pure  and  salnbrkws,  sad 
a  fine  spring  of  chalybeate  water  at  a  small 
distance  Aom  the  town,  resembling  the  Sosr- 
borough  and  Cheltenham  waters,  and  used 
bott  for  drinking  and  bathing,  mayoontri- 
bute  to  the  health,  and  consequenfiy  to  tha 
longevity  of  the  inhabitants.  The  >urroand> 
ing  country  is  rich  and  deUghtfol:  sad  sU 
tourists  concur  in  the  opinion  Outthe  vsla 
of  Mowbray,  of  which  Thirsk  is  pteUjaiaily 
the  centre,  is  searorty  to  be  equalled  bjraay 
tract  of  ooontry  in  the  kingdom,  for  tetility^ 
expansioB  and  pictureique  scenery.

I>udley.  Here  Thomas  Percy,  the  succeed- 
ing Earl,  conspired  against  Queen  Elisa- 
beth, and  was  beheaded  at  York,  on  the  Sid 
of  August,  1572.  In  this  house  Charles  4. 
was  a  priaooer  t  and  here  the  200,00(M:  waa 
paid  by  the  Parliament  to  the  Scotch,  tor 
quitting  the  eoootry,  and  delivering  up  the 
King.  The  church,  which  bears  evident 
marks  of  antiquity,  is  a  vicarage,  in  the 
patronage  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York, 
and  is  dedicated  to  St  Cotomb;  the  incum- 
bent is  the  Rev.  R.  D.  Waddiloye,  D.D.^. 
There  to  here  also  a  Free  Grammar  schod^ 
founded  and  liberally  Endowed  in  1549,  of 
whidi  Mr.  William  BeU  is  the  maetrrw 
Awwmgrf  the  modem  bidldings,  whidi  are 
not  very  nuuMroas,  may  be  mentioned  a 
Methodist  dmpeL  The  popuhuioo  amounts 
to  650.

WHITBY,  (p.) 

In  the  wip.  and  liberty  of  Whttby  Strand ; 
SI  miles  from  Guicborough,  Se  ttom  Scar- 
borough, 31  f^om  Stokedey,  and  47  ttnm 
York;  in  54  deg.  89  min.  94  sec.  north  lati- 
tude, and  36  min.  S9  sec.  wut  longitude. 
The  town  stands  on  two  opposite  declivities, 
St  tlie  mouth  of  the  Eske,  by  which  river  it 
Is  divided  into  two  parts,  wfiich  are  oootiect- 
«d  by  a  drawbridge  so  constructed  as  to  td- 
mitveMebof38feetwide.  The  Saxon  name 
of  this  place*  was  according  to  Bede.  Stremn- 
«*«W,  or  thcBayof  theWatehTower!  It 
was  afkrwards  caUed  Prcitoby.  or  the  ha- 


bitadon  of  Pilcstsi  tlMO  Bwpikyt  nut' 
WkUebjf,  (probably  tnm  the  cokmr  of  ths 
houses)  and  now  WkUlt^  Owti«  to  the 
northern  aspect  of  the  district  and  tlM  tistaig 
oftfie  land  to  a  oonitderable  distance  taHo  the 
conntry,  thesun  beams  fUl so oUi^iidy  oa 
the  town  and  its  immediate  vidnicy,  that  Iti 
cHmate  may  be  considered  nearly  oa  an  equa- 
lity with  Shetland  and  the  Orkneys.  K 
is  dossly  and  iireguliuly  built*  tfieugh 
the  houses  of  the  opulent  inhabitants  ate 
large  and  eoomMMflous;  the  slieststai  general 
are  narrow  and  ineoovanlent»  and  the  aet 
obtained  fbr  paving,  Bghtfng  and  widenlag 
them  lias  been  very  iinpeilbctly  canried  into 
cAet.  Whitby  owes  its  origfai  to  a  ftnaoos 
abbey,  founded  here  In  667>  byOewy,  King 
of  Northumberland*  lo  redeem  a  vow  Oat 
he  had  made  prevtous  to  the  sanguinary 
battle  of  Leeds,  foii«htln6M,.-4hatlfOod 
would  grant  him  victory  over  Penda,  die 
Pagan  Kh«  of  Mereia,  who  had  faivaded  his 
donuiiloQs,  ne  would  Ijoild  a  mooaslery,  and 
Ms  daughter,  BOieUeda,  Oiea 
aoaroely  one  year  oU,  to  the  servfees  of  God 
by  a  Hfb  of  oeBboey.  The  prayen  of  Oewy 
wane  heard  I  Penda  was  sMn  with  most  of  hia 
nobles,  and  Oawy  in  gratitude  to  heaven  buOt 
the  monestcry  of  Strcanshidh,  Ibr  monka 
and  trans  of  the  Benedictiae  order,  appotalv 
ing  Lady  HiMa.  nleee  of  Bdwin  the  Srst 
christian  Mng  of  Northumbrta,abbesB.  Thia 
lady  was  so  famous  for  her  sanctity  that  she 
the  aarae  of  St  HUda,  and  the  mo% 
though  dedicated  to  6t  Peter,  la 
generally  called  after  her.  The  story  goesi 
says  Grose,  that  in  her  time.  iMs  plaee  and 
its  environs  were  terribly  ovenan  with  ser> 
pents.  These,  by  tkeprayen of  SL  Hilda, 
were  deprived  of  their  heads  and  turned  into 
stones,  as  the  writer  of  her  life  very'properiy 
obeerves,  to  the  great  amaaement  of  the 
I  In  her  benevolence  hc^revier  she 
kindly  provided  houses  fbr  the  snsloes  so 
petrified,  all  of  whom  are  ebdoacd  witMn  a 
kind  of  stooy  matrtxi  these  stones  are  atill 
found  in  great  quantities  in  this  neighbour^ 
hood,  and  are  what  the  Ibssilists  call  ammo* 
nitsp.  On  the  landb^  of  the  Danes  at 
Raven's  HilL  two  miles  to  the  west  of 
Whitby,  in  897,  they  destnr  ei  tfiis  monas- 
tery which  lay  in  ruins  till  the  conquest, 
when  Wflllam  the  Norman,  r  s<igned  Whitby 
to  Hugh  de  Abrinds,  an  cxp  rttohOer,  who 
disposed  of  die  piscc  to  WIlHam  de  Percy, 
t|y  whom  the  monastery  wss  refouadcd  and 
dedicated  ti)  fit  Peter  and  St.  Hilda.  In  the 
reign  of  Heniy'VIII.  this  hcuse  shared  the  ' 
ftte  of  the  odier  monasfie  establbhments, 
spd  its  yearly  iwenucs  aeeegnUng  to  Speed, 
were  valued  at  505/.  9k  Id.  The  site  of  the 
abbey  WM  granted  to  the  4th  of  fIdwardVI. 
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to  Joho»  EmI  of  Warwick,  by  whom  in  IMl. 
il  WM  told  to  Sir  Edward  Yorkt ;  and  in  the 
Irt  of  Philip  and  Mary,  by  him  to  Sir  Hugh 
CholiDiiay,  Knight,  aooeetor  of  the  preaaot 
pnHjUetw.  The  ruini  of  this  ooee  fkmouc 
iMey  atand  on  a  high  cUlf  aouth-ewt  of  the 
town  near  the  parish  churdu  and  the  aseeot 
to  it  from  the  town  is  by  a  flight  of  two 
bvndred  ilepf.  A  onaU  distance  south  of 
the  abbey  Mr.  Cholmeley  has  a  aplcodid 
■Mnaioa.  built  probably  with  the  materials 
from  the  monastery.  This  noble  abbey  has 
§pm  greatly  to  decay,  bat  the  rudest  shock 
It  iceriTcd  in  modem  times  was  from  a  stonn 
of  wind  hi  the  night  of  the  9d  of  Deectnber, 
176S,  when  the  whole  wceteni  wing  was 
OTCfturaed  and  thrown  down  to  the  very 
faundatfains,  though  supported  by  at  least 
twenty  strong  Gothic  pillacs  and  arches,  no- 
thing  beii«  left  standing  thereon  but  the 
901th  wall  of  the  ckiistcrs  aiMlapartof  the 
wan  at  the  west  end.  Unlike  the  other  great 
leUgious  houses  In  this  country,  which  were 
tMsraWy  bulU  in  warm  sheltered  situalkws, 
Whitby  abbey  stands  on  an  eminence  ei^ty 
yante  at  least  abort  the  sea,  but  if  the  situp 
atkm  is  bleak  the  prospect  is  cummandhiff, 
«nd  pTCMnts  a  Tiew  of  the  town  and  port  of 
Whitby,  with  the  frownfaig  heights  of  the 
bladimoon  risii^  in  thehorlaon  in  front, 
while  in  the  rear  is  the  vast  expanse  of  the 
>  and  the  twi  tn$emtk  is  truly  magni- 


When  the  abbey  of  Whitby  was  in  the 
asnith  of  its  glory,  the  town  was  little  more 
than  A  small  ilsUng  station,  and  so  late  as 
the  year  IMO,  it  did  not  consist  of  more 
than  from  twenty  to  thirty  houses  with  a 
population  not  rroefidlng  two  hundred  inh»> 
Utants.  At  that  time  it  b  prubaUe  there 
was  not  a  single  chimney  iu  the  town,  the 
abbey  chimney  excepted,  the  common  way 
then,  even  in  towns  and  cities  of  much 
greater  consequence,  bong,  to  have  a  hearth 
in  the  middle  of  ttie  room  in  which  was 
made  the  fire,  the  smoke  ascending  and 
passing  throu|^  a  large  hole  at  the  top  of  the 
building,*  after  the  fashion  of  the  smoke 
vomitory  of  an  Irish  eahin  of  the  present 
day.  It  does  not  appear  during  the  long 
reign  of  Queen  Elisabeth,  that  there  « as  a 
sfa]^  veesd  deser>'ing  the  name  of  a  ship 
that  bdonged  to  this  portt  but  the  important 
discovery  of  the  alum  mines  at  the  doee  of 
that  reign  raised  Whitby  fhm  iU  obscurity, 
and  by  opening  a  diannel  of  commerce, 
devaled  the  town  to  a  degree  of  mftritime 
consequence.  The  successful  progrsss  of 
the  alum  works,  established  by  Mr.  Chakmer 
at  Guisborough,  says  Mr.  Hioderwdl,  ex- 
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dtcd  a  spirit  of  cnulatkm,  and  wocksofi 
similar  kind  were  erected  In  th*  y«ax 
near  Sands  end,  within  three  miles 
Whitby.  This  also  proved  «d' 
and  the  vicinity  of  Whitby  ahmirwtiwg 
ahun-stooe  other  adventurers  were 
to  embark  hi  these  undertakiufB.  In 
quenoe  of  these  extended  speculntMoa,  tm 
great  brandies  of  trade  woe  opened  at  flu 
port  of  Whitby — one  for  aupplytay  ito 
works  with  coals,  the  other  for  cumeyiaii 
the  ahun  to  distant  parts.  This  fakCant  coa»i 
meraa  was  gradually  matured  ;  the  ousaber 
of  veessli  ware  increased ;  ship  buildis^  fiooi 
the  oak  timber  which  the  vieiaity  fnodwsBd 
was  commenced,  and  by  the  indoaCry,  thm 
enterpriae,  and  the  stteoessfUl  specukstion  cf 
iU  hihabltants,  the  town  of  Whitby  mae  to 
opukooa^  and  bacaoMa  place  of  ooneidenUe 
importances  Up  to  the  year  163S;  the  pica 
were  oonatrueted  only  of  wood*  with  n  Aw 
looaestoncs  pot bi  the ftamingp  bot  dniif 
that  year  (he  slone  piers  began  lo  be  befit, 
through  the  influence  and  excftioDe  of  the 
eariy  bencfbctor  of  Whitby.  Sir  Be«h 
Chotaieley,  who,  by  fkvour  of  his  reUttee. 
the  Earl  of  Strallbrd,  procured  Bberty  fat  « 
general  contrlbutioo  throughoat  g'lf*"*^, 
by  wfakh  nearly  5<ML  was  coOectad  in  nid  ef 
thU  public  work. 

Since  that  time  the  pias  hsv«  bean 
progressively  extending  with  the  increeatcf 
bommeree.  For  the  support  and  extcnsian 
ofthcaepiers,  theretopaidedutyof  nhalf^i 
penny  per  dialdnm  on  all  coab  shipped  at 
Newcastle  or  its  dependencies,  except  in 
Yarmouth  vessels,  and  the  snm  raiaed  by 
this  duty,  tc^etherwldi  the  perpetual  dottea 
levied  at  Whitby,  in  virtue  of  the  acts  of 
1703  and  1790,  on  salt,  gndn,  and  ftoce%n 
goods,  landed  barcb  and  on  batter  aadfbk 
shipped  benoe,  amounts  to  8000C  a  ycei^ 
From  the  funds  thus  provided,  the  haibonr 
has  bsan  wondarfiilly  improved,  and  an 
fflbctual  barrier  Interposed  to  protect  ttie 
town  f\rom  the  ftiryof  the  German  Oeean. 
Since  the  year  17OS,  the  east  pier,  which  ex- , 
tends  six  hundred  and  forty-five  feet  into  tha 
see,  has  been  entirely  built;  and  the  west 
piw  has  been  enlarged  and  improved,  and 
now  extends  to  the  distance  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty  fieet  ftoro  the  shore. 
Besides  these  outer  piers  others  have  been 
formed  within  the  harbour  at  sufficient  dia* 
tances  to  direct  the  current,  to  break  tlie 
fbroe  of  the  waves,  and  thus  to  give  a  great 
security  both  to  the  shipping  and  to  the 
premises  abutting  00  the  harbour.  Rucks 
that  formerly  obstructed  the  mouth  of  the 
haven  have  been  removed,  and  immenaa 
beds  of  sand  that  once  Ailed  a  considerable 
inrtof  theharboi^,  and  even  threateoed  to 
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DHdke  ixpth«aBtnac«h«vebytbeprajaetioD 
o£  the  pien  been  all  deuti  away.    A  eoiii- 
iskodk>us  quay  from  Haggengate  to  the  weit 
pier  has  been  recently  erected*  and  forrot, 
•ays  Mr.  Young,  in  hU  excellent  hUtory  of 
'Wliitby*    one  of  tlie  flneit  improvements 
^rliacH    the  town  and  harbour  have  expe- 
rienceci.    The  entrance  to  die  harbour  be- 
tween   the  heads  of  the  two  outer    piers 
\m  »l»ouC   ninety-two  yards  widet  between 
the  Burgess  pier  and  the  Scotch  head  the 
^^dtli  is  seventy-two  yards;  but  the  third 
entrance  between  the  Fish  pier  and  the 
•Cofltee^iouse  does  not  exceed  sixty-ei^t 
yard*.     The  depth  of  the  water  in  the  har- 
bour ait  neap-tides  is  frtan  ten  to  twelve  feet, 
and  at  the  spring  tides  generally  from  fifteen 
to  eighteen  feet.     In  stormy  weather  it  b 
neoeaeary  for  vessels  to  go  above  the  bridge 
to  escape  the  swtll,  bet  there  is  room  in  this 
Inner  harbour  to  accommodate  a  large  fleet, 
and  the  water  up  to  Boghall  to  of  sufficient 
depth  to  leeelve  them.    A  harbour  master 
la  appointed  to  direct  the  vessels  to  their 
proper  mooring,  and  thereare  fourteen  pilots 
belonging  to  the  port  who  take  duurge  of 
teasels  entering  into  the  harbour  or  going 
out  to  sea.    The  batteries  are  closely  con- 
nected with  the  pien,  and  the  cost  of  their 
outfit  and  support  is  defhiyed  from  the  same 
f^and.    When  the  west  pier  was  lengthened 
to  1734,  its  circular  termination  was  formed 
Into  a  battery  with  embrasures  for  five  pieces 
of  cannon,  which  have  since  been  increased 
to  six;  and  since  the  erection  of  the  quay  a 
battery  which  befbre  existed  near  the  Scotdi 
head,  has  been  strongly  re-built  in  the  form 
of  a  crescent,  with  a  small  tower  at  eadi 
angle,  and  is  furnished  with  eight  eighteen 
poux^en. 

Whitby  in  a  eommerelal  view  dairos  a 
•operior  rank  among  the  minor  ports,  and 
as  ftr  as  the  opulence  of  her  merchants  and 
the  extent  of  her  ship  building  csCsbUsb- 
ments  are  concerned  she  has  some  fail  pre- 
temiom  to  sspire  to  the  major  dais.  The 
•hipping  of  Whitby  has  increased  amaaingly 
during  the  two  last  centuries.  In  1689,  it  to 
higliiy  probable  that  the  aggregate  burthen 
of  all  the  vcsseto  belonging  to  thto  port  did 
not  exceed  five  hundred  tons;  in  170O,  the 
veael«  had  increased  to  one  hundred  and 
thirteen,  but  their  tonnage  did  not  then 
exceed  lix  thousand  tons ;  and  the  number  of 
vtsMb  may  now  with  safety  be  stated  at 
three  hundred,  and  their  burthen  at  fifty-two 
thousand  tons.  These  vessels  are  navigated 
by  upwarda  of  two  thousand  seamen.  The 
teamen  of  thto  port  have  long  been  distin- 
guished  tot  thdr  courage,  activity  and  skill  j 
and  many  of  ihem  have  been  eminently  sue- 
MMfuL   Of  ooa  of  thto  uuffiber«  Captain 


Thomaa  Pyeman,  it  to  mentioned«  that  he 
was  never  shipwredud  or  captured,  nor  did 
he  ever  lose  so  mudi  as  eltlier  an  anchor  or 
cablek  during  forty-five  years  that  ho  waa 
at  seal  and  it  to  proper  to  add,  for  the  con- 
nection to  worthy  of  remark— he  was  never 
iutiMucated.* 

The  exports  of  Whitby  to  foreign  parta 
are  very  limited,  they  consist  prindpaliy  of 
alum,  whale  oil,  and  dried  fish.  The  imports 
are  tmich  more  considerable;  they  are  chiefiy 
articles  of  Baltic  produce,  omnprehanding 
timber,  deals,  hemp,  fiax  and  ashes.  The 
coasting  trade  to  atoo  considerable,  and  the 
shipmento  made  hence  to  other  parta  of 
England  consist  principally  of  alum,  sail 
doth,  butter,  bacon,  grain,  and  leather. 

The  progress  of  the  artificers  of  Whitby 
in  ship  building  has  eminently  contributed 
totheproapentyoftheplaoew  A  number  of 
shipa  have  been  built  here  for  the  porU  of 
Ltondon,  Liverpool,  Hull,  and  Shields,  and 
taken  on  an  average  the  ships  Iwilt  during 
the  last  twenty  years  may  be  about  twenty  a 
year.  Boat  building,  rope  making,  and  sail 
doth  manuCscturing,  are  all  carried  on  here, 
but  in  these  departments  aa  well  as  in  the 
demand  for  ships,  the  cessation  of  war  hai 
made  a  considerable  reduction. 

The  Custom  House  here  to  situated  in 
Sandgate,  near  the  Market  place,  and  Chris- 
topher Cootoon,  Esq.  to  the  collector.

One  of  the  most  luoratijre  branches  of 
trade  that  thto  port  has  et^oyed  to  the  wliale 
fishery.  The  first  ship  sent  from  hence  to 
GreoUand  was  dispatdicd  in  the  year  1763, 
by  a  dub  at  eommtmity  of  cnterprtolng  men« 
but  it  was  not  tiU  the  year  l77Sf  that  the  be- 
neficial eflbcts  of  this  branch  of  corometce  be- 
gun to  be  sensibly  fdt,  and  not  earlier  than 
1796,  that  they  friily  developed  themsehrca.  Is

Hess  is  done  here  on  Saturday  n^lch  is  tha 
market  day.  The  two  annual  fkirs  wMBh 
•ommenca  oo  the  ISth  of  Augort,  St  HUda** 
4ay;  and  on  Marthunaa  day,  eaoh  last  three 
days,  but  all  the  baslness  done  at  tham  might 
▼cry  well  be  transacted  in  a  much  shorter  time.

In  addition  to 
the  eplsoc^nlian  places  of  worship,  there  aia 
seven  aaeetlug  houses  in  Whlttiy,  two  !» 
kmghig  to  the  Methodists,  two  to  the  Prea- 
byterians,  of  different  persoasionsi  one  to 
the  Independeotst  one  to  the  Quakers,  and 
to  the  Roman  Catholics. 

The  beneroknt  taKtitntioM  of  this  plaea 
are  the  Seaman's  Hospital,  an  establishment 
of  the  same  nature  as  that  at  Scaiboroogh  i 
the  Dispensary;  the  Female  Charity  fbc 
Lying-in  Women  i  and  the  Charity  for  ckiath- 
taig  the  aged  Female  Poor.  There  aiw 
besides  Sunday  Schools,  and  two  flouriddng 
Laacasterian  Schools,  the  one  for  boys  and 
the  other  for  girls.

The  pubHe  institutloos  consist  of  s 
Subscription  Library,  in  Haggersgat«,  con* 
menced  in  1775|  a  Botanic  Garden,  begia 
in  1818>  and  situated  on  ttie  east  side  of 
Grave laaet  and  a  News  Room,  in  Haggera* 
gate,  built  by  subscription  in  1814.  Thcia 
is  also  a  Snbeeriptian  Theatre  on  a  brga 
scal^  built  in  1784»  and  situated  in  Skata 
lane,  where  there  are  dramatic  perfonaaneea 
in  the  winter  seaeco. 

The  populatkB  of  Wbitby»  aeoording  to 
the  parliamentary  oensus  hu  Incieaaed  at  the 
rate  of  about  80  per  centum,  during  the  last 
tesi  years^  In  1811,  the  aggregate  number  of 
faahabitaata  Indudlng  Ruswarp,  was  8,967 1 
in  1881,  they  are  stated  in  tha  oOdal  re- 
turns at  10,615. 

Thoui^  the  town  of  Whitby  doea  not 
seem  a  desirable  place  of  residence^  its  envi* 
rons  are  romantic  and  beautifol,  especially 
fan  the  summer  season,  and  ttie  elegant  man- 
sions of  the  opulent  inhahitants,  moitly  built 
on  commaudmg  situations,  tend  greatly  to 
embellish  the  surrounding  soeaery,  to  whieh 
the  shippbig  in  the  harbour  and  in  the  oAnf 
impart  lifo  and  animation.

Aremging  about  a  too  and  a  half  each,  so 
that  five  hundred  tons  may  be  taken  as  the 
quantity  sold,  at  each  of  these  fairs,  beddes 
large  tuppUes  whidi  are  purchased  by  the 
merchanu  sbout  the  same  time  hi  the  ndgfa- 
bourfaooil,  and  whidi  nerer  come  into  the 
ikir.  The  new  Iron  railway  tram  Stockton 
to  Darlington,  and  ttxna  thence  to  the  col- 
lieries near  Auckland,  pasMS  within  a  ndle 
of  Yarm,  and  a  bramrfi  Is  oompleCed  from 
the  main  line  to  bring  coalsi  Ume,  ^tc  down 
nearly  to  the  bridge,  whleh  pxonUaeB  gveat 
advantages. 

Owing  to  the  peninsular  situation  of 
this  town  and  to  its  slight  devation  above 
the  bed  of  the  rlrer,  it  is  very  liable  to  floods, 
the  most  memorable  of  which  are  those  of 
the  17th  of  February,  17^3,  and  the  16th  and 
17th  of  November,  1771*  The  inundation 
of  17&3,  was  occasioned  by  a  sudden  thaw  cm 
the  western  hills,  whidi  laid  the  town  seven 
liMt  deep  under  water  in  the  higher  parts, 
and  whidi  swept  away  great  «twantities  of 
ftixniture,  wares  and  live  stodi  without  oocar 
siooing  the  kMS  of  any  Uves.  The  flood  of 
1771*  at  the  time  of  the  eruptioo  of  the 
Solway  Moes  in  Cumberland,  was  more  fatal 
and  tremendous,  the  water  in  some  psrts  of 
the  town  rose  upwards  of  twenty  feet  in  per- 
pendicular height,  and  many  of  the  inhabit- 
ants were  taken  in  boats  from  the  rooA  of 
their  houses:  a  great  quantity  of  property 
and  some  lives  were  lost,  and  many  more 
must  have  periidied  inevitably  had  they  not 
been  preserved  by  the  active  humanity  and 
timely  assistance  of  the  people  of  Stockton 
and  the  ndghbouring  villages.  Similar, 
though  less  awftil  visitations  have  taken 
place  since,  and  in  the  flood  of  the  3d  of 
Peteuary,  182S,  the  water  was  seven  fbet 
deep  in  the  main  street  of  the  town.

The  parish  cfanrdi  of  Yann,  dedigafed 
to  SL  Mary  Magdalen,  stands  at  the  wast 
side  of  the  town,  and  was  rebuilt  In  1730L 
The  exterior  is  plain  and  rather  booael|^ 
but   the  interior  is  much  admired  for  Ita 
neatness  and  good  ordert  It  Is,  however, 
chiefly  remarkable  for  a  window  of  paintad 
gbss,  beautiftilly  excouted,  by  Pecker,  in 
which  is  exhibited  a  full  length  flgura  d 
Moses,  delivering  the  law  on  Mount  SinaL 
This  living  formerly  was  a  rectory,  but  it  la 
now  only  a  perpetual  curacy,  of  wM  A  tha 
Archbishop  of  York  is  the  patron.

and  the  benefits  of  .which  have  been  very 
emntially  extended  by  the  Uberslity  of  tha 
late  WnuChaloner,  Esq.  A  National  school, 
capable  of  containing  160  boys  and  girls. 
was  built  In  Iglfl,  by  subscription,  and  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

It  appears,  from  Tanner's  Notitia,  that 
there  was,  "  here  an  ancient  hospital,  dedt> 
eated  to  St  Nkiholas,  founded  by  some  of 
the£smUy  of  firM.  before  the  year  lias»* 
which  continued  till  the  dissohitfon,  but  not 
a  vestige  of  It  now  remains,  and  even  tha 
site  of  it  is  unknown.  There  wss  also  a 
house  of  Bkckfrian,  said  to  have  been 
founded  by  Peter  de  Brus  the  second,  who 
died  in  1340,  but  it  has  disappeared,  snd  a 
commodious  mansion  has  been  erected  upon 
the  spot,  called  the  Friarage,  now  the  seat  of 
Thomas  Meyoell,  Esq.  the  grounds  of  which 
are  delightful,  and  extend  about  a  mQe 
along  the  banks  of  the  Tees.  Thepopula- 
tion  of  the  town  has  made  a  trifling  sdrsnce 
during  the  last  10  years,  in  181 1  itsmouot^ 
ed  to  1431,  and  it  now  amounts  to  1M4, 
as  appears  from  tba  pailiameotary  rrtami 
JuitpuhiWiad.

LANDLORDS  AND  TENANTS. 


TRB  tews  rccirding 
*r«ciants,  like  almost  erery  other  branch  of 
osxr  eitril  oode,  are  very  volomiaous,  hut 
Jtaeir  leading  fettures  may  be  oondeiifed  into 
a  narrow  oompau.  In  all  oontraeti  beCweeii 
a  landlord  or  tenant  the  spirit  of  Che  agree- 
ment ia,  that  the  former  shall  giva  to  the 
latter  quiet  enjoyment  of  his  premises,  in 
rvtam  for  which  the  tenant  sgi«es  to  pay  a 
atlptilated  rent,  at  such  periods  as  shall  be 
si^Te«d  upon  by  the  parties. 

When  the  rent  becomes  duA,  it  b  indis- 
pesMaUe,  before  the  landlord  ean  re-enter 
the  premises,  tliat  he  should  demand  the  rent 
ftom  the  tenant,  unless  the  necessity  for 
auch  demand  has  been  waired  by  express 
agreement,  and  unless,  by  statute  4,  Geo.  11. 
cap.  S8,see.9,wherp8ixmonttMrentistnar- 
reBn»  and  there  is  not  suffloiettt  propsrty  on 
the  premises.    The  legsl  remedy  fbr  arrears 
af  rent  h  a  distress,  and  a  distress  is  itself  a 
demand,  but  on  the  rent  being  tendered,  the 
diatreu  must  be  withdrawn,  and  tbetoiant 
nuty  remain  in  possession.    Rent  is  demand- 
able  and  payable  at  any  time  befoce  sun-set, 
on  the  day  on  which  it  is  made  payable,  so 
that  there  be  light  enough  for  the  iandlotd 
tocountitby.    A  tender  of  rent  should  beat 
the  time  and  plaoe  where  it  is  made  payable, 
and  fai  the  current  coin  of  the  kingdom;  but  it 
has  been  determined  that  a  tender  in  bank  of 
Btagtend  notes  ia  good,  byatatttte  AS  Geoh  UI.

IL  e  88,  if  any 
tenant  Itor  Mfe  or  yean  shaU  wUftdly  hoW 
prembea  after  the  detenttinali<m  of  the  term, 
and  after  demand  made,  and  noUee  by  writ- 
ing gltin  for  delivering  the  poesesnion  thereof* 
he  sliall,  for  the  termofsuohdeCentiei^pay 
efter  the  rate  of  double  the  yeariy  value 
thereof.

With  respect  to  lodgings.  If  (hey  are 
taken  for  a  less  tenn  than  a  year  certaiu,  any 
reasonable  notioe  to  quit  b  suflldent.  What 
b  considered  a  reatotutble  notice  depends  la 
some  degree  upon  the  nature  of  the  tenure. 
In  Xondoo,  if  no  particular  notioe  b  mm- 
tioned,  it  b  generally  understood  that  a 
wedc's  notioe  shaU  be  ^ven  if  the  apartraems 
be  taken  by  the  week ;  and  a  month's  notiee 
if  tsken  by  the  monthi  but  If  taken  fora 
week  or  a  month,  or  any  other  time  certain, 
no  notice'  b  expected  or  required.  It  being 
neecaiarily  implied  that  wtMOtbe  period  for 
whidi  they  weretaken  arrives,  the  tenant  is 
to  depart,  unless  he  enters  Into  some  tttth
